The table shews thatf Governraent»Institutions have iiJcrcased 

ft • • 

by 12 and their pupils by 1,128—that in Graiit-i«.yiid Ins^ti- » 
tutions there is an increase of 186 Schools and 6,485 pupils— 
and that in Schools otherwise aided, the increase is 376 Schools 
and 9,909 pupils. 

Taking together the Government and private Schools for boys 
of different classes, it appears *that there is a decrease of 10 
Higher Schools, and an increase of, 152 Middle English Schools,, 
of 70 Middle Vernacular^ Schoel8,*of 328 Lower Schools, <ciad of 
T Normal School. 

These figures do i^pdicate any large extensiop of Vernu- 
cular education, but they may be (Jonsiderdl ootisfactory In re¬ 
lation to the limiteij Junds available^ ibiythe establishment and 
maintenance of Elementary Schools. No.gre^t pfbgress can be 
iSiticipated^ in this* direction untS a System of local rating for 
educationaf pufposes has been introduced into Bengal, or an 
adequate shai’b of the general revenues is placed at the di^osal^

THE UNIVEESITY. 

' Entrance ExiaminAtion. —The number of candidates for the 
. Entmhce Examination was 1,734, against 1,507 of the pre¬ 
ceding year, apd 892 were successful. Of the unsuccessful candi- 
'dates, 677 failed in English, 143 in the second language, 19C 
in Histpry and Geography, and 549 in Mathematics. 

• The number of candidates, is again larger than any hitherto 
recorded, being 227 in excess of the return of the previous year. 

Of the entire number of candidates, Bengal contributed 1,462, 
•and of tfiese 734 passed, 123 being placed in the First Division, 
'347' in the Second Division and the remaining 264 in the 
Third Division ; 315 of' the successful candidates were from 
Government Schools j 290 ffom private Schools receiving aid 
from the State ; and 115 from unaided Schools ; 6 were School 
Masters and 8 private students. A classification pf th'e success¬ 
ful daiMidates according to,creed, shews that 593 were Hindus, 
» 26 MahoipedanS”, hnd 36 Christians ; while 79 described them- 
seHes as Brahmists and Deists.

ing yejir. Of these, 196 passed, 10 were absent from the Ex¬ 
amination, and 217 failed. Of the Ejected candidates, 181 
failed in English, 98 in the second I>ji>guage, 37 in History, 
■ 121 in Mathematics,''and 62‘in Philosophy. -

in jthe second, an5 S^iin^the third; 116 -of the successful 
candidates came from Government Colleges, 47 from Aided

“ Of the seven graduates who hold foundation scholarships there ar^ 
four wtoae guardians have incomes below Rupees 100, and one with ai 
income of Rupees 150. 

“ The preceding statements sho^ that very few of our students beloni 
to the v^altby families of Calcuttj, a^d the suburbs ; in fact, that onl;

^vantage of being assisted b^ tke two Native Professors of the Colleg 
and the experienced .^ssi^ant Secretary in framing'these returns, and froi 
a list of about 60 netorioualy^,wealthy familice of Calcutta and the Suburl 
which they have preparedr find that oniy fiVe of thes^ have representi 
tives in the College classes. I think, therefore, that the Statistics ai 
perfectly reliable, and that you \/ould bo justified in making any reoommoj 
dation to Government on the question fees which you may think thij 
warrant. 
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“ One fact appeaw prominently in these returns. Viz. thdt the holders of 
scholarships aretalmost entirely the sons of poor mery * These scholarships are, 
gained by public cempetition amongst the Schools and Colleges of each Circle,, 
and the liberality of Government in awarding so many annually forms '^ne 
point amongst many others in 4irhich the system of public^ instruction^m 
Bbtngal very closely resembles tSat of Prance.”

From tUe lattejr table, it appears tliat,there is a total increase 
of 8 (Schools and 948 pupils in average monthly attemlance 
as compared with the corresi^o'hdjng return for the previous 
year*. The total average cost of each student has at ftie.sajpe 
time decreased from Eupces 27 to Eupees 26 per annum.. In 
otlier words, the education ot a student cost Eupees 1 less oA 
the (avei'age than it did in 1867-68, and the whole of the saving 
is i ll favour of Government since the cost defrayed from private 
soutces remains at Eupees 12 as before, while the cost to the 
StaTO is reduced from Eupees 15 to Eupees 14.- The number 
of English Schools is less by ‘one than it was last year, but 
thene is a total,increase of 389 pupift. In the Higher Schools, 
the / average annual cost of eaCh ’student has decreased from 
Euwees 47 to Eupees* 45, And as the average payment from local 
sources is Eupees 23* as before, • the Govg.’nment expenditure 
has fallen from EJipees 24 to Eupe^* ^ It is satisfactory to 
be able to record that»more than half the expenditure in these 
Schools is nOw provided foj by local ^jjpd^of which by far the 
greater portkm is obtained from the fee i?ayments of the scholars. 
In the Mid*dle ^English Schools, the <ivcrage total cost of each 
student reiaains unaltered, byt here again the cost to the State 
is diminished, the charge, ^aiost the Public Eevenue being 
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reduced from ,Rupee? 19 to Eupeea 17 while the expenditure 
from private sources has increased from Rupees 11 to

In the Middle Vernacular Schools, both the Local and State 
expenditure remain the same as they were last-year, but in the 
cLower Schools there is An, average saving to Government of 
Rupee 1 a head, the average local expenditure remaining 
unaltered. 

There is a heaVy increase in the average charge for girls, but 
; this is onl/ temporary. It "is occasioned by the thorough dis¬ 
organization of the Betliune School, which reduced its numbers 
to a fraction of its ordinary stren^h during ^ large portion of 
the year pending the consideration of a scheme for placing it 
on a sounder footing.

Schools have increased by 143 and their pupils 
by 51,609, but the numbev. of Schools placed in the Higher Class 
is,10 less' than it was last year with Vy corresponding loss of 575 
pupils, while there is an accession of 153 to the Schools of tlie 
Middle Class with a gain of 6,184 pupils. The'average attend¬ 
ance in a School of the teghcr Class was 123 against 115 in 
186.7-68, and in a I^iddle School 46 against 49. 

The, VerKacnlav Scliools MaVe increased by '38*9—64 of the 
■ Middle Class and "325 of the Lower,—with an additional attend- 
-ancfe of 9„69^ pupiis, of Avhora 1,480 are in Middle Schools and 
8,219 in Lower Schools, the average' strength of ,a Middle 
School being 42 and<of h Lower Sdiool 28. 

The Girls’ Schools have incveased from 258 to 281, the gain 
being 28,,of which 27 arc for Natives.

COMPA-BISON OF.RELULi’S IN GOVERNMENT AND AlDED SCHOOI,l

Female ^Education, —The Bethune School has been placed 
on a, new footing and is being reorganized as a Normal School 
for training native female teachers. • It will include an hdult 
class of native ladies, besides the pupils who. are tojbe trained* 
as teachers and the ordinarjr School classes for children who 
will now be instructed entirely by Mistresses, Pandits-being 
altogether excluded. 

The new classes were not opened at the end of the year.' 

The Normal Training Sdinol 'for Mistresses founded at 
Earapur Bauleah by Kumar Chanda Nath Eay' of Nattore has 
been brought into partial operation during the year, ailtt con¬ 
tains a class of ten.»ativg ladies of mature age who, it is hoped, 
will ultimately become teachers. 

As regards native girls’ Schools ge»erally* it has already "been 
stated that their nuqjl^ers have again increased, but bej^nd this 
1 am unable tte report a»y general signs of progress. The 
Schools as a wl\ole do fiot sTppear to haye iinproved, and it must 
be feared that* only a very small ^rcentago of the children 
admitted to tliem ever derive any real good from the teaching 
tht^ are supposed fo receive. •*Oflp instance, howeverj of remark- 
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aWe progress made l)y a little girl in a boy’s school in Zilla 
.Bithhum is worth r^ording. 

The head Pandit of the Lalpur Aided Yeriflicular School 
\frote to - the luspector to say that a girl who had been attend¬ 
ing his School was prepared in the^bjects for the Veraaeulctf 
Scholarship Examination, and begged that a set of the question 
papers might be sent for her, as she could not of course proceed 
‘to the Sadr station with the other candidates for the public 
Exlimination. . This request could not be complied with, but 
the Daputy Inspector Was sent to Lalpur to give her a special 
examination, in the same subjects. Four papers were seC to her 
and in these she .acquitted herself so well, that a special Scho¬ 
larship of Kupees 4 a^month was awarded to her to -be held in 
the Sghool for the following year. 

There is no reason why this, bright example should not have 
many imitators hereafter. . “ 

^ilacATioNAL E'ndowMisnts. —lu addition to the benefactions 
'for educatjpnal purposes which have been placed at the disposal 
of the University during the year, and which have been noticed 
above in the University proceedings, I have the pleasure of 
recording further that a sum of Eupees 9000 has been placed 
in the hands of the Committee of Public Instruction at Cuttack 
by Maharajah Bharirathi Mahendra, Bahadur, of f)hankanal, 
for the purpose of founding Scholarships to be held by Uriyas, 
and f6r the preparation of Uriya books for the Verhacular 
Schools of Orissa. ■ 

Grant?-in-aid.— The number of, Institutions of all classes 
whicii were drawing monthly grants under the Grant-in-aid 
rules at^ the clos? dt tlie official year op the 31st March was 
1,616 against 1,429, qj; the same date in the preceding year, 
shewing an increase of„l86 Schools, or 13 pep cent, over the 
last return. Of the additional Schools, 23 are under Missionary 
bodies, 14 are returned as under other Chrisfaan bodies, and 
149 are conducted by native irlan^ers. The number of pufsils 
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attending Grant-in-aid Schools has increased during the yeai 

from 68,729. to 75,214 or about per cent. , 

The total Smount of the mone/ actually drawn in grants 
■ has at the same time risen from Eupees 3,23,166 to 3,61,73% 
gj something less than 12^er cent. 

The new Schools for which grants were sanctioned during 
the .year number 300, and their aggregate grants are "at^the 
rate of Eupees 59,118 per annum. * Besides this, 74 Institutions 
already aide^ obtained augmentation grarfts arf; the aggregate 
rate of Rupees 12,080 per annujn. On the other Iiand,grants 
have fbr various reasons been withdrawn from 169, Schools^, to 
the amount of Rupees^ 28,842 per a,nnuni, while 29 other' 
Schools have had their grants reduced t(^the extent of Rupees 
2,334 per annum. 

Hence the net addition during the year to the number of 
Institutions of afl classes for which grants are sanctioned js 131 
and the additional sanctioned chargS for m<jnthly grai^ts is 
Rujiees 40,022. 

Casual grants for special purposes have also been sanctioned 
to the extent of Rupees 9,862, distributed amongst 77 
Schools.

State ScHOLAEsnii’s tenable in Great Britain. —By . a 
Kesolution of the Governmejit of India (No. 360 of 30th .June, 
1868) a system of State Scholarsh^s has been established with 
the view of “ encouraging natives of India to resort more freely 
to England for the purpose of perfecting their educatiejp, and 
of studying for the various learned professions or for the Civil and 
other Services in this*cotintry.” With this object nine Scholar¬ 
ships are made annually* availably of the value of ’£200 per- 
annum,tenable for'tjiree years in GreaJ Britjiin, with anj^llowance 
of £150 to provide jlhSsage and outfit for eaci? voyage. 

Two of these nine, ^holjirships hay§tBe2n assigned to Bengal, 
and it has be^n decided that one of them shall be awarded to 
candidates selected by an open competitive Examination to 
wlych any Undei;-graduate ef the University may be admitted,

G-overnment on suitable persons, who are sons of native gentle- 
jmen of birth and position. 

Under these arrangements the first competitive Examination 
Vas held- in January last, conducted by Examiners appointed 
by the University Syndicate, and resulted in the election pf 
Ananda Ram Barua of the Presidency College, a native of 
As^m who has since proceeded to England where he intends 
to take up the study of Law. 

•fhe nomination Scholarship,has been given to Sayyad Sharaf- 
ud Did, the son of a Muhammadan gentleman of Oudh who ren¬ 
dered valuable services to Government in Behar during the 
Mutiny year. Ill-health has at present prevented him from 
leaving India.* 

GiEcnuisT Scholarships. —The foundation of the Gilchrist 
Scholarships has been notiged in previous peportc. Two of 
thgse vSciiolarships of the value of £100 per annum, for five 
years,,, are to be<awarded annually to persons born in India not 
Iteing of pure European descent, and are to be held at the 
Universities of London and Edinburgh. An allowance of £150 
for passage and outfit for each voyage is made to each scholar 
by Government.

CENTRAL DIVISION. 


FROM THE REPORT OP MR. H.,WOODBOW, M. A. 


During the year under report, there have been no changes 
in the extent of the Division. It still contains the Zillahs of 
Moorshedabad, Nuddea, the ^4-Pargannahs with Dataset; and 
the easteril portion of the Hcwghly’Zillah. These Zillahs con¬ 
tain an area of 9,490 square miles, and were supposed at the i 
last census, to-have a population <jf 4,279,698 persons. ' It is 
probable that this •nuiujjcr is much understated, for Nuddea 
contained only .580,000, whereas the police report states it now 
to contain one million; and thouglv the population has been 
reduced throughout Jqrge tracts of the eSnriry by jtbstilence 
during the last ten yearn,,yet the contiyupd extension of com¬ 
merce has Jirought to fhe dhntres of tr^ile men from other parts 
of India, ahd this, with the natural increase of population, and 
the original under-statement at the census, has probably more 
than counterbalanced the loss! 
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^Reports of Injectors of Schools. 

The health of the' division, as influencing the ^attendance in 
•tjie Schools in thus reported on by the Deputy Inspectors. The 
Deputy Inspector of Sant'ipore says-^ 

“ Throngliout the year under review opidomio fever of the most maiig* 
nant type has raged in the district, and done much harm to the cause of 
edupaCion. It spares neither i.ge nor sex nor constitution. In many places 
people died in numbers for want of regular treatment and proper mo- 
diordes. In ^others quacks did greater evil‘than the pestilence. Cholera 
raged furiously durftig the wintelf lind is still in force in several places* 
It completes the woi^ of ruin which the fever began. Entire villages havo 
in a manner b^n dcp^ulated. # # * This ill-fated portion of Lower Bengal will 
not be able to 8 how<very satisfactory results, unless things assume an altered 
aspect and the sanitary condition of tho country uiideigo a ch.ango for the 
better. Tho causes of' those pestilences and other maladies, that are in a 
manner ruining the finest portion of Bengal Vroper, havo not as yet been 
traced or ascertained, and have hnfilod tho attempts of,many clover men and 
a(^ute^ 9 bs 6 ryers to arrive at tho trutlfl Tho pestilence has, i’b appears, turned 
populous villages jn};o uninhabited and uninhabitable jungles, and fertile fields 
^into waste lands and deadly marshes. It has year after year been suffered to 
devastate the land, and to spread dearth, ruin, and suffering over some of tho 
fairest regions of Bengal without any effective interference. As an officer 
employed to superintend and report on education, it is not my duty to enquire 
into the causes of these occurrences but I dwell on them so far as their influence 
to retard or accelerate the progress of education is concerned,’* 

The Deputy Inspector of Calcutta who has under his charge 
a part of the Zillah of the Si4-Pargannahs, says— 

“To work among tho masses is always difficult, and the^difficnlty almost 
ambnnts to impossibility in places so subject to t.rou'glit and inundation, famine 
and pestilence, as the part of tho country unjler nduico.’’ 

The Deputy Inspector \>f Hooghly, after describing the effects 
of the ifiiindatioii, which not only dissolved the walls of mud 
CQttages, the commoE houses of the people,' but even brought 
down hrickbuilt structures, proceeds thus :— . 

following in its wake, ti^e epidemic fover, which in previous years 
deefmated some of the fairest villages of this district and ruined the best 
Pohools, broke out this year with tlje greatest virulence at Allah Mahmndpur, 
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Krishnaghar, Baliagarra, Belgoria, Balara, Bandipar.^Tolimpara, and Chander-* 
nagar, so mnoh so that lumdreds were carried off daily, until it attracted t|j 0 . 
notice of Government who sent medical aid to some of the villages. Prom Allah 

and Belgoria dead bodies wore carried in carts.” 

•• 

The Deputy Inspector of Baraset states, that those mana¬ 
gers .who rebuilt their school-house# after the first Cyclpne 
had not the means after the second Cyclone to rebuild 
their houses, again, and thus genei’ally Ms sehoois are field 
in structures more or less diltipidatecT. The, superabuiTdance 
of rain* at the beginning of tha rainy season ia, June and 
the absence of rain ia October, injured the wce-crops* and the 
yield was* unsatisfactory. Jungle ig iqweasing in the coun¬ 
try, and at Bajitpur two boys were attacked by a wolf,.from 
which the. Deputy Inspectoi* lumself had a narrow escape. 
Situated as Baraset is, on the borders of the Sundarbang, it^is 
a usual thing to hear of tigers, leopards, and bijffaloes (th^ De¬ 
puty Magistrate was killed by a buffalo at Kaliganj), but* 
this is the first time, to my knowledge, that wolves have appear¬ 
ed on the scene. This Deputy Inspector makes the following 
sensible observations, with refei'ence to the difficulty of securing 
proper drinking water: 

“ Besides theso^’nngles, there are old putrid tanks full of malaria, a few more 
or less in every village. The climate of Bfcrasot ia notoriously insalubrious 
from a variety of other causes. It is rc^dojod still worse by the generRtion of 
malai-ia from those tank% ,But the most unfortimato thing is, that the people 
in general can hardly be convinced of the pernicious effects which the 
emanation of gaseous matter frortf those tanka has upcyi health. Moreover the 
ownership of these tanks being in the hands (ff ^ number of joint proprietors, 
they are, aa is too oomraoj^ly the case with native* joilt propriSfors, little 
looked after. If one «f the co-shajers ia found willing to boar his own share of 
the expense that would bd iocuried in cleaning the tanks, and to take upon 
himsolf the tntable |)f personally superintending the work, it is very rarely that 
ho finds tho sympa^iy of the other co-sharers, rfn many cases, however, it must 
be confessed, the impoverished circumstances of some of the co-sharers would 
not tfllow them to bear*tho costs. In thdyfornjbr cose (when the^circumstances 
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''of the co-shai'ors allow tlYem to bear the expense) nothing short of strict orders 
.from the Government authorities would bo able to persuade them to do what 
they should do voluntarily. But in oases where the co-proprietors are unable, 
because of'their poverty to defray the expontes, I would suggest that Govern- 
ment accord to those of the proprietors who would undertake to be.ar the obits 
themselves, the power of enjoying the profits which the, tanks would yield 
^forvnc*ii a length of time as woiftd'enable them to cover their outlay.” ' 

Ihspecting Agb^^cy. —Tlie examination and classification of 
Schools, when tho Inspector hUs as many as 805 Schools on his 
list, necessarily falls into the ’ hands of his assistants. The 
heavy pecuniary responsibility of passing some 8000 small bills 
to the aggregate amount of more than £26,900, andjthe imper¬ 
ative necessity, at least near Calcutta, of passing them quicklyj 
keeps the Inspector to his desk. The encroachment of office 
work on^ the Inspector’s tiifie has frequently been' brought to 
ydiir'notice, as kc-ejung him from his more immediate duty of 
ipspe*cting Schools, but at present no satisfactory solution 
of the difficulty has been found. It will probably result in 
giving each Inspector an Assistant Inspector empowered tc, 
sign bills, and in arranging that one of the two Inspectors shall' 
always be near permanent head quarters to pass bills. In the 
case of opposition Schools, or of quarrel among managers, or 
of a dissension between managers and masters, tlie Inspector is 
occasienally obliged to visit Schools for other reasops than 
inspection. During the year, I have vij5ited 113 schools and 
travelled 2531 miles and assisted at several College Examina- 
tionS. The visits 6nable^pae to check about^l5 per cent, of the 
entries it;, the tafjle 'of the efficiency of schools, which ‘ is pre¬ 
pared from the returns of Deputy Inspectors. ^ It is valuable in 
considering the cost of instruction of each piipil,and in letting each 
school understand its position with reference to other schools. 
There was, a few years ago, a fear in the minds of the managers 
of some Missionary Schools, tliat' the visits of Hindu Deputy ' 
Inspectors might lead to,unpleasant collisions. Such, however. 
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has not beeii the case, and some Missionaries have informed me 
that they value the inspection of their schools by these office's. 
Dr. Wilson, the Head of tl^e Free Church Institution ip Bombay, 
lately said to me, that he had felt entire confidence in* the inspec-, 
tion of an educated native gentleman, so far as it went, and he 
was’not unwilling that even the exf^lnation for the GrantMi>ai^, 
which, by the Bombay rules, is dependent on a single exami¬ 
nation, should be conducted by th«m. ^ * 

Dejui’y Inspectors. —^Thoonly change among the Deputy 
Inspectors is, the promotion of Babu Amrita^Lal Pal, B. A. an4 
B. L. to a Dejmty Magistracy. Babu Hartln Chandra Chatto- 
padhyay was transferred fiiora Plasseylo, Hooglily at his own 
request, and Babu Matilal Mitra was appointed Deputy Iifspector 
of Plasseyin hi^ place. * . 

The number of schools under’each^Deputy Inspector i«^on,the 
average 73. If each of these were visited ewry quarter, the 
number of Schools visited would be 292, a a numl^r of inspec¬ 
tions attained only by one offlfcer, Babu Jagat Chandra. Bandyo- 
padhyay. Two Deputy Inspectors have eadh 107 Schools to 
inspect, five others have betiyeen 85 and 67 Schools, the general 
average being 73, There i| urgent need that the ‘number of 
Deputy Inspectors in ray district should be increased. In justice 
to the^Deputy Inspectors I must say that they have done their* 
bast to look after their respective districts.

Inspeotors, their salaries‘and Ravelling allowances, thq com¬ 
mencement of their service as Dej^uty Ipspectors, Bie Schools 
under their in8{)ect3)fl, the Schools inspected,**and the number of 
miles travelled over-op dijty.

There are 120 Schools not j.nduded in the Deputy Inspectors’ 
lists, half them being 51enana Institutions and the other half 
being composed of Girls’ Schools and Schools examined by the 
Inspector only. 


























List of Deputy Inspectors. 
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During the year ‘the -number of Schools under inspection 
h£\s increased from 785 to 850, or by 8 per cent., and the pupils 
in them from 40,522 to 43,498, or by 7 per cent. These num¬ 
bers, however, give but an imperfect idea of the amount of edu¬ 
cation in the Central Division. They do not include half of the 
^liglier Class Schools for s§C(Jndary education, nor do they shew 
the ^i^pid extension of Lower Class Schools for primary edu¬ 
cation undei; Ba'bu fehudeb Mukhopadhyay. The latter schools 
are reported on by their own Inspector, and the former are 
.neither exavninecf .,nor reported on by the Inspector of Schools, 
being chiefly connected with Government or Missionary Col¬ 
leges. There are al§o*'in Calcutta, several large schools under 
the mlinagement of native gentlemen, that have never appeared 
at all in the Bengal Educaticmal reports ; six qf these unaided 
and ijK,irit?pectcd klative Schools in Calcutta sent up to the last 
Entrance ExamiRation more successful candidates, both in num¬ 
ber and in merit, than came from the 5 Government Schools 
and the 6 Missionary Institutiolis of the Punjab. Yet these 
six unaided Schools slip out of sight as insignificant in the 
Bengal Eeport. Then again there^ire thousands of small village 
Schools, of which this Department^ has no detailed knowledge, 
but which in the Punjab or the Korth Western Provinces would 
contribute to swell the total number of those under education. 
With the machinery at the command of the educational depart¬ 
ment it is impossible to number all the small indigenous 
Schools. Taking tlioso Sch.ools onl/which contain upwards.of 
twenty pjjpils, the IJepwty Inspectors enunierate 492 Schools 
containing 14,658 boys. Half the numbfef are in the Zillah of 
ther 24-Pargannahs. *A% a general njle, there is but* one teacher 
to a village School. 

It may be interesting tomaention some of the more important 
unaided schools nn Calcutta and ij}s vicinity,, colleges not being 
included.

The list shews that ’wc have in Calcutta and Its environs 
fouijteen large Schools edtfeating up to the Entrance Examina¬ 
tion attended by 5,342 boys.and^taiight by 176 masters. This does 
not include the Baptist Missionary Institution at Serampore with 
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its 500 boydt The cost of the education ef the thousand Eu¬ 
ropean and East Indian boys in the four great Christian Schools 
is nearly one hundred Eupees a head annually, or a lakh^a 
year. The same amount more than defrays the educatiotl of 
the four thousat^d Hindus, and the four hundred Musalmans in 
the* ten institutions under Missimiary or native managenjent. 
This great difference in the expense of instruction is one reason 
why Christian parents experience ^o much tliffieulty in keeping 
their children sufficiontiy long at school to giw3 them a tlforough 
education.

upder other rules ; (4) Private Institutions under in8{)ection, bu 
receiving no allowances, and yet furnishing all returns require( 
from Aided Schools. It would be well if the last named heac 
were omitted, as it is siAject to violent fluctuations mori 
apparent than real, for some private schools give returns on' 
year and neglect to do so the neyt year. Many priv ate school 
also willingly receive the visits of the Inspector, but object t< 
furni.sh him with notices of their pecuniary condition. Th 
returns of schools under the first three lieads arc accurate, bu 
in the fourth head only a very few of the best Schools of th 
Lower‘Provinces are entered. Nothing, for instance, is foun 
concerning the pupils attached^ to the Dovoton College, S 
Xavier’s, College, or La Martincire, though nine-tenths of tli 
studeuts in the Bengal Presidency who take up Latin or Gree 
c6iue from these three Schools.

There are 25 classes or divisions of one ^oup. Sithilai; 
divisions exceptis excipieiidis are observed'in the oth^r groups, 
so that in all there are 85 classes of Schools, and some more 
are occasionally required. This Return in its complete form, 
and the statistics on which it> is based, give all the information 
that the department possesses about the cost of education. 

The summary of the return shews that the 850 institutions 
enterecUin the*Tables, contained 43,498 pupils with an airerage 
attAidance of 31,771* or one pupif in four was always absent. 
Their total cost was J^s. 6,14,612, towards which Government 
contributed Rs. 2^09,643, or about. third of the cost. •The 
Government institutions under my inSpestio^ eJwimJing the 
collegiate school^ were 28 in number, containing 3,406 pupils 
and costing Rs. 74,218, of»which Rs. S'/,426, or just half, w'as 
given by Gfovemment, the other half coming almost entirely 
from fees. The two Normal Schools ^f Hooghly and Calcuita, 
are tepensive institutions, an(^dis^urb.the averages increasing 
the cost of each pupil. The Aided jnstitutions were 767 in 
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"number, containing' 38,412 pupils and costing tls. 4,92,0(53, 
"towards which sura Government contributed as aid Rs. 1,69,071, 
Or one third part. 

The most useful arrangement, in order to see the propbr 
expenditure of Schools of a certain character, ie to arrange them 
according to their classes. I'a'king as our unit of comparison the 
costio Government^of one boy for a year in a lower class school 
(Rs. ^-4-6) we <ind that iir a’ Middle Class Vernhcular School 
the cost to Government of one boy is more than two ujiits, in 
the' Middl6'Class .English School it is more than five units, and 
in a Higher Class’English School more than four units. The 
cost to Government of each boy in the inferior.English School is 
always more than in the superior school, and this result, so un¬ 
expected and hard to understand, is due evtirely to the fact 
tlmt Ihe ‘superior schools ?.re much the larger, containing on the 
^yentge 143 bojifto 61 in the Middle Class Schools and that the 
people pa/larger fees in the bigger school. 

■ In a Normal School on the other htind, the cost to Govern¬ 
ment for male teachers is sixty units, and for female teachers 
two Imndred and fifty units. It»is worthy of notice that the 
total expense for each stud»nt iu*t!ie only aided institution for 
female teachers is 1,020 units, that is, the cost of .the education 

of eaoJi student in the Aided Training Scliool fn Cornwallis 

• • 

Square is just the very sum that Goviaiupeiit ]»ays for the edu¬ 
cation of a thousand children of the massjjs. 

The table of cfficitfncy sl^eivs’that tlTo Higher Class Schools are 
of their li«rS’iusph «ljctler than Lower Clas» schools; for, one- 
sixth part only were in the lower half of *tho^ scale containing 
the “ Moderate,” “ Indifferent,” andl‘ BafH Schools," while in the 
Lower Class Schools jusf five-sixths were in this^’art bf the scale, 
and only one-sixth reckoned as “ E.xccllont,” “ Good,” or “ Fair.” 

The tablg of the expenditure ofethc Division shews that <5 per 
cent, of tho total cost is gpent on inspection; 92 per cent, on 
schools,‘and 2 percent. olS scholarships to deserving students.

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Minor, Vernacular, and Calcutta Scholarships 

Tliere were distributed in my Division on the results of the 
November examination, 30 Minor Scholarships of Rs. 5 a month 
tenable for two years, aSd 49 Vernaoidar Scholarships of Rs. 4^* 
a month tenable for four years, and 9 Calcutta Free Scholar¬ 
ships giving Tree tuition for «yea^s at one* of, the great 
English^Schools, which is nearly Equivalent to a*money payment 
of Rs. 300. 

The Scholarships are ’restricted as regards’age, the minor to 
16 years, the vernacular to»14 yeaA, and the Calcutta to 11 
years. There is a large number of eligible candidates, and*it is 
much to be*regr%tted that several candidates not eligible try to 
pass themselves off as eligible and to tiij<e away the schofaTsljipe 
already far too few in number, from the boy? for whom *the;g 
were intended. One of the objects of these scholar^ips was, 
to find out clever boys and gradually to pass them on to higher 
examinations, till they become an honour to their friends and to 
their country. The Minor aad Vernacular Scholarships'both 
lead up to the Junior Scholarsliips,‘the Junior to the "Senior, 
the Senior to tlfe State Scholarship o^' to some endowed Scholar¬ 
ship or even to the Premchand Roychand Studentship., But 
this Object is defeated when a person, who ought in age to 
contend for the B. A, degree comes to the examination and 
passes himself off as less tiian 16. •.^bigfnan well filled out, 
with formed features and strong whisk As and t"ehes, not 
unfrequently ^attempts to pass himself off M^less than 16 years of 
age. Sometimes the Vhisk^s are shavSd off, but their irrepre’s- 
sible vitality sCftn shoots up strong bristles, which even in a 
few hours after Shaving can be detected by a magnifying glass. 
Such Tnen, with brazen-faced fnendacity, protest* thaj their age 
is under sixteen. The tinle of thejr, birth being a fact ^lot 
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within their own knowledge, they think themselves at liberty to 
•accept the statement most accordant with their own wishes. 
•OnQ‘of these persons was under 14 years old in order to join 
a Vernacular Scholarship, and within eleven months was dver 
16 years old in order to be eligible for the Entrance Examina- 
^ioni He had kept his .namo on thS rolls of a Vernacular 
ScJjool by paying fees and occasionally putting in an appear¬ 
ance^, but be hath studied in'ail English School. I regret that 
in spite of my care it is possible for a man by dint of hard 
lying to pass himself off as a boy. I feel that it is taking the' 
children’s bread and giving it to liars: Some persons suppose 
that the Kusti or horoscope, which most parents of respectable 
position in society think it right to provide for their children, 
would solve the difficulty. ' Such, however, is. not the case. A 
horpsto'pe like any other,,written document may be forged, and 
some boys ha\fe‘ no horoscope. A skilful forgery would pass an 
investigation, but a blundering forgery would give incorrectly 
the |)osition of the heavenly bodies at the hour of birth. In 
the latter case it may be said that errors occur in genuine 
horoscopes, and that the mistake was made by the Acharya 
(astrologer) who prepared the^ horoscope. As few. Europeans 
know what a horoscope is, { give the translation of one that is 
genuine. The astrologers count time as Europeans count 
money. The date consequently is <^’t(V' «o many years of a 
stated era, usually that of Vikramadityii, not in such a year.— 
.Thiis the date of thfk day^Sth May 1869—which may be briefly 
♦written S^^ft^oS^'rouKl a*ppear in the horoscope as 1868-4-7 that 
is, after 1868 years ^and 4 months and 7 days, which of course 
is the same thing as itf the 8th day of* the 5th month of the 
1869th year. The horoscope carries the datd to .‘dandas and 
palas, of which 60 dantlas make one day aftd 60 palas one 
danda.

'Again, the nape given,tb 
tlie child in his horoscope is the astrological name, and is different 
from the common name given on the day of his first eati^ 
rice.' For instance, Jadav Chandia Ghosh will appear in £be 
horoscope as Harihar Ghosh, the fourth son of Gangadas Ghpsh, 
and it must he proved by othef mean^ that JaSav. ChaNfira is 
the foqrth son of his father, and so the same p'erson as Harihar.

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After the Calcutta Free Scholarship Examination, I received, 
a letter from the Secretary of one of. the competing Schools,, 
stating that the boy of another School •who stood highert'on th^ 
lilt was not under 11 years of age, and asserting that lie competed 
the year previously from a mofussil school at an older age. As 
a boy of the name given had reall/, appeared from the mdfuss4 
school, I sent the letter to the Secrej^ary of the School. ^He 
said that thebharge was false, a*d,that notlIiijg*waslnore,^«Dm^ 
mon th^n to find two boys of the same name. He, however, add¬ 
ed to his letter the statement that the Secretaries of«two other 
schools had sent up boy» over the prescribed age. So warm 
the contest grew, that there was nothing' for it but to summon 
to my office the whole of the boys near the top of the list, desir¬ 
ing them t(rbring their horoscope^.. The Secretaries and those 
interested in the several Schools attended, arid I had the grjat 
advantage of the presence of a distinguished jiative Solicitor, 
and of my friend, Babu Kanailal D4, who, as a medical man, was 
able to give valuable assistance in estimating age. We had 
also some boys present about whose age there was no doubt. 
All the boys were arranged,together and those who lool^ed the 
oldest were called on to proye their age. Kustis and school 
registers were •produced, and quite a legal investigation was held. 
The result \^as, that only one of the competitors was found to 
be ^er age. I wi^i j. could cSri-y out the same enquiries con¬ 
cerning competitors in tffe mofussil for Minor Scholarships, as 
with them the worst cases occurred. la future years, every 
parent or guardian will be required to giv^ a declaration of the 
age of the boys bejprd’the scholarship is paid, and a list of those 
nearly eligible for scholafehips will.b^added to the list-of 
scholars, if^ith ftiis notice— 

“If owing to age any of the alJove Scholarships are not 
“ retained, they yvill be awarded to some of the following 
“ candidates.” 
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I I am aware that cases do sometimes happen,' when a child 
. ^evclopes itself preternaturally early. Dr. Webb told me of a 
pase where a girl was a mother before she was ten years old ; 
aid so we may have boys of fifteen the fathers of families. As 
I do not like to set aside a boy’s statement of age as false, I 
^ouM be glad of a rule to Jhe effect that scholarships ar^ not 
given to candidates, whose alleged age is greatly below the age 
proo^ble f/om their general Q^ppearance. Such a • rule is much 
wanted, and it is not unfair. If the body is developedjireter- 
natprally early, the mind should have shared in the same freak 
of nature,^aud the candidate ought to have won his scholarship at 
an earlier age. In a Word, these scholarships are not' intended 
for monstrosities. 

Distribution .—TKe thirty. Minor Scholarships allowed tliis 
year to.,tho Central Division, were distributed on the principle of 
the Sj-inor Scholarship rules. Merit and locality were both con¬ 
sidered. If,merit alone were considered,boys from Calcutta and its 
vicinity would carry off all the pri'/ics, and nothing would be left 
for remote Mofussil Schools, for whose advantage tlie scholarships 
themselves were established. Both,Minor and Vernactilar Scho¬ 
larships wore founded more \\ith a desire to improve Schools than 
to reward scholars. Hence it is necessary to reserve scholarships 
to certain districts, and then award them by merit in those dis- 
tricts. If locality were not cofisic’iered, Calcutta would win a^'llie 
University Entrance Examination all the scholarships of the 
Presidency, and the vast provinces on'-thc north and west would 
have nothing. , < ' 

The award of Minor Scholarships was thvis made— 

(.1.) Nine Scholarsnips to the firfet nipa students in order of 
merit, and three Scholat ships to each of the s(^Ven districts of 
Calcutta, Howrah, Hoogly, 24-Parganuas, Bavasei, Nuddea, 
and Moorshedabad.

FEMALE EDUCATION. 


The list of girls’ Schools shews during ^ the year an 
increase of pupils from 4,011 to 4,444 or of 9 per cent. 
lii> 1866 and 1867, the putnbers were 3,307 and S>746; 
there is consequently an increase of Vi little over a thou¬ 
sand in the last three years. In th? pivvious period of three 
years the increase was neatly 2000 pupils. We had expected 
from the outburst ol enthusiasm on Miss^fJarpenter’s visit, that 
a considerable addition would have ^been matle to the numbers 
in our girls’ Schools, bulj^such has not been thp case. I have 
again to complain that tl^e progress of the girls attending the 
Schools is very slow. Out of the 4,444 girls under instruction, 
I believe that not one thousaiid can read a simple story inliheir 
mother-Jon^ue, and know what they are reading about. When 
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I visit a girls’ School, I generally find two girls in the first class* 
and three or four in the second, who can read and understand' 
easy lessons. The rest never attempt* to understand^ tlie mtean- 
ing of words and sentences. The two first class girls can, in 
Geography, shew the situation of places on the map of India ; in 
Gratflmar they know a few of the e^iest of the rules for con>>- 
pounding words ; and they can do sums in simple division. 
the rules of Swbankar, which they Isarn by-heart ^vithout rMmler- 
standin^, they can perhaps get oitt the answer to a sum like 
this : “ If the wages of a servant f6r 30 days be 6 ri{^es, what 
are the wages for ten days ?” but they would be reduced to blank 
amazement, if one rupee and. one day were substituted in the 
question for 6 rupees and ten days. I doubt if there are twenty 
girls in the .4,00^ who could wolkw out properly the question : 
If the wages for 30 days be one rui)ec^ what are the wages^ ^or 
one day ? The lower classes in girls’ Schools .^dom keep any 
appearance of discipline, the little ones lie at length oi* the floor 
admiring one another’s rings*and bracelets, and occasionally 
turning over the well-thumbed page that contains the alpha¬ 
bet. I doubt if they learn a letter a week. It would be.well if 
all teachers of girls’ Schools wgre psvid according to woVk done ; 
and that they were called upon to shew monthly to the Deputy 
Inspector a pr5gress report for eacTi girl. UnfortunateV the 
manners as w'ell as,the teachers*ex^iect but little, and cannot 
be easily disappointed in the result. The Uttarpara Hitakari 
Shova is the chief agency f6r raising the sto-ndard of education 
in this district, t am not able to qv/bte» from their annual 
report, as it has noj jVt reached me. The Shova endeavom-s to 
- raise the standard of adjicatton in the girff Schools near Uttdr- 
para by offwingl Scholarships, for whlfch Government gives a 
Grant-in-aid ofione half the money, flie other half being raised 
partlj from the donp,tions of th« Slvjva and partly by subscription 
from the funds of the competing Schools. These Schools, 

5 


,are 
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•aided Schools, iu whose support Government heart nearly half 
•the cost. Hence nearly half the subscription of the compet¬ 
ing gcli^tols comes from Government. With a direct subscrip¬ 
tion of one half, and an indirect subscription of a substantial 
sum towards the second half, the share of Government in de¬ 
fraying these Scholarships i,s greater than would appear frbm a 
,cuiyory perusal of the Shova’s report. 

S(Sjolar^ips‘ate, in the pnanimous opinion o^ my Deputy 
Inspectors, essentially necessary to raise the standard of iustruc- 
tiou in Schools, and I iidopt their recommendations, for 
I see every where the vast improvement arising in boys’ Scliools 
from Vernacular Scholarships. I strongly urge, that an assign¬ 
ment may be given by Government for Scholarships to girls’ 
Schools. I also advise the managers to intro^luce a system of 
paymeffc by results, and ^o exact from the teachers more satis- 
foctory progre.win all the classes, especially iu the lower ones. 
The Deputy Inspectors should urge on the managers the neces¬ 
sity of their securing greater reghlarity of attendance among the 
girls of their Schools. 

The subject of Female Education is thus noticed by my Depu¬ 
ty Inspectors in their reports. B/ibu Maheudranath Hay writes 
thus:— 

“Injny district, a^well as in every other 1 suppose, the (^iris are ns a rule 
worse off than boys in attainmaits.* The reason for tliis ini'oriorityS^i, tliat 
■money being the sole motive for acquiring thtt cduca'tion that exists, that in- 
dneemeut is much loss strong with respect to f^iuiales than with regard to 
males. Many have been led to consider that Government and the friends of 
native female educatioi, by their attempts to odqcate our femaloSi are 
going to do a thing novel in its nature and quite ut' varianco with the normal 
belief of the people. By frying to educate anr womon^ we are not going to 
animate a lifeless body, but tc^ infuse healthy blood into ^ system rendered 
bloodless and impaired by time ; ■wo are not going to'soattor seeds on a 
barren desert, but on a fertile soil loft for centuries uncared for and therefore 
covered with the rahkest weed!}.” 
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“ The Hiuda girl possesses a sharp intellect. The powers of her mind Dee4 
only bo trained and cultivated in order tp ensure the same eininent eduoation^_ 
results which have been attained in Europe. Now that zenana a^onoies aje 
being opened, we hope that the time is not distant for our wome# to attain ^hb 
salie position which their enlightened sisters enjoy in the western world. These 
agencies are, in my humble opinion, very useful institutions, and it is these only 
that -will be able to confer the benefits of cdtooation as well on our daughters, 
as on our wives, sisters, aunts, &o. Some benevolent ladies have opened zep^ 
na agencies, and mistresses have been appointed no^ only to teach gir^g^ 
schools, but to visit respectable families Si onch pillage. The scheme hai^^mo 
into opoj^ation in the 2i-Parganna3. *1 have always wished to have the 
scheme extended to tlio Nuddea zillah too.”* 


Babu Hara Mohan Bliattacharya, the Deputy Inspector of 
Baraset, writes thus :— 

“ Female ednoatiou made no progress during the year. It rather received 
a check, by one of tjje two female SelioCis* being closed temporarily. The 
reason of Sripur girls’ school being closed, is very curious. It is WQjjth recit¬ 
ing liero. 

“ The Secretary of this School, Babu Kedar Nath Datta atliis nuptials dfspeiw* 
Bed with the ceremonies observed ou occasions of Hindu marriages,*in favor of 
Brahma rites. This inflamed the orthodox class, wlio having no other means 
of revenge against him, tried their hardest to persuade tlie parents, (who for 
the most part wore indifferent) to withdraw their daughters from the school, 
as tho only way of mortifying the younger class of men, iu which thfey (the 
orthodox class) succeeded. There waS another event connected with the work¬ 
ing of tho female Sfchool which has been tho groundwork of hostile feelings 
against it^not only among tho orthodox class, but even among a number of 
tho yQi<Jn*g Bengal class also. A girl of tlto s^ool was betrothed by her father 
to a man who was a Kulin bift rimost illiterate aud a little advanced in years. 
The girl, persuaded by the pandit ns is generally alleged, protested against 
this match, but in vain. This was unusual covduct for*a girl of Bengal, where 
tho feelings of bridegrooms and especially of bridSs age least consulted in the 
matter of their marriage.*‘It was a matter moat provoking to the orthodox 
class, but I am at a loss to find thep reason why it alSboted many of our young 
Mends who profess ip be men of enlightened views.” 

BabuNilpiani^ukhopadhyay,M. A.inSanskrit, writes thus:— 

“Bu^ with this increase of bulk, Hiere does not appeiy any porcoptit>le 
improvement in the quality of female education. The attainments of most 
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Vnpils do not go higher than simple spelling, as is given in Mamapariohaya, 
^ai'ts I and II, and it is seldom found that a girls’ school can present 
t^o or three pupils capable of reading and explaining and doing easy sums 
mjh any degr/^e of aptitude or correctness. The attendance in a girls’ School 
is grossly irregular at all the seasons of the year, except when prizes are 
distributed, and the discipline is not more improved than tho attendance. 
The teuchers and managers are ndu often judicious enough in shaping^ their 
qpirse thi’ough these manifold di&cultiea, and in understanding the peetdiar 
of the^r dut^, wlwch is not only to teach but also to persuade and con¬ 
ciliate 

“ The evils which have hitherto stood in tho way of female education ar'e, I 
conceive, tbs’ following viz., early inarriago, scantiness of means, imperfect 
state of male education, and tho habit of perpetual seclusion from public, to 
which Hindu ladies are sa\yected. Of these tho first and the last are the most 
organic, being numbered among the time-honored dogmas of tho Hu\da 
community. No reformation has been sweeping enough to remedy them, and 
no enlightenment has been potenh enough to dispel tlupn ; but the day will 
not be fay distant when western civilization after years of tho severest trial 
will Achieve this ^orious enterfjriso. 

,. “tIio third evil, viz. tho imperfect state of male education, is being mitigated 
in a great nffeasure by tho rapid increase of Schools. 

“With regard to the second evil, it would not bo irrelevant to observe that, 

imlike a School for boys where tuition fees generally constitute the greater 

portion of tho local income, a girls’ School is supported solely by subscriptions, 

and not only are the managers unable to exact any fees from tho girls, but 

they are under the necessity of *incurribg ch.ai’ges for providing them with 

books for their reading, and for distributing prizes, which firm a most impor- 

€ <• 

taut it^m in a School liko this.—These considerations among others necessitate, 
in my humble opinion, some relaKatibn in tho gi-ant-in-aid rules in fo^ur of 
female Schools.’’ a *“ 

Babu Matilal Maitra, the Deputy Inspector of the Plassey 
district ia the backward aillah of Murshidabad, writes thus :— 

“ The importance of ftsmale education is not here understood. The people 
entertain a deep-rooted prejudice against it. In a distsict where tho education 

ft 

of boys is so sadly neglected, fjmalo edvjcatton cazinbt bo expected to make any 
rapid advance. Progress, in this direction, is tho work odonligtitcnmcnt, and 
enlightenment in this district k the work of time. Proni, making enquires in 
alntost all the respectable and decent villages here, I have been led to believe 
that young l^ies of rospectablb famhies are now desirhus of receiving instruo- 
tioivand giving it to their dajighters, but 'in this they do not Qnd the sym- 
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pathy of their male relativoB, who are averse to beef the cost. Should the, 
grant-in-aid rules be considerably relaxed in favor of girls’ Schools, jua|, 
keeping only the principle of tho system in view, then there is a likelihood oj 
several such Schools being established. If Government bearg *he lacge^if 
poRion of tho total cost of a girls’ School and offers at tho same time rewards 
to girls with a view to attract them to it, female education would make rapid 
stridesitowards progress in this district. 

Babu Sripati Mukhopadhyay writes: — 

“ The number of girls’ Schools at work in this districl»may^now Jbe cou^s^iV 
by 9 with an att^dance of 228 pupils. I'kises an.iucreaso'of one in the lyC^ber 
of School| and eight in tho number of pupils. An improvement has jHus been 
made in quantity, but not in quality to the*extent desirable. A few«^rls at .the 
top of tho Schools can read and undci'staud such books as Cliarupat, Part 
II. and Padjia Patt j can answer questions in Geo^-ajj^iy and History, and work 
sums in the four simple rules, reduefton, nod simple rnlo-of-threo ; while others 
are in the merest vudimouts. Of tho 223 pupils attending tho gilds’ schools, 
about 75 only qan rc^d and understand s^cU books as Sisusikhya, Part III. and 
the rest cannot, or in other words one-third of tho aggregate number^f pupils 
can read tho simplest stories and two-thirds canfiot. The pr^ortion is cerT!^- 
ly very small. Yet it cannot bo disallowed that a commencement of a good work* 
has been made. With Scholarships and other incentives to exertion, better 
progress it is hoped will be made in fulure.” 

The Deputy Inspector of Hooghly, Babu Haran Chandra 
Ohattopadhyay, makes the folbwing remarks— 

“ The majority of tho girls’ Schools exhibit a mental progress by no 
means oheoridg, and tho display of a ftiw faneywork articles executed by tho 
• girls of our Schoc^s iudicatos no sign of steady progress. Female education 
like th^of the males must come home to the people, before we can expect to 
see our sisters and wive* mj^ertaking the education of our children and the 
active superintendence of our households. 

A relaxation of the aidc3 rulos in favor of female Schools and the crogtion 
of a few Scholarships varying from Rs. 3 to*P foj tho encouragement of tho 
girls, seCm to be the onljf effectual remedies calculatcTl to cure the obstinate 
prejudices of the orthodax ctasaos of our countiy and tho lukewarmness of tho 
half educated. “ ^ 

“ Babu Onrga Ch^ran Laha, of Chinsurah is «n enlightened gentleman of 
large sympathies, who, besides endowing the University with Scholarships and 
creating free studentships in the Presidency and Hooghly Colleges, has bgen 
snppoi Hng unostentatiously, without feoveftimeitt aid, a well coq^ucted girls’ 
school near his house at Hooghly.”* 
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ZILLAH SCfiOOLS AND NORMAL SCHOOLS. 

Ho\v«ah. —This School was opened in 1845 and has therefore 
cbinpleted' its 24th year. In November, 1845, the Magistrate 
of Howrah reported that he had received 190 applications for 
admission. Tlie number Jbf pupils on the roll on the Slst 
March last was 273 against 233 on the same date of the 
^pres'ous Jear.' There has thus been an increase of 40 pupils, 
notwithstanding the levy pf an .increa.sed rate of fees. In 1859 
tbpre we#) 148 pupils and the fees were Rs. 3,728; in 1864 there 
were 260 pupils and the fees were Rs. 5,843 ; and in 1869 there 
were 273 pupils and fees were l^s. 6,275. The 1st class, com¬ 
posed of 20 boys, wore sent up to the University Entrance Exami¬ 
nation. Of the.se 18 parsed, 4 ift the 1st, 6 in th^2nd, and 4 in the 
3rd Dijfision. The four best boys gained Junior Scholarships, 2 of 
tii^^nd, and ^ijf the 3rd*grade. The success of the institution 
'reflects gjeat credit on the Head Master, BabuRadhaGovindaDas. 
I trust that his distinguished jiosition as the best scholar of his 
year at the Hindu College, and his success as a teacher, will 
entitlp him to promotion on the occurrence of a vacancy. The 2nd 
master (rf Howrah, Babu Kanti Chandra Bhaduri is also de¬ 
serving of promotion. ‘ ^ * 

Uttarpara.— The Uttatpara vSehool is in its 32nd year. Like 
the Hooghly College, the Gya»and the Rungpur Schools'^tt is a 
Government institution, but endowed by the Zemindar of the 
plape. The numljer of pupils on 4;he rolls on the Slst March 
last was 201, against 195 of the preceding year. The fees 
realized amount to Rs. 4,907-5-3 againet Rs. 4,655-7-7 of the 
y.ear before. Twelfb ijoys from ^his School appeared at the 
University Entrance Examination, of whom l^n passed. Four 
were placed in the 1st, % in the 2nd, and 4 in, the 3rd Division. 
Four boys obtained Junior Scholarships, 2 of the 1st, 1, of the 
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2nd, and l*of the 3rd grade. Babu Banatuali Mitra, the Head 
Master, is a teacher of experience, and his service is loilfe. f 
success of the School is in a great measure due to hia^n3%na^e- 
znent, and I would recommend him for promotion to a post of i 
higher salary. ^ . v 

Baraset. —The epidemic feve^ which has ravaged* maky 
parts of my Division, was for some years localized in Basasjst-. 
and the school attendance was»ii 4 consequence mu<^ reduced. 
The pjace has, however, now become healthier, and the number 
of pupils on the 31st March la*st was 187,against''i85 of the 
previous year; the fees realized amounting to Es. 2,664-3, 
against tls. 2,250-3-3 of th<i previous year; the rate of fees has 
recently been increased, and a larger income from fees is 
expected next, year. Ten bo^s.appeared at the University 
Entrance Examination, of whom 6 passed, 2 in the 2od, aj^ 4 
in the 3rd Division. This result is bettersUian it ever was 
before, and now that an additional master on Rs. SO a montfi 
has been appointed, it is hoped that the results will continue 
equally good. The garden attached to the School was much 
injured by the two Cyclones.. The boarding house was twice 
destroyed. On the rcconstrpctionk of the boarding-iiouse, the 
attendance, n^w merely nominal, will improve, 

BarbackcAre. —This School was founded by Lord Aivjklaud 
in 1337, and a grijnt ^of Rs. 81) hsed to be paid out of the 
Durbar Fund towards it^expenses till the.year 1859,‘when it 
was converted into a regular Government Xillah School without 
any increase of assignment. The number <)f pupils on the 31st 
March last, was 1^ «ftd the amount of fees paid was Rs. 2,434-3, 
against R8.*2, 356-6-0,, of tJie precedisg year. Eight students 
presented thendielves at the Entranev; Examination, of whom 
only 3 passed.* This result is muWi worse than the result in 
previous years. :^t is to be lieped greater care will be taken in 
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promoting the pupils'from the lower classes. The school build¬ 
ing requires enlargement, and the Local Committee are en- 
d^vQuring to raise funds fbr the purpose. 

The Hooghly Normal School.— Tliere wore on the rolls of 

o C ’ ^ 

this institution on the 31st 'March last 120 students. During 
ill^^ear, 26 students were sent out as teachers on salaries 
ran^g from Es. 12 to 20. " The epidemic fever has done 
much injury to the Hooghly Normal School. The head master, 
Babu Brahiha Mchan Mallik, thus notices it in his interesting 
report. “ The History of the Hooghly Normal Schopl is inti¬ 
mately connected with that of thd epidemic fever of Dharan- 
pur. Every year since 1863, I have been obliged to give an 
account of the sufferings of' teachers and studonts, and it is 
my^^onviction that this .ill-fated institution will continue to 
Ij^bout under se'i-Ious difficulties till it is removed to the river 
side.” The head mastdt complains “ that year by year the 
number of candidates for admission into the Normal School is 
becoming less and less,” and believes that the superior induce¬ 
ments offered by the “ Guru Training” patshals is the principal 
cause of 'this falling off. The gurus by one year’s training 
secure on the average an income very nearly e;jual to that of 
a pandit trained in a superior Normal School for 3 years, and 
they have the additional advantage^o^ selecting the School 
beforehahd. The second cause assignee^ by the head master 
for the decline is th^greateulucrativehess of other employments, 
the earnings of a day^^abourer being in towns like Calcutta 
about Es. 15 a month^the pay given to oiu’ pandits.^ 

The boarding house srttached to ^he N(tnnal School has now 
been in a great measure repaired, and 28 students finrf accommo¬ 
dation in it. About 30 more will, it is believed, b6 accommodated 
in the School premises when the repairs are completed. 
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The Calcutta Normal School. —There were on SlstMarch^ 
1869, 90 boys on-the rolls of this School against 83 on tlfc 
same date in the previous year. Eighteen students w^flt out 
teHchers' during the year. The teacher of the agricultural 
class, Babu Harimohan Mukhopadhyay gives lectures on Botany 
3 hours every week. The head iifjster, Babu Gopal Chtindi^ 
Mukhopadhyay recommends him for promotion, as his present 
salary, Bs. 15 fifteen a month,* i^quite inadequate.fo support 
him. 

GBANT-IN-AID SYSTEM. 

I. Delay in Payment.— j-Delay in the •payment of salaries is 
the chief and most general objection to the grant-in-aid rules. 
On the part of t^ie managers it ift-ises from two different causes. 
They have sometimes the will without the power, and^t other 
times the power without the will. The Schools ^t up by enthu¬ 
siastic young men, who have yet to make their way in life, come £o 
an end from the former reason* They are burning to do good to 
their country, and at the same time to, perhaps, make.a name 
for themselves. They are apxious enough to pay but lack the 
power. The most annoying^ case .is, where there is the power 
without the wUl, and this take's place more often than is credi¬ 
table to the %reat body of maiuigers. Sometimes the delay 
arises from a constitutional dislike to part with money, such as 
misers all over the AvoiTd indulge in. Sometimes from pro¬ 
crastination ; sometime's from press of other Jbusiness ; and spme- 
times from an almost unconscious Ii'abU oj not paying till it is 
impossible to refuse. ••Whatever may be the reason, delay in 
the payment-of salaries is^he most general cause of complaint 
among the* teacjiers of Aided Schools.* The Governor-General, 
Sir John Lliwrcgjce, did more service 4o a large body of masters 
thanjie was probably awarg of,, when he sanctioned the’fol¬ 
lowing clauses in the grant^in-aid rules : 


6 
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« “ (7). Salaries for service in any month becothe due on the 

first daj of the following month. 

“ (8.)', The grant is liable to be reduced or withdrawn, if the 
“ payment of a teacher’s salary is delayed for more than'' a 
“ month after it becomes due.” 

These two clauses are i^ji constant requisition. The letters 
comjdaining of non-receipt of pay form a substantial portion of 
"tii'e'&orres^qnddnce of the ofl[\cet They have grcab’.y diminished 
in number since the publication of the lute graut-iii-ai(^ rules, 
but are stilj .sadly, numerous.' Some managers think that the 
Educational Department will be unwilling to cancel a grant to 
a school, because the children ,of the place may in that 
case'be deprived of the means of education, and they trade 
upon our forbearance. But'there is a linyt to this for- 
be^ance; children are not properly tauglit where the mas¬ 
ters are not regularly paid, the masters will not be regularly 
paid as a*rule. Unless the grant is liable to bo cancelled for 
delay, and managers will not believe that grants are likely to be 
cancelled, unless the rule is sometimes enforced. One case of 
the forfeiture of a grant for delay in payment is known to all 
the schods of the neighbouvhood,_ and if by one forfellure some 
50 children are put to the temporary inconvenience of going to 
distant schools, yet more than 500 children arc at once bene-

Sited by the better way in which tln^ are taught. It is 
therefore in the interest of the childt^n generally that I insist 
on the alternative tof regular payment of masters or the 
forfeiture of the Government grant. That no one may be taken 
by surprise, I have had these clauses of- the rules advertised 
widely, and have put dp sd. my office,*door^ a notice that the 8th 
clause of the rules will Ije stringently enforcejJ, and that the 
grant which became Uablff to forfeiture by a deljvy in' payment of 
30 (lays, will be -actually fprfeited i)y a delay of 45 days. 
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II. FiiAUD IN Payment. —There is, hoWfever, a worse fault tO 
be noticed than delay. I regret to report that the ciomplai^ 
from teachers regarding the oppressiohs they suffer ^t the'ban^ 
oP managers of Aided Schools by refusal to pay full salaries are 
not infrequent. 4^s I write, a pandit is complaining to me that 
the managers of the Aided Vernacular School in which he 
serves, appointed him on a salary of Rs. 15^ as is proved by the 
appointment •letter, but now vfaat to pay him only Rs. 12, 
and to iake his receipt for Rs. 15. This receipt is the vouchei 
kept by the Secretary to establish the corsectness of the ac¬ 
counts sent to Government. The transaction is purely a simple 
one of robbery and fraud. The Government is defrauded and 
the poor teacher is robbed. The civil authorities believe**that 
this state of things is common, ‘but I believe they overrate 
the frequency of its occurrence. Stil^ it is most dis|;racg^I, 
and evidence at a Court of Justice is found to 1:^ difficult, if nyt 
impossible. The manager holds the teachei^s receipt for the 
full sum and takes care thal there are the witnesses to the 
actual payment. 

III. Opbucial Patronage. —Sometimes a Deputy Magis¬ 
trate or other official is seized with»a strong desire to be corisi- 
dered a Patryi of Education and sets to work with a will to 
establisji Schools. All the retainers of the Court, Pleaders, 
Clerks, Amlas, Mujitqfs, are expdbted to assist in the work. 
The zemindars of the neighbourhood have their dutie's urged 
upon them with an oppressive energy, and Schools spring up 
where least expected. After a while, the •officer is promoted, 
and whether he is >uCbeeded by a Gallio who cares for none of 
these things* or by an actii^ sensible officer, the result is muteh 
the same. ‘Theiweight which bent th6 spring is removed, and 
the spring flies back to its former posTtion. Free-will offerings, 
wben»no longer esjficted by adiigW hand, are sl6w in appearing, 
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&nd the masters of the Schools ask in vain for their pay. To 
^is unfoi-tunate class of men the removal of the Deputy Magis¬ 
trate. is'starvation. They write to the Inspector mournful 
accounts of the abject distress to which they are reducetl. 
The Inspector can do nothing except cancpl the grant and 
abolish the School. The ibeputy Inspector of Murshid'abad 

4hu»writes of such a case—“ The Subdivision of-where a 

“ large nuiiabei’' of Schools could gradually be op6ncd, was for- 
“ tunate or unfortunate enough in having its educationjil work 
“placed imtlic ha?ids of an energetic Deputy Magistrate, whose 
“ influence succeeded in getting Scho'ols sanctioned but was 
“ not adequate to the work of their subsequent maintenance. 
‘= * Over-activity is better than indifference in public officers, 

“ but is not free from inconvenient consequencqs.’' * 

^et, the judicious intej-est of the district officer in the cause 
ojE education is v most valuable, especially in backward districts, 
and had the district gradually developed its Schools as they 
were required, we should have sden a steady growth, instead of 
a spasmodic effort followed by a total collapse. Tlic cries of the 

half-starved teachers have given to- such a bad reputation, 

that no good school-master* woul^d accept service there, except 
as a last resource. For districts where cducati^:)n has become 
a necessity, the encouragement of high officials is not required. 
People know that they mdst ‘feed tho^ mind as well as the 
body ; f6r, if they neglect the mind, tlicrc is great probability of 
their children suffiA'ing iq the body also. There is no more 
need of encouragingith% middle classes to sepd their children to 
School than of encouraging them to efti ^heir dinners. Mr. 
K'ennedy, H. M. Inspector of SclAiols, in noticing similar cir- 
■ cumstances in Schools near Manchester, says— 

‘•My experience^ is, that among School promoters and managers there is 
not observabjp the same generally dliruseS neivt and activity and anxiety about 
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Schools, as was ba seen 20 years ago. But, then, it is the tendency of men,* 
when schemes have grown into an extensive and settled system, to lo^ 
apparently some of the earnestness which set tjie schemes on foot. Organize 
routine always seems more apathetic than the bustle and exoitbment ‘which 
accompany organization in the first instance. And perhaps it is the fact 
that the apathy lies qp the surface only, while the system goes on working 
smoothly and undisturbed by sciolists, and^hat all the old enthusiasm *wonM 
be rekindled by a dangerous spark. It may perhaps seem strange tl^t I 
should have had Jio speak of any apparent apathy, wheifwritiog frosn Manches¬ 
ter, where so much has been talked lately fibout the education of the people. 
But it issmy experience here that those who come forward to talk in pnblio 
now and then about education are, for the most parf« men’vhom I have 
never met, or heard of, as projnoling the erection of Sqjiools, or as supporting 
and managhig them when built. Persons, who, like myself, are engaged 
much with those who actually promote dhd found and carry on Schools ^ith 
their money, time, labour, and experience, fail for the most part to recognize 
the names even of those who care only to^figure before the public, and who 
are I think invariably indebted to their imagination for their stattstics^d 
to their memory for their now sohemos.” 

IV. Grants-in-aid in reference to superior* and to 
PRIMARY Education.— The graut-in-aid rules have given an 
immense spur to superior education both in English and the 
Vernacular, but they are not •suited to small Schools. Govern¬ 
ment must take the cause of primary education in its own bands. 
The fact that the best superior Schools the cost to Govern¬ 
ment qfc the education of a boy is only four times the cost of a 
boy in the most primary ^hool, shews that in the one case the 
people will bear willing,ly the greater part of the expense and in 
the other case will give nothing, and th6 lower orders’are 
still too ignorant of. the advantages of edftcation to pay anything 
themselves. Goveaiinent must pay for primary education or 
leave it alone; since, exoept (fc compulsion, the people will not p&y 
for it them^lvm. The salaries paid’ to Vernacular teachers 
in grant-in-aid ^hools are singularly^ow. I continually try; to 
give them help when the applKsatien for a new grant or the 
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•revision of an old one is before me. The payment to pandits in 
6overnment Schools is much higher than their payment in Aid¬ 
ed Schools* Hindu managers steadily keep down the increase 
of pandits’ salaries on the plea that when they can get plenty of 
men to do the work required at a cheap rate, it would be folly 
to give large salaries. Vernacular newspapers are perpetually at- 
= tacking the educational department for the low pay given to the 
pandits, but if they thoroughly examined the case they would 
find that Inspectors were much' better friends to pandks than 
Hindu manhgers'are, but that Inspectors cannot fight against a 
law of political ec(5nomy. When pandits become sct^rce, their 
salaries will rise ; while they are rfumerotis, their pay is small. 

V. Success of Aided English Schools. —The sole cause of 

• 

the success of English education is, that it meds a felt want of 
th^people. The stability' of a School docs not rest on the liber- 
^glit/ of tills or'that patron, but on the schooling fees of the boys. 
I am quite content that matters should continue to go on as they 
are, and that the liberality of the zemindar should provide a 
School at a small cost for his retainers and tenants. But the 
fact isf overlooked, that if their retainers and tenants have chil¬ 
dren, they must educate tlrtjra, and they must pay (or the edu¬ 
cation. If therefore the zcjnindar’s subscriptioi^ were stopped, 
the people about him would have to pay more in tlie sljapc of 
fees, and this increase would in tim^ c»me»frora the zemindars. 
Eventually in every case, I fear that the payment comes from 
the'over-burdened fyot. .1 know a case, in which the ryots in 
the Barisal zillah v^ere* forced to pay an increase of rent for the 
support of their zemindar’s school in the 24-Pargannas, though 
the districts are 200 milSs apart. 

It cannot be too carefully borne in mind that"subscriptions are 
not essential to the progress of English School, and that they 
are given but sparingly to Vernflcular Schools. Hence if every 
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subscription ^ere to cease, the shock to the •cause of education, 
would be forgotten in a couple of years. No doubt a fe^ 
Schools would disappear, but boys would go to other insMtutioni 
and the loss would be immaterial. 

The threatof stopping subscriptions if an educational cess were 
imposed, which was urged with vehd^pence by some zemindtfts, iy 
simply contemptible. Refuse as strongly as they will, the zenjin- 
dars will find 4,hat in attempting »thg execution of tb^dr threat, 
their enpmies will be those of their own house. Money will be 
given in fees, which now is given in'subscriptions. Npthing but 
a determination to turn away every retainer wjio taught his son 
English, would prevent the zemindar's mcftiey from going in¬ 
directly to support English Schools. The zemindar is power¬ 
ful, but scarcely 4 ) 0 werfill enough* to carry out for a long time 
such a course of repression. As the amount of subscription 
given to a Vernacular School is not large, its caftcelment wp'uld 
not cause much inconvenience ; for the School need nptbe abo^* 
lished, though its status might*be reduced. 

FniENDS OF Education. —The number of supporters of 
Schools is so. large, that I wjll mention here only a few pf the 
most liberal friends of education in piy Division. , 

In the Sft-Pygannas, Babu Sfinath Basu, zemindar of Boru, 
has for the last 14 years supported *the English School at that 
villager The rival ^School at Jnyaagar is managed by Babu 
Haranuth Bhanja. Babu Kajkuniar Rai Chauduri and others of 
Barripur support the English School in that place. Papdit 
Dvarakanath Bidyabhusan is tl]^ chief suppqjrter of the English 
School at Harinavi.^ Oabu Kasiuatii Rai Chauduri or his son, 
manages the* Kasipur.SchooJ. Babu ^u^bim Chandra Chattp- 
padhyay and Kali Charan Ghosh, Deputy Magistrates, take much 
interest in the pijogress of education. 

Th^ supporters of educatio(p in,Baraset are Babu Pranndth 
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•Eai Chauduri of Satkira, the Babus of Taki, and the MunBij||i 
()i Busirhat and Satkhira, besides Baba Kali Krishna Datta of 
Kibadhk.and'BabuBrindaTan ChandraChattopadhyay of Baraset. 
Babu Prannath has shewn a fresh instance of his liberality ‘by 
granting some bighas of land and Rs. 600 for a school-house at 
Satkira. 

Babu Saradaprasanna Mukhopadhyay, the well known zemin* 
dar of Gbyerdanga, suppo^ 5 ts'the higher class lichool in that 
place, and deserves the best thanks of the Departmenj; for his 
unostentatious apd continued liberality in the cause of Educa¬ 
tion. Babu Syania Charan Sarkar, tho Chief Interpreter of the 
High Court, is the' sole supporter of the English Bchool at 
Mfltnjuani. Eai Jadunath Eai Bahadur of Kishnaghur is 
doing much substantial go<jd‘to that town by tis management 
of the Schools for boys and girls. Babu Srigopal Pal Chauduri 
an^his brothers and relatives encourage education in Eanaghat. 
‘Babu Ea^hika Prasanna Mukhopadhyay supports the Higher, 
the Middle Vernacular, and thfe girls’ School at Gosai Durga- 
pur. The Kurulgachi School has sustained a serious loss in 
the death of Babu Srihari Eai ,of Chandipur. The Babus of 
Muragacha and Meherpiu;, and Babus Surendranath Eai of 
Sonadanga, Saratnath Chaudhuri of Echapur, and Bhugnun 
Chaqdra Eai of Santipur also suppoi t Schools. Babu Ram- 
sankar Sen, Deputy Magistrate of Ranaghat, is a warna friend 
of education. Babu Mohima Chardu Pal of Bongong also 
deserves praise. Bubus Jay Krishna Mukhopadhyay and Raj 
Krishna and Bijay JCwshha of ^ttarpara are good friends of 
education. The success and prosperity^f^he Schools at Kon- 
nagar are due to thfe eyrnestness /)f Babu Sib Chandra Deva. 
Babus Jogesvar Sinha-of Bhastkrd, Ram ©opal Ghosh of 
Ilsoba Mandlai, Mangovhida Bisvas of Dushghura', Goloknath 
Oh’attopadhyay of Panchpara^ arejthe best friends of education in 
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Central Division, Mr. Woodrow. 

Zillah Hooghly, next to Babu Durgacharan Laha, who snpportfl 
without Government aid the good school for Hindu girls 
Chinsura,. and has given Es. 50,000 for founding Scholarships?. 

•In Mdrshidabad. —The Rani Sarnaraai of Kasim Bazar is 
a liberal supporter of schools, especially those for girls. The 
English school at Kandi owes its Ifyth and continued existence 
to the munificence of the Rajahs of Kandi. The Rai^i of. 
Srimanthapur supports a Schoob there. Ba^u Laklipiipat Sinha 
Rai Bahadur supports without Government aid a middle class 
English School »t Baluchar. Mr. Hampton of^Rampiirhat is the 
principal supporter of the school there. 

Mr. Sheriff of Sindari and Mr. GlascOt of Lokiiathpur are 
the only indigo-planters who take an active part in the ffian- 
agement of schools in my Division,

From this Compurative Statement, it appears that durih^ tke 
year under report, the number ot Schools in this Dijision id- 
crtnsed from 3C2 to 405 or by twelve per cent., ’wl^lst the 
number ot, students attending tnem increased from 20,195 to- 
22,j8t> or by eleve)i per cent. TIiq total amount expended on 
education (iucludinginspeotion) during 18C8-G9 was Rs. 3,46,472, 
Of this sum Ks. 1,63,318 was'contributed by,the State* and’ 
Rs. 183-15-4 from subscriptions, schooling fees, &c. I’he amount 
paid by students as fees in the year 1868-69 was Rs. 71,126 
against Rs. 60,975 paid during tlie preceding* year. There is 
then an increase of si.xteeu per cent, under this head. The 
zillahs in which the Schools are situated, and the number attend¬ 
ing the Schools of each class in tlie several zillahs, are shewn in 
the two following tables;

—From this tabular'' statement it 
api)ears that* 278 Schools attended by 
16,431 students are situated in that jart 
of the' country in which the Vernacular is 
Bengali; thatf there arc 63 Schools attend¬ 
ed by 4,043 students in Uriya-speaking 
districts } that| 37 Schools of 809 students 
are attended by Snnthali children ; whilst 
in^ 27 Schools of 1,203 students,‘the ver¬ 
nacular einployod is Hindi, though many 
of tiio pupils therein are Kol boys and 
girls witji a distinct language of their own. 

Beforp proceeding to notice the Schools 
of dilferent classes either individually 
or collectively, I shall draw some general 
conclusions from the total results, shall 
own work of inspection, and notice the 
labours of the Inspecting Oflicers subordinate to mo. 

General Rejiauks. —In the Soutli Western Division during 
1868-69 there \vcre 40.") Schools, f)! these one was a High School 
educating up to the First A<i ts Standard, one a Law School, and 
twenty-six were “ Higher Class” Schools cducatiK^ up to the 
standard of the University Entrance Examination. The average 
number on the rolls of the Schools 'of aSl classes during the 
year was 21,431. The total expenditure upon instruction 
(excluding inspection and scholarships) was Rs. 2,92,433, of 
which the State contributed Rs. 1,1 •14530. .The total cost of 
each boy’s education b\r the year was therefore on an average 
thirteen and a half rupees ; of which ara’ount the State contri¬ 
buted five and a quarter rupees, or nearly* forty per cent. 
Of the remaining eight and a quarter rupees, three and a half 
rupees was paid on an average as schooling fees, the balance 
being contributed by subseffbers to* the various Schools.

Darfog the yW I visited more than 120 ‘Schools (not pne-^ 
third (d the nnmber under me), and to do so I halted tor 1 12 
days and travelled 2,500 miles by d&k and 600 miles by wl). • . 

Daporr Ikj^pbotors. —I had the sjtme number of Inspecting 
Officers subordinate to mo at the close as I had at the com¬ 
mencement of the year ; and the only changes amongst tli^ 
have been, that the two Deputy Inspectors in Orissa havr^eft 
their posts (one having been appointed ^uperintenderft of the 
Cuttack Nbrmal School, and the other having been transferred, 
owing to ill-health, to Jessore). 

They have been siiccee'dcd by the second master of the 
Balasoro School and the fiftli master.of the Cuttack High School. 
My opinion of the other six Deputy Insjjectors has not been 
materially chang(Hl. The more I h’ave <;ome to know Baba 
ParanandaMukhopadhyay,the more I liave appreciated his trust¬ 
worthiness and accuracy. As I am losing Babii .,Bishhu 
Chandra Mukhopadhyay I wish to place on record the vgry high 
opinion I entertain of him I think tliere are but few of the 
natives of Bengal who equal him in a desire ratlijer to do good 
than to make a show of doing so. Babus Beni Madhab Baau 
and Sarvasqk Chattopadhyay have both worked successfully 
and conscientiously, tliough both have suffered from ill-health. 
The success of Babu Charan Chandra Chattopadhyay (whom I 
have known and thouglit highly of* ever since I came to the 
country) in extending operations and bringing on his Schools 
to a state of efficiency, has'been most raivrkcd. bf Babu Biresvar 
Cliakravarti (whom I,shall be very sorry to lose with the Pro¬ 
vince of Chotanagpur,) I have conceived a very high opinion; 

I feel certain that he will invaiHably give satisfaction in the lino ’ 
which ho has. chosen. That I Iiavo ^lately nominated Babus 
Pyari Molian Sen and Siv Das Bhattacharya for Deimty In- 
siiectorships in Orissa, shews tlxai I entertain a high opinion of

Government Normal Sohool.t— The Cuttack Norfuai 
School has been thoroughly reorganised during the ye^r undep^ 
repost, an^ now promises to be a most useful institutio'n. The 
School has {<wo Departments, one for training pandits, the other 
for (jraining gurus. Both Departments are placed un(^ a 
Superintendent on Rs. 150 a month, but for each Department 
there is a separate staff of teachers. In tlfe Pjindit^ Bap&rt- 
ment there are four teachers, drawing respectively Rs. 50; 
30, 20, and 15. In the Guru Training Department; there are 
three teachers on salaries of respectively Rs. 50, 20, and 12, 
In the higher Department, there are 63 students being trained 
as pandits, to 14 of this number stipends of Rs. 6 a month 
are paid ; 22 receive stipends of R§. 5 a month; 14 receive 
stipends of Rs. 4 a month; 1 is a free* student and. 12 are 
vernacular scholars. In the lower Department, there are 58, 
gurus under training, to each of whom an allowance df Rs. 5 a 
month is made. It is hoped that? the majority, if not ali, of these 
gurus will be ready to take charge of Schools at the end of the 
year; but two or three years must pass away before we can turn 
cut well-trained pandits. I believe this School will answer all 
the wants'of,Orissa for many years to come. In my statistical 
calculations, 1 have debited half the pay of the Superintendent 
to each Department, anej it then appears that the cost to Govern¬ 
ment of each student in the Pandit Training Department is 
Rs. 3-11-7 a month; i^ the Guru Training Department it is 
Rs. 4-1-0 a month. But it must be remembered, that those in the 
latter are only expected to be one year under training, whilst 
in the former there is a three years^ course. 

The following extracts frem the report of the Superintendent, 
give all desira’blc information about the opening and working of 
the School.

“Qandidates for admission to theSphool presented themselves. 
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‘‘od or before the 2bth of January. On the 20tli, when I reck- 
'■<* oned the applications, to my surprise I found them to be 2G4 in 
‘‘ numbeh Among the number of applicants 1G7 came from jJut- 
“ tack, 26 from Balasoro, 55lrom Puri, and IG from the Gurjat 
“ ^tricts. There were vacant, fifty stijxjnds in the Pandit Train- 
“ ing and sixty stipends in the Guru Training Departments. 

“ Tiic Exaipination commenced on the 20th jfind continued 
“ till the 24th of January: Candidates for admission into the 
“ Guru Training De 2 )artiueut were examined in reading, writing, 
“and spelling “Uriya, and in arithmetic, while those for admis- 
“ sion to the Pandit Training Doi)avtraent were examined in the 
“ Sanskrit, Uriya, and Bengali languages. Arithmetic, and Gco- 
“ graphy. Preference was given to those who were well ac- 
“ quainted with Sanskrit. But this was not invariably the rule 
“ observed. For in some cases those who failed in Sanskrit were 
“ admitted, on account of their shewing good inoficicncy in the 
“ Uriya r.nd Bengali languages, as well as in Arithmetic and 
“ Geography. 

“ Admissions to the Gnru Training Department were made 
“on a different princiide; all those who obtained one-third 
“ of the total marks were written down as passed. But this pass 
“ mark was only obtaineA by 24 candidates. The remaining 
“ 36 were* at your suggestion selectee]^ from amongst "1110 best 
“ of those who came from distant [jlaccs. 

“After the BeleQtionofthenomiiiees,n'any more candidates (not 
“less than 100) came to be examined for admission. But 
“ as every arrangement respecting the selection of candidates 
“ had already been made, I could not but reject their ajqrlica- 
“tions, though I advised them to appear at the ensuing

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“ in the beginning of January next. It will not be out of ploc^ 
“ to mention hero, that some among the numerous candidate 
“ sbnt aVay were professional Braj^min beggars, who came here 
“ not witlran intent to read in the School, but simply wishing’ 
“ t(J get their names entered in the,School register and so-esta- 
“ blish a claim to charity, \yhen I explained to them the^ 
“ objeet of tiro Institution, the false ira])rc*6sion8 under’ which 
“ they had hitherto been vanished and they retm’ned homo 
“ satisfied. • 

“ Tho business of tlie School commenced in a formal manner 
“ from tho 1st of February last. The average daily attendance 
“ of the 121 pupils during the two months of its existence, has 
“ been-109. This irregularity in.attendance is due to the pre- 
“ valence of fever and measles which hai’ve broken out ^ince the 
“ latter end of February. . • 

“ The period of instruction for the present is fixed at two 
“ years for the pandits and ’one year for the gurus. In the 
“ former, tho first year is to be devoted to instruction and revi- 
“ sion of elementary studies, and tho second to an extension of 
“ these and to theoretical and practical instruction in the art of 
“ teaching.”

Uriya is the only language taught in tfie Guru Departlhent, 

“ The present arrangement of the courses of instruction calS 
“ only regarded as provisional; improvements will’be gradii- 
“ ally introduced as observation shi^ws their necessity. 

“,In the PandiJ Training Department three languages are 
“ taught, viz. the Bengali, the Uriya, and the Sanskrit. 

“Out of 2§ Avorking hours in a week, I devote full IS hours* 
“ to the teaching of the 4 classes* of the Normal School. The 
“ subjects which I teach are: Natural Philosophy, Geometry, Art 
“ of Teaching, and hicnsuration. I have ndt commenced yet 
“ teaching land-surveying for Avant of Mathematical Drawing 
“ instruments, prismatic compass, and chains, with which I hope 
“ the School Avill be furnished in ’a short time. 

“ There being no works in Uriya on the art of teaching and 
“ Natural Philosophy, I have engaged myself in compiling thepi 
“ from different English and Bengali books, and translating 
“ them again into Uriya. I dictate them in Uriya to the pupils 
“ Avho take them doAvn in their copy-books, and are required to 
“ study them like all other books now in use. ’ I am, however, 
“ trying to get these manuscripts ready for the press as Soon as 
“ possible. 

“ The School is held in high estimation by the natives here, 
“and’has c.vcitcd the curiosity of the general public. Not a 
“ day passes, but at’lcast a couple of men of A'arious stations of 
“ life come to visit it. ^Tho more thoughtfu\ among them, being 
“pleased with the way in Avhich thek uatiA'e abadhans aroteing 
“ led into the varictis courses of instruction, have strongly ex- 
“ pressed their opinions to the effect that this institution is of a 
“ kind that will do iiuiiicnsc good to the country. The Uriyas 
“generally call it by the name of tlip Dharma School.” 
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a 

"Hkiher Class ScnooLS.— In this Division there are 29 
Higher Class Schools, 8 of them being Government, 18 being 
Gl*ant-ia-aid, and 3 unaided. Of tlie Grant-in-aid ^ Schools, 
.3 are under Missionary suporiktendence, and 15 are uy.dcr native 
managers. All these Schools educate up to the Entrance Stan¬ 
dard of the Calcutta University, and when this Examination 
was conducted in December last, sixty-five lads from Schools in 
this Division passed successfully. Of this number, 28 were from

Government Zillah Schools, 7 were from Aided Schools under 
Missionary bodies, 14 were from Aided Schools under native 
managers, and 16 were from unaided Schools open to my 
inspection. 

The gross merit mark* of alkthc Higher Schools in the South 
West Division was 100, Of the.se, 46 were gained by Zillah 
Schools,' 7 by Aided Schools under Mi.ssionary bodies, 1!) by 
Aaded Soliools under native raanager.s and 28 by unaided 
Schools. »

—Tlieso lu-e 
the High Scht)ol iii Oiittaclc, aad tlio seven Zilhih Schools whose 
names appear below. In order to render thesQ Schools idore 
effective, the rate o.i schooling fee levied in the majority of them 
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^la3 been increased, and the consequence is, that whereas the 
"''income from schooling fees in these eight schools during 1866- 
67 was Rs. 15,322, the amount collected from that sourco,.dur- 
ing the year 1868-69 amounted to Rs. 21,612 ; durjjig the short 
space of two years the increase being/or^^-o?iejjcrce?j<. upon 
the collections in 1866-6'^. In consequence of this increased 
income it has beeii possible, without extra allowance from Gov¬ 
ernment, to appoint in the Cuttpck High School a Law Lecturer on 
Rs. 150 a nionth, and in the Beerbhum School an extra teacher 
on Rs. 75 a month, and to the teachers of 5 Higher Class Gov¬ 
ernment Schools handsome presents have been given as rewards 
for meritorious service. I hope that this will induce the teachers 
in the Division to use more than ordinary exertions in training 
up their pupils. , 

HigD School at Cuttack:.— This School consists of three 
Departments, College classes sub-divided into (1) a General 
and (2) a Law Department, and (:5) the usual classes of a Zillah 
School. -In the College classes of the General Department, all 
the students have passed the Uuivor.sity Entrance Examination ; 
there are 16 lads reading the First Arts Standard, of these 
6 are second year’s stiulciits and 10 are lirst year’s students. 
I trust we shall find some Cuttack students amongst the passed 
candidates at the First Arts Examination in Deceml.er next. 
The Law Department was'only opened at the close of the oHicial 
year. It numbers 15 .students, each of whom pays a fee of R8.5. 
In* the Zillah School, proper there are 201 students. 
Nine boys appeared from the School at the last Entrance Exami¬ 
nation; of this number 7 passed, 4 in the second and 3 
in the third Division. Both of those w>ho failed, were plucked 
in English, and one failed in Mathematics and in History 
and Geography as well. The merit mark gained by the Cuttack 
Zillah School at the said Examination in 1868 was 11 against

7 in 1867. ’Tlie attendance at the Schodl has been steadily 
improving for some years in spite of an increase in thet rate oft 
scli^oling^fees. This shews that the School is rising in the 
estimalionyof the residents of t^e adjoining districts. The. 
collection from fees in the General Department amounted 
to Its. 3,339 in 1868-69 against M. 2,182 in the preceding 
year, shewing an increase in ctdlcction in, one year, of ffiy- • 
three per eent. Owing partly to tlie income having been thus 
increased, but more to the fact that the full staff of teachers was 
not entertained during the year, it has been»found possible 
during the year to deposit Ils. 3000 in the Local Treasury for 
the extension of the School bujlding, to distribute amongst 
the masters rewards to the extent, of Es. 860, to pay Es. 105 
for extra furniture and Es. 425 for law b^oks, in addition to ex¬ 
pending more than Es. .500 ui)on other books for the Library 
and for prizes. Moreover a balance of nearly Es. 40D at’ the 
end of the year lapsed to the General revenues. In addition to 
the Government prizes distributed annually, a sum of Es. 
100 has been given each year by Mr. Eiivenshaw, Com¬ 
missioner of Orissa, to be distributed in money amongst the 
proficient. Uriya Lads studying in .the Hchool. This year the 
Committee liave deposited the sum a^ a fund froni which to pay 
the tuition fees of st> 4 ne four or five Lads who shewed considera¬ 
ble progress during the past year, bht who from want of means 
find very great difiiculty in prosecuting their studies further. 

Munijieent Donation .—It is with the greatest pleasure that 
I record that during the. last year the sum of Es. 9(X)0 was 
jdaced in the hands of the Cuttack .Committee by Maharaja 
Bhaginathi Mahendra, Bah.adur, of Dhankanul, for the purpose of 
founding Sckolalships to beheld by yriyas, and of publishing 
Uriya books for the diffusion of vernacular education in. the 
Province. In accordance witlf the wishes of the Maharaja, Es. 
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71977 of the amount has been invested in the pnrehase of Rs. 
Nr,200 five per cent. Government Paper. The intere.st of this, 
\Cill amount to Rs. 30 a month, and from this amount ^two 
Scholarsliips of Rs. 10 a ntenth arc made tcna),uo in the 
College Department for two Uriya lads who have passed tlie 
Entrance Examination ; and two Scholarships of Rs. 5 a month 
are made tenable in, the School Department h)r the two best boys 
from the Tributary mehals .who may be willing to prosecute 
their studies, but who for want of means cannot gratify their 
wishes. The sum of R.s. 1,023 is kept by the Committee for 
the encouragement of authors of Uriya books. The Secretary 
to the Committee adds, that, lie hopes “ the IMaharaja’s noble 
“ example will be followed by other rajas and zemindars of the 
“ country.” I hope the csjiecial ai>probation of the Bengal Gov¬ 
ernment will be conveyed to the jMaharaja. 

lit the following remarks of the Secretary to the Committee, I 
fully join :■— 

“ The bead master is a gentleman of whom I entertain a 
“ very high opiyion indeed. Ilis acipiirements in science and 
“literature arc extremely creditable, and ho has an excellent 
“ method of managing the jviipils. 1 consider that the Cut tack 
“ High School is extremcl v foi tunate in having obtained Babu 
“ Chandi Charan Bandhopadhyay’s services, 

“ The assistant masters all discharged their duties satisfacto- 
“ rily, wilh the exception of the Dth master, B.ibu Atchut Charan 
“ Shbu, who.se cla.ss failed in all the subjects at the last annual 
“ Examination ; and the 10th master,.Babu Sadu Charan Mitra 
“ whom I had occasion tp report to you once.”

Other Government Zielah Schools OS' the IIiqher

last day of (lie year under report was identically the same, viz. 
314, but during the year 130 boys were either withdrawn or dis¬ 
missed, wliilst the same number were admitted.—:l;)0 of thS 314 
were pay puiiils, whilst l> 3 were, holtiers of vernacular scholar¬ 
ships, and 1 was a free seholar. 'J'Jie income from fees was 
Rs. 4,533-1-0. It favs^been decided that the rate levied should 
be increased from the commencemen't of the pre.sent month.

At the Entrance Examination (i boys from the Scllool 
pa.s.sod, 3 in the Second -and 3 in the Third Division. This 
result, though good, is helow what 5 expected of the School. 
I ho 2 )c, however, to find the result this year much better. THe 
Secretary coAijilains of all the rejiajr work, more esjiecially 
the iminting, having been badly e.xocuted. The Library is in 
good order. The .Committee* again record their satisfaction 
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a£ tiie manner in which the head master and the otlter teachers 
tiave peiifornied their duties. The boarding house is nearly 
finished and will, as the Secretary says, receive “ boardcr.\.who 
are now scattered about the town, with no one look after 
them or their morals.”

‘ Midnapouk Zrr.ii vii School.— This School has held its position 
during the year undei: rcjxort. Tlie numher was loss at the 
close than at the commencement, but the montlily "average 
was the same, and the average daily attendance much higher. The 
income from fees considerably increa.scd during the year, owing 
to a I’ate higher in every class by 8 annas having been fixed upon. 
The collections in 18G7-fiS wove lls. 4,0.58-H, in ISfiS-Oi) Rs. 
5,5G0-12 was paid by the students. Twelve boys appeared at the 
Entrance Examination ; of tho.se 5 passed, 4 of them being 
placed ii>- the Second Division ; 4 other lads failed in one 
subject only. Fourteen members of tlic Committee assisted at 
tbe anntial Examinations and then fre([iiontly visited the 
School, but many visits were paid to the School only by the 
Secretary and one member of the Committee, ]\Ir. Cotton. This 
gentleman has always shown himself to be very much intcre.st- 
ed in the advancement of .the natives of this country and he 
will, I feel sure, be always an excellent working member of 
any School Committee upon which he may'be. I wish to record 
how much obliged I feel to him, as well as to Dr. Allen, for 
their numerous visits, as well as for the interest they have shewn 
in the prosperity of the School. As the results of the annual 
Examinations and the remarks made in the visiting books, 
taken conjointly with the fair succcs.s of the School at the 
Entrance Examination, proved that the rewards granted to 
the .teachers had served as an incentive to them to further 
exertion, a similar award from surplus funds has been made 
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Again this year. The late Secretary, Dr.* Allen, (who was "a 
constant visitor of the School,) when leaving the station, placec^ 
on rgcoi^ the high estimation he entertained of the head master, 
referring ^Jipecially to his untiring exertion and care, und to the 
moral influence he had obtained owr the boys. I rpiite agree with 
Dr. Allen in what he said of the headnlaster, as also in his remarks 
that the junior masters and pandits are, as body, an exceUent. 
set of teachers. Different membefs of the Committee have 
instanced the two pandits, and the second, third, fourth and 
fifth masters as especially deserving of praise, and consider 
that the three junior ’ masters have shewn promise. The 
Library is in good order, and consists of twelve hundred and 
fiftj'-five volumes of English, a hundred and eighty-six volumes 
of Bengali, and thirty-live volumet? of Sanskrit books. Four 
hundred and seventy-four volumes were circulated during the 
year.

B.vnkura Zillaii School. —The number of boys on the 
roll, at the end of the year was 228 against 219 at the com¬ 
mencement ; the monthly and daily averages were refefrectively 
220 and ]8!), against 207 and 185 in 1SC7-68. Of the students 
on the roll.Ji, forty per cent, were Brahmans, twenty per cent. 
Kyasthas, thirty tlotee per cent. Sudras, the other seven per cent, 
being made tip of calragis, llajpiit.s, and Mahouiedans. The 
income from schooling fees during the year, was 11s. 3,543 
against lls. 3,514 in 18G7-68. 1 trust, during the current 

year, the fee inconie will be lis. 400 a month. During 
the year umler review, Babu Raindas Chakravarti, for¬ 
merly head master of tlio J>alaghur School, tvas appointed to 
the second mastership. There has been no other important 
change in the educationtil sttiff. I regret, however, to have to 
note the serious illness of th« head master, Babu Bishuu Nath 
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Silica who, for niaiiy years, lias served so efficiently. He was 
tjibsent fQr the last two months of the year, and holds a medical 
oertificaie for a further absence of two months. One student 
from the School passed the Entrance Exaininatiou r l the first 
division, and gained a scliolarship of Its. 14 a month, 
and three passed in the second division ; to two of these, scholar¬ 
ships of Rs. 10 a. month were awarded. The masters have 
been again rewarded for meritorious .services. I trust tliis will 
stimulate them to fresh exertions. At the annual disirihutiou 
of prizes, besides tliose awarded by the Government, books 
to the value of Rs. :?0 were given l>y gentlemen present, 
for proficiency in .special .subjects. Of tins amount, R.s. 12 
worth of booivs were given l^y tlie Secretary, Dr. Richard.s. 
The School-house is. in gi>od re|>air, and the Library in 
good order. I join witli tlie Secretary in the following expre.ssion 
of opinion :—“ The masters have done very well. Rabu Bishnu 
‘ “ Nath Sinlnc^ is an able man, and his ab.sence is to l)o regretted. 
“ The officiating head master is carrying on the duties with 
“ ability.” 

Balasore Zira.Aii Sonoor,.—Considering the number of boys 
on the rolls, there is no Scliool iii my Division whose pupils have 
been so successful at the Entrance Examination as have been 
those from Balasoi’c. Five boys, out of a ynpiilhly aveiiage on 
the rolls of 84, com[)eted at the I'niversiiv, Entrance Examina¬ 
tion ; three passed, two in the secoiul, and one intlietliirddivision. 
One other jias.scd in every subject exeepi English. Two of the 
boys obtained Government 8cholarsln[)s, and one of the Dhanka- 
nul Rajah’s Scholarships ^(at the disposal of the Jjocal Committee 
of Fublic Instruction, Cuttack, and aw;ardablc to Urij'as only 
who have passed the Entrance Examination) ^vas allotted to the 

* I regret to say that the JJalni diecl soon after the oilieial year eamc to 
a close. 
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third. All three joined the Cuttack High School. I regr'tt to 
have to notice, that the number on the I’olls has been coneidera/ 
bly mluccd by the opening in December of a Roman -Catholic 
Jesuit Minion School, with a very Jow rate of schooling fees, just. 
opposite to the Government Sclidf)!; there were but 78 boys on 
the rolls at the close iigainst 93 at the coraracncemcnt of the 
year; the monthly average havftig been 85 jn 18G8-69 against 
86 in the preceding year. Had nt\t tl^e Mission SciTool been 
opened t&wards the end of the official year, decided progress 
would have been shewn at Balasore. There wera unTortunately 
a great many changes anlongst the masters, but this was neces¬ 
sary in order to keep up .'fn efficient staff in the different Zillah 
Schools in Orissa. As soon as puttack begins to send out a 
regular supply of First Arts men, tile Sclmols in Orissa will all 
be able to obtain a supply of well-qualified teachers. The new 
School-house has been commenced, and the walls areti’isirfg at 
last, the Secretary hopes it will be comjdcted in six months. 
An additional piece of land which will improve the site has been 
obtained. The Secretary reports of the heajl master (Babu 
Srinath Sen) that he is intelligent, efficient, and painstaking. 
The Babu was one of my assistants during three years that I was 
at Berhampole, and 1 know that this is the fact. Of the junior 
teachers, including \Bie pandit, the Secretary seems to think 
favorably, though he/miiarks that he has scarcely had sufficient 
opportunity of judging them. Mr. Rampini has been of great 
assistance to the cause of education in^ the Balasore district, and 
I am glad to have him as f^ecretary of the School. 

PuRULiA ZiLLAii SCHOOL. —There ligis been a falling off in 
the numbers, as the rolls sheVed 86 at the commencement, and 
77 at the cnd.of Hie year. This seems to be more nominal than 
real, as the Secretary to the Local Committee explains it on .the 
ground that the head master had been obliged to strike off the 

17 
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nraircs of many absentees and defaulters. The hionthly and 
(daily averages were, during the year under report 79 and Gl, 
against 78 and 62 in 1867-68. The inconio from fees was Ils. 
1,440 against Ks. 1,081 in 1867-68. This is certaitly satisfac¬ 
tory. Four pupils from the School appeared at tlio last Entrance 
Examination ; of these twC passed, and one failed only in Mathe¬ 
matics. This is a decided improvement over former years, and 
w'hen I lately fisited the School, I found a very fair first class of 
eleven boys, and carefully taught junior classes ; as a sur¬ 
plus of more than Its. 300 existed, I, at the instance of the 
Secretary, recommended its distribution amongst the teachers, 
and you were pleased to 8.anction th(f same. The building is 
in good order, but an additional room is recpiirod for the use of 
the Library. Eespccting this matter I addressed you during the 
course'of the year. The Secretary says in his report: “ Tiie 
“ hehd master is an intelligent and energetic man, who takes 
“ great Interest in the progress of his pupils ; the other masters 
“ are 'all thoroughly up to their work, and the head master 
“ reports most favorably of them.” 1 agree with the Secretary. 
The head master has been a teacher for many years, the time 
for his retiring on pension ’s drawing near, but when he docs 
60, he will have the satisfaction of knowing that he has not 
labored in vain. • t 

Chota-Nagpore ScHooDi —The nrnnbci* of students on the 
rolls at tlie close of the year was 148 against 127 at the com- 
mAicement, the monthly and daily averages being, respectively, 
137 and 107 during 1868-69 against 128 and 103 in 1867-68. 
The income from schooling fees, was Its. 669 in 1866-67, Ils. 
T56, in 1867-68, and Ks. 821 in 1868-69. .During an interval then 
of two years, the fee receipts have increased hjltocuty-Oirceper 
cent. With one exception, all the more advanced students 
obtained Government appointments. The one who remained 
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passed the Entrance Examination in the third division. When I 
was at Ranchi in November last, tlie foundations of 'the nev/ 
Schs?)W*')^xsc were being laid, but there is no allusion to the 
jxrogress iI'l the report of the Oo^»«iittce, The President, Col. • 
Dalton, reports, tliftt “ the head master takes great interest in 
“the School, and is a competent teacher that “ the head pandit 
“ is commended as having conducted his ditties, ably jind ^eal- 
“onsly,” and that “ the Committed are satisfied that the other 
“ masters have been attentive to their duties." I glatlly endorse 
this. Tlio head master has been many yeflrs away from 
Bengal, and I shall be glad, if an ofiportiuiity should occur, to 
transfer him on an increased salary to a School not cpiite so far 
I'omoved from his home, lie is,' I think, entitled to such a 
transfer. 

PiiKi ZiLi.AH School —I have received no report from tha 
Local Committee at Puri. I found the School iu somewhat an, 
innu'ovcd condition when I visited it in January last,,^lue with¬ 
out doubt to the excellent management of Babu Kunjabihari 
Chakravarti. Again, during last year, the best boys _ obtained 
appointments without proceeding to the University Entrance 
Examinatioii. I found a promisin'^ class at the.commencement 
of the ^'ear, but I cannot feel certai* that any of the lads will 
continue up to Decider next. There were three more names 
on the rolls at the close than at the‘beginning of the year; and 
the cost to Government of the education of,each boy has been 
reduced from Rs. 2-12 () to Rs. a month. The School- 

house is well suited for its* purpose, and also gives cover to San¬ 
skrit classes supported by the ]\Iahainja of Balarampur. The 
School is now sujiylied Vith a fair staff of teachers. 

GovEUNMtJNT Middle Class ENOLisiii Schools. —These are the 
Ilazaribagh and the Ohaibassa Zillah Schools. In my last 3 iears 
report, I aUuded ,to the different principles upon which these 
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tw{f Schools were o^ned. In the former the rate of schooling 
fee charged varied from 8 as. in the lowest class to Ks. 3 in the 
highest, in the latter the schooling fee levied was 1 only 

from boys other than Kob —to tlie Kols, education was free. 
During the year under report, at my recommendation , the 
rate in the Hazaribagh School was lowered—4 as. being now 
' charged in the Icwest class, and Ke. 1 in the highest. In the 
Chaibassa School the rate was raised to 8 as. and as a conse-t 
quence there has been a loss of five boys on the rolls, but the in¬ 
come from fees .ras Rs. 17 in February last against Rs. 3 in tlie 
same month last year. I regret to say the lowering the rate 
of schooling fees has not as yet had so much effect in iticrcasing 
the attendance in Hazaribagl; as I could have wished, but 
there are more boys or the rolls now than tliere were in Decem- 
J)er last when the reduction took i)lace, and 1 trust tliat there 
will "be a iarge succession of numbers wlien it is more gener¬ 
ally known that a small fee only is now charged. The account of 
the Chaibassa School is principally extracted from the report of 
the Deputy Commissioner of Singhboom. Chaibassa is the only 
station in my Division which I did not visit during the year. 

Hazaribagh Ziblau Sciioor,.—The number of boys attend¬ 
ing this School, I am scirry to say, continued to decrease up 
to the end of 18G8. Since then there w's a slight increaso 
in the numbers on the rolls. The scfiooliiig fees were fixed 
at a very high rate, (higher indeed than in many Schools 
in Bengal), and il was fpund that the people, who had not as 
yet learned to appreciate education,, were unwilling to send 
their boys to a School .where such a largo fee was demanded. 
At my recommendation, therefore, the rates of fee levied were 
reduced very considerably in December last, and 1 hope that it 
will be found that the School will be attended by more than 
double the nuhiber of its present pupils at the end of two or 
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three years.—At the close of the year, the number on the rolls 
was 54, the monthly average during the year having been’;^8 ; the ‘ 
total of each boy’s education was Rs. 5-10-7, of which 
amount Go’v^ernment contributed R^*4-9-8. The School house 
is in, course of ereption, and it is .hoped that it will soon be 
available for the pupils: up to^ the present time the duties 
have been carved on, sometimes in one place, ,sometirae8*in 
another, for a great portion of the year,*the empty Mess-house 
having been made available. The head master has vsontinued 
to discharge his duties satisfactorily. The secohd master was 
appointed to be a Deputy Inspector of Patshalas, and his place 
was filled by the head master of the Paiidra School. 

Chaibassa Zillah School. —Id the commencement of the 
year this School consisted of au English aad of a Ilindi depart¬ 
ment. In July last the two departments were formed into ’ 
two different Schools, a separate assignment of Rs. 45 <l month 
being allotted to the Hindi Sclrool from a saving eSfected in 
Schools in the Bengal portion of my Division. At the begin¬ 
ning of the year there were G1 boys on the rolls of the .English 
department, at the close there were 57 boys only, but the rate 
of schooling ^fees was considerably ’ increased. Rs. 120 were 
collected from fees during the year under report against 
Rs. 39 i’n the previoiy^car. The greater portion of this sum 
has been collected in the last few luonths ; there is, therefore, 
every reason to expect a fee income during 18(^1-70 of Rs. 180 or 
200. The social [)osition of the guardians of the students is as 
follows:—4 zemindai's; 2 pleaders and mukhtars; 18 education¬ 
al, ministerial, and Police ollicers, clerks; and native Doctors; 26 
shop-keepers, artizaus, manufacturers, peons, and constables; and 
7 farmers. Forty*of the lads are llimUis, six Mahomedaus, five 
Kols, two Santhals, aud four others. During the year the bto 
head master was trajisferrcd to *Midnaporc aud was succeeded

GovEBXMEN’r Vebnaculab Schools. —At the commence¬ 
ment q{ the year* there were 49 such Schools in m}'^ Division. 
Without any additional co'.st to Government, two other Schools 
have been added to the number during the year, one at Cliaibassa 
and the other in the extreme west of the Midnapore district, 
where tho only Schools that exist are a few for Santhals under 
the IMidnapur Baptist Jlissionarios: tho assignments to tiiesc 
two Schools are respective!} Its. 45 and Its. ‘20. Tiie sum' 
of Rs. G5 was made available for the purpose by rediic- 
ing the Government grant to other Schools of the same class 
in the Division. I hoi)o, ere long, to be able to recommend to 
you the tninsfer of some other Govermuent Vernacular Schools 
to districts where there is more need for them. In fact as far 
as the t ransfer of two of these Schools is concerned, all the pre¬ 
liminary arrangements have been made. I pro[)o.so that one shall 
go to Hazaribagli and the oilier to the jungles of westOrn Midua- 
pur. It is in this way wo work with these Schools :—they nro 
placed in localities where there is little itt\fy" desire of education : 
as soon as the Schools have been in one pface for some time wo 
gcjnerally find tlvat the neighbouring villages become an.xious 
for Schools, which they oi«?n, generally assisted by Grants-in-aid; 
when we find our own Schcol thus'surromuled, we consider it 
has done its duty, and*transfer it elsewhere to ])lay tho same 
part over again. The Govermuent Ternaciilar Schools servo 
as jiioncers, and like oUier pioneers, find that they are soon 
driven onward by siinilar existences in their neighbourhood.

ditiing the your under report; that ia, the increment^ in two 
years lias been 54 per cent, upon the income of ISGS-GT., 
I fear it wi\l not be possible over to^make the income of Schools 
of this class equal to the GovcrniKtcnt assignment, as the prin- 
cijJe’acted on, is always to keep tliotn in parts of the country 
where the people but little apiireciate education, and wb^re 
consequently but a veiy low rate of schooling fee 'can !>©• levied. 
During the year under rei)ort, the Govertimeiit ex[)enditure on 
thcse*Schools was Rs. 13,302 ; 72 per coat, thjjrefole of the 
cost was borne by the State.

“ are certainly hopcfiil signs of progress among .a people who 
“ were buried in ignorance for ages ])ast, and upon whom the 
“ light of" knowledge and civilization has but just begun to 
“ dawn. 

“ The average daily attendance during the last year in this 
“ School was 7.”), a result by no means satisfactory. Tliis is to 
“ be accounted for by the tact tliat almost all the students are 
“ from, the labouring classes, and tliat in seasons of sowing and 
“reaping their assistance in the field is urgently sought by 
“ their parent.s.” 

Gkam-ix-aii) NoiiMAr. Schools.—T hese are the Schools at 
Ranchi, Midnapur, and Santiimr, of which I wrote at length hast 
year (.see pages iO to 35 of Apiiendi.x A. of Report for 1807-8). 
All the.se Schools have made good jirogress during the year 
under report. They arc all under IMissionary bodies, the first 
named under the German Lutheran Societ”, and the two latter 
under the Free-will Baptist ]\Iissionarie.<t^' 

RancBi Normal School. —This School has done well durinjr 
the year under rejiort in spite of certain diff(}ronces amongst 
the Missionaries. At the clo.se of the year there were 120 
lads studying in the School. I’hc pupils have made good pro¬ 
gress in all subjects except arithmetic. The Mission Com¬ 
mittee expended Rs. 7,500 upon an excellent boarding house 
for the use of the pupils. " 
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Midnapub Nobmal School and Santhali Village 
Schools. —It is much easier to write of all these •Schools* 
togetI'.!#j» inasmuch as they are all under the same'superin- 
tendence, the object of the Normal School being, to supply 
teaclyjrs to the village Schools.^ .Moreover it is not yet 
considered that the teachers who are in charge of Schodls are 
themselves ti’aified, and therefoi’o twice a year they come into 
Midnapur to be examined in a course laid down for their 
private study during six months. I was present during a.part 
of almost every day whilst tliese teacliers wexj being lately 
examined. One of their exercises consists in two teachers 
choosing sides to spell against one another ; difficult words are 
set to one man of each side in tMrn ; whenever a mistake is 
made, the man wlio has made it has to s't down and’ withdraw 
from the game. When nearly all the men on both sides have 
made mistakes, that side in which there are most men ^standing 
is declared victorious. Tliere ive also e.xercises in Geography, 
Arklmietic, Reading, <&c. 1 examined myself some half dozen 

of the more advanced teachers in Arithmetic. . They could give 
correct answers to easy practic’d sums in the Rule of Tliree, but 
they seemed to work more by iho aides of common sense than 
from having regularly learnt accordipg to our system. Lately 
the Bengali ArithnMic, Patiganita, has been introduced into 
the Normal School, ^ach year tin? teachers sent out will bo 
bettor prepared, and as the people are now becoming more used 
to Schools and more anxious to have them, it will be possible 
soon to insist moro upon»yegularity of attendance and system 
than is at present possible. There are many bright boys at 
present under training who will be useful as teachers when they 
have grown up. *The School is most^admirably superintended, 
and care is being taken that the boys shall be physically as jvell 
as mentally and . morally trailied. Dliring my cold weather

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tbul I saw the most of the pupils in 22 village Schools. 
-There was a marked improvement since last year, and I feel 
certain that year by year the same will be noticeable, ^hiring 
. the year under report the Grant-in-aid has been increased, so as 
to admit of the Normal School being placed on a better footing, 
whilst at the same time the number of village Schools have 
' increased from 25 to 34. * 

SantTpub Normal School. —I have not been able to find 
time, to visit this School during the year under report, but I 
hope to do so very soon. I have, however, often seen find often 
heard from tire Rev. Mr. Phillips (under whose superintendence 
it is managed) and I know that the progress during the year has 
been decided. 

Higher- Class Ai.oed Rtissiox Schools. —During the year 
'A. .under report the School at Myinari was closed owing to the 
prevalence of epidemic fever in the neighbourhood and to the 
consequent falling off in the local income ; the three remaining 
Schools at the close of the year were tlie Clmrch ftlission School 
at Burdwan, the .Pree Church Mission School at Culna, and the 
Local Mission School at Midnapur. Lately the Grant-in-aid 
application for revision of Grant to the Lociil Mis.sion Sciiool at 
Midnapur came up to me,^but 1 declined recommending that a 
Grant should be given, on the ground tha" the School \^a.s .self- 
supporting and required no aid from Gi.verimient to supple¬ 
ment local income. This satisfactory stjilc of affairs was 
brought about by the. Secretary’s increasing, at my suggestion, 
the rate of schooling fee levied. .Whilst every boy pays a 
higher fee, the number in attendiince has al.so increased. The 
three Mission Schools sent up successfully to the last Entrance 
Examination 7 lads, whereas last year only 4 passed. The 
number on the rolls of the three Schools on 31st March was 
488 against 473 on the same day last year. The total cost of 
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each boy’s education was Rs. 19-11 this yJar against Rs. 
last year, the cost to Government having decreased from Rs., 
5-15 .iiiJ^867-68 to Rs. 5-7 in 18G8-G9 ; the percentage*of total 
cost borne by the State has therefore been considerably smaller 
this year than last. 

Hiohkr Class .A^idki) Schools uniJeu Native Maxagbrs.— 
During the year two of these Schools (those at, Gangadaspur and 
Pattrashir) were reduced from the.grade of Higher "Class to 
that of Middle Class Schools, whilst aid was given to ajjigher 
class school at Muradpur in Burdwan ; there >iemained, as a 
conseciuence, at the end’ of the year 15 such Schools, the 
numbers on the rolls have, however, increased, the average 
number on the rolls of each SchooUbeing 115 at the close of the 
year against 98 at the comineiicem’ent. .Nineteen boys from 
these fifteen Scliools appeared successfully at the Entrance 
Examination against IG boys last year. The cost to the State 
of each boy’s education has been, again reduced this year, in the 
three last years, the cost has been rcsjiectively Rs. G-^^0, Rs. 6, 
and Rs. 5 ; tlie total cost of each boy’s education fell from Rs. 
19-3 in 18GG-G7 and Rs. 17-2 in 18G7-68 to Rs. 15-10 in 
18G8-G9. 

Unaided lliaHER Cl.ass Schools.— I cannot close my no¬ 
tice of the Higher ClHss Scliools under me, without referring to 
the three e.xcelleiit una^filed Higher Class Schools of the Maharaja 
of Burdwan, Pandit Isvar Chandra Vidyasagar, anti Babu 
Prasaima Kumar Sarvadhikari. In the two former, no fel's 
are levied; in the last;iamed,8ituated at Khauakul Krishuauagar 
a rather high rate of schooling fees is charged. The generosity 
of those who 0 [)en free.Sehdols and entertain large establish¬ 
ments of masters f*o impart iustriietiou cannot be doubted, but 
I cannot say that I think boys value education so obtainetl at 
all us much as that for which »they have to pa'y. The pupils 
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ate^ therefore mncll less attentive to their sUulibs, and fail to 
jnnke the same progress. If a comparison be drawn between 
the number of boys studying English in Dacca and Burdwan 
, and between the numbers fyoin the two cities who pass the 
Entrance Examination, it v ill be found tliat three boys wlio 
enter on an English coilrse j)as8 from Dacca for cveiy one 
c that passes from Burdwan. In the f(»rmor city high fees 
are p.-Tui; in flie latter. 500, boys are educated free by the Maha- 
rajajof Burdwan, and this very fact makes oilier boys umyill- 
ing to pay as they do elsewhere all over Bengal. If the 
Maharaja could bo induced to open a Oollego Department only 
—free, if he likes—and at the same time give up the Hchool 
altogether, I think it wouh' be very much for the advantage 
of the residents of Burdwan whom ho is so anxious in every 
way to benefit. A larger number of boys passed the Entrance 
Examination from the Maharaja’s school than from any other 
School in my Division. Eight passed; 1 in the First, 4 in 
the Second, and 3 in the Third Division. From the Beersingha 
School 5 students appeared at this Examination and the 
same mlmber from Klianakul Krishnanagar ; from each School 
4 lads passed, one of the Khauakid lads was plac.ed in the 
First, and from each School 2 were placed in the Second 
Division ; the remaining 3 being passed ii^ tlie Third. 

Middle Class Aided Sohools. —Abobujialf the Schools'with 
which Ihave to do, come under this head : there are under native 
mUnagers ninety Middle Class English Schools attended at the 
close of the year by 5,173 pupils, anjl one liundred and five Ver¬ 
nacular Schools attended by 5,110 pupils. Each English School 
was attended on an average by 57 pppils, whilst eaeh Verna¬ 
cular School was attended by 48. The total•co.sf of educating 
a boy in one of the former Schools was Rs. 15-G whilst in the 
latter it was* Rs. 6-l'2. Thoi cost to the State has been 
respectively Rs. 5-10 atd Rs. 3. This shews that during the year 
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each boy s edifcation in an English School hns cost the Sta^ 3 
annas more than it did last year ; but in a Vernacular School 
there has been a reduced Government expenditure of 10 annas 
on every boy s education. The numbers attending both classes 
of Schools (English and Vernacu^’r) on the 31st March, 1869 
was i0,289 boys agffin.st 8,371 on the' .same day of 1868 and 
6,073 on tlie same day of 1867. *An increase of nearly seventy 
per cent, in tfie number on the rolls of_ Middle •Class--l^hools 
under n.ltivo management during tlie short .space of two years, 
shews how thoroughly the pcojde of this j’art of lire’country 
have begun to estimate the advantage to themselves of educa¬ 
tion : the number of the.se Schools has, in the same time, 
increased from 129 to 195, the increase being more than fifty 
per cent. » 

Schools for EuRoricANS. and Eurasians. —In thesp three 
Schools, situated .at llnrdwan, Cuttack, and Eaniganj, there were 
86 children at the end of tlic year, against 84 at the commence- ’ 
ment. The Schools all fairly siip^dy a great wan#; without 
them, these children would grow up almost uneducated; by 
their means they learn to read, write, cypher, work,- with th4i# 
addition of a little iri.story and .Geography. The total cost of 
each child’s* education has been during the year Rs. 59, of 
this araount Govemment has contnbuted Rs. 21, and the 
parents of the chihifhu Rs. 17 as tuition fees. The great 
cost of the Schools is due to the fact that there arc iWt in any 
one place in my Division any largo number of the poorer classes 
of Europeans and Plast Imjians. 

Schools fok Nativk Girls. —The number of these Schools 
under Missionary bodips is* 7 this year against 6 last year; 
under nativq nnfnagers there were the same number of Schools 
{vh. 14) at the beginning and the en^ of the year. E.\cluding 
the large Relief Orphanage at Pipli,. those under Missionary 
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bonlies are attended by on an average 35 pupiR, whilst those 
under native managers are attended on an average by 26 girls. 
■ .The cost to the State of the elementary education of each girl 
under instruction was about Rs. 4-8 for the year ; the total cost 
haviag been nearly lls. 10. ; 

Miiioa ScHOiiAUSHiP 'Examination. —ft is intended that 
boys who pass this Examinittion should be able at the end of 
two yem’s to pass the .Ent|ancc E.xamination, and accordingly 
the course was so fixed ; but it has been found that tgnorance 
of Sanskrit ha^ militated against the progress of the successful 
candidates iu Government Schools, so for the future this lan¬ 
guage is, to be made one of the subjects of examination. The 
E.xamination for this Division' was held in the end of November 
last, yi lads appeared from' Schools in Bengal and 2 lads from 
Schools in Orissa. Eleven of the 20 scholarshi[)S allotted to 
this Division were gained by boys from Sclvools in Burdwan, 
three were from Jehanabad, two from Bankura, two from Beer- 
bhum, onfc from Midnapur, and one from Balasoro. The first 8 
scholarships were awarded by order of merit, but were all gained 
Iby boys from the Bramha Sainaj School in Burdwan. I think it 
will be necessary this year to liinit the number of students from 
anyone School who can gain scholarships. Tlie other scholarships 
were allotted to the districts above referred; to in the numbers 
there stated, and were awanded to the bes^ioys in each district. 
These s6holarsliip8 prove a great incentive to the Middle Class of 
A»glo-Vernacular*8chools as it gives them a goal at which to 
aim. Passed certificates were given to 66 other lads who 
api>eared at the Examination. I expect a much larger number 
to appear this year at the ExaTirinatifin, and I trust that a 
larger number of scholarshii)s may be placed at my disposal.

VKRNAeiULAU SCHOLARSHIP EXAMINATION.—339 boys. .ap¬ 
peared at this Examination; 217 of the number passed, and to 
the 67 best amongst them Scholarships were awarded—32 being 
for four years in an English School, 32 for one year in a Nor¬ 
mal School, and 3 for three years in^the Medical College. Only 
12 of the 32 to whom scholarships wdre awarded in the Hooghly 
Normial School joined that institution, so I made a second 
award, giving 20 scholarships to other lads, of whom 10 joilled 
the School. This, coupled with other facts which I have pre¬ 
viously brought to your notice, clearly proves how inadequately 
the Hooghly Normal School serves for the training of pandits 
for the Schools in my Division, for of course if lads will not 
go to be trained, it is not possibly tliqt a supply .can be found 
ready to medt the dgmand. To those who failed to obtain 
scholarships, but who*obtained more tluin one-third of the full 
number of marks, PjjsV certificates were given ; the holders of 
these certificates are considered qualified to appear as* candi¬ 
dates at the Lower Gnule Plcadcrship Exammations, and th^ 
arc therefore looked upon as^ prizes by those who are fortunate 
enough to gain them.

Reports of Inspectors of Schools. 


I have visited all the Zillah Schools within the past year, 
but in jonly a few have I made anything like a thorough 
examination. To examine every class in every subject in one 
' of the larger Schools, so as to be able to form an opinion of my 
own on the entire state of such a School, would occupy me 
two or three weeks. I have 'generally examined a few of the 
upper classes pacl/in one or two subjects takeq at random : and 
I may shortly state the result to be, that the success of these 
Schools in passing students through the University Entrance 
Examination is a very fair criterion .of the general state of the 
respective Schools: such success cannot now be snatched by 
merely expert teaching of 4hc first class, as is evident from 
the Schools maintaining their relative position of last year. 
The result of that Examination in December, 18G8, satisfac¬ 
torily proves the efficiency of the Zillah Schools of this Division. 

Several head masters have complained to me concerning 
the rule, r^uiritig them to certify that each candidate is fit 


to compete 'befoi'Byffie is admitted to compote. The Local 
Committee of Public rnstruction at Mymensingh argue, that with 
the present substantial examination fee the examiners are not 
entitled to throw this responsibility on the masters. When 
one set of officers have4)ecn appointed esp,ecially to hear suits, 
what would be thought of a plan of procedure which should 
set up another set of officers to determine whether each suit 
ought to be heard before it could be heard ? Moreover it is a 
responsibility which every master must honestly know eannot 
possibly, owing to the manifold chances-in examination be 
satisfied. At Mymensingh, the njasters, after most laborious 
preliminary examination, selected 17‘boys ,who were certified 
as fit to compete, of whom 12 passed ; but one lioy to whom 
they refused a. certificate contrived some how to compete as- 
a private student and passed. " ^ ‘

BuBiSAt.—^The numbers have increased *from 276 on Slst- 
March, 1868, to 327 on 31st March, 1869. The house will no 
longer hold the boys. The Local Committee contemplate build*- 
ing a room on the roof to serve as Library, which will give them . 
one more room available as a class room. 

Chittagong. —The Zillali School was in January 1869 con¬ 
verted into a High School and affiliated to th-* Calcutta Unives • 
sity in Arts and Law. Tlie immodiate visible signs of the 
change are, that 7 boys of whom 4 are junior scholars, 
have commenced reading the First Arts Course: that 27 
boys have taken their admission in the Law class under 
Beni Madhab Datta, the newly appointed Law Lecturer, and 
that by the fusion of the Queen’s School, the number of the 
scholars has risen from 118 in December, 1868 to 278 in March, 
1869. To provide pi’esent accommodation for this number 
of boys, the Local Committee of Public Instruction who are ‘also 
trustees of the Mirahaya Waqf, have hired a separate house 
for the Mirahaya Vernacular School, and plaqgd thrower classes 
of the Zillah School in the closely adjoirffng Mirahaya School 
bungalow. * 

There appears to have prevailed at Chittagong in both the 
Zillah and Mirahaya Schools, a practjse of copying in the ex- 
aininatimis which the mere exclusion of those detected from 
the examination wag quite insufficient to check. The Local 
Committee, on my suggestion, have passed ,an order that at 
future examinations any candidate convicted by the Inspector 
in charge of the exi^Hiuation of using any unfair means shall 
be caned at the expiration of the time allotted fm‘ the paper. 
It is hoped that it may never be necessary to act upon this 
order. 

CoMiLLA.-—The number of boys has here still furiher 
decreased from 157 oi>3l8t March, 1868, to 95*ou Slst March, 
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1869. The establishment has therefore been reduced by the 
curtailment of the 7th English teacher: nevertheless the 
payment, of bare establishment charges was in excess of the 
. wliole receipts from fees and Grovernment assignment by Bs. 
7G-12-11 in the year. Though the numbers of the Sehool-have 
thus diminished, the School has succeeded decidedly better in 
University Ilutrance Examination than it did last year, 
the staff of masters has been somewhat strengthened, and the 
proportion of dead weight in the 2iid, 3rd, and 4tu classes 
diminished: ihou^h on my visit in January, 1869, I found 
the 1st class still encumbered with ‘ a number of very ill edu¬ 
cated boys of aboiit twenty^ears of ago. On my recommend¬ 
ation, the head master offered a number of these the choice 
of descending to the 2nd class or quitting the school: and I 
believe I am thus directly responsible for some part of the falling 
off tn numbers. 

Furidpur.— The number of boys has here again dimin¬ 
ished from*-124 on 31st March, 1868, to 104 on 31st March, 
1869. Two boys7^^»4vever, successfully passed the University 
Entrance Examination'in December, 1868, instead of the utter 
failure of the previous year. The quantity of material in the 
2nd and 3rd classes of ttiis School is very small, and the atten¬ 
dance has always been below the mark. The Local Oo5umittee 
state that the morale of the School has been greatly lowered 
by the political ^nd other differences between the masters. 
If is hoped that the late transfer which replaced the former 
head master by Kali Das Mukhopadhyay, in March, 1869, will 
at least obviate this source of evil, and that the defective dis- 
dpline of the School may be improved., 

Jessore.— The number of boys on 31st 'Mai>ch, 1869 was 
156. as against 158 on 31st March, 1868. In August, 1868, 
the rate of fee in the ‘Ist and* 2nd classes was raised from 
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South-East Division, Mr. Clarhe.

Re. 1 to Rs. 2 and the rate in the 3rd and 4th classes from Re. 1 

to Re. 1-8-0 ; this has not been found to affect the numbers of 
the School. 

Hymensinuh. —The number of boys on Slst March, 1869,' 
was 305 as against 311 on 31st March, 1868. Two additional class 
rooms were sanctioned by the Government of Bengal at a cost 
of Rs.* 3,637 and are now in course df construction" by 
the Public Woi’ks Department, but when they are finished 
the Local Committee report that more rooms will be wanted. 
Also an additional masiter is required. Parvati Charan R% 
in Atignst, 1868, resigned his post of head master, he having 
been appointed a Deputy Magistrate after taking the first 
place in the competitive examination for Bengal. Babu Surya 
Kanta Acharya Chaudlmri has given ti scholarship of Es 4 
a month for 5 years tenable in this School. 

Noakuali. —The number of boys has here increased from 73 
on 31st March, 1868 to 94 on 31st Marclq ^69, but even 
now 72 of this number are merely d^ZsSis: the Musulman 
population of Shudharam stiU standing aloof in general from 
English, education. The School house is the old Salt gola and 
very damp. The Local Committee report that they have 
hitherto found it •impossible to keep any chaukidar there at. 
night, because the natives of Noakhali are under an impression 
that it is haunted 1)y devils. 

PuBNA. —The number of boys on 31st March, 1869, was 
195 as against 193 on 31st March, 1868. Tire Local Com¬ 
mittee believe that the attendance would be Idrger, were not 
the elements qjf English taught in the Pubna Vernacular 
School. The Public Works Departments have been for several 
months collecting materials on the site approved for the new 
Zillah School house? and it'is faintfy hoped, the Superintend-

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ing Engineer having visited the site in March 186!), that 
there wiil be no more delay in commencing the work. 

iSiLCHAR. —The Aided School at Silchar was formerly man- 
'aged by IMr. Pryse, the Welsh Presbyterian Missionary of 
Sylliet. His Honor the Liontcnant-Goveruor foTind tlie School in 
great difficulties at the time of his visit to Silchar in (he rains 
ot'1867, and fliitlfcirizcd the Deputy Cowinisdoner of»CacIiav 
to support the School: since this date, it has been ,virtually 
a Government School directly managed by (he Dei)nty Com¬ 
missioner of •Cachar. Its conversioi; into a regular Zillah 
School was sanctioned on 21st August, 1868, but, in so far 
as the financial management. and immediate superintendence 
of the School are couccri«3d, it remains up to the present 
date an Aided School, of which the Deputy Commissioner is 
Secretary. The School has prospered greatly in spite of the 
.earthquake, the Lusliai war, and the subsefpieiit total destruc- 
tion of the S^ool bungalow by fire. It sits now in the circuit 
house' with and is already superior, in educational 

standard as well a» in numbers, to several of the old regulation 
pllah Schools. At the late University Entrance Exainination, 
it passed two boys who both were awarded junior Scholai-ships! 
The Zillah School house for which Rs. .6000. was sanctioned by 
Government has not been commenced, among other reasons 
because the site selected oh the river baiffi slipped into the 
river during the earthquake. 

Sylhet.— In January, 1«69, a provisional Zillah School was 
sanctioned for Sylhet and tlie old Judges’ cliambers assigned as 
a School house, but up to the date pf this report, the School 
had not been established. 


Normal Schools.— Dacca Normal school contains now 100 

pupils. The following was the result of the late general Nor¬ 
mal Schools Examination^.

Sixteen touchers were seut out with certificates cjjiiing tlie year 
to tcachcrshiiis. Tliis is about the same number shewn in 
previous years, but the liead master lias pointed out that these 
returns are calculated to mislead. ^During the year, 55 pupils 
left the Schools, and there is good reason to believe nearly all 
of them left to take teacherships : but many Secretaries and 
Managers of Schools who employ these pupils, are sufficiently 
satisfied that they come from the Normal School without call¬ 
ing on them for the production of the printed School certi¬ 
ficate ; hence the head master is not officiaIl.>r,;Mi'«fe, and often 
for years, is not accidentally aware, what^tis become of them. 

The demand for pandits in this D’ivisiou is now dimipiah- 
ing, and the strength of the Dacca Normal School is consequent¬ 
ly diminishing, and likely in the head master’s opinion to dimi¬ 
nish. The reason "is, that even in small Vernacular Schools 
the native managers prefer a teaebpr who can teach but the 
elements of English, to any pandit, and arc willing to pay him 
a higher salary. This is reported by the Deputy Inspectors 
as well as by the Dacca Normal School head master*; and 
I am certain myself that it is the case. The Dcpifty Inst^ector, 
West Mymensingh, aftqj’ setting that any teacher who knows 
ever so littlq Eifglish, is preferred to the best Normal School 
pandit, concludes curtly : “ This renders the teaching pf a 
minimum of English jn the Nermal Schools im{)crative.” 
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The students of the Dacca Normal School on the occasion 
of the Lieutenant-Governor’s visit to Dacca in August, 1867, 
presented a unanimous petition to be taught English to His 
. Honor; this petition had the moral support of the tea¬ 
chers. ^ 

The head master of the Dacca Normal School now re-opens 
this question, andjie wishes to find room for the English by the 
absolute abolilion of Sansladt. There are other difficulties to bo 
considered bcfoje introducing English, but I thoroughly coincide 
with him as. to the necessity of getting rid of the Sanskrit. 
Not merely is the time given to Sanskrit taken from more 
important studies, but the effect of the study of Sanskrit 
is to intensify superstitions and prejudices, and to make 
the students utterly^ indifferent to arithmetic, history, geo¬ 
graphy, and all practical knowledge. The head master says 
he ‘has now watched the effect of the study of Sanskrit 
for 13 years, and emphatically denies that it has even had 
any .improvi% ijj^nce on Bengali; on the contrary he affirms 
that it has tcndedl^liake the book Bengali more complicated, 
mongrel, and artificial, ‘and still taore remote from the Bengali 
of common life. 

In so far as my own observation goes, Sanskrit-knowing 
pandits are satisfactory in Entrance Sclfbols where they do 
not attempt to teach any otjior subject, and^^in no other Schools. 

In the village Schools, the pandit learned in Sanskrit has no 
Sanskrit teaching to do, and the arithmetic, geography, and 
history, in such a pandit’s School is always below the mark. The 
introductiomof Anglo-Sa-wn in Diocesan Training Schools in 
England would be harmless, excepfin sp far as it was a sacrifice 
of time that might be better employed: the head master argues 
thatthe study of Sanskrit in Dacca Normal School is actively 
mischievous.

NongsowliA. {i. e. Cherra Punji) Normal School. —The 
average attendance has been for the year 144 as against l-ll in 
the preceding year; 38 boys and 11 girls hold Normaf Scbooh 
scholarships in the School. The old plan in the Khasia Hills 
was to send forth teachers into the villages as they were want¬ 
ed, but the present liead master has determined *not to send 
out the Normal scholarship-holders until they, shall have com¬ 
pleted a 4 years’ course. It is expeoted that, though this plan 
is keeping at i^reseut the village Schools in a stationary con¬ 
dition, a great improvement may ultimately be effected. The 
boys of the Normal School have made steady progress during 
the year and have improved in jirithmetic, though in this 
subject they are still behind Bengali Schools. The girls have 
advanced rapidly in English under the patient teaching of 
Mrs. Koberts; so much so that Mrs. Koberts states some of 
them to have become extremely fond of English tales and 
newspapers. These girls, it must be understood, are quite 
grown up, the Khasias abhorring infant marriajjes-**^he design 
of Mr. Boberts, the head master of the ii'ormal School, is to 
send out into the villages, as'far as possible,, married couples 
of teachers'. 

The three Subsidi.\ry Normal S(jnooLS. —These Schools 
have agfdn taken in* the general Normal School Examination 
a place on a par w>th that of the wold established and more 
expensive Schools. It has been hinted to me fjom the Central 
Division that this result. can only have been attained by the 
boys using unfair njeans at the Examination. I am satisfied 
that this was not the case, not only from the precautions taken 
to prevent such disgraeeful* proceedings, but from my own 
vivd voce Examination and that of tl^e Deputy Inspectors. I 
can report that these three subsidiary Normal Schools aru as 
nearly as possible on ‘a level •cducatiohally with the Dacca 
Normal School. 
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The subsidiary ‘Normal Scliools have at length all been iiro- 
vided w,itb attached practising Schools. 

• Thesb. Schools, no less than the Dacca Normal School, are 
. desirous that the elements ^of English at least may be taught 
in tliem. ^ 

The Corailla subsidiary* Normal Schoof was transferred to 
Chittagong in February 18G9, and has opened there more 
favorably than was aiiticiimtcd; it contained 23 pupils on 31st 
March, 18GI). It sits at present in a hired house,* but the 
• Mirahaya Tifustees have undertaken to provide it with a house, 
of its own. 


Dacca Female Normal ^School.— Contained on 31st March. 
1869, 25 pupils, of whom 15 wore Christians, 2 Brahmanis, S , 
Kshetrya and 7 married Byraginis. The School has senv ' 
out a pupils duiing the year but to stations only; in fact I 
I do not recollect any village girls' School in this Division 
which is taught by a pupil of this School. In the various 


schemes stf 


,^by the Deputy Inspectors for the i)romotion 
of female educatjoilK.they do not propose to avail themselves 
of the teachers trained in thi5 School. Even in Dacca itself 
Mrs. Livingstone who direcis the Zenana Mission informs me 
that Christian teachers from Calcutta arc little dearer and found 
far more efficient than the Dacca Fcniale Nornufl School 
pupik ^ I am of oi)inion. that it will bo best either to close 
this School or to^eslablish it on a far larger scale.

The 'arrangement of marks and subjects in the 
Minor Scholarship Examination is not in my discretion, and the 
present scale gives the minor scholarships to tliose boys who 
do best in English, even if they neglect other subjects.

The Vernacular Scholarship maj be looked on in this Divi¬ 
sion as the prime mover of education. The G-overnment money 
Issigned to it has, in my opinion, more effect than double the 
amount as applied for any other eckicatioual purpose. I have 
taken great pains in settling the course and marks for the 
examination, not with the object’that the small percentage of 
successful boys should commence their Zillaj^ School reading to 
most advantage, but with the object of ihtro’ducing in the 
Village Jlchools themselves as practical a kind of education as 
possible. I have thus cut down the difficult literature and the 
artificial grammar borrowed from the Sanskrit to the lowest 
point; in arithmetic, one third ^the marks are given for the 
bazar and zemindari account keeping of the country, the 
other two thirds for the systematized European arithmetic: 
in geography the chief stress is laid on Bengal as it isand, in 
history, on the History of Bengal during the present century ; 
I have also introduced as many general subjects as the state of 
Bengali literature allows: such as, the bare^leuisats of physical 
geography, physiology, and political ^conomy. Our present 
attempts in these directions* are very small, but some of my 
Deputy Inspectors think that with better Bengali treatises we 
may push successfully much farther. am glad' to be able to 
see that, though till this kind of instruction is ignored in the 
Zillah Schools, tlje vernacular scholars thus grounded are.; 
found to make in the end the crack 
Schools.

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Thmigh so small a percentage actually succeecrin obtainfng 
a vernacular scholarsliip, yet the possibility of getting a 
scholai’slfip is said to be the only inducement which keeps many 
boys at school. At all events I would beg leave to suggest 
that in laying down an^ rule for this scholarsliip-you should 
consider not merely the uftiraato career of the few boys who 
succeed, but the Vyiage Schools themselves where the education 
of the large percentage who fail commonly ends.

The Deputy Inspector of Furidpur says, that for the 
education of the mass of the people, for cheapness, and for 
better management.

The Deputy Ins’pector of Burisal says, that a Grant-in-aid 
School is merely nominally so, it is virtually a Government 
School; ^and such Schools are everj'wliere scourged by fraud. 
Of 47 Aided Schools in Burisal, the Deputy Inspector believes 
35 to be badly managed. 

The Deputy Inspeetor says, that the Circle system possesses 
great advantages over the aided sy,stem and should be extended. 

The Deputy Inspector of Comilla sr^^s, that the Grant-in-aid 
system permits oppression of teachers, and falsification of 
accounts, that the Schools are .suspected often to bo more Gov¬ 
ernment Schools, and that the advantages of the Circle system 
are manifold. 

The Deputy Inspector of East Myinensingh .«rtlts to have the 
Circle Schools doubled, and then hope!# to i;each many villages 
with education which he despairs of doing under the Grant-in- 
aid Kules. 


The Deputy Inspector of West Myn>ensingh thinks, that the 
Circle ‘system succeeds better than the Aided system, and that

masses to any great extent except by the enactment of compul- 
sary att&danco. In geuernl whore Schools alrendy oxisf, they 
are not attended by the cbijdren of the ryots and lishcrniea of 
the village, because tliQ child of a ryot is worth a Ilu})ee or 
two a month, a good fisherman boy nearly as much as a man: 
and further, the caste distinctions of the country; do not place it 
within the contemplation ‘ of a ryot or fisherman that his child 
can ever earn subsistence and distinction as a Babu. If a low 
caste boy (as hai)peued last year) b^ e.xceptional perseverance 
wins a vernacular schoharship, when he presents himself with 
his vernacular card at the ^Government Sanskrit College, he 
learns that Government' there offers higher education to the 
higher castes alone : fi^nd though far superior to the majority of 
students in manners as well as in character, yet because of his 
^caste he cannot bo allowed to enter. 

Niomr Schools,— Six of the Jessorc night Schools have been 
closed m the'tfdwiiiie of the yeiu-. The pujiils have to labour 
for their livelihooc^ th»wlioIe day, and cannot attend re'''ularly 
in the evening, nor for a long time. Some few have learnt to 
eep simple accounts, and to write agreements and rcceijits. 
Still I do not hope fromilieso Schools for any results of general 
importance. • * 


GinLs’.SmiooLs.-The Girls’Schools under Bengali manage- 
^ nt are in the,same state as last year. A considerable 
under number of the Same 

Entiance Exa-. the Government nioney spent in vain hopes of 
cation of girls has nnt ratjier the effect of 
u thg thing: from whatever foint of view 
of genuineness is too apparent. We 
^ "'d Bifbus who discourse with great 
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• • ' 

propriety on the education of girls and the evils of infant 
marriage, nevertheless mnrrg their own daaghters 'at yo or 12 
years of age. They say they are compelled by social pressure 
to do this. I regret to say that 1‘liave become at last driven to 
the conclusion that those Babus are idislionost when they'say so. 

I believe the educated Babus are now strong enough to leap 
over any barrier, social or religious, that they dre iaclined to take 
a leap at.; and that the real reason they marry their daughters 
as infants is that which causes them to keep their wives as 
closely locked up as possible. 

As regards the education of the female children so long as 
they are mere infants, it would apl^ear ^om the Deputy Inspec¬ 
tors’ reports that no prejudice existsfigainst it among the people, 
provided they are not called upon to pay any thing for it. 
This, at least, is the opinion of the Depixty Inspeetors of Bik- 
rampur, Furidpur, and Burisal, tlxough tlie Deputy Inspec-. 
tor of Pubna says that even the higlily educated Babus are 
secretly bitterly opposed to female education,' and as example 
thereof states that his fairly edpcated niedb was married lately to 
an Englis'a-talking Babu who immediately ordered her never 
to look in a book again. As far as I can judge, if (xovernm.ent 
would pay entirely. for some Government Girls’ Schools, the 
people to oblige Government would now send their daughters, 

BO long as they are hifants, to these Schools. This ye«4' again, 
this is the i)lan recommended by the Deputy* Inspectors as the* 
only plan likely to give female education a start: they argue 
that this was the plan which succeeded in starting vernacular 
education, and that, with reference to the Government Schools 
now kept for puslung education in backward places, as the girls 
of Bengal are as numerous as the boy% they are entitled to one 
half of these Schools, if Government is not at.present able, for 
financial reasons, Jo Increa^ the gross,assignment for Govern¬ 
ment Schools. 
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The Mission Schools at Cliittagong and Jessore containing 
Christiatl girls up to 16 (or more) years of age are of a totally 
different class, and cannot he compared with the indigenous 
Schools. • 

The girls’ School supjioj'ted by IVIrs. Kighardson at Comilla 
has fallen into a poor slate since she left: and the girls’ School 
at Furidpur has lallen to six on the rolls siinw the Deputy 
Collector, Bhagavan Chandra, was transferred. 

The Zenana Agency at Dacca conducted by Mrs Livingstone 
which received a Grant-in-aid about* a year ago contains now 
65 pupils, and has already achieved more than was expected it 
ever would by the Deploy Inspectors of Schools. Mrs. Living¬ 
stone herself instructs some of the native ladies in music, and 
reports that, when tiJught, they are ca])able of singing in tune. 
Also a girls’ School connected with the Zenana Mission is lield 
«in Mrs. Livingstone’s house. Supported in this way, the 
Zenana Miss ion t hrives, but what is to become of it when Mrs. 
Livingstone i^rSfesferred ? 

The Deputy I«speJtor of East Mytnensiiigh much wishes a 
Government girls’School set up for the Mauipuris at Bhavunga 
near Shushung. As the Mauipuris do not lock up women like 
the Bengalis, the Deputy Inspector thinks.a higher class girls' 
School, possibly even ultimately i»roducing teachers, might be 
got here?* * 

"••Gaeo HiLL8.-*-Four additional Government Schools have 
been sanctioned for these hills during the j)ast year. There is 
now a long line of so-called Garo Schools stretching from the bend 
of the Brahmaputra to Shushung, all at the foot of the hills, 
and teaching Bengali, mainly to the tlarosi of tlie plain or to 
the mixed tribes Hazun^, Hodis, &c. Fractically such is the 
horror of the Bengalis at a hill^ that we have never yet suc- 
ceede'd in, placing one ^f these Schools *evaji on a Tila. The 
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• • 

pandit sent to set up a School at some Garo cliang always ^ts 
it up instead at the nearest Bengali hut on the plaiijs. The 
Schools now available as Garo Schools with their acthajl state 
on 31st March, 1869, is as under,,commencing from the west. 

1. The Bamram.'pur Aided Vernacular School is held at 
Sharmara 3-J miles from the hills; contains 32 Hindus, 4 

Mahomedans. • 

• • 

It has been proposed to open a branch at Chandrapara 
within the hills, where the Garo Bliuya (chief) is willing to see a 
Bengali School set up; but no pandit can be got to go. 

2. Malakucha, a Government School, opened in May 1868. 

Sits at Bhyadanga about 3J miles from the hills: contains 2 
Hindus, 13 Mahomedans, 5 Kajbiyyis! No pandit can be got 
to stay at Malakucha. , 

3. Shumusehur, a Government School, opened in May 1868, 
sits atDoa Narini, 2J miles from the hills: contains 22 Hazuns,^ 
7 Mussulmans, 7 llajbunsis, 2 Banays, and 1 Kuch who can 
already make himself understood iu Ber.j,.%li'*though quite 
ignorant of it when the School opened., 4 Of .the Hazuns, 2 arei, 
Davashis and most of them are grown up men, from whom 
there is some hope of getting hill teachers another day. • 

One Garo boy joined this School,and was making good 
progress, when he was removed forcibly by his relations into the 
hills, and no trace of him can be gained, though enqiiy ies have 
been pushed through other hill men. The .Deputy Inspector.^ 
of West Mymensingh states, that it ig a Garo practice, if one 
member of a community “ becomes so changed in mind as not 
to agree with the head” that the I’ccusant should be roasted 
alive and eaten : jind that it is strongly suspected that this Was 
the fate of tKe promising Garo student 

4. Ghoshgao, one of the old Government Garo Schools was • 
set up 16 miles from "the hills’and remains there: contains 35 
Hindus and 3 Hazuns. This School cannot be cons'idereii now

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to tie fulfilling the object for which it was founded, but it is so 
good a ^chool that it has been judged imadvisable to move it 
north into the hills until some Aided School is found to replace 
it at Ghoshgao. • , 

5. Munshi’s Hat, ap Aided School, established by Har 
Chandra Chaudhuri of Shirpur on his own estate from philan¬ 
thropic motives, i» 3 miles from the hills, opepcd in January 
last; contains now 20 Maliumedans, 15 Hindus and 4 Hazuns. 

6. Langoljorah, a sister School to the last, was also opened 
by Har Chandra Chaudhuri in January last: contains IG Maho- 
medans, 8 Hindus, and 1 Hodi. 

7; Baligao, one of the (d^l Government Garo Schools, was 
moved by me to BaligS 0 V 4 )ne mile from the hills: contains 8 
Mahomedans, 4 Hiiidijs, 10 Hazuns, and 3 Garos. In the last 
15 moaths 6 teachers in succession have been sent to this 
School, of whom 1 died and 4 returned as being dangerously ill. 
There were of course considerable gaps when the School had 
no masters. ■’"SSsisever, one of the best pupils of this School 
was ‘persuaded lat,ely 4q go as teacher to open the School at 
Shofur. 

8. Haluaghiit, one of the new Government Schools, opened 
5th' August, 18G8, is 2 jniles from the hills: contains 8 Maho¬ 
medans, 5 Hindus, 5 Hodis. 

9. SlMfm\ new Goverrwacnt School, lately. established at 
^Shonagora, a valley just within the hills, contains 4 Garos, 4 

Bunays, and 4 Jlodis. 

10. Pharunpara, on the edge of the ffilas, new Govern¬ 
ment School,* is at the Rajah of Shushung’s tea garden where 
he’ employs many hill men as laborers: dbntaiiis 9 Mahomedans, 
3 Hindus, 14 Hazuns, aixl 1 Garo. 

. Ilf Shushung, Aided Anglo-Vernacular, is distant 3 miles 
from the hills and was formerly ^attendftd ^y several Hazuns, 
. but i,,belieVe there are no Hazuns there now. 
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* • • 

12. Bhorunga, 3 miles from the hills, a little east* of 
, Shushung, contains 21 Manipuris, and 8 Hazuns. • , 

It is evident from this detail, that with a coifsiderable 
Government outlay we are doing ^at present nothing towards 
reaching the genuine Garo-talking ,hill Garos. I doubt, 
however, whether Ihe people who can speak Uaro only are a 
very numerous^ people ; and I have some hopes that it may be 
found possible to avoid taking up a new language. On the east 
side of the country the Khasia language may be pushed a long 
way, and up all the poj)ulous valleys Bengali can clearly be 
fixed without much difficulty. I should not propose to attempt 
more than we are at present doing, until the Deputy Com¬ 
missioner is able to instruct us whatwork before us really is. 

Cachar. —The population of Cachar, is largely Bengali; 
many Manipuris are scattered over the plain; tlie old 
Cacharis are found mostly in the northern slopes and valleys 
the Nagas and Kukis are in the extreme east of Cachar 
proper, but a large Naga territory foi-mcr'.j known as the 
Asalu territory has now been added tg the^ Deputy Commis- 
siouership as Hill Cachar, averaging 5000 feet elevation. 

The Bengalis in Cachar are in general cultivators and low 
caste men : there are no Schools arapng them except perhaps 
the Aided Vernacular School at Barabek. The Silchar and 
the Katigora Sclipols are both nf them Station^Schools, 
attended mainly by the children of official deuizens. 

The Manipuri Schools are— 

1. Binnaeandi in the extreme east, containing 19 Mani¬ 
puris. • 

2. Krishnapur east* of Silchar, containing 14 Manipuris,- 

4 Hindus. ’ , 

3. Khoirulpar, near Silchar, containing 14 Manipuris. • 

In the two formei>of thes® the masters are Bengalis; at 
Khoirulpar the master is a Manipuri, but he itf defijiient. 
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especially in arithmetic. The Manipuris in Oachar are very 
nearly a, bilingual people, as the boys seem all to understand 
Bengali \)erfectly. They are desirous to learn English, and at 
my visit in May last there were two Manipuris in the Silchar 
Higher Class English Sqhool, hut near the bottom. 

There was a Cachari School (Government) in the north, but 
it closed last year,: and no Government School in its place has 
yet been opened any where else. The Deputy Commissioner 
wished to open a Government School in the Cachar Hills near 
Asalu, but the interruptions, of earthquake and war have 
prevented anything being attempted. 

There were formerly somp Nagas in the Binnacandi School, 
but they remained only k-^hort time. 

Chittagong Hills. —In order, to make this report intelli¬ 
gible as compared with that of last year, I should explain that 
the Deputy Commissioner of the Hills has instructed me that 
there arc no Mughs, properly so-callcd, in the Hills : the people 
I last year caHsdiJtIughs are hill Burmese, .and they are hence¬ 
forth so called. Tlie ]\Iughs are a people, in appearance of hill 
type, scattered over the lower lands of Chittagong Zillah 
proper. 

in January last, the chief hill station was moved from 
Chandragona up to Rangamattya, and the School waff moved 
too. At^Eangamattya a very excellent bearding house and 
^School house ha^e been built by the Deputy Commissioner. 
At the same time the Government of India sanctioned the 
employment of a Burmese master on a salaiy not exceeding Rs. 
160. This Station School is intended to be at once the chief 
general School of the hill tracts, and also as a Normal School 
to supply ultimately teachers. This School is a boarding School, 
and BLOW consists of two separate parts : one of 16 hill Burmese 
boys under a Burmese master who learn JBurmese and English, 
the other of 24 Chakrha* boys under a Bengali master who 
learn Bengali and English. The Chakma tribe Jive chiefly 
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on the banks* of the rivers within the hills, and their language 
is an impure Bengali. Another numerous tribe‘in. the hill 
tracts are the Tipperahs. As they speak a language unwritten; 
and which no pandit knows, no attempt has yet been made to 
do anything for them educationally. , 

There are in these hills two other Government boarding 
Schools, Bindrabun and Maniksuri, which .have as yet made- 
very .little progress, as the Bengali‘teachers could not under¬ 
stand their pupils. Lately a Burmese master has been sent to 
Bindrabun, and it is expected that the School ‘will rapidly 
improve. Maniksuri is at present in charge of a very poorly 
qualified hill man. ^ . 

The difficulty which education y/j'S have to meet in these 
hills is the high value of labour : the boys qow in the Schools are 
mostly sons of chiefs, and I anticipate great difficulty in training 
a race of teachers. 

Chittagono ZiLLAii. —Contains two Government Mugh 
Schools taught in Bengali of which the Mugh.^ speak a cor¬ 
rupt dialect. 

1. Harhang Model School is in the southern part of the 

Zillah near the sea. The cause of education is here strongly 
supported by the Mugh High Priest, w];ko both feeds and clotkes 
indigent pupils, and who also provided benches for the School. 
This School will ffiruish candidatos for the next Vg^nacular 
Scholarship Examination. _ 

2. Pahartoli Model School, a feiy miles west of Chandra- 
gona, was opened in.Fcbruary 1868 when I was in Chittagong : 
it contains only Mugh pupils who, in February 18fi8, were just 
learning to read. .The Beputy Inspector of Chittagong, a Ben¬ 
gali from Dacca, then told me thfvt the Mugh boys were 
extraordinarily acute, in his opinion more so than Bengali 
boys. This School opened wfth nearly 50 ooys, has never 
contained less, and now numbers above 60. Th6 Deputy

Itcpuvts of hispedors of Schools. 

Inspector reports, that it will send n'p well qualified candidates 
to the next ensuing Vernacular Scholarship Examination : which 
is a rate of progress I have never known before exhibited by any 
boys or any School. The Deputy Inspector describes the School 
as generally a first rate one. 

There is no part of this Division in which education has 
advanced so rapidly during the last two years as in Chittagong. 
Tlie Local Committee of" Public Instruction at Chittagong in 
their annual report just received say enthusiastically that “ a 
new educatfonal era seems dawning.” I have transferred two 
more Circles there during the current year, and they opened 
with larger numbers than such Schools show elsewhere except in 
Bikrampur. The Depfifj? Inspector indeed told me that if 
eight more Circles were placed at his disposal, he believed they 
might’be so placed that each one of the eight should commence 
with more than a hundred boys. 

Medical School at Dacca. —The Deputy Inspectors of 
Dacca and Blkvampur have both urged the desirability of 
establishing a V ernacidar Licentiate Class at Dacca in connec¬ 
tion with the Mitford Hospital. Very few young men can bear 
the expense of residence at Calcutta, in order to attend the Medi¬ 
cal College there. Tb.o frightful mortality which accompanies 
in this district every outburst of fever or cholera in a’ village 
and the, miserable hclidcssness of the people have so forced them- 

_^^aelves on the notice of the Collector of Dacca that I learn he has 

lately also addressed the Civil Surgeon of Dacca on the same 
subject. The Civil Surgeon replies, that’ to start a class similar 
to the Verndculai’ Licentiate Class at Calcutta would require a 
Government assignment of Rs. 5000 a month, But, it is urged, 
could not something less than this be done ? If without any 
' complete courses of lectures on principles, or attempts at tho¬ 
rough scientific training, we codld merely teach empirically the 
diagnosis‘and treatment of a very few prevalent diseases such as

fevej* cholera, spleen, small-pox, and dysentery, we might leave 
the Jp’eatment of rare and complicated diseases for lhe;present 
unmught. 

Ic has been suggested to me also 'by the Deputy Inspectors, 
that if such a Vernacular Medical CUss^existed, we might insist 
on every' one of our Normal School pupils, on completing his 
three years' course, reading for a year in the Me'dical Class. This 
would supply the Medical Class with a superiorly educated class 
of pupils, would add a much-wanted modicum of scientific teach¬ 
ing to our Normal School.course, and would improve both the 
usefulness and the income of these pandits when dispersed 
among the villages. . *

The province of Bchar lias made ai» further advance during 
tlie past year. 

Higher Scuooes at the Entrance Examination. —Five 
Higher Schools passed between them one candidate less than 
the number passed by 7 Higher Sciliools of the South-East 
Division, and five less than were passed by 4 Schools in the 
Central Division : their merit marks respectively being 54, 56, 
and 68, according to the divisions in which they were placed, 
and 15, 15, and 13, according to the Junior Scholarships 
awarded. The merit mark of this Division, by the scholarship 
test, would have been higlier, if scliolarships had been open to 
the Normal Scliool, which passed nearly one half the aggregate 
number of successful candidates from this l5ivision. 

Minor Scholarship Examination. —^For the first time, 12 
candidates from 3 Schools came up to the^jJdinor ScholafflHJjf 
Examination, of whom 4 obtained scholarships, and 6, certificates 
only. 

Private Middle Schools. —Of private Middla Schools there 
are now 10 against 5 in the preceding yeiir. 

* Progress op Lower, Schools. —Among Lower Schools the 
progress is more considerable. ^ In the previous year.one back¬ 
ward district had still to be reclaimed. Now, for the first time/ 
every district shews progress. 

Numerical test. —The number of pupils in Lower Schools 
has increased during the year froifl 2,221 to 3,070*. 
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Beports of Inspectors of Schools, 

• * 

® The number of Indigenous Lower Schools under improve¬ 
ment has increased in the same period from 16 to 47. 

, Vernacular Scholarship test. —In 1866-67, for the first 
time, as many students yeie passed in the Vernacular Scholar¬ 
ship Examination a,? there were scholarships allotted to this 
Division. In the next year, owing to the higher standard and 
greater difficulty of the Examination, nearly half the allotted 
number of scholarships were not taken up. *In the year under 
review, however, 33 pupils in excess of the allotteS number of 
First Grade Scholarships, passed in the first division, and 32 
over the number of Second Grade Scholarships passed in the 
second and third division;^ and under 33 per cent, failed. 

Their present Status.-^A more striking difference is observ¬ 
able if the status of the Schools in 1868-63 be compared 
with their standing five years ago. In 18G8-G9 there were 
only 7 “ Bad” Schools against 36 “ Bad” Schools, or more 
than half the aggregate number, in 1863-64. “Moderate” 
Schools have increased in the same period from 8 to 25 ; 
and of “ Fair” Schools there are now 14 against not one “ Fair” 
School in 1863-64. 

Book sales test. —Another certain indication of progress is 
in the aggregate value of Vernacular class books sold 
during the year, amounting to Es. 3,532-1-2 against Es. 2,215- 
7-2 sold in the preceding year, being an increase of 37 per cent. 

Training Schools. —The Training Schools exhibit similar 
signs of progress and efficiency. 

Purnea. —In fever-stricken Purnoa,,where only 38 pupils" 
attend the Zillah School, the number of stipendiary pupil 
•teachers has increased from only 6 in 1867-68 to 11 in 1868- 
69, leaving 9 stipends not yet taken up; and in the Prac¬ 
tising School the number has risen, from 31 to 38.

The Practising School passed in the lirst division as many 
pupils as the aggregate number passed in the two preceding 
years, 1 more than the aggregate passed in two years in the 
second division, and 5 more than the aggregate of all three

SEr.Eci’iON OP Masters. —For the .selection of Moulvi Aziz- 
ud-din Ahmed for Chupra Training School, and of Moulvi 
Hafiz Abdus Samad, next in merit, for Purnea Trffining 
Scliool, I am indebted to the conscientious discrimination of , 
Moulvi Vazir Ali of Mozufferpur Higher School. It speaks 
highly for the scrupulous conscientiousness of this native gen¬ 
tleman that, although repeatccjly solicited by me, and also by 
the head masters of the other Training Schools, during the 
past two years, Moulvi Vazir Ali Ims professed himself unable 
to recommend us good men for the teacherships whicR'^j^t 
remain to be filled up. I rejoice at this opportunity of doing, 
justice to the too •indiscriminately 'abused native xbaractertlfe 
Several of the best men in my Division, aud not one Iferpur 
bargain, have been sought, out at my request by native ge* mere 
men whom I have prt)ved honest, and among whom I am ordinary

the gentlemen who have visited the Training Schools at Gya, 

Bhagnlpur* and Mozufferpur. 

Gta* Training School. —Of Gya Training School, the 
Judge, Mr. Craster, and* his accomplished lady, who accom¬ 
panied him, have thu? expressed themselves : 

“ The result of thfcexamination in Euclid and Geography 
appeared to, mef very satisfactory, inasmuch as it showed that 
the examinees possessed’ a considerable amount of seal know¬ 
ledge of the subjects, and not merely a superficial acquaintance 
with them. They worked out a problem in the 1st Book of 
Euclid, and then proceeded to others in the 2nd and 3rd Books 
which they had not prevTopsly read, with very satisfactory 
results. 

“ As far as I could follow the questions and replies in the 
VernScular, the result of the examination ajipeared to ipe 
satisfactory, not so much with regard to the amount of know¬ 
ledge exhibited, as to the manner in which it was brought out. 
There was no evidence of cramming or learning by rote ; and 
in my humble opinion it was a good sign that, in trying to 
solve a problem in Euclid which was quite new to them (Pro¬ 
position 4, Book II ', the pupils had recourse spontaneously to 
AnfJmietic when th«^ geometrical method of carrying on the 
argument failed them. This little fact seemed to indicate that 
they hadjsome appreciation of the practic.al value of the science 
they were studyhig. The behaviour of the whole School struck 
me hs orderly and respectfully attentive." 

Bh^gulpur Training School. —Of Bhagulpur Training 
School the Keverend Mr. Storrs, of the Santhal Mission Schools, 
writes as' follows:— 

“ Knowing as I do the difficulties of education, I can, with 
mdre truth perhaps than those who ordinarily visit such Schools, 
express my great pleasure in seeing hoW iijany of these difficul-

ties are disappearing before the admirable system of instruction 
in this and similar Schools. The master always in a great 
measure makes the School; but here both system and master 
combine to make a most excellent School.” 

And the Lieutenant-Governor of Kengal, the Hon’ble Mr. 
Grey, who visited the Training and Attached Model Schools on 
the 11th August, was pleased to Avrito that htj “ jvas particularly 
struck and mucli pleased with the*iutclligcut Avay in Avhich the 
boys of tlie latter Scliool had evidently been taught,” and 
“ much credit was due to the liead master both for his energy 
and skill in teaching.” 

Success of youno Head Masters without experience’.— 
The head master of this Training Scliool is Lalla Bhuan Lai, 
who might have been kept out of a post for which ho was 
peculiarly qualified—as 9f) per cent, of ordinary* teach¬ 
ers arc not—if the usual objection of “youth and inex¬ 
perience” had been allowed to overrule my recommendation of 
him. Though a mere youth of 18 and only four months 
in the office of head mastiy, to wjiich Jie was transferred 
straight from the Entrance Class of the Patna. Normal School, 
in which he had just passed his Entrance Examination—he has 
maintained a subordination, discipline, twid efficiency whicti'feave 
but little to be-desired. 

Mozuffbbpur Training School. —Of the yoim-gest of th*e 
Training Schools, then but nine months ottl, the Mozufferpur 
Training School, under Munshi Purma Nand—also a mere 
youth, without the*“ experience” of the rote methods of ordinary 
teachers—the Judge, Mr. Pearson, expresses uriqualified com¬ 
mendation. , * • 

“ I was greatly pleased. The pupils are thoroughly alive and 
attentive, and I was much struck with thg evident iiilerest 
which they took ^in •the sujijects befop them (Experimental 
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• ^ 

Philosophy and Geometry*) and with the quick, bright, and 
eager manner with which they gave their answers and took up 
mistakes. The School does the. head master and his imme¬ 
diate superior infinite credit.*' 

In the Vernacular Scliolarship Examination the Attached 
Model School passed 15»candidates in the first Division, and 
1 in the second, None failed.

Of at least equal importance with the successful Training 
Schools which are supplying the Lower Schools with better 
informed and disciplined teachers, must be ranked the s‘uperior 
school literature and nowspap*ei; in the Vernacular which are 
issued by the Department. 

The Behar Newspaper. —The newspaper, “ Ohashme-ilm” 
(Fountain of Knowledge), of which the first number appeared 
Oarly in January 18G9, is only the second Vernacular news¬ 
paper : “ Akhbar Akhyar” having been issued by the Behar 
Scientific Society at MozuffoiqHir only four months before. 
It is a bi-monthly Urdu newspaper of eight pages 8vo. under 
the joint editorship of Munshi Surajmal, First Grade Deputy 
Inspector, and Eai Sohan Lai, Superintendent, Patna Normal 
School, the two officers who have thoroughly identified them¬ 
selves with the cause of education, and on whom-have devolved 
the labour* of writing all the translated and original articles in 
the newspaper, besides the compilation of the original and 
selected pieces which form the new scries of Urdu and Persian 
text books for our Schools. 

The subscription for the newspaper is only tioo annas for 
each paper. One copy is supplied to every ’School in the Division, 
and its contents are made known to the inhabitants of the vil¬ 
lage through the tpachers and pupils of the School in which the 
paper is received. 

* The questions in every instance were suggested by the visitor. 
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• • 

If the grfiat importance of the newspaper, as an ediiv 
of the people, Is freely admitted in European,Countries where 
^ direct means for education exist, such as Schools and’museums. 
Institutes and popular lectures, ^nd in the United States 
this educational agent has received direct recognition as an 
important portion"t)f the School curriculum, how much greater 
must bo the necessity and importance o^ the one organ of 
intelligence wliich tells the isolated and inert inhabitants of 
Indian towns and villages of tlie march of events and discoveries 
in the great world that surrounds them, and which serves 
likewise to correct much mischievous misinformation and exag¬ 
gerated conceptions of the distanU and unknown. 

I propose therefore to devole some considerable space to an 
analysis of the subjects and the mode of treatment of the eight 
number^ of the 13ohar newspaper issued up to this time, so as 
to convey some idea of the character of this journal and the kind 
of influence it is meant to exercise. * 

The news department is taken almost exclusively from the 
Friend of India and tlie Englishman, and very few extracts 
are made on the authority of native newspapers or private 
communications. The selection of the various items of intel¬ 
ligence displays a judicious mixture of the useful autS*iTii6res- 
ting, a difficult matter in the present state of the native 
mind which cares to read of lUtle besides v^. and laflr 
-cases. “ If only the decisions of the Higli Court be translated 
and publislied, the paper would command extensive sale, and 
prove a source of jjecuniary profit.” Such is the advice repeat¬ 
edly offered to the Editor; and it truly represents the state of 
feeling in that lar^gely increasing body of unproductive labourers 
who feed on law, which feeds on the pyoductive industry of the 
country, pooi-, undeveloped, and insufficient as it is for tho-mii- 
lions who should be fgd by it.»

Style of the Paper .—The style of this and other articles 
is simple, idiomatic, and concise, and it is entirely free from the 
pedantry and verbosity for which native writers are so notorious. 
Sayad Wahid-uddin, junior Judge of Bhagulpur, one of the most 
intKli^eht and independent native gentlemen I have known, 
expresses his opinion of this paper in a letter to the Editor in 
'the following terms “ Matlab buhut aur ibarut thori” (much 
matter and few words,) “free from vain rei)etitions and fiqreh 
bandi (circumlocutions and involved sentences) which only ob¬ 
scure the sense.” “ I request yon to send two copies of the paper 
to the two Schools which I have established in Behar, and I ask 
you to publish this letter, in the hope that it rnay induce others 
who have not seen it to become subscribers to your paper, from 
<ffhioh 1 expect much, since it comes from the Patna .Normal 
School.”

Patna 
stands fourth in the second table; and Monghyr, Bhagulpur, 
Sarun, and Purnea, alJbut an equalaccording to the se¬ 
cond table ; though according to the first talule Bhagulpur and 
Gya are an e(\m\.Jthird, Sarun is suih, and Monghyr and Pur¬ 
nea an equal seventh. • 

The first table exhibits the average of all the Schools, good, 
bad, and indifferent; the second, the number of highly trained 
scholars in each distyct. As a test of conscientious discharge 
of duty, in giving equal attention to backward Schools which 
are not in a condition to send up any pupils to the Scholarship 
Examination, and to more advanced Schools which do send up 
pupils* to this Examination, I rate the first test more highly 
than I rate the second. For, although a succession of many good 
scholars, loith a good tone, year after year, is a tolerably fair 
proof of the excellence of a School; still we all know that in 
point of fact the great bulk of a School never reaches the highest 
form; and we also know that in every class the few clever boys 
■who are likely tp do credit to the teacher receive, as a rule, 
more than their fair share of attention, while the dull boys es¬ 
pecially are more or less neglected. This is notably the case 
with Verna,cular Scholarship classes in Lower Schools as it is 
with Entrance classes in Higher English Schools. It is this 
first form of picked boys—fifteen or twenty down to three only— 
who receive more or less exclusive attention from the best mas¬ 
ter in the School, who neglects the remaining 94 to 98 per cent, 
for the sake of passing one or more boys at the Scholarship or 
Entrance Examination.^

EEPOETS OF DEPUTY INSPEOTOES. 

Patna and Shahabad. —The Deputy Inspector of Patna 
and Shahabad, wlio notices in detail eveiy School in his 
disti’ict, notes, among other signs of i)rogress, the remarkable fact 
that mohurrirs and muktiars whoso position, in Government 
Courts confers on them immense authority and influence over 
the native population, have for the first time deigned to sit on 
the benches of Vei'pacular Schools •which only si^r.years ago 
seemed, as they then were in fact, quite uwworthy of their 
notice. Some other points in his Report will bo discussed 
under their proper hqp.ds. 

Munshi Abdul Ealiiin,* Deputy Inspector • of Tirhut, 
supplies a full report of the Schools in his district. He had 
formed local Committees to visit the Schools, as they were at 
first very ^hy in doing lest they should be asked for a subscri'f)- 
* A pupil teacher, Pa&ia Normal School. 
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tion or donation. Zemindar.s and Amlah are represented as 
hostile to tlie education of the people, as enabling them to resist 
oppression and as placing them more nearly on a level with 
themselves—“ seated on benches, the same as the sons of 
respectable men.” Wlio shall blame “ uncivilized” men and 
Gentiles for feeling tjjius, when so many of the “ liberally” 
educated, wlip profess an enlightened faith, coijtinually exhibit 
the most active jealousy Against instructing “ commqn people” 
in a knowledge of their rights, and educating thcm<-“ above 
their position,” as it is called. 

In Moushorpur a landlord, who attempted to resume a 
piece of laud which the teiiTint had cultivated for 20 years, was 
resisted by the tenant whose son is stated to have become aware 
of his father’s rights from reading Act X. which is studied as 
a part of the ollicial training now given in oiir Vernacular 
Schools. 

c 

This year the number of pupils who passed the Vernacular 
Scholarship Examinations from the district Schools exceeded by 
five the aggregate of impils passed in the three previous years. 

• The Assistant IMagistrate, Mr. Hodgkissen, in charge of the 
sub-division of IL’ajpur, takes an interest in the School at that 
place,'and in sui)erintcndiug the erection of the new School 
house. 

LALaA.w.T.—Lidganj Lenver School has. been the victim of 
want of engineering skill or care. “ The Gundak embank¬ 
ment gave way in August 18G8, and the populous town of 
Lalganj was flooded. For about a month the roads were under 
water and gi'eatly cut up. The w:atcr made its way into the 
houses, and several houses came down." The inhabitants fled to 
the neighbouring villages. The loss of property is described 
-iorhave been very great. The ground on which th.? town is 

built is low, and it suffered from a similar calamity} the year 
• '* .. 
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before, from the effects of which the inhabitants had hardly 
recovered before another and severer calamity "overwhelmed 
them.” The School suffered of course. 

The head teacher, Hamath Prasad, a pupil teacher from 
the Patna Normal School, is coramendeif for his love of study. 
Ho had read Bengali with the Sub-Deputy Inspector, Gunes 
Prasad, who had himself accpiired his knowledge only ‘three 
years since, and he was applying liimself with assiduity to the 
Sanskrit Dictionary lately published by Professor Tara Nath 
i^arkavachasj)ati. 

Kosba. —Kosra Lower School is located at present in a 
verandah, 18 feet by 6. Pifty, boys can with difficulty find 
sitting room. Some GO applicants have been refused admission 
for want of room. Tbe Assistant Magistrate of Durbanga 
was exerting himself to procure a suitable house for the School. 
There are six Gurus’ Schools in the place, with an average of 5Q 
pupils each. Three boys, who had every chance of passing 
creditably, declined to appear in the Vernacular Scholarship 
Examination. They feared they wouhl^not pass. 

Saumastipur.— The head master of Sarmastipiir Lower 
School, Moulvi Shabiat Khan, is esteemed.a “ eonscientious 
man.” “ A zemindar of this place offered to builtTa. Scliool 
house and furnish it. But when ho found ho could not 
persuade the head* teacher to neglect the School fu,i.d •teach hif 
own son instead at his private residence, his affection for the 
School was turned to mortal hate.” . 

Bhagulpur. —Tlic report of the Deputy Inspector of Bhagul- 
pur contains nothing worthy of extract. This* officer, who 
has long tried to get Into a more luci'ative department, has 
found more congenial employment; fh'st, as translator in the 
Judge’s.^ Court, in which office he received^ .50 rupees iyyb,* 
and sul)se(iuently jis «n ItiQotne Tax^ As.sessor. This fact 
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confirms my ^reports on the insufficient interest in his work 
displayed'by this officer. 

Sarun. —The only other Deputy Inspector whose report is in 
no way instructive or suggtstive is the Deputy Inspector of 
Sarun. In his Classification Return, submitted on 13th March, 
18C9, this officer classed wac School three steps, tlu’ce Schools ttoo 
steps, and two Sfchools one step higher than he liad classed 
them in his Quarterly E.Kamination Returns, which he sub¬ 
mitted in the same month only two days later. I have already 
reported to you this officer’s unfitness for his present post. * 

Mo>'GHYR. —The report of the officiating Deputy Inspector of 
Monghyr is bald and meagre. But it is i\ot full of wordy nothings, 
and the Deputy Inspecitor is not, like the Deputy Inspector of 
Sarun, a second grade Deputy Inspcctoi' in the receipt of three 
times h'is salary. 

PURNEAU.—Miinshi Bhagavan Prasad’s elaborate report, 
like his labours in the Training and District Scdiools, bears inter¬ 
nal evidence of his conscientious, earnest perseverance and sus¬ 
tained interest in*his tjork. The merits and deficiencies of 
every officer under the Deputy Inspector are minutely described 
in Ijis renort. 

Purneah passed six vernacular scholars this year against not 
one passed the year before or the year before that. 

In Purneah it is esteemed <an act of charity to present one 
with a house. The houses here arc mere bambu and mat huts 
which are frequently destroyed by fire. Thus, popular sympathy 
shapes itself accoi'ding to the calamity peculiar to the country. 
A boy, who' had lost his book, was recommended to apply to 
his friends to buy him another. “ Oh,” said the boy’s attendant, 
“it’s'a book he has lost, not a house.” 

Every one of the officials and some native gentlo^|flen are 
named as .having sliewn an interest in Visiting the Veipacular 
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Schools under the Deputy Inspector. But not one student has 
been selected for any appointment in the public,s(Ji’vice. 

Mr. Worgan, the Collector, who examined the pujiils of Ara- 
rya Model School, considered “ihe head ma.ster a civil and 
intelligent young man,” but he thought'that “less Arabic and 
Persian in the Ifindustimi would bo an improvement. The 
people should^bo taught their oivn tongue coveotly.” 

Of Krishnaganj Blodel Scliool,*Mr. Worgan remarks that 
“the boys read Sandford and Morton in Urdu well.” 

An oi'iihan boy who was recommended by all the village to 
I pursue his father’s calling of a barber, persisted instead in at¬ 
tending School, where he was maktng good progress in Decimals, 
and Euclid, and Algebra. 

The Deputy Inspector has cause of complaint against Bengal 
for corrupting the Hindustani of his district. 

“ Pnrneah is the most easterly district of tlio division and 
contiguous to Bengal pro])er, whi(;h ])orhaps lias more indaouco 
on it than on the rest of Beliar. Of tJie lu’gher class the majori¬ 
ty are Bengali gentlemen, and the I'ost who arc Iliiulustanis 
have become assimilated to the former in no small degree. 
Contrary to the [)racticc of the western distri^ets of the province, 
instead of the Hindi Hamh.ati or Mahomedan Fasli, ffyroughout 
this district the Bengali year {s/iou) is written in almost all pri¬ 
vate and otlicial ])apers in which the English ycai^is.not entet- 
ed. Again, whereas in 8arun, Shahabad, <ind other western 
districts of Behar, Hindi, and somethnes Urdu also, is Avritten 
in the Deva Nagri^r Kaithi (Hindi character) ; here both Hindi 
and Urdu, and Sanskrit likewise, are writtou,iu the Bengali 
character. The Mahajans, however, keep to their mahajani 
(commercial) character. There is als-* anotlier ciiaractcr cur¬ 
rent iif the district, whicli may bo described as a corruption ef 
the rfcngali type letters. What Kaithi, the running hand, is 
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to Deva Nagri^ this character is to Bengali. The language of 
the middk! class is, for tire most part, a very corrupt mixture 
of Bengali, Urdu, and Maithili or Tirhuti (from Mitliilapur in 
, Tirhut). From all this, ife will be seen how difficult it is to 
teach pure Hindustani iti Purnea.” 

Monghyr. Mr. Brett, Joint Magistrate, who examined the 
Sadr Model Sphoel, reports—" I was very much pleased with 
what I saw. Some of thd senior boys displayed a yery fair 
knowledge of the elements of Geometry and Algebra. Most of 
the pupils in the 1st and 2nd classes read very fairly.” My 
own notice of the School is as follows.—" Office arrangements, 
and fittings good. Papers wdll arranged in pigeon holes and 
labelled. Maps complete. Semicircular benches, a great im¬ 
provement. Object lessons, well taught by 2nd teacher. 1st 
and 3rd'classes use dictionaries. Compound, small but very 
neat and clean—room and furniture, clean. All the teachers 
and Sub-Deputies actively engaged in putting questions all the 
while. In meaning and derivations and the oj)posites of words 
better than most Schools, Translation from Persian into Urdu' 
idiomatic. Better than most Schools. All classes eager and 
intelligent and all attention. In writing Urdu in the Koman 
character this School excels.” 

Kaja Nilanand Sinha of Baneli had offered to spend a 
tliousand •Rupees on a School building which is in process of 
erection. 

Gya. The Deputy Inspector of Gya reports, as a sign of pro¬ 
gress, that “ zemindars, who are ignorant of accounts, now send 
their sons to learn arithmetic and mensuration to enable them to 
checlc their Patwari’s accounts. Pandits and moulvis too, of 
the old School, are astonished to hear such very little boys give 
the Sanskrit and Arabic roots res 2 )cctivcly of Hindi atd Urdu 
words, and_ they are still more surprised at their alcurate 
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descriptions of distant places which some of their elders only 
learnt through having personally visited them foi; fhe purpose 
of trade or pilgrimage.” ' • 

The number of pupils had doublcid during the year, and a 
larger proportion of Brahmans and Kaya«ts now attend our 
Schools. The high cffstc Kanouj Brahmans, residing in Tikari, 
have also condescended to place their sons in tlie^e Schools. 

Among the pii])ils of Deo School,. I noticed a’ little girl 
reading with her father and brother. The fatlier and son I 
had referred to in a previous report. The daughter is a more 
recent admission. The father, a llajput, was induced to enroll 
himself as a pupil in consequence ef the acquirements of his 
son, who was a pupil before him. *He had been absent a whole 
year on business; but, on his return, he resumed his place in 
the School. 

Shahabad. —Mr. Chardon, a 2 -)lanter in Urwal, Shahabad 
takes an active interest in the Urwal School, which is partlj 
supported by him. 

Athletics.— In athletic games, to wliich teachers and pupils 
are more or less averse, the Santhal pupil*tcactiers of Taljhari 
Training School are una 2 )proachcd. But with their advance 
in mental acquirements they are growing somewhat aS^iamefl 
of their accustomed national exercises. Their highest standing 
jump measured three feet ten incheg, the running junqi, four 
feet six inches, and the long jumj), fourteen feet., 

In Tikari Government School six of the pupils arc expert 
wrestlers. Their master in wrestling is in the service of the 
Kani of Tikari. 

Cricket has been introduced in Bhagulpur and Monghyr 
Schools. Iiy'the Monghyr School I obsoiived two sets of crick¬ 
eters playing at the same time in the School compound ; and, 
from the||i- enjoyment oi^ the game and the method with which 
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Ihoy went to work, I believe this was sport itf earnest and n 
for show. ■' ^ 

Private Lower Schools. —Of Private Lower School nn4 
imi)rovoment and reeoiving grants from the Reward Fuiii 
there are now 47 hi the whole Division against IG in tl 
preceding year. Tlie study of their Vernacular, Urdu < 
Hindi, has beep introduced in these Scliools. 

In the Hindi Indigenous Schools in the province, not unde 
improvement, only Sanskrit or elementary Arithmetic : 
tanght; in Mahomedan and Ivayast Indigenous Schools, onl 
Arabic and Persian.

Female Education. —Still waits for a Training School fo 
women teachers, of whom there is not one in the whol 
province. Male teachers for the instruction of girls mu^t b 
esjiecially obnoxious in a country in which all natives who cai 
afford to do so keep their wives and daughters in the strictes 
seclusion, and where parent.s—when they do not kill theii 
female offspring—gi’vc large dowries and settle their girls ir 
life when th^ are yet children, lest a worse thing should befa 
themf’ The Calcutta Female Training School is virtually r 
School for training only Benfjuli women teachers for Schools 
in Bengal. On the ncccs^iily of such a Training School for Behar, 
I addressed you more particularly in my letter. No. 2G95, dated 
21st September, 1868.

One Aided Female School for Bengalis in Rajmal^l. 

A Bengali girls’ School in .Bhagulpur. •

the Iteward Fund. 

A Hindustani girls’ School in Chupra, similarly sup'ported 
from the Eeward Fund. 

A Hindustani girls’ Scliool in Patna, 

A Hindustani girls’ School in ]\Iozuflci^nir. 

A Bengali girls’ School in Bankipnr. 

A Santhali girls’ School under the mttnngemcnt of Mrs. Storrs. 

An application for a grant has lately been submitted in 
behalf of the girl.s’ School at Bhagnlpnr. 

I personally e.xamined the I’atna, Bliagulpur, and Sarun 
girls’ Schools in my torn- of inspeclion. 

I could wish that special grants might be made to supply 
these Schools with sim[ilc models and works of interest, capable 
of exciting the observation of the girls, and affording them 
pleasure. A skeleton clock, of which 1 ho movements could bo 
seen, might rouse and exercise innch inlclligent curiosity. A 
sewing machine would be a pcn-fect treasure. However preju¬ 
diced the native mind may be again.^ teaj^hing women a 
knowledge of letlern, which is snggesiive only of int rigues, there 
can bo no such objection to a knowledge of /kimjs. 

The prejudice of the natives against felnalo educationTas ye*t 
another aspect which has not been presented before, so far as 
I am aware. What the natives actually fear is thatj^heir wives 
and daughters would become disobedient and rch-actory if they 
were taught to read and write like theinselvcs. 

At a “ mushairali,^' (an assembly of poets who meet and 
recite their verses), held in the house of the Hepnty Inspector 
of Patna, a respectable old man of Phulwari in Patna—a saerdd 
place in theyestimation of the Mahomedaffs of this province— 
observed fliat a girls’School had been oi)cned at Bliagulpur. 

‘ Have jou any such School p* Patna also,” continued the 
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speaker with some anxiety ? On being told {hat there were 
two girls’ ^cjiools in Patna, the old man heaved a deep sigh, and 
said, “•Bas, ah hja raha, zamnneh ulat gya.” (It is all up now ; 
tlie world is turned upside down.) He went on to express his 
firm conviction, th^ women would no longer submit to their 
fathers and husbands^ and the end will “bo, the total abandon¬ 
ment of pardglmashini” (female seclusion) and modesty ; and 
there will be no distinction between “ ashrdf” and “ aihf” (high 
and low). 

Is this, in the “ infei ior race,” so very different from the 
theory and practice of civilized and enlightened English gentle¬ 
men ? The old Mahometan’s dislike of the levelling tendency 
of education cannot well be distinguished in principre from the 
too prevalent European notion that the lower classes should 
not be educated “ above their sphere,” as though this sphere— 
howsoever determined—were some fixed law of nature, like the 
law of gravity which binds man to the earth. 

I. am disposed to lay particular stress on such matters, 
because I believe the commonly received theory, that the native 
is an abnormal specimen of humanity to whom the laws wliich 
govern European humanity arc totally inapplicable, to be at 
the bottom of nearly all the mistakes and failures of adminis¬ 
tration, and one of the chief causes of the general want of 
interest or earnestness in promoting the mental and social 
improvement of this people. 

The bigotted majority of Mahomedans in Patna condemn 
Moulvi Abdul Aziz for permitting a girls’ School to be held in 
his house.. The Hindu community are considerably more 
tolerant in this as in other matters. ‘ Altogether, such preju¬ 
dices are growing weaker every day. All the Depi ty Inspectors 
continue to urge the necessity of a Female Training* School for 
the Division. 
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Training Schools for Masters. —Bhagulpur, Sarun, and 
Gya Training Schools sent out between theVn ,18 pupil 
teachers, and Purnea Training School, under manifest dis¬ 
advantages, has sent out as yet only .one pupil teacher. 

Patna Normal School passed 13 pupil^teachcrs in the Orien¬ 
tal Department, and 14 pupil teachers jn the English Depart¬ 
ment—total 27 —of whom 25 are employed aa teachers, one is a 
translatcjy, and one serves as an office clerk. 

But this number^ does not represent all the trained teachers 
who are employed in raising the character of School education 
in the province. In every district there are trained teachers 
who carry their knowledge and dis(?ii)line to their native villages, 
and set up private Schools when they fail to obtain employment 
in Government Schools, or 31*0 unwilling to leave theii\homes. 
And a few of these trained teachers combine the occupation of 
a School master with other occupations, thus eking out from a 
combination of trades the competency which is not to be 
realized from the exclusive pursuit of one trade. 

Chupra. —Among the pupils of the Attached Model School 
are 13 boys fi’om the upper classes of native society. Two 
of this number are near connections of Rg,i Gudai Sahai, a 
large landholder in Bakhra in the Sardn district, and rae is'the 
nephew of Nawab Amir-ud-daulah, a Government pensioner. 

No visitor of nyte appears to have examinec^^ha Chuprff 
Training and Attached Model Schools. The Judge, Mr. Hope, 
distributed the prizes after the annual examination. 

Gta.—O f the .annual examination of Gya Training 
School, the Judge, Mr. Oraster, writes as follows: “After the 
distribution of prizes, seine of the members of the pupil teadher 
class exhMted some experiments with«the air-pump and other 
instrumimts. They appeared to have a good understanding of 
the nature and the cayses of the effects jiroduced. The whole 

S3 
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of the pupils of the School were in attendance. They appeared 
neat and orderly in dress and demeanour.” 

BHAGtHiPuii.—The number of pupils in the Practising 
School has increased from 90 to 130 ; and in the Training 
School are 8 non-stifendiaries, besides the full complement 
of stipendiary pupil teachers. * 

That this is a great success for a Vernacular School is evident 
from the terms in which' the natives are wont to speak of 
Vernacular Schools. “ That is only a Lower Vernacular School. 
What profit is there in learning Urdri only, with arithmetic 
and other subjects in this language ?” “ Who cares a button 
for Urdu ? All office papers are now written out in English.” 
“ Who dreams of learning Urdu ? Has any body ever got a 
place by learning Urdu ? Don’t you see that all who have 
learnt English, are clothed in fine white clotlies.” The students 
are usually addressed in this fashion. “ Ah, yes, you will (fo ' 
for a teacher ; but don’t dream of setting foot in a hachari,” 

Vet'the Government refuses to allow English classes in 
Vernacular Schools. The pupils must learn Urdu which the 
Government does not want; but they must not learn English 
which the Government does want. 

Babu "Krishna Dhan Ghosh, Sub-Assistant Surgeon, had 
offered to give to the best boy, Abdul Hassan, a prize for 
proficiency in Natural Philosophy. 

The School has been provided with a swinging polo, dumb¬ 
bells, wooden swords (for sword exercise) hunaite and godka. 

The head master makes the same complaint as the head 
master of the Purnea Training School, of the corrupt mixture 
of Urdu and Bengali which is spoken in his district. 

PuENEA. —After Bhj.gulpur, Purnea is the mo?t backward 
district. There are not candidates enough for 'ihe pupil 
teachership stipends, and very inferior men have to be a lmitted 
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in consequence. Auithraelic has to be begun at Numeration. 

So also of Grammar, Geography, or History, they hnow nothing 
on their admission, and of Persian and Sanskrit very little. 
Kegular application is so foreign to their previous habits, and 
hence so irksome, that not a few pupil tJ'achcrs go away after a 
short trial. • 

Considering the very groat disadvantages^ peculiar to this 
district, the progress of the Training School during the last two 
years is as considerable as the progress made by any other 
Schools; and this result is duo entirely to Miinshi Bhagavan 
Prasad who has succeeded where three Deputy Inspectors 
had failed before him. • 

Patna Normal Sciioot.. —Tlie ellicioncy of the most useful 
institution in my division, providing, as it has done, the only 
teachers whose mode of teaching and discipline have elicited 
unqualified ajiproval from visitors competent to express an 
opinion, is still seriously impaired, as it has been these three 
years, for want of an adequate stall. Tiio pupil teachers from 
this institution have raised the Lower Schools from worthlessness 
and merited disrepute to a position whiCh commands the esteem 
and confidence of the more resiiectable portion of the commu¬ 
nity whose children now attend these Hchools. In«<ihe same 
institution have been educated and trained the head masters 
of Training Schools, whose marked f^ucccss has been attested by 
the highest authorities. Yet the establisluqent^io which all 
this success is due is still under-officered and kept down. 

The Normal School has suffered even more severely this year, 
in consequence of the absence of the Superintendent during .the 
most busy/portion of theso.ssion, ma.^om 16th June to 15th 
Decembrf, 1868, and from the want of a competent person ta 
fill his jilace. Babu Av^as Chasdra Bandyopadhyay, the English 
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teacher, who nominally officiated for the Superihtendent, did 
his own proper, work of English teacher fairly enough. But no 
Vernacular lectures were given in any subject, the pupil teachers 
Were not instructed in the spience and practice of teaching, and 
there was no proper sujitervision and examination of Urdu, Hindi, 
Arabic, and Persian classes, the officiating Superintendent 
being unequal to the most essential functions of the office. 

All the 14 students who passed the Entrance ^Exami¬ 
nation from the Normal School, had read in it for various 
periods from one year to four years. Only one student had 
come from the Patna College ; and of the rest, one had risen 
from the Practising School, 8 had come from different Zillah 
Schools in Behar, and 4 from Schools in Bengal. 

In the pupil teacher class fEuglish Department) ai’e 14 non¬ 
stipendiary students who pay for the instruction they receive 
—a good criterion of the estimation in which this School is held. 

Santhal Mission Training Schooi..— This School continues 
to improve. Its great drawback is want of good masters. 
Mr. Storrs, who knows a good teacher when there is one to be 
seen, complains, with reason as I know, that he has “ not one 
really good master.” He has “ not yet succeeded in getting one 
to Satisfy him, though he hoped to get one in the course of i\vj 
next month” (April). But he had “ been so often disappointei. 
'chat he could only hope.” 

Such is the fact, all but universal; and it is especially unfor¬ 
tunate that there is yet ^ so little sympathy with those whose 
higher standard makes them intolerant o£ the ordinary stamp 
of bad teachers, and who hold, with so high an authority as 
Herbert Spencer, that “ true education asks an , amount of 
judgment, of invention, of intellectual sympathy, oitonalytical 
faculty, which we shall never see applied to it while the tutorial 
office IS held in such small esteeffi.” 
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The following is an extract from Mr. Storrs’ report on ftie 
Training and Village Schools, in which I concur; ’* 

“The Village Schools are fewer in number, principally 
because I have dismissed many teachers who are very ineffi¬ 
cient ; and as yet the Training School hits not supplied enough 
men to take their places. We made a^great mistake in former 
years in sending out men who had not beep long enough in 
training, who Icnew nothing of toaclwng, and whoso Schools in 
consequence, after a brief existence, always hiilod. 

“ The Schools have improved in quality though still most of 
them are very poor. The people take no interest in the 
education of their children in most* places ; and say—Our fore¬ 
fathers have managed without reading and writing, why 
should we or our children leuru to read and write ? , 

“ Formerly the pupils were nlways su 2 )pliod with slates, Jbooks, 
&c. I felt sure this was unnecessary ; and so it has proved. 
Every where the boys have engerly bought their own School 
materials. 

" “We have now two girls’ Schools, both still in their infancy, 
but giving pi’omiso of success. * * 

“ I find in many jdaces that young men^who have left the 
Training School, and were not sufficiently advanced Tor me* to 
give them work, are employed here and tha-e as teachers in the 
houses of head men^ and in other pltujes have establishad small* 
Schools for themselves—teaching one part *01 the day and 
working in the fields the other part. Four private Schools 
have been set up ^y pupil teachers who left the Training 
School without finishing the course.” . 

I observed that the pupils of the §rst class were more bright 
and intelligent looking, and more quick in answering. Singing 
hymns infSanthali and Hindi is a favourite pastime. 

The girls’ School has greatly*improved during the year. 
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Vebnaoulab Sc’holabship Examination fob fjERTiFioATES. 
—This is th€‘ §rst year in which mukhtars and amlah applied 
themselves to the “ liberal arts/’ to enable them to pass the 
Vernacular Scholarship Examination and gain certificates 
qualifying them for admission to the Junior Pleadorship 
Examination: 149 candidates were examined, of whom only 27, 
or 18 per cent, wpre passed. 

This examination, the first of the kind, was purposely made 
comparatively easy for men who were mostly unused to study, 
and wholly ignorant of Geography and History, and even of 
Arithmetic and the idioms and the grammar of their own 
Vernacidar. The result eXlubits the absence of the most ele¬ 
mentary liberal education among the amlah—who are still, 
admitted into the public ministerial service without undergoing 
any educational test whatever; and it testifies also to the 
conscientiousness with which the examiners performed their 
duty ; for the certificate, which is indispensible to admission 
to the Pleadership Examination, miglit command a high price 
if it could be bought. 

Government Middle Schools, Deoghdk. —The Secretary 
to the Local Committee of Public Instruction, Dr. Chandra, 
Civil Surgeon, submits his report in a convenient tabulated 
form. 

' The attendance, reported as very irregnlar, had stood still 
at 68. Some ofr the pupils arc sous of pandas (priests), but 
most of the pujiils belong to the lower classes. 

Mr. Browne Wood, Deputy Commissioner, presided at the 
distribution of prizes. 

“ A first rate microscope, two globes; 210 pictures of natural 
history, and 92 volumes of standard works wore at'^led to the 
■Library.” 

The Examination Keturus shew some progress on the whole; 
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but “ the result of the examination in Geography and Bengali, 

was very unsatisfactory, and in History the were little 
better.” • 

Motihaui. —The examination appears to have been carefully 
conducted. * 

The annual exarftination was conducted by 0. F. Metcalfe, 
Esq., Collector^and Magistrate, 0. Sconce, Esq., Cjvil Surgeon, 
Babu Giris Chandra Cliosh, Judges Small Cau.se Court, and 
Babu Uma Cliarhn Ghosh, Ueputy Inspector of Schools, Sarun 
and Champarun,” 

***** 

Middle Class Schools, Aided?— The best Schools of this 
class are Diuapur and ]Mahes[)ur Schools, with i’akaur School 
lately raised to the rank of a Higher School. 

Fusa, Tikari, Colgong, and Madehpura are promising 
Schools. 

CxAiDKD Schools. —Jagdishpur School in Shahabad con¬ 
tinues to be liberally maintained at their own cxjicnsc by 
the firm of Messrs. Burrows, Tliomson, and Myluo, the only 
planters in the province wlio* sii])por£* a School of their own. 
The head master’s salary is GO lluiioes, am^ a second master 
on 30 liupces has lately been sanctioned. The Vernacular 
establishment costs 20 liupces more. 

This School maizes substantial progress. The accuracy and* 
readiness with which the pu[)ils gave thc» meanings and 
opposites of words, would be creditable to some Higher Schools 
which pass their pppils at the Entrance Examination, but are 
found out under the searching ordeal of a viva vpce examina¬ 
tion. 

The hea'l master, Babu Hira Sinha, had given lectures 
in which*’ he told the pupils something about heat, light,' 
reasons for cleanliness, Jthc structure and functions of the body, 
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and the changes ft undergoes—a very small matter in the view 
of Professor^ pf Natural Science, who would rather the masses 
knew nothing than that they should know some right things 
at the risk of learning others that are wrong; but a very great 
matter to the multithde, whose euriosity is excited, and whose 
minds are expanded and entertained by Some scraps of know¬ 
ledge, which are,better than none. 

Babu Hira Sinha has been deservedly promoted to a Deputy 
Inspeetorship. 

The other private Schools are two Angio-Persian Schools, 
maiutained by Moulvi Waliid-ud-diu at his native village. 
Behar and Aurungabad Anglo-Arabic Schools, maintained by 
private subscriptions through the influence of Moulvi Zain-ud- 
din. Deputy Magistrate and Pandit Matadin, Muusif; Har 
Ballabh Sinha’s Anglo-Vernacular School at Sonebursa; and 
Babu Ilari Molii^U Thakur’s Auglo-Ycrnacular School at 
Bhagulpur. 

Cost of Lower Class Education.— The cost per annum 
for each student in Lower Vernacular Schools and the propor¬ 
tional cost of each class and student in it, are exhibited in the 
next two tables. The eost to Government has been reduced 
from Kupees 7-4-0 for each pupil, in 18G7-G8, to Kupees 5-7-9 
in 1868-69 ; and the cost to the people in the corresponding 
‘years from Eupees 1-4-6 to Eupees 1-1-6. /The aggregate cost 
to the Government and the people of the education of 1 
boy in 300 who receives any education at all, is not thirteen 
pence per month, while the cost to Government is under one 
shilling per month. 
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Government Higher Schools. —The aggregate number of 
pupi^ in the Government Higher Schools 'was H72 against 
1192 in the preceding year, and the fees amounted*to Eupees 
20,424-2-10 against Rupees 19,790-11-9^. 

The decrease of 20 in the number of pupils appears in the 
following Schools. Bhagulpur, 9 loss ; Mozufferpur, 14 less; 
and Gya, 31. less; against which decrease* must bo set an 
increasa in the number of pupils* in the following Schools, 
Monghyr, two pupils more ; Chupra, 23 more ; and Arrah, 6 
more than the number in the preceding year. 

Purnea alone stands still at 32, as it has stood these three 
years*—a type of the prostratf energies of the inhabitants of a 
low swampy country which needs to be drained and made fit 
for man to dwell in, before mental application is possible. 

There is no reason why the attendance in Bhagulpur and 
Mozufferpur Schools should have fallen during the year. 
They should rather have shewn an increase, as other schools 
have done. 

The decrease in the attendance in^ya ^School may be,put 
down to the establishment of the PresyytSrian Missionary 
School in the neighbourhood. . , 

Increase op Fees. —The largest increase in the amount of 
fees appears in Arrah School, which shews an increase of 40 
per cent. Chupra and Monghyr come next. The receipts of 
Gya School exhibit a decrease of Rupees 445*4-0. 

Bhagulpur Zillah School. —TJie new head master of 
this School, Babu Nivaran Chandra Mukhopadhyay, M. A., is a 
conscientious gentleman and a good disciplinarian, just what 
Bhagulpuf School es'pecially wants. But his efforts, I am 

* Ths.e is a small increase of 6 pupils during the past year, due, very 
probably, to its new head master. , 
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iopry to have to . say, are not, generally speaking, as well 

received and kipported by the under masters as they should be. 
I have always observed among some of the masters of this 
School a degree of lpity«and tendency to insubordination, 
mistaken for spirit, which were permitted under the late head 
master; and as the refractory spirits are many Babu Nivaran 
Chandra Mukhopadhyay’s task has not been an easy one. It will 
be necessary to transfer sorhe of the masters to other Schools. 

Bhagulpur, the nearest district to Bengal, has a considerable 
number of Bengali pupils in the School. “ The proportion of 
Bengalis to Beharis is as two to one." This School may there¬ 
fore be considered as existing more for Bengal than Behar. 

The Mahomedan population, constituting a third of the 
town, is very poorly represented in the School, the proportion 
of Hindu to Mahomedan boys being as five to one. 

Of eight successful candidates, three have been placed in 
the first, four in the second, and one in the third division, and 
six have obtained junior scholarships—three in the second, and 
thr^jp in the third grade.^ Four of the passed boys are Beharis, 
and the remaining four are Bengalis. Of the former number 
one is a Mahomedan; all the rest are Hindus. 

Hr. Wright, who is Secretary to the Institution and pays 
particular attention to the duties of this unpaid office, gave 
from two' to .five hours every day for nearly a fortnight to the 
examination of the different classes, and to the superintendence 
of the Entrance and Scholarship Examinations. 

This School contributed 18 rupees towards the relief of the 
famished population of Ajmir. 

The foundation-stone of "the new building was l^id by His 
Honor the Lieutenant-6 uvernor on the 11th August, 1868. 

Rajah Lila Nanda Sinha, contributed the liberal sum of 
Rupees 15,000 towards this building. 
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Wh^n I inspected this School I noticed the improvemient in 
discipline which had been effected under Baiba, Nivaran 
Chandra Mukhopadhyay. But I noticed also that the hetld master 
had to leave his place frequently f»r the^purpose of correcting 
irregularities and preserving order, as he need not have done 
if the under masters*had been up to th^r work. 

Chdpba Tiiifjkn School. —Chupra Higher School main¬ 
tains its character under the younger Mr. Tiery, B. A., Doveton 
College, who has succeeded the elder Mr. Tiery, B. A., also 
from the same Institution. 

At the Entrance Examination this School passed one student 
in the first division, one in the second, and two in the third 
division, and obtained one 3rd and one 2nd grade scholar¬ 
ship. 

The number of pupils has increased from 199, in 1867-68, 
to 222, in 1868-69, and on 30th April, the attendance had 
increased to 237 boys. The Entrance class now consists of 
14 boys, a large number for this province. 

These results arc a certain indication of the confidence of the 
native community in their new head master. 

Gya Zillah School. —The head naaster, ,Babu Srikrishna 
Chattopadhyay, is popular and respected, punctual antf zealous, 
and he has been awarded a personal allowance of 30 Rupees 
per month. . • ,, • * 

The second master, Babu Puma Chandra Bandyopadhyay, is 
described as regular in attendance, active and intelligent, and he 
had done much to improve the Preparatory Entrance Class. 

The 4th master, Babu Syama Charan Senf favourably 
noticed in previous reports, has been promoted to the 3rd 
mastership on a salary of 60 Rupees. '•* 

The Library Books appear to be in more^ request than is 
usual in the Governmertf Highg!' Schools. ^ 
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No students were sent up to the Entrance Examination this 
year. 

MoztTFFERPUB Zii.LAH Scnooi., English Department .—The 
discipline of tliis Scjiool has improved, and so lias the mode 
of teaching'in the 1st and 2ad classes. 

This school Should «have done better than it did in the 
Entrance Exarniination, at which only one of /iight candidates 
was passed, and he was placed in the third division. .1 

Oriental Department .—Sayad Imdad Ali Khan Bahadur, 
Junior Judge, rej)orts progress in Arabic, Pei-sian, and Urdu, 
and he also commends the discipline and good conduct of the 
pupils. 

The Committee report favourably of the head master, Mr. 
Gregory, who has been restored to his former salary by the 
addition of a personal allowance of 50 Enpecs. Mr. Gregory’s 
knowledge of the Vernacular of this province, and his ability to 
converse in this language with influential native gentlemen, 
have contributed materially to his efliciency and to the popular¬ 
ity he enjoys with the, native community. 

The good order and classiflcatioii of the Library books are 
evidences of care and literary taste. 

Monghyb Zillah School. —In the Entrance Class, from 
which three of the four pupils who went up were passed, 
was a • youth who entered himself for a> short time under 
thenameof Unia Charan Khan. His name was in the books 
for four months, and he paid the fees for that period, though he 
attended School for less than a fortnight only. He presented him¬ 
self as a candidate for the University Entrance Examination, but 
it was afterwards discovered that he'had passed (.his examina¬ 
tion from the Hooghly College in 1861, and that his real name 
was Annada Pr.asad Chattopadhyay. 
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Arbah Zillah School. —The Secretarj’^, Mr. Eoberts, reports 
as follows; “ The average daily attendance has bgen 125 
against 84 in the previous year, and the amount of schooling 
fees, Kupees 2,329-1-3 against Kupees shewing an 

increase of Kupees 673-15-G. 

“ When the present head master assmued charge in August 
1867, there wa^ pnly one boy in the first class, but in a short 
time the«others who had left it ‘during the former head 
master’s time returned, and they were made to go over the 
Entrance subjects from the beginning owing to their back¬ 
wardness. 

“ The second class did badjy in English, Arithmetic, 
Algebra, and Translation, but satisfactorily in other subjects. 
More than half the second and third classes have obtained an 
aggregate percentage of 50 marks and upwards. The other 
classes did well.” 

“ The School appears to be in favor with the community. 
This is owing I consider in a great measure, to the head master. 
He appears admirably adapted for teacl^ing, ^nd takes a great 
, interest in the welfare of the School. I do not think a better 
man could be found to occupy the position he does.”- 

Mr. Eichardson, the Judge, takes an active interest in the 
School. 

PuRNEA Zillah .School. —Mr. BaCosta, the* subordinate 
Judge, considered the Urdu teacher’s “ mode ^f teaching very 
good.” 

Mr. Wyer, Joint-Magistrate, re 2 )orts that “ the 4th class 
had learned a quantity of derivations like parrots.”* 

Mr. Arclipr, the Secletary, thought the first class had 
“ improved a little in their pronunciatidR.* 

Mr. Falcon, the examiner in History, remarks that “ some 
of the answers are word* for wor^ the same, as the book. I wish 
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j could feel certain that no books or copying were allowed. 
Boys will copy from books and one another, if they can. An 
examinalion is useless, unless the masters see carefully to this. 
If the answers are bo^d fde, the results are very good.” 

The Secretary, Mr. Archer, writes—am glad to be 
able to report that in •Arithmetic, in which the Examination 
in the previous years had not been quite satisfactory, the boys 
acquitted themselves credilably. The result of the labt Annual 
Examination is a decided improvement on that of the preceding 
year.”

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eight annas each pupil per annum in Higher Schobls. VThe 
proportion contributed • by the people, however) exhibits a 
steady increase over the proportion contributed by Got^ernmeut. 

In Government Middle Schools,.the cost to Government has 
been increasing every year. 

The Aided Middle Schools exhibit g. considerable decrease, of 
cost both to Government and to the people. , 

Perci<;ntage of Pupils under Education. —The total 
number of pupils in all classes of Government and Aided 
Schools, represents an increase of about 17 per cent., the number 
of pupils in 18(J8-(J0 being .5,640 against 4,821 in 1867-68. 
The proportion of pupils under cTducatiou to the number of 
boys of a School-going age is now slightly over 1 in 278. 

Katio of Maiiomedans to Hindus.— The table given below, 
shews that the pro})ortion of Mahomedans to Hindus in Lower 
a/id Higher Schools, resjiectivoly, was precisely the same in 
1868-6!) as in 1867-68. While, however, the aggregate number 
of Mahomedans in Higher Schools had not increased during 
the year, in Lower Schools there were 194, or'38 per cent., 
more Mahomedans than there were in tfie preceding year.

The Geant-in-Aid Roles. —The Grant-in-Aid rule which 
pffers to double the amount of private contributions for Schools, 
whose total monthly expenditure does not bxceed 30 Rupees, 
is evidently not calculated to promote the education of the 
people of Behar. 

In the five years which have elapsed, since the issue of the 
revised Grant in-Aid rules referred to, only two aided Verna¬ 
cular Schools have yet been established. There can be no more 
certain evidence of the unsuitableness of these rules to the 
people of this province. 
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If the education of the people is to be promoted^ more Lower 
Schools must be maintained at the expense of'the State, and 
more liberal terms must be offered, so as to draw private contri¬ 
butions from the pockets of the people—oyly 168 Rupees having 
yet been drawn, under, tlio existing rules, from a Province 
numbering 94,37,50*0 souls. • 

• Behar ScrE^TJFic SociETv.—This Society still flourishes 
under the presiding energy and spirit of its founder, Sayid 
Imdad Ali Klian Bahadur. It has an Arabic, Persian, and 
Urdu School at Mozufferpur, consisting of over one hundred 
boys. The School is held in a large pucka house rented at 
50 Rupees a month, and the meetings of the Society are also 
held in this building. The Society issues a bimonthly news¬ 
paper in Urdu, and lectures in Urdu are occasionally delivered. 
But its energies are at present devoted principally to the 
creation of a superior translated literature. To this end a 
large sum has been appropriated to the purchase of all 
European works which have been translated into Arabic, and 
which may bo procurable from Egypi and,fiqm the Oriental 
Translation Society, oi- elsewhei-e. A translator on Rupees 200 
a month has also been engaged fo^' the piwpose o^ making 
translations into Urdu. 

Employment of unucATEn Natives in the Public Service. 
—In the absence «f the return, not yet received^ “ of persons* 
who obtained employment in 1867-68” in th*c Commissioner- 
ships of Patna and Bhagulpur, I beg leave to quote from my 
special report submitted on 12th September last on the return 
of appointments made in 1866-67, which its suedessor will be 
found most»probably to resemble in’cvery essential feature, as 
that report has resembled all its preufeSessors year after year 
without the slightest change or variation. 
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* * • 

<3 

I ought to premise, however, iu order to obviate the possibi¬ 
lity of nvsconstructioii, tliat in my proposition in favor of an 
educational test and a competitive Examination, there is 
nothing which can imply any supersession of the claims to 
preference of present incumbents or oven of recognized 
apprentices; nor that ctndents of Govcrurncnt Vernacular 
Schools should, us such, have tlie preference over the students 
of Private Vernacular Schools who may liavc received an 
equally sound and liberal education—a construction which is 
absolutely opposed to the very idea of an open competition. 
Given a certain educational standard and an open competition, 
and the best educated men must come out first, without regard 
to the School in which they may have been educated. 

In my letter to which I have referred, I reported as follows : 

“ It is not the pupils of English and Anglo-Vernacular Schools 
who have any ground of complaint that their claims to preference 
are disregarded; for the list of employes does not furnish a sin¬ 
gle instance of an office in which a knowledge of English'is 
required being given to any other than an educated student of 
a private or Government English School. 

“But whereas, in the ca^e of English offices, every appoint¬ 
ment has been invariably conferred on an educated English 
student, in the case of Vernacular offices, I find that out of 53 
appointmenta in the Patna Division and 47 in the Bhagulpur 
Division, making a total of 100 appointments,* otdy one ap¬ 
pointment, that of 3rd giuidc head constable, was conferred on 
an educated native who held a Vernacular Scholarship. Thus, 
while all 20‘English offices were filled by educated English 
scholars, only one educated Vernacular scliolar received a Gov¬ 
ernment appointmentTigaiust 99 uneducated natives who are 
entered simply f s ‘ privately educated,’ which means that they 
' litany of these are promotions. 
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are satnratecl with false ethics, and with the filthy sensualism of 
Persian writers, and the savage bigotry of Mahotnedqjn theolo¬ 
gians, without having their minds expanded by any trife science 
and art. 

“It is thus the action of Giovernmont in one direction is iieu- 
ti'iilized by tlio couiitor-actiou of Gro^evninoiit in an opposite 
direction. Sclu^ols arc eslablisliod for the edwcatjou of the na¬ 
tives ; but tlic ]Miblic service is still filled by uneducated piipilt 
of condemned Trivate Schools, as though Schools for sound edu¬ 
cation did not exist. 

“ The mode of .selection hitherto has been arbitrary and 
mischievous. Candidates arc not Vhoroughly examined when 
they are examined at all. Arltlimetic, Geography, and other 
branches of a liber.al education are not so much as referred to in 
the cohimn assigned to tho.se snbji'ots. The whole function of 
education i.s represented by the oxiu'o.«sion—‘can re.ad and write 
Persian p,nd Urdu,’ as though lauguiigc were the whole of 
human development. The inforniation required in column 5, 
‘when, how and by whom the foregoing .ac(piiromcnts were 
tested or certified,’ is given in such exii.auslivc* statements as 
the following—‘privately educated,’‘ tested l)y h i.s daily work,’ 
‘never wa.s subject to any examination,’ and ‘ appoiuteil by Iho 
nominating otficer.’ 

• “The persistent •disregard of the Oovernment prder of 1855,* 
more forcibly repeated in 1858, 1855, and •18(15, snllieiently 
shews that educated uative.s of Vernacular Suhools will ndver bo 
allowed any chance r»gaiust the corrupt nei)otism and banded 
opposition of the uneducated aiulah, until compctil»ivc examina¬ 
tions shall give all candidates alike a fair field and no favour.’ 

“ Pending the adoption of some suCti •largo measure which 
shall give the wide impetus to Vernacular education which is so 
much wanted, while it jvill tei\d no lc.ss to elevate and purify 
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the subordinate branch of the administration, I would suggest 
two measures which might be immediately carried out. 

“ First :—The enforcement of the original Grovernment order 
of 1855 which expressly contemplated the association of a De¬ 
puty Inspector of Schools, or other educational officer, for testing 
the scholastic acqnircmeiits and discipline of the candidate. 

“ Secondly .—Notice of every vacancy might basent for publi- 
cation to the Editor of the Behar Urdu Educational Gazette 
about to be started in Patna under Government patron¬ 
age.* 

“ The general publicity which would be thus ensured, would 
secure a wider coinjwtition tlian is possible when such notices 
are posted only on the walls of the Court House, and the know¬ 
ledge of the vacancy is confined to the amlah and the class of 
men who haunt the Law Courts. Indeed it has been a constant 
cause of complaint, that the amlah manage to keep the know¬ 
ledge of vacancies so secret, that the .appointment is filled up 
long before any knowledge of the vacancy is allowed to tijaus- 
pire.” 

It is very gratifying to he .able to add that the Lieutenant 
Governor lias considered this matter of sufficient importance to 
record a llesolution (Government order, 14th January, 1869) 
which has for its object the enactment of a rule to secure a more 
strict adherence to “ the Hides circulated in 1865 for the selection 
of candidates for ministcri.al employment with special reference 
to the ‘entertainment of a staff of recognised apprentices, and the 
strict exclusion from the offices of unrecognised taids,” while 
the local officers are urged “ to counteract as far as possible the 
locffi influence which might tend to the exclusion of better 
qualified and educated'ciiudidates in favor of those who have 
connections in the offices.”

FEOM THE EEPOET OF ME. GEORGE BELLETT, M. A. 

I joined my appointment’ as Inspector of Schools, North-East , 
Division, in December, 1868”, and since that date, with the 
exception of a few weeks at my head quarters, I have been 
occupied in a tour of inspection through Kuch Behar and the 
Bengal districts of my Division; viz. Rungpur, Dinajpur, 
Malda, Rajshahi and Bogra. 

I am not therefore able from personal observation to offer 
any remarks on the working of the department in Groalpara 
and Assam. Mr. • Porter, however, my predecessor in this 
Inspectorship, hgs kindly handed me a note on this subjedt 
wiiich I append to this i-eport. 

There has been no alteration in the geographical limits of 
this Division,.since the submission of last y(?ar’s report. 

Several changes have taken place in the subordinate inspec¬ 
ting hgency of the Division during the past year. 

Babu Hara Chandra Bandhyopadhyay, late Deputy Inspector 
of Dinajpur and Maldah, resigned his appointment on the 7th 
of November, 1868, obtaining a pension of Rs. 100 per mensem. 
He was succeededjsy Babu Dvaraka Nath Datta, formerly head 
clerk in the office of the Inspector of Schools, North-East 
Division.

In August, 1868, the Division suffered a severe loss by the 

promotion of Bahu Bhuvan Mohan Kaha, late Deputy Inspector 
of Bogra, to a Deputy Magistracy. His place was supplied by ■ 
Babu Sarat Chandra Das, who had been ioi some years Deputy 
Inspector oi Central Assam. His place again was filled* by 
Babu Hari Mohan Lahiri, 5th master o^ the Gowhati Collegiate 
School. . 

In July last, Babu Atsoba Nanda Gosvaini, Deputy Inspector 
of Upper Assam, was advised to resign Ids appointment; and 
in his place, Babu Eatnadhar Datta, 2ud master of the Sibsagar 
Zillah School, was appointed. 

Thus in four out of the seven Deputy Inspectors’ districts 
new men have been appointed. 

Of those Deputy Inspectors whose work I have seen, I think 
very highly of Babus Sarat Chandra Das and Hari Mohan Sen, 
Deputy Inspectors respectively of Bogra and Rungpirr. They 
are bdth men of considerable energy and ability : the former, 
having, however, considerably larger e.Kperience than the latter. 

Babu Dvaraka Nath Datta has been but a short time in his 
present appointment, but will make a good Deputy Inspector 
if he will get rid of his fondness for unnecessary letter writing. 
—the consequence perhaps of his having been so long a head 
clerk. 

Babu Piyari Mohan Mukhopadhyay, Deputy. Inspector of 
Kajshahi, has been a Deputy Inspector for a'long time. He 
has a considerable amount of energy, but a lack of conciliatory 
spirit and bearing, which goes far to mar the effect of his 
exertions. •

Normal Schools. —There are three Normal classes in tliis 
Division, all in Assam, viz. at Gowhati, Nowgong, and Sibsagar. 

Of the Gowhati Normal class the Deputy Inspector speaks* 
highly as regards Its efficiency; and of the, head master as 
regards his “ steady, diligent and able management.” There 
was an average attendance of 21, as against 16 in 1867-68. 
Most of the existing‘indigenous Schools in Lower^ssam being 
provided with masters, . tho Deput;^ Inspector writes—“ My 
inability to promise at present to ffiid^out employment for 
intending gurus will, I apprehend, tell serioltsly on its attend¬ 
ance for the session we are just ^ntering'upon.” 
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-The Deputy Inspector of Central Assam reports great success 
from Nowgong. ^ The Normal class there is attended by 18 
boys, of "whom only 8 hold stipends, 10 having entered the 
School signing the ilame agreement as the stipend-holders and 
receiving no pay. The Deputy Inspector has in his report and 
in correspondence -with, tliis office strongly recommended that 
the stipends should be made tenable for two years. *■ 

Of the Sibsagar Normal class, a very similar I’eport has been 
sent in by the Deputy Inspector of Upper Assam. The 
number on the rolls has been from 6 to 13 since the last official 
year. 

Before passing on from the subject of Normal classes I must 
refer to the great need for a Normal School, similar to that at 
Dacca, which exists in ray Division. The Deputy Inspectors 
in the Bengal districts are unanimous in their demand for a 
School from which properly trained masters may be obtained 
without difficulty. At present pandits can only be obtained 
from some Normal School at a considerable distance, Calcutta, 
Hughly, or Dacca. .Most of the districts under my charge 
have, rightly or wrongly, acquired a very bad name as being 
unhealthy. It is therefore not unnatural that men should be 
unwilling to accept appointments in these districts. There 
would I believe be no difficulty in mustering a large number of 
scholars in u Normal School in some tolerably central position, 
such as Eungpur;—and the establishment of such a School 
would remove a want which seriously hampers the progress of 
education. 

GOVEKNMENT HIGHER CLASS ENGLISH SCHOOLS. 

Beaulba School,- is-The average attendance at this excellent 
School is 150.'^ against ^148.3 in the previous year. The 
number, however, on the rolls,' on the 31st March was only 152 
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against 190. This falling off in numbers i»attrilT5tod by the 
Secretary, I Jiave no doubt correctly, to the ,e*stablishment 
of many Aided English Schools in the district, anti to the 
. fact that two English Schools h^ve bcisn raised from the 
MidUle to the Higher Class. There has been an iucrtjase 
of receipts from Schooling fees to |he amount of Eupees 
135-3-0 in comparison with 1867-68. The, second master, 
Babu Dinanath Sen, B. A. was in October promoted to the 
3rd mastership of the Collegiate School at Growhati. The 
present 2nd master has only just joined. Eight candidates for 
the University Entrance Examination passed out of 12—5 in the 
2nd, and 3 in the 3rd Division. * The present head master, 
Babu Siv Chandra Som, is one 5f the best teachers I have met 
with. He is a very old servant of Government in this depart¬ 
ment, and to his skill and good management the School is 
deeply indebted for its success of the past ycai’. 

I regretted very much on my visit in March last to find that 
there was so very little interest taken in the School by the 
European members of the Local Committee of Public Instruc¬ 
tion ; not one of them ever a’ppears t<? go near the School. I 
am sorry that the masters should not have the encouragement, 
of an occasional visit. 

Bogba School. —The number of boys attending this School 
has slightly increa^d, being on March 31st 117 against 114 or 
the same date of the previous year. There has»been an increase 
of receipts from fees and fines of Eupees 207--7-3. ©f six 
candidates for the Entrance Examination, five passed, two in the 
Ist, two in the 2nd, and one in the 3rd Division, and three 
gained scholarships, a mxth boy luid been prepared for the 
Examination, but was taken ill and couhi not present himself. 
Both head and second masters ar^^dmiralrly suited for their 
appointments, and the^succes^ of the Schoof in the Entrance 
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Examinatioft is to be attributed solely to their exertions. The 
School building having long been found too small, subscription 
has been raised, which now amounts to Es. 475-0-0. The 
surplus funds of th'e Schqol, amounting to Eupees 330, have 
beeri appropriated to the same object. With this and an f^ual 
sum promised by Government (in all Eupces 1,610). it is 
proposed tobuijd anew wing to the School, .which will give 
ample accommodation to the classes. I must not leave any 
mention of this School without referring to the great interest 
taken in its welfare and in education generally in Bogra by 
J. D. F. Harvey, Esq., the Secretary, Local Committee, Public 
Instruction. 

Malda School. —There is a slight decrease in the numbers 
attending this School, there having been 87 present on March 
31st, against 97 on the same date in 1868. This decrease is 
attributed by the Secretary to the prevalence of cholera, and to 
the establishment of Schools in the nmfassal. This latter'’oause, 
however, can hardly, have had much influence, inasmuch as 
there have been only two Schools established in the Malda 
district in the course of the year (one Vernacular and one 
English) and neither of these was established till, at earliest, 
the close*' of 1868. The receipts are about Eupees 75 less 
than those for 1867-68. The head master is a clever man 
'and a good teacher. Of three candidates f, 9 r the Entrance Ex¬ 
amination one was successful, gaining a scholarship. The 
School building affords absurdly insufficient accommodation. I 
have requested the Secretary, who is alsp the Magistrate, to 
endeavour tq raise subscriptions for the purpose of its enlarge¬ 
ment, but he does not speajk sanguinely of the result. 

Dinajpur School, —There has been an increase in atten¬ 
dance of 8, and^ m rejejpts of nearly Eupees 200, on the 
attendance and receipts of the previous year. This result is 
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highly satisfactory, when it is recollected that in owter to defray 
the expense incurred by the appointment of a fifth master the 
fees were raised in April 18G8. One canduiate out of three 
passed the Entrance Examination.^ I h^ttve known the head 
master for some time, since he was one of the masters of the 
Dacca Collegiate Sdiool, and have a hi^h opinion of him. 

Eunopur SflHooL.—In this School the Secretary reports that 
there has been an increase in numbers on the rolls and receipts 
from fees and fines of nearly 10 per cent, in the former and 
7 per cent, in the latter. Six boys entered their names as candi¬ 
dates for the Entrance Examination ; of these one died on his 
road to Calcutta, one failed in Mathematics oidy, one passed in 
the first division, two in the 2nd, and one in the 3rd. Three 
boys gained Junior Scholarships. The head master is, as 
rei)ortcd last year, unremitting in his exertions, and his energy 
has been rewarded by a special grant from the surplus funds of 
the School. The other masters arc, to say the least of it, not 
worthy of commendation. The Secretary complains of the 
perfunctory manner in which t^ie repair^ of the School, executed 
by the Public Works Department, have been carried out. I 
liave gone over the house carefully, and I,am ccrtjjin that nt) 
one would conceive it possible that it had been “ thoroughly 
repaired” less than a year ago. I am bringing the matter to 
the notice of the Executive Engineer: 

The Secretary of the Local Committee, Dr. Bowser^ takes 
very great interest in the School; and the thanks of the De¬ 
partment are due to lum. 

Of the Zyiah Schools.in Goalpara^and Assam I am unable to 
speak from personal knowledge. The. fojjowing information is 
derived from the reports of the ^rotary "ef the Local Com¬ 
mittee, Public Instruction, in e«ich plaw. 
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GowHATftJoLLBOiATK SCHOOL. —There has been an increase 

in the number boys in this important School from 163 to 192. 
The receipts from fees and fines has also risen from Enpees 
2,344-12 to Enpees 2,490-1-9, or nearly 150 Enpees. Eight 
boys’went np for the Entrance Examination, of whom six 
passed; fire gaining 10ftapee-scboliirshipsT There have been 
several changes ^n the staff of the School. The Secretary 
expresses himself satisfied with the work done by the masters, 
and especially by the head master, Babn Lakhi Narayan Das, 
M. A. There are two boys in the second-year class, preparing 
for the First Arts Examination. 

Goalpara School. —In this School there has been an in¬ 
crease of five in the nnmber oh the rolls, and of nearly 150 
Enpees in the receipts from fees and fines. This increase in 
nnmbers, has occnrred, notwithstanding the raising of the fees 
at the beginning of the year. Two out of the pandits attached 
to the SclljOol have been re 2 daced by two English teachers. 
Many changes have taken place in the staff of the School, which 
fact cannot but be, to some extent at least, detrimental to its 
welfare. “ The conduct of the teachers has been on the whole 
syiitisfabtory.” The School has an endowment amounting now 
to Rui)ees‘’17,106-5-5. 

Nowgong School. —There has been a slight increase in 
fiumbers in this School, and the considerable increase of nearly 
250 Rupees from fees and fines, viz. Rs. 1,248-13-6 against 
Es. 1600-0-5. Lieutenant Michcll, Assistant Commissioner, 
writing for the Secretary, Local Committeej, Public Instruction, 
expresses tliQ very high opinion he holds of the head master, 
Babu Janamejaya Das, and reports that the other masters have 
carried"on their dutieg satisfactorily. 

SiBSAGAK School. —Thg^re has been a slight increase in 
attendance at this School, but the receipts are only Es. 1,246-12 
against Rsi 1,296-4-0 in the previous year. 
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Of two boys who were candidates at the Entrantfh Examina¬ 
tion, one, Jagannath Baruya, passed and gained a.scholarship of 
Eupees 10. The late second master, Babu Eatnadlmr Datta, 
having been appointed Deputy In^pcctoi^ of Upper Assam, 
Babu Bishnu Charan Cliakravarti was appointed in his phxce, 
and joined, NovemlAu’ 14th, 1868. TI^c Secretary, Local Com¬ 
mittee of Publjc Instruction, says: “ The hciid master is the 
right man in tlie right place.” He also speaks favourably of the 
other masters. 

Dxbrugueh School. —There has been a very slight increase 
in the numbers on the rolls in this School, viz. 94 to 91 notwith¬ 
standing the raising of the rate of fees. The Secretary speaks 
highly of the head master ariU teachers generally. Three 
candidates appeared for the Entrance Examination, none were, 
however, successful. The School is vely much crowded, the 
Zillah and tlie Vernacular School being held under one roof. 
This i hope, however, will soon be remedied. The Secretary, 
I am sorry to say, remarks that little or no interest is taken by 
any of the other members of the Local Committee of Public 
Instruction in the welfare of the* School.** 

GOVERNMENT ENGLISH SCHOOES OF 'PHE 
MIDDLE CLASS. * ' 

Tezpur ScHooL.-j-Thcre have bcQji several changes in the* 
staff of this School, which has thereby considerably suffered. 
The numbers on the rolls have decreased from G3 on March 31st 

9 

1868 to 54 at the clgse of the last official year. This decrease 
is owing, however, chiefly to causes quite foreign to the good 
management, or teaching of the Scliool. The fees of all the 
classes but the last wore raised last November. The receijjts 
were Rs. 280-9-9 as against Rs. 18^Z;7-0 o/'iiic previous year. 

The report on the masters is saMsfactory! 

• • • 
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Darjeeling School, —The numbers in this School have 
again fallen oji. The avei’age monthly attendance being 33.6 
against 67, and the receipts from fees and lines Es. 188-10 
against Ks. 194. The sanio reason is assigned for their diminu¬ 
tion in numbers as was given last year, the attraction offered 
by the School opened by the nuns in the bazar. 

Entrance Hxamination.— The following table shews the 
result of the Entrance Examination, as far as it concerns this. 
Division. It will be seen that out of 50 candidates who presented 
themselves, 30 were successful.

Bogra. —In this /listrict there are 9 Government Vernacular 
Schools of this‘'class, with an aggregate number of pupils of 
460 against 467 In the previous year. This slight decrease is 
attributed* by the Deputy Inspector lo tlie death of the pandit

of the Bhangabari School: and the conseqfiient decrease in 
attendan(it. The Sadr School still bears itsjrery high charac¬ 
ter. It sent up 8 candidates to the late Vernacular Scholar¬ 
ship Examination, and all passed. . * 

Dinajpob.—T he Sadr Vernacular School is again theTsest 
in the district. It Sent up 12 candidates for tlie Vernacular 
Scholarship Examination, passing 8. One hoy out of 2 from 
the Khanshama School passed ; and 1 out of 3 from the School 
at Mutharapur. 

Malda.—H ere too the Sadr School is the best; being a 
very good one, and far ahead of the other two in the district. It- 
passed all its candidates for the Vcrnaeular Scholarships. From 
the Sibganj School, one boy out of two passed. 

Rungpur.—F rom the Satgara School, the best as reported, 
4 boys passed the Vernacular Scholarship Examination, being 
the whole number sent up. Two candidates passed from tho 
Boda «6chool. None of the remaining Schools in this district 
seem to need any special notice, beyond that their progress 
seems to have been generally satisfactory. 

Lower Assam. —TJierc are six Schbols of this class in this 
educational district, all in Kamrup. Of these, the ^School at' 
Gowhati passed 4, that at Bajati 1, that Kuinaj’kuchi 1, and 
that at Palashbari 2 boys at the Vernacular Scholarship Ex¬ 
amination. It is jyoposed with your sanction ^to remove the 
Kumarkuchi School to some other place where it may be more 
useful. ““ 

Central Assam. —The numbers of the Nowgong Vernacular 
School have slightly decreased; but they are roiiorted to be 
again rising« chiefly, tlie Deputy Inspector considers, in c6n- 
sequence of tho success of all the candiflatas, ,4 in number, who 
appeared at the Vernacular Scholgji'Alup Examination. The 
Mangaldai School not being fftiy longer required there Jias 
been transferred to* Pottea, a place where a School was much 
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needed, Iii*thc Tezpnr School there is a slight increase in 
numbers And*attendance; but the Deputy Inspect^ reports 
that the‘people cannot spare their children during the sowing 
and harvest season^; in oonscquence of which fact there is 
great fluctuation in the numbers of boys present. 

Upper Assam. —From the School at ^bsagar, at present 
very badly accommodated in the matter of house-room, 12 
candidates appeared at the Vernacular Scholarship Examina¬ 
tion, and 9 were successful. There has, during the past year, 
been an increase of G8 in the attendance at this School. From 
Dibrugui-h one candidate only appeared, but he was successful. 
The numbers have rather decreased at this School. This is 
attributed to the raising of the fees ir. order to supply another 
master. The numbers are 87 against 97 of the previous year. 
Here also it is reported that the accommodation is insufficient. 
From the Sadya School no returns had been received by the 
Deputy Inspector- previous to the completion of his report. 
The numbers in attendance at the Golaghat School have 
increased from 57 to 89. 

Lower Ceass Government Veunacvlar Schools. —Two 
new Schools of this class have been quite lately established.' 
under the Deputy Inspector of Darjeeling, one at Mamscha 
and the other at Mattijurra. They liave been in existence so 
short a time,, that but little can be foreseen, as to their ultimate 
success. Of the progress of those previously existing the 
Deputy Inspector does not speak satisfactorily.

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Highbb CiiASs ENGLrsH Schools for Boys under Christian 
Bodies. —The, onlj School of this class in my division in the 
St. Paul's School at Darjeeling. The numbers have fallen 
from 49 to 33. „ 

H'fGHEB Class English Schools under Native Managers. 
—The same two Schools as existed last‘year are the two 
entered under this head, riz. Chatmohar and Digapatiya, both 
in the district of Eajshai. Both of these Schools have had 
their Grants revised during the past year, the Government Grant 
being in each case reduced from Es. 100 to Es. 80 per mensem. 
Each of these Schools is in a satisfactory condition; each sent 
up two boys to the Entrance Examination, and from Digapatiya 
both, and from Chatmohar one boy passed. 

Middle Class English Schools for Boys. —The following 
table shows the increase or decrease in the number of the 
Aided English Schools of the Middle Class in each District 
during the past year.

As the table shows^ there has been an increase of six; Schools 
in the Division during the past year. 

Bogra.— One, the Bogra Night School has been abi -^lished. 
Three nc’hr ones have been ' established^ at Shahazr, idptir. 
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Porjanna and Gobindganj, the two former doing very well, the 
latter, from causes foreign to the management * of the School, 
but poorly. The Serajganj School is aj;ain the best; an(i 
passed 3 out of 4 candidates for ther Minor Scholarships. It is 
proposed to raise tliis to a Higher Class School. Haringabaja- 
bhati and Thulgulbari have both done tvell. 

Dinajpub.— dicre the same two Schools are In existence, viz. 
the Dinajpur Night and the Euiganj Schools. Neither of these 
passed any candidates for Minor Scholarship. For the former 
the guardian of the minor Rajah of Dinajpur has purchased 
a house. • 

Malda. —Of the two Schools^ Kaliachuk and Nawabganj, 
the former sent up 4 candidates for the Minor Scholarship, 
one of whom passed. 

Rajshaui. —There has been an increase of one School in 
this district. Among the 11 now existing, Balibar, Kasimpur 
and Tahizpur are the best. An attempt was made tp raise the 
Sarda School to the footing of a higher class School: but on 
inspection I was obliged to interfere wUh th» proposal, and to 
require that it should show more progre.ss as a Middle.Class 
School before such a change is made. The Gkitea SclvJol 1 vjas 
disappointed with, though the Vernacular Departtnent is very 
fair. 

Runopur. —There* are the same number of •Schools here 
as mentioned in last year’s report. Among them, however, 
there is only one really good School. Of this character is the 
School at Kakina. 'Three boys went up for the Minor 
Scholarships and three ^ for the Vernacular Scholarships, 
and all passed; five gaining scholalships. This success is 
deservedly attributed to the exertions of the head master. 
With regard to the comparative•failare of. the remaining* 
Schools, the Deputy, Inspector,‘Babu Hari Mohan Sen says. 
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“The reasotv'of fliis we have not far to seek. ‘As is the 
teacher so«is the School!’ and this short good old saying will 
sufficiently explain ^ why Anglo-Vernacular Schools in the 
district do not come quite up to the mark. The proverbial 
urihealthiness of Rungpur, and the fact of its being far 
removed from seats of Colleges tend to make the posts here 
least attractive, ‘ and hence it is that while in other parts 
Graduates and Under-graduates swarm in crowds, we have 
here to keep up our Schools generally with incompetent and 
iU-qualified teachers.” 

Central Assam. —The Deputy Inspector complains very 
much of the difficulty of obtaining masters for English Schools, 
and proposes that there should be some special relaxation of 
the Grant-in-Aid rules for this province. The only two schools 
at present doing well in this district are those at Mangaldai 
and Shilghat. 

Lower .Assam.— The Bnrpeta School is reported as tEe best 
in this district. Three boys were candidates for Minor and^ 
Vernacular Scholarshijis, all of whom passed. The best is th^' 
Gauripur School sui)ported so liberally by Babu Prataj^ 
C^ndra, Baruga,. llai Bahadur. It used to be a rival to th 
Burpeta School, but though doing very fairly, has been beater^ii 
^during the past year. The Luchipur School has suffered S 
severely from the want ‘of masters, the g^eat drawback to all 
kinds of educatfon in Assam.

It will be seen by the table 4hat there has been an increase 
of 37 Schools of this class during tlic year under report; 
7 new Schools having been started in Central Assam, when 
there were previously none ; 12 additional schools having arisen 
in Dinajpur, and 11 in Lower Assam. 

Bogka. —Three new Scliools have come into existence here. 
Of those previously existing, one has disajipeared, and two 
have been converted into Etiglish Schools.* Those at Dumra, 
Kajabari, Fidkucha, Naohatta, Potagea, Hateora and Jamalpur 
are reported as the best. Tlie Deputy Inspectof complains 
that when there is any remissness in the payment of subscrip¬ 
tions, it is impossible to prevent the energies of tlie pandrts 
from flagging. 

Dinajpur. —The Deputy Inspector reports that thfiAihools of 
this class are not as a rule good, and that there has been for 
some time great irregularity in their management. The Schools 
at Kaimpyr, Dariapnr, Jaiganj, Khoyabari, Bhomradoho, 
Birganj, are the best. , 

Of the three Schools in Malda, Sarbari ig the best. It has 
52 names on the rolls, and ^jass’ed I'boy in the Vernacular 
Scholarship, Examination. ICasimpur is promising*well. 
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RAJSHAHi.“Thd two Scliools at Bauleali and Dangapara are 
both good. All tjie candidates for Vernacular Scholarships 
from the former passed, and as well as passing all its 3 can¬ 
didates the latter School has sent up the boy who has made the 
highest number of marks in the whole of my Division, Brajendra 
Kumar Nandi. I can report that the Schools of Balibar, 
Kasimpur, Talurjair, Gopalnagar, Ai’ani, Goalkandi, and Kalam 
have all been doing well. 

RuNGPUii. —Successful candidates were sent up for the Ver¬ 
nacular Scholarship Examination from each of the following 
Schools, Burakota, Bhatmai;|, Bhowauiganj and Shukurojari. 
The Deputy Inspector speaks highly of the aptitude for 
teaching shown by Pandit Ralumuddin of Burakota—but 
complains of a general tendency to superficial instruction in 
most Schools in his district. 

The Deputy Inspector of Central Assam writes; “ There are 
seven of these Schools under rac. They are at Ilatbar, Dondua, 
Barapujeah, Nizuarikali, Jetmadar, Kolatoli and Bashgora. 
They are all opened within thjs year and seem to be doing 
well ” . 

"•Lower ^sSAM.-rThe Deputy Inspector writes; “ Most of 
these Schools .are but of ye.sterday, and as might be expected 
under the circumstances existing, no perceptible progress has 
been made in tl^em. Only the Kama and Mulahowa Sehools 
in Ka mrup and'Goalpara respectively seem to hare raised 
their he^’a little above the others—both of these institu¬ 
tions having before the 31st March opbned a Vernacular 
Scholarship Class.”

From the accoApauy^jig tabte it will he seen that there haa^ 


been ^ increase in the number of candidates of 45. The 
schools which ha'^e been chiefly successful in passing boys in 
both Minor and Vernacular Examinations have been previously 
feferred to. Of the districts, Bogra has the lion’s share of suc¬ 
cess in the Vefng,cular, and Rajshahi in the Minor Scholarship 
ExamiiMhUon. 

Schools for Girls under NATivfe Managers. 

Bogra.— In this district 4 Schoolg of this class were at 
work during the year under report. Of the two Schools in the 
Zilla station wliich' I saw myself I cannot say much. They 
arfi nbieflv supported b;^ the'Eu|opean inhabitants. For those 
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tions. The Deputy-Inspector writes —“ InstkutUrtl for females 
supported cutiroly by Grovernnieut with haudsopio allowances 
for monthly and annual rewards, is a great desideratum in a 
country where knowledge is not sought for on its own account; 
and until this want is supplied, uotliing can be expected ia 
the shape of real progress among the females of this country.” 

EunIIpur. —The number of girls’ Schools ligs doubled, and 
the number of students increased from 55 to 85. The School 
at Boda is by far the best, but it was closed for a consider¬ 
able portion of the year. Kakina Scliool with 29 pupils is a 
good one. The Deputy Inspector writes: “ Zeiiatia teacliing, 
heretofore unknown in the district, is now being carried on in 
several families, and the zemindars of Gopalpur have coma 
so far as to establish a regular School for the education of 
their wives and daughters. RIucli a[)i)rchension was at first 
felt by the Babus, that this step would lead them to exposure, 
but KT gives me great pleasure to have to record, that far from 
this being the case, there are others Avho woidd cheerfully 
follow in their wake, could but mistresses bo supplied.” 

DiNAJPua.—There were only two St^ools of this class hero ; 
those at Kaiganj and Khaushama. These arc reported to be 
attended only by the girls of the lower classes; and Iittlo 
interest is shewn by the wealthy inhabitants of the district. 
The Deputy Iiisp'ictor, however, states that here too some 
of the educated classes are in the habit of instructing their 
wives. 

SCHOOLS RECEIVING ALLOWANCES UNDER 
• OTHER RUI^ES. * ’ • 

Under Missionary Bodies. —UudSr this head are included 
the same Schools as in last year’s,roport, the'Kachari Schools 
in Dm’rung being ^now^ under .the charge of the Rev. S. Eudle. 
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None of th*3 Schools have I seen myself. I therefore’quote 
from the ^Secretaries’ reports. The Rev. E. P. Scott writes 
from NovVg.oug—“ As compared with last year, a few points 
of improvement appear vorthy of note. 1. The increased 
nunlber and regularity of pupils in attendance; the latter 
item of improvement indicating the removal of one chief 
obstacle in training teachers from among these unstaBle hill 
tribes. 2. The decreased cost to Government and the Mission 
of supporting pupils in the School, owing much to their 
being encouraged to bo at least in part self-supporting 
wherever at all practicable.^ 3. The increase of donations, &c. 
from other sources, indicating a growing interest and con¬ 
fidence in the School by its fr'ends and patrons. 4. There is 
a growing sentiment in the School, particularly among the 
more advanced pupils, that an acquaintance with either 
English or Bengali in essential to the hill man as well as the 
Hindu. During a recent tour through some portions*©! the 
Mikir and Naga Hills, the popular feeling was found much 
more favourable, to the educational movements, whether 
Government or Missioiiary, than in the same villages four 
years ago.” 

The Rev. ,S. Eudle writes from Durrung—“ The number of 
Schools in operation on the 31st August was 12. This may 
Ibe taken as ,a fair indication of the number in operation 
throughout the* year: for whilst sundry Schools have been 
closed,-attendance havin'g fallen below 10, their place has 
been taken by others. Like .all semi-barbarous tribes, the 
Kacharis are exceedingly fickle and wayward, sometimes 
pro'fessing great zeal in the cause *of educatiob, at others 
leaving the Schools in a body. • * * j have endeavoured, 
by occasionally 'shifting, the locale of the School, always to 
IrooTk in Amifivation from ten to” fifteen Schools ; bevond which 
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the amount of the Government Grant will n(rt pgfmit us to go. 
The number of pupils attending these Schools is always fluc¬ 
tuating, but it may, with tolerable accuracy, be supposed to 
average between 200 and 225. Of this number, by far the 
larger part are Kacharis. * * The Kacharis too form 

the labouring class* of this province,, and their services, as 
labourers, are j^ist now in great request in the sapidly spreading 
tea gardens. A Kachari boy from eight years old and, 
upwards can now earn from 3 to G Eupees in a tea garden, 
and this operates injuriously in drawing off great numbers 
of boys who should be at School. ^Tlie more intelligent lads 
who have attended School for some two or three -months can 
generally obtain a situation in* the gardens as duffadar or 
mohurrir and many are thus induced to leave School at a 
.premature age.” 

The Rev. I. J. Stoddard writes from Goalpara—“ Tliere are 
at pr^ent six Schools, including the Normal School, with a. 
roll of 134- pupils; also one girls’ Scliool numbering’ 18 
pupils—making 152 on tlie rolls. These receive a'id from 
Government, except the last named. With a few exceptions, 
the pupils are from Garb families. In all the Schools Bengali 
is the principal study. All are very much aversg to stud^ng 
the few elementary books prepared in their own language, 
but are somewhat eager to study. Bengali jand English.* 
These Schools are in the plains near the Garo ^lills, and most 
of the pupils understand and talk the language otHjftS^’plains, 
which is probably rather more Bengali than any thing else.” 

Lower Class Vernacular Schools for Boys uarnEU Native 
Managers.— *With regard to these Schools, I am in the sa’me 
difficulty as with regard to the previous*clas4, and can only make 
extracts from the reports of the Deputy Inspectors. The Deputy 
Inspector of Lower Assam is _^o lengtiiy and wordy in his 
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report, that Cuave" some difficulty in making extracts that would 
clearly show the working of these Schools. He says, *' These 
Patslialas are steadily improving and deservedly popular in 
the district; and it is gratifying to be able to record that 
several proud pandits of Sanskrit tols, moved by a desire to 
make their learning mere attractive as well as to receive some 
pecuniary aid, have introduced into them Bengali printed books, 
and readily agreed to teach their students outlines of Geo¬ 
graphy and the princii)les of Arithmetic.” And the report of 
the Deputy Inspector condensed is generally satisfactory as .to 
the working of these Sqliools. The Deputy Inspector of 
Central Assam write.s—“ There are 24 Indigenous Schools in 
Central Assam * * of these ^4 Schools, 19 were at the close 
of the year for boys and 5 for girls.” There has been a 
decrea.so in the number of pnpils from 907 to 807, but this is 
accounted for “ by many of the important Indigenous SclioOls 
being converted to Aided ones during the year. ‘These 
Schools are daily rising in the estimation of the people, and 
every villager washes to have such a School at his village. li 
is interesting to observe, that unlike the people of Bengal 
who learn reading and writing to become servants of others 
the Assamese try to learn reading and writing to beconn 
^better managers of their own atiiiirs, and to keep accounts o 
the quantity ,of land they cultivate and the amount of rent 
they pay to Government. * * * Out of the 24 Indigenou 
SchoolT^'Centrai Assam, there are only 7 in the distric 
of Durrung, while the rest are in liowgong. I attribut 
this to the following circumstances: Ist, to the existence c 
many Missionary Schools du that district; 2ud, to its thin popn 
lation; 3rd, to its,* remoteness from the head quarters of tli 
Deputy Inspector.” ■ , 
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The Deputy Inspector of Upper Assam fepofts a falling off 
in the number of Schools to the amount of 5, and pf pupils to 
the amount of 133; which falling off he attribufes to the 
requirement of signed agreements from the pandits. “ On my 
coming round these Patshalas, I observed that they can very 
hardly be called by that name. Tli« pandits generally hold 
the Schools at their own houses or out-officos, and teach the 
boys in the morning wliich they consider more convenient, 
and which "they can spare more than any other part of the 
'day. * * * I feel it necessary to state that there arc no fixed 
holidays observed in the Village §chools. The pandits close 
the Schools and have holidays at their pleasure.” Tliis should, 
1 think, be remedied by rigorous measures by the Deputy 
Inspector himself. He goes on to complain of the difficulty of 
obtaining j)audits and to that attributes the failure, partial at 
least, of the system in his district. 

SCHOOLS RECEIVING NO ALLOWANCES. 

The School under this head is ij!e Lflkonath School at 
Bauleah. I was unable myself to inspect this School, as, 
though I intimated to the head master tlio tiuK? at w4iich 
I would call to see it, when I arrived at that time I found it 
closed. Of it, thcJDeputy Inspector writes, that it is “ in 'U 
pretty good condition, and is one of the best.cdhducted Anglo- 
Vernacular Schools in my Circle. * * Eleven stijA-^ts from 
this School ap[)eared at the last Minor Scholarsmp Examina- 
. tion, and 7 passed.” 
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Kuch Beha*r. —i-The following table shows the receipts and 
expenditure during tjic past year of the Schools for hoys in the

The following sta^jmerit shows the receipts and expenditure 
of the Girls’ Scho'ols in the District of Kuch Behar during the 

nftslk vear 
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The foregoing tables shew the reccii^ts and expenditure of 
hoys’ and girls’ Schools in Kuclr Bchar, with the exception 
of the Jenkins School at the Zilla Vernacular School, the 
returns of which I have not received. The state of the 
Schools in this district, is not satisfactory. Considering the 
naone'y paid by the Stide, amounting (as far as the mufassai 
Schools alone are concerned) to near ly Es. 4000, a much better 
result should be shown than I^could li^id in jny tour of inspec¬ 
tion. This probably arises from tlie fact that the JDeputy 
Inspector is a singularly incompetent man. , , 

General Eemarks. —The great need of the«Division is, a 
Normal School, from which to draw pandits for Middle Clasig 
Vernacular Schools* The great distance at which most of the 
Schools in my division lie from Calcutta, Hooghly, or Dacca, 
makes it next to impossible to obtain even tSichers for 
these Schools; I therefore beg to deprecate any comparison 
between the North Eastern Division and others^hi this matter. 
A Normal "SchCol, simdar to those* at Calcutta, Hooghly, and 
Dacca, established at Rungpur, woulcf deprive the Inspector, in 
a few years, of any excuse for his V^rnaQjilar Schools being, 
behind those of any oth^r Division. I tmst tlxat von mav 
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it possible tQ''sanbtion the formation of such an institution 
before very long. , 

The appointment^ of Babu Kasi Kanta Mukhyopadhyay as 
Joint-Inspector in this Division, and the placing of the Pat-= 
shalas under my inspection will, I have little or no doubt, help 
very much the working* of the Division. In concluding my 
report, I beg to 'offer my thanks to the European and Native 
gentlemen named below for the assistance they have rendered 
to the cause of education in the course of the past year.

Note on Education in Assam bi/ George Edward Porter, 
Esq., C. S. 

Inspector of 8ciiools. —“ The position of the Inspector of 
Schottls in As.sam is an anomalous one, and it is hard tp 
define the relations between him and the local authorities. 
When the office was first formed, the Inspector of Schools was 
directed to act in subordination to tlTe Commissioner, and in 
concert with the Deputy Commissioners. The Inspeotm used 
to report to the Commissioner whenever he left head quaffers, 
and send to him a diary of the Schools visited during his tour. 
Also any suggesljons regarding Ijie establishment of new 
Schools, the appointment of masters, and tho»repairs of School 
buildings were made to the Deputy Commijgi^aer' of the 
District, who was expected to assist the Inspector of schools 
as much as possible. At present the old rulgg arg still in 
force but they are disregarded, and the old system has gh'^en 
way to the new. The number of schools Jn Assam increases 
every year, and the working of these Schools becomes more 
elaborate; and the Deputy Oommissidners ’ have too much , 
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■work on theii\ hakds to attend now-a-days to the Schools a 
they used to (ip. It were Avell therefore if, as recoramendet 
by the late Mr. Murray and by me, the old rules were can 
celled, and the position of the Inspector of Schools in Assar 
assinfilated to that which hetolds in Bengal. The existenc 
of the present rules defin^g the relations between the Inspec 
tor of Schools and,the Deputy Commissioners are supposed t 
make the latter interest themselves in education more tha 
they otherwise would do. I doubt this very much. Th 
rules are well nigh a dead letter, and only serve to trammt 
the action of the educational authorities, who would be mor 
useful in proportion as they were more independent. Whil 
the present rules exist the reports of the Deputy Oommis 
sioners on the state of education in their districts will, e 
heretofore, be compiled from information received throng 
the Deputy Inspector of Schools and not from independei 
sources; and any short comings will reflect on the Depuf 
Commissioners, who are supposed to look after the Schools i 
concert with the Inspector. 

T^A’VEIiLING ALLOWANCE Ofc’ THE INSPECTOR OP SCHOOLS. - 
I pointed out some time ago the difficulties of travelling i 
As^ra, and asked* for two elephants to be attached to tl 
office. My request was not complied witli, on the groun( 
that all the elephants available were required by the Civ 
authorities: but> I was told that if I could quote any anal 
gous case-I might obtain extra travelling allowances, 
quoted the case of the officers in fhe Public Worl 
Department, . who not only draw the pay of a higher grad 
but' 50 per cent, extra, travelling allowance. ‘Under th 
analogy the travelling allowance of the Inspector of Schoc 
in Assaqj^ should be Rupees 6 per diem for halts, ai 
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now draw 4 annas per mile, and 1 Eupe/ a^ay should get 
6 annas, and 1 Rupee 8 annas. They should algo draw the pay 
of the higher grade as Assam allowance. Thes® proposals 
regarding the Deputy Inspectors slmuld be sanctioned as soon 
as possible, in order ’to secure the services of good men tn the 
province. . 

Deputy Inspectoks. —There are three l^cputy Inspector¬ 
ships in Assam. 

Lotver Assam .—Comprising Kamrup and Goalpara, head 
quarters Gowluiti. 

Central Assam .—Comprising Durruug and Nowgong, head 
quarters Nowgong.

It is perfectly impossible for one Deputy Inspector to do 
justice to two large districts; and yet each of the Deputy 
Inspectors in Assam has, under his siqwrvision, a much Iftrgai' 
tract of country than any of the Deputy Inspectors in Bengal. 
The consequence is, that, the Schools in Assam die out through 
want of proper care. A child requfres more looking giter 
than a man; and so a district in which education is young, 
requires more constant care and supervision than a mature 
district which has learnt to appreciate the value and impor¬ 
tance of Schools; , , 

Changes puoposed in the amalgamation <w the Gkant-in- 
AiD AND Patshala System. —To this want of ^"qavvision I 
attribute the partial, failure of the Patshula system introduced 
into Assam by the late Mr. Murray. GovernmttnJ; sanctioned 
the expenditure of Rupees 600 a jnonth on the Indigenous 
Schools; and the establishment of three ^Normal Schools at 
Gowhati, Tezpur, and Sibsagar. The Tezpui* Scho^ has been 
ttansferred to Nowgong. TheSe Normhl Schools have had 
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to contend witfj ikany difficulties, but they have succeeded in 

training a cer^jiin number of gurus. Unless, however, these 

gurus are'looked after when they go out to their Patshalas, 

the whole end and aim of the scheme is defeated. Until the

It 
would he an excellent plan if a higher class was formed in t|^ 
Normal Schools pf Gowhati, Nowgong, and Sibsagai', for trainin' 
pandits to serve in the Middle Class Government and Aide 
Vernacular Schools. 

Nowgong. —The Zillah School at Nowgong is a most popu- 
institution and well attended. The Normal and Vernacu* 
Schools are also good. Under a Deputy Inspector who coi'> 
devote his entire attention to the district, the number of Schcy 
in Nowgong would soon be doubled. The banks of the ri 
Kollung are lined with villages inhabited by wealthy farm4 
who can afford to take an independent interest in the educatit\ 
of their children, and oidy want a little encouragemenlf to sel. 
up a number of Aided Schools. 

SiBSAGAR. —Education in the interior of this district is veiy 
backward. The Jiillah^School has always been a good one, and 
the most intelligent of the Assamese youths generally come 
froin Sibsagar. In this district the old Rajas of Assam held 
their court; and their descendants and the descendants of their 
‘ministers of state still rpside in Jorehat ijud its vicinity, and 
keep up a resemblance of dignity and position which they are 
unable fKHia^ant of means to maintain. These old famifies 
and the Gohaius or high priests, who used to have great power 
and autli§rit^_^nd wealth in days gone by, look upon our efforts 
to •educate the lower ordqrs of the people with dislike and sus¬ 
picion. Too proud,to learn themselves, they try to prevent 
others from leai'aing. Sibsagar has morepver been unfortunate 
in its Deputy Inspectors. One'was dismissed and another Avas 
degraded.; the Schools have therefore suffered. The difficulty 
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of travelling in Sibsagar • an& Lulcimpur ly perhaps even 
greater than in the other districts of A^sam ; and^imtil the tw.o 
districts are put in charge of separate Deputy Ins’pectgrs I am 
confident little good can be done in the inteiior. 

Lukimpur.— In this district there* are few Schools exqept 
the Zillah and "Sadr, Vernacular Schools at Debrugm’h and 
^School at Sadya. The head, quarters of the Deputy 
|ctor being*at Sibsagar, he has'neglected *Lukimpur and 
ished as many Schools as he could close to his own head 
rs, whence ho might easily inspect them. An Aided 
was once started at Lukimpur, but the masters who 
snt up ran away, the subscripfion failed, and the School 
iosed. , 

iRUNfi.— This district like Lukimpur has suffered owing 
distance of the Deputy Inspector’s head quarters, 
fgong. With the exception of the Zillah School, the 
^j^nacular School, and an Aided School at Mangaldai, there are 
.0 Schools worth mentioning except the Kachari Missionary 
Schools^ As soon as these two districts are placed under 
separate Deputy Inspectors, as- propo^d, tltere should be a 
steady and rapid increase in the Schools. 


Goalpara.— It is a question whether Gonlpara should* be 
counted in Assam or not. Formerly it was in* the Assam 
Commissioner-ship, but it has now been transferred to Kuch 
'Behar. The land settlement is different fronT Assam, and 
there ai’e wealthy land-owners who take an interest in the 
^ education of their rayats, and spend money liberalf3r towards the 
Schools. But, whether the privileges proposed for the Assam 
Deputy Inspectors bo extended to Goalpara or notTTlio district 
ought to be placed under a separate Deputy Inspector. The 
Zillah School is a useful instituti<m^ and tlie Aided Schools at 
Gaiiripur and Lakbipur are fair. Much might be d5ne in this 
1 .xlistrict.

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INSPECTOR BABU I5HUDEV MUKHYOPADHYAY. 

History op the Patshala Scheme. —The Patshala scheme 
came into existence when Sir J. P. Grant in his minute dated 
19th October, 1860, added Rupees 30,000 to the Educational 
grant for the year, with instructions to employ that sum for 
the improvement of the Patshalas or Indigenous Schools of the 
country. The details of tl\o plan, however, as laid down in his 
minute, had to be departed from even in the experimental 
measures which were set afoot to test the feasibility of the 
scheme and to ascertain the measure of success likely to result 
from its adoption. J The modifications introduced at the very 
commencement of operations are thus summed up in Mr. 
Woodrow’s letter, dated 30th April, 1862. “ I have selected 

eleven gurus and prevailed on them to study a year at the 
Normal School with stipends of Bs. 5 a month each, and placed 
Normal School students' to officiate for them on salaries of Rs. 
12 a month each^ together with such fees asjihey may be able 
to raise.” Tlje experiments under the above modifications of 
the original scheme were continued for nearly two years, and 
upon a close examination of the results attakied after that time 
it became clear that further changes were necessaiy in order to 
adapt the scheme to the actual circumstances of the people 
and the country. These changes, as recommended by the late 
Mr. Medlifintt|.i are the following: “ The two main features of 
the experiment as shaped by the force of circumstances, namely, 
that gurus have mostly withheld from the Normal School and 
that bhevall^ers have invariably nominated their future gurus, 
ought to be taken as- guides ip the further prosecution of tho 
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experiment.” From the introduction of the* ajiove modifica¬ 
tions the Patshala scheme has assumecf its*present form—a form 
in which it has continued to improve find expand year after year.. 

Thus it will be seen that wliile, the object of the scheme, 
namely the improvement of the Indigenous Schools, has remafhed 
exactly as Sir J. P". Grant first laid it^lown, the modifications 
subsequently introduced into it have imparted to it that 
strength and compactness of form which have given it all its 
practical value. That the indigenous educational institutions 
of the country must not bo slighted and ignored, but cherished 
and fostered with a view to natiynal education, was first 
conceived and clearly laid down by a true statesman, and it 
was an officer whoso generous ^nd sympathetic mind could 
instinctively enter into the innermost thoughts and feelings and 
wants of a foreign people who aflorwards shaped the scheme 
into its present practical form. None over felt more strongly 
than tlfo late lamented Mr. Medlicott the great truth that to do 
real good to a people, it was necessary to do it in a way they 
could understand. 

Progress of the Scheme. —The • Patshala scheme was 
entrusted to my independent charge in February, 186^. At. 
that time not a single improved Patshala was in existence! I 
commenced work with three Training Schools situated severally 
in the districts of Bardwan, Nuddea, and Jessorc. By the end* 
of the year 1863, one hundred and eighty-two Imd been brought 
under the operation of the scheme. In fact the experiment 
had succeeded, and tlm Secretary of State in his*des 2 )atch of the 
23rd July, 1864, after expressing his unqualified i)ppi,;oWition of 
the modified Scheme, wrote to the Su 4 )remo Government to the 
following effect: “ I do not douj^t thdt yoijr Government will 
readily accord your sanction to such^ further extensio^n cf*it (the 
Patshala scheme) into additional districts as the Lieutenant- 
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Governor of JJehgal may from time to time see reason to 
propose.” 

Accordingly the Patshslla scheme was extended over six 
additional districts in thp year 18G4. Of these three were 
iucfiided in my division and three remoter districts were placed 
under a new Inspectos. In all of these itew districts, close or 
remote, the scheme took root as speedily as it Iiad done in the 
older districts. The progress of the measure was unabated. 
In 8j)ite of wide-spread ])opular distress caused successively year 
after year by visitations of cyclones, inundations, famines, and 
epidemic diseases, the Pafshala scheme progressed more or less 
considerably in all the districts into which it had been intro¬ 
duced. It did more. It bebamo the basis and ground-work 
for two very important measures which are now in full 
ojieratiou and which bear great promises for the future progress 
of education in this country.—I allude to the opening of Night 
Schools for day-labourers, and the attendance of ^irls^in day 
Patshalas, which commenced in 186(5-07. These are multi¬ 
plying simultaneously with the improved Patshalas, and thus, 
without the employmeift of anything like oilieial pressure or 
other demoralising influence of any kind, new ideas engrafted 
as they have been on the time-houoi'ed institutions of the 
people are in a fair way of becoming naturalised in the 
country. Great hopes for the future of 4he Patshala scheme 
may therefore be very reasonably entertained from a careful 
study of the history of its past progress. 

Opposition the Scheme has had a:o encounter. —The 
history .Patshala scheme will however be incomplete, if I 
do' not allude in this place to the opposition which it has had 
to encounter during itb progress. Soon after the despatch of 
the Seeretary of* State, to wfiich allusion has already been made, 
had declared the approbation of the highest authority and had 
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brought the scheme out of its first exporimer^aVstage, the eye 
of criticism was turned upon it. I need not repeat i.he argu¬ 
ments and insinuations, and bold assertions which were 
thrown out. against the scheme from.time to time. I have met 
them at length in my last annual report. I shall ordy say this 
much here, that those criticisms, liowwer futile in themselves, 
served one good«purpose. They kept those whoi»wero concerned 
in carrying out the work strictly on their guard, and the result 
has been that the native soundness of the scheme has brought 
it out quite safe from the various attacks it has had to 
encounter. , 

The time of opposition seems however to bo at last gone by. 
During the 'whole of the last year I have marked a great 
change of opinion as respects the Patshahi scheme. Nowhere 
has anything been openly said or covertly insinuated against 
it. And the judgment you have deliberately pronounced, after 
allowiif^ the scheme to mature and strengthen itself against 
opposition for so many years, has received general concurrence. 
I cannot resist the temptation of^repeating your words here : 

“ We have on the contrary, an e.xccllcnt system in operation 
capable of spreading Schools over the country at a very rapid 
rate under arrangements which arc purely vojuntary 'and 
pos.ses8ing the great advantage of making suitable provision at 
the outset for the supply of qualified* teachers^^without which 
any plan for multiplying Schools and scholar.s* must bo simply 
illusory, however well the results may look in columns of official 
• figures. I maintain tlicn that as regards the spread of primary 
instruction, we have for the last few years done aU tliat*vc have 
been permitte'd to do, and that we haso done it loell.’ ’ 

I cannot but think that the Pat^ghala’scheT^io will now receive 
justice in being adopted in future as^ the best means for.jextend^ 
ing lower class education,_^at least in this J)art of India. Under 
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such persuaf^iou, 1 hope I^may venture to put down in this place 
the results of‘my experience in the shape of a few notes for the 
future. 

Conditions op continued Puosperitv. —The Patshalas need 
a kind of treatment somewhat peculiar to themselves. It is 
not necessary to pass l)ver tlicir faults. On the contrary, they 
need be sharply punished where they have deserved punish¬ 
ment. But it is absolutely necessaiy for them to know clearly 
and definitely what is expected of them. They must not be 
punished for a fault which has not been previously pointed out 
to them, and which they have not been warned against. 

Patshalas must not only fully know the laws they live under, 
but those laws once laid down must be changed as seldom and 
as little as possible. Patshalas have men of but slender 
education about them, and they cannot be expected to adapt 
themselves to frequent or great changes. 

Patshalas should bo allowed to remain under the’ direct 
control of the managers, the Government officer patiently and 
assiduously teacldng tjie managers 'the right use of the power 
they hold. If the Government officer grows impatient and 
wishes'to assume all the authority in his own person, not the 
slightest oppositiop will be offered to him, but the Patshalas 
^^will lose their distinctive character and the true source of the 
vitality they now posscs.S. *' 

The Patshala.s hav'e but few requirements. But their few 
wants are so yirgent that they must be met with extreme 
promptness. Delay in dealing with their bills, or applications, 
or comphdnts,' will injure them far more than other classes of 
Schools. 

. I have said that-sudden changes are as a rule uncongenial to 
the P&hqlas. ‘ I must add that the perception of this fact is 
not quite, so easy. There are msinagefs and teachers of 
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Patsbalas who persuade themselves that tlfey* Ijave got the 
“ new light” within them, and who are Tihorefore ever ready to 
propose changes in the institutions under their control. The 
Government officer needs to become a conservative in the 
presence of radical reformers who have somehow raised 
themselves above every prejudice, an^ have taught themselves 
to dislike everything which is old and ancestral. 

Patshalas are in every resi)ect healthier institutions than the 
small Grant-in-aid Schools. The only reason why people 
sometimes give a preference to the latter is the artificial 
distinction which has been created between them by according 
to the Grant-in-aid Schools, however ireally inferior they may 
be, the privilege, practically denied to'the former, of competing 
for Vernacular Scholarships. The -sooner this artificial dis¬ 
tinction is removed the better ; not, however, by removing the 
present disqualification of the Patshalas for competing for 
Vernatiular Scholarships, but by instituting a separate system 
of scholarships of inferior value on their behalf. Unless this is 
done, and that speedily, f;he strain w^ich is^now being put by 
the teachers on their Patshalas in View of their own self- 
interest will cause material injury to these institutions. ‘ 

Naurative of the Year. —At the outset of .my narrative 
of the past year, I have to observe that, with the cessation of 
opposition which has been mentioned befojg, the struggles 
necessary to encounter the same have likewise'terminated, and 
the history of the Patshala scheme has be.coine one of simple 
growth. The Training Schools have gone through their usual 
round of admissions and pass examinations dwriag- *he year, 
old Patshalas have been here and there transferred from one 
village to another, new nomineos have begn selected by the 
Deputy Inspectors, and new Patshalas have been e^abliShed ly 
certificated gurus. ,iNigl\j; Schools are day by day growing in 
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demand and^ girlie continue to attend the day Patshalas in 
increased numbers. The movements have been exactly like 
those of preceding years in all the several directions before laid 
down for them, but in no new direction. The old advantages 
of the scheme continue to be felt as before, and its old wants, 
not yet supplied, are grawing more and more urgent. 

Pass Examinations. —The Pass Examinations of the four 
Training Schools were held in September, 1868. The results 
are tabulated below;

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I have one remark to make here witli resp^c^ to the question 
of the equal distribution of Schools oVer iarge trqpts of country. 
Permit me to quotQ from Mr. Howell’s note*on this subject and 
from my memo, on the same. Mr. Howell says—“ But this 
system (the Patshala scheme) shares in the general objection to 
the Grant-in-aid principle when appli^ to the masses in so far 
as its operation is to improve Schools already, in existence and 
not to establish them where primt facie the need is most urgent.” 
My remarks on the above were as follows: “ Mr. Howell 
cannot be well informed when he says that the scheme cannot 
work in places where old Patshala^ are not in existence. The 
fact is, although we take the existence of a Patshala in a villa'ge 
as an infallible index of the people’s want of a School, yet we 
can set up new Patshalas in case the people express a wish and 
do the needful to secure permanence to the institution on which 
Government money is to be expended. I think about one fourth 
of the*prcseut improved Patshalas are situated in villages where 
no Patshalas ever existed, or wlience they bad gone away time 
out of memory.” I shall cite here one passage from my report 
on the Village Schools of the*North.*West. * “ In the changes 
which have already occurred in the distribution of Scliools in. 
the North-Western Provinces and which a*re still §oing on/-1 
am disposed to see the strength of that principle which adjusts 
the supply of Schools, as of other tilings, to the demand fo^ 
them in particular localities, and which interferes with every 
theory of their equal distribution over a country. There are 
always certain classes of the community wIkT expect to profit 
more by School instruction than others. Ther^ aje t^ose also 
who can afford moi’e easily than ofchers to let their children 
spend some hours every day at School. The first will desire 
to have Schools; the second mayitolerate them ; but>he re^t 

will do neither, unless actually forced.” I hifve dwelt at some 

• « 
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length on this,subject,’ because I feef it to be my duty to raise 
my voice thoqgh feeble against the adoption of a theory which, 
however plausible it* may look on paper, is by its nature destined 
to break down wherever it may be adopted. Let there be some 
fixed mileage to serve as a guide in the distribution of our 
Schools, but the rules should not be too •strictly adhered to. 
Let the distribpjiion of Schools follow the uiyversal law of 
supply and demand.

The following are extracts from the reports of my assistants*— 
The Deputy Inspector of Purdwan reports as follows:— 
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“ With regard t« tto day Patshalas I have nothing new to say. They 
are going on as,usual, doing ftieir work quietly and unostentatiously. As 
yot they show no sign df forced or unnatural growth. On the contrary, they 
have every thing healthy about them and fully maintain their character for 
efficiency. There can he no doubt that, as elementary Schools, they are of 
use to all classes of society. They are, however, of the greatest service to 
those whose ambition is only Ha prepare themselves for the ordinary hnsiness 
concerns'of life in this country. „ 

“ The girls who go to them do not, however, get on as they ought to do. They 
are very irregular in their attendance, muc^( more .so than can possibly be allowed 
under any organized system. The progress tliey make except in one or two 
instances is amazingly slow. But I must admit that better residts cannot bo 
expected under existing circuiusta'iiccs. At present female education is only 
tolerated^in some of the most advanced villages in my Circle. We have yeti 
long to wait before it is generally felt as a ncc(?ssity by the people themselves. 
The utmost therefore that I can now say is, that we have made a good 
beginning, not more good than safe, by throwing open the Patshalas for the 
education of girls. 

“ The Night Schools in my Circle have, on the other hand, proved a decided 
success. They are generally very well attended, except, as might bo expected, 
during the sowing and reaping seasons, when some of them have to be 
entirely closed. • The pupils of these Schools 'show particular attention to 
their studies, and seldom fail to make .such steady progress as is encouraging 
if not absolutely cheering.” 

The Deputy Inspector of the Sonainuki Circle, reports as 
fallows:— 

“Fever of an opi.tmic typo prevailed in some parth of my Circle dm-iiig 
the year and interfered not a little with the progress of education. At 
Sonamuki, the disease raged with particular violence and carried off nearly 
3000 souls or about' one-fourth of the entire population of the village.” 

» I 1» * * * • 

* 

“ The system laboui's under qome necessary restrictions. I would here only 
point to one whicji in my opinion interferes not a little with'its free and full 
development, .^here is no aim—^no definite object set before the Patshala 
pupil to pumie. Ho .has no prizes to .gain, no scholarships to win, a wizard 
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ring is traced round him and bars his progress, an<f this jn the face of the 
broad fact that the Patshalas are as much resorted to by boys from the higher 
as from the lower classes of the people. But even if ft be admitt*d that these 
institutions are intended exclusively for the masses, I see no reason why no 
facility should be olfered to such of the pupils as are willing to avail,them- 
selves of it, for further jrrosecution of their studies in the higher class Schools. 
I have no doubt therefore that whatever nThy be the classes for whom the 
Patshalas arc intended, the institution of a few minor Vernacular Scholarships 
is every way desirable, so as to open a door to their pupils for the attainment 
of the highest scholastic education.” 

The Deputy Inspector of the Midnapore Circle reports as 
follows:— , 

“ At the beginning of the year I had 42 Patshalas under me with 1479 
pupils on the I’olls. Tliei’cfbro there* h.as been an increase of 10 Patshalas 
with a corresponding increase of 2.51 pupils. 

“ It was in 1860 that the scheme was inaugurated in this district, and before 
the expiration of 1868 we had established Patshalas in .almost every part of 
it. Midnapur has the sea on the south, and the Patshala at Dabarda is 
situated on the sea-shore. It has the jungles on the north and wc.st and 
the Patshalas in Ramgtir and Bogri are placed in the depth of the jungles. 
Patshalas have been established in .lehanabad and Chandr.ahona. Nor has 
the interior been left unimproved. I?atshalaB have Tsecn established in a 
great number of Pargannas in the interior. The only* parts ^lere the 
scheme has not been properly worked are those where»tho people speal^Uriya 
or the Santhali.” • 

The Deputy Inspector of the Berhampur Circle rcport.s:— • 

“ The Patshalas in my Circle are going on well. Tlii teachers are, with a 
few exceptions, diligent and mindful of their duties. 

“ The prospects of the instraction of girls in my Cwcl^aro not very cheer¬ 
ing. The girls are very irfegular in attendance and consequently make but slow 
progress in their studies. 

“ The Night Schools are composed of men whoso very callings in life make 
them irregular in attendance, but notwithstanding suet irregularities these 
institutions seem to me to be as yet th,e only means^of cnlrgh^ning and 
reaching the lowest classes of society. Some of tjie Night Seliool pupils who 
are irregular have made remarkable progress* in their studies.” 
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The Deputy Insfiector oHhe Maimari Circle reports :— 

“ Notwith^andnig epidemic fever has entered the districts vrhere my 
Patshalas are situated, their progress has suffered no check. Sixteen Patshala 
* pupils api^eared at the last Vernacular Scholarship Examination, and eleven 
passeJ successfully, of whom two have been admitted into the Normal School 
at Hughly with the usual stiijends.” 

The Deputy Inspector of the Krishnagar Circle reports as 
follows:— 

“ I am of opinion that in the Patshalas both pupils and pupil teachers 
need encouragement, the pupil in the shape of a free EMrance to a better 
School and the teacher something more tangible than this, viz. an increase 
of pay. As regards the gurus I would humbly propose their classification 
into three grades with 6, 6 and 8 Kupees stipend per mensem. If this plan 
were followed, there would not be the same necessity there now is for getting 
the gurus from the special Training Schools; for it would tempt many 
Vernacular Scholarship-holders, who as regards attainments arc in no respect 
inferior to the trained gurus, and may become village teachers.” 

The Deputy Inspector of the Guskura Circle reports as 
follows:— 

“ I have to bring to yonje notice that in* the course of the year under 
review the Jhaudanga Patshala sent up from its extra class a successful 
candidate' to the Vei-nacular Scholarship Examination, and as a consequence 
extra ‘felasses'have been started in a great many of my Schools with a view to 
prepare the pupils who have already finished the prescribed course of study 
tb compete for the Yeniacular Scholarships.” 

The Deputy Inspector of the Ranaghat Circle reports as 
follows:— 

y I beg to express ray great satisfaction that the'apathy which was'shown 
.about this*^ystem 'of education has at present nearly disappeared. Prom 
villages in which I could not .with all my efforts establish Patshalas two 
years ago, I have now reccived‘repeated applications for them. Consequently 
I .have hepn saved the trouble of getting the villagers to sign the agree¬ 
ments required^’for the establishment of Patshalas. The villagers now 
appreciate the value of teinalo edrucatioit better than they did before, for they 
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at pi'esent, without the least persuasion on my pa/t,^end their girls for 
instruction in the Patshalas.’’ "" 

The Deputy Inspector of Jangipur writes ;— 

“At present our Patshala teachers study in the Training Schools for only* 
one year, a time too short to enable them to learn anything thoroughly. 
The period of their stay in the School ought to be extended.” 

The DepuUy Inspector of the Jheuidoha CiT'cle writes :— 

" It may bo plainly asserted that tlie Niglit Schools in my Circle are pro¬ 
gressing far better than the day Schools, and consequently the education of 
the masses may be said to have been fairly commenced.” 

The Deputy Inspector of the* Jessore Circle reports as 
follows:— . 

“ Some 500 pupils daily receive instruction in the Patshalas of the Jessore 
Circle and almost one-fifth of the number is made up of the sons of people of 
the middle classes, while four-fifths of it eonsist of the children of day labour¬ 
ers, &c., and some three hundred pupils belonging to the lowest and poorest 
classes receive education in the Night Schools.” 

The Deputy Inspector of the Khulna Circle reports .as 
follows:— ’ * * 

“ On the whole the Patshalas with a few exceptions are in a^*progressive 
state. The students of Gogram School prepared themselves# to compote for 
the late Vernacular Schol.arship Examination, but their Slopes were not rea- 
liited, for no such examination was allowed to our Patshala students.” ^ 

• 

The Deputy Inspector of the Norail CijCle reports as fol¬ 
lows :— 

“The attendance of pupils in my Circle is not regular during all seasons of 
the year. At the beginning of the rainy season, which is the principal 
period of tillage and sowing seeds, the boys of our ScBhols" help their fathers 
in their fields. Consequently they cannot httend their. Schools nor study their 
books. At the end of the season they are employgd in the field in reaping 
the com. Again from the beginning t<r the end of the cold season, a Jarge 
part of the lower class people are engaged in* collecting palm juice and pre- 
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paring sugar, &c. tiftte their children to assist thom. Consequently their 
attendance beepmesvery ii-re^ular and their progress slow.” 

The Deputy luspector of the Turalook Circle reports as 
•follows:— • 

“ Now though a few Schools are successfully sending their pupils to com¬ 
pete at the Scholarship Examilfhtiona, it is not an easy affair with the gener¬ 
ality—^for how can a Jfatshala with a single guru successfu’ly break lances 
with an Aided School backed as that is witli a staff consisting of three or four 
teachers P Hence I think it is that a Patshala which thrives vigorously for 
the first three or four years is often seen to decline afterwards notwithstanding 
the utmost exertions of the Deputy Inspector, the falling oJF being duo hot 
so much to the inofficioiicy' of the guru as to the want of encouragement 
shown to the students in the shape of prizes or scholarships. This grievance, 
I think, can be successfully remedied by creating a few Vernacular Minor 
Scholarships, for which the Patshala pupils only should be allowed to compete.” 

The head master of the Midnapur Training School writes:— 

“The teachers.of the School having agreed to give their leisure hours for 
preparing pupils for the Vernacular Scholarship Examination, have opened an 
extra class in connection with the Model Patshala attached to the School. 
This has effected some improvement in the Patshala inasmuch as it has 
thereby gained a large admission of pupils from different Patshalas and 
Schools.” 

The 'Deputy Inspector of the Meherpur Circle remarks:— 

“The girls of Mojhampur and Nakaspara in my Circle have made very 
satisfactory progress in their studies. 

“Almost all the gif^s do not buy their books, but are supplied with thom 
either by the guru or Deputy Inspector, or some one who takes interest in 
female education. I have got great help in this way from H. Sibbald, Esq. 
of the Nandanpur concern who has kindly put'into my hands the liberal 
sum of Es. 30 foi; supplying those girls with books who cannot afford to buy 
them. • This sum will do a great deal of good towards the education of girls 
in my Circle.”

will be pleased to hear that the pupils vlio passed from the Maro and Surul* 
Schools were taught for a period of not more than three year's, commencing 
their studies in their respective institutions fi%m the very beginning—a result 
which proves nut only that the students were very attentive to their lessons, 
but that their teachers took groat pains in instructing them.” 

The Deputy luspector of the Kustiya Cifclc reports as fol¬ 
lows :— 

“ Taken as a whole, the Patshalas may V* said to be doing more than what 
is expected of them. They partake of the nature of both the old guru Pat¬ 
shalas and the modern Yernacular‘Aided Schools. They not only teach 
Dharapat, Subhunknri, Zemiudari and Mahajaui accounts, but also impart 
a fair knowledge of Arithmetic, Histor 3 % Geography, Literature, and general 
subjects. It is desirable that encouragements in the shape of prizes and 
scholjirships be held out to them.”

My best thanks are ‘again due to Bab^.^ Earn Chandra 

Vidyavachaspati and Chandi Ch^irat^ Cliattopadbyay, head 
mastei’s of the Eajshahi and Eutlgpur Trainin,^ Schools re¬ 
spectively, for the zeal and care wit]i which ih(^ have conducted • 
their duties under difficulties. Bahu Akhay Chandra Da*s, an 
ex-student of the Huglily Normal Sehool, officiated as l^ad 
master of the Pinajpur Training School for several months and 
laboured hard to improve the pupil-teachers. 

The native Doctors in charge of the Boarding Schools have 
carefully attended to the health of the boarders. BabfT Pratt * 
Krishna Mukhyopadhyay and Bahu Barada Kanta Sen, who 
successively acted as native Doctor of Eajshahi, deserve es¬ 
pecial thanks. They successfully treated several cases of 
cholera and collapse in fever. 

Admission Examination. —In January last, a simultaneous 
examination for admission into the Training Schools was held in 
the three districts, and 232 candidates ju’osented themselves, of 
whom 142 were passed. I assisted the c.xamiucrs at Euugpur, 
where 185 candidates appeared, some from a distance of 72 miles.’ 
As I sat in the crowded hall I could not help contrasting this 
result with the difficulties I had, so lately as December 1865, 
in getting up 5 nominees with whom to*open,tTie Training 
School. Most of the candidates now passed studied for three 
months in .the Preparatory Class opened^for them ijj each 
Institution before they were enrolled as stipericliary students.

The Deputy Inspectors, as a body, have afforded every 
reasonable satisfaction. Babu Dma -Kanta Das, pf t)ie Bau- 
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liah Circle in Rajsljai, still continues to hoVl. the first place 
among them. Of the newly appointed Deputy lospeotors, Babu 
Sasi Bhushan Sen, B. A. of the Birganj Circle im^inajpur apd 
Babu Kali Nath Chaudhuri of Nattore in ^ajshai deserve 
especial mention. They are hard working and conscientious 
young officers of much promise. Of ttie other newly appointed 
Deputy Inspectors I have not seen enough to enable me to form 
any definite opinion. 

The number of improved Day Patshalas and Night Schools 
is 517 this year against 388 of the last, shewing an iacr^'ase 6i 
129 Improved Patshalas. 

The Deputy Inspector of Schools, Bauliah Circle, writes— 
1“ Of the Patshalas in my Circle nearly 90 per cent, are in 
[villages of the labouring classes. The attendance and regu¬ 
larity of work in these little institutions are sometimes seriously 
affected in seasons when the labourers require the assistance of 
^ their Ijhildren in the fields.” He adds that the villagers almost 
everywhere “are unanimous in expressing a deSire, either at. 
once to do away with the’ study iof boqks or Jo attach a minor 
importance to it, the teacher being’required ta besto'p almost 
his whole time on writing and casting accounts and teaching 
Zemindari and Mahajani business with the native way of 
measuring land.”. , 

The Deputy Inipector of RungpUr Cirple' states—‘j.In 48 
Day Patshalas, conducted by as many certificated tutors, the 
total number of boys is 961. Of these 381 are Hindus mostly 
of the lower classes,* 528 Musalmans of all glades, 14 Hari, 13 
Bagdi, 12 Ohandal and 13 Dome. This idiews that Hari, 
Bagdi, and Dome castes, which wete formerly wholly debarred 
by the custom of society from receiving any e,ducation, are daily 
gaining groun’d, and are imperceptibly becomiri^alive to a seaae 
of the value of the in^ijructioo wlpch the present system of 
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mass-ediicatiqp tfe placed within their rejich. The encroach¬ 
ment of tJiese castes gn t]\e outskirts of learning is one of the 
mjiny happ 3 ^jmilts of the* introduction of the new scheme of 
Vernacular edumion in tliis country. The daily attendance 
at most of the Patshalas was more satisfactory in the last than 
in the year preceding, t)ut not to the extent desirable. The 
cause of this irregularity is traceable in part *10 the extreme 
unhealthiness of the climate, and in no small degree to the 
inabilit y of the people to forego the labours of their children 
"^Tinn^Ste reaping and sowing seasons.” 

“ Of the certificated tutors I am happy to bo able to speak 
in terms of commendation. As a body, they have been unre¬ 
mitting in their endeavours tb promote the welfare of the 
Patshalas placed under their chargti, and the progress made by 
their students seems to be commensurate with the labour 
bestowed on them.” 

Babu Sasi Blmshau Son, B. A., Deimty Insjiector of Schools, 
Birg.anj Circlb in Djnajjmr, thus describes the condition of 
his district,—“ D^pajpuii is »particularly the land of the 
masseshere .the gentr^ as a class arc almost unknown, 
Polya^ TaUs (wcotois), and common Mahomedans form the 
chief mass o£ the inhabitants. These men are by profession 
either farmers or cultivators, shopkeepers or menial servants. 
One ai)d all live jipou the sweat of thoiif brow, valuing no 
profession but agriculture, and knowing no other business but 
labour in the field »or the sale of paddy at home. To reap a 
rich crop and to* drive a rich flock in the field, is the highest 
and only ambitioikof these sturdy sons of the soil.”. 

“!l'he collectio^n of nonfinees is no longer a difficult task. 
Youn^ men of tbeir own acedrd come forward for admission. 
This year Bir^ftn^ claims the credit of supplying a large pro¬ 
portion of the students noyj; studying ig the I’raining School.” 
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• 

“ The people no\| more willingly contrihiiip f^r the erection' 
of the Patshala house than they did "before. * Inctranji places the 
villagers prepared a house before'their nomineci came out of 
the Training School. This evidently promisd^a better’state of ' 
things in future.” 

“ The gurus occupy a high position'in and are considered as 
important mei> of the village. In every thing requiring great 
deliberation they are consulted. Even men of the same caste 
with themselves and elder in age are seen bowing down before 
them.” 

“ The local income of the gurus is from the fees levied upon 
the students. There is nothing so hard as the realizing of these 
fees. These being not generally paid regularly, a large amount 
falls in arrear, and whenever the payment of this arrear is 
strictly enforced the boys bid farewell to the School. In some 
places the gurus are fed by the villagers.” 

“ In my Circle the number of boys of the School-going age 
cannot exceed 5,000 ; of these 1,012, that is, dhe-fifth of the 
whole, are already in my'PatshoJas. J^his rqust be considered* 
as creditable.” * . 

That these districts educate the masses wotild p^s for incre¬ 
dible, were it not thus attested by undoubted evidence and 
accounted for by actual results. It is not institutions which 
form men, but me& which form institutions. The bulb'of the 
people in this quarter are very different from those of the 
greater part of Bengal, and in organizing iiny system of educa¬ 
tion for these people, it is to be remembered that no calamities 
are so long continued and irremediable as thase followiflg from 
the establishment in one part of the country pf plans suited to 
men inheriting different mannefs and customst and in a different 
stage of ^olitioal existence. 

FemaXiB Education. —JJndes this, head, the Chandra Nath

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Female Normal .llraining School at Baiil|ah deserves promi¬ 
nent mention • 

Kumar OJi^^dra Nath *Ray Bahadur of Nattore having 
■ guaranteed to pa^ a subscription of Kupees 125 per month, in 
support of a Female Normal Training School at Rampore 
Bauliah for the period of ton years, the Government of India, 
on your strong Recommendation, was pleased to consent to a 
relaxation of the Grant-in-aid rules, and to allow Rupees 250 
p er mon th or two-thirds of the total expenses in aid of the 
insRtuffbit. In your Report for 1867-68, you were pleased to 
notice the Kumar’s liberal dffer, and to remark that “ the money 
difficulty is thus overcome, but more serious obstacles remain 
and the utmost care will be required in organizing and manag¬ 
ing these institutions, so as to conciliate prejudices and to 
ensure the co-operation of the community at large.” How far 
I have succeeded in these respects time alone can shew. 

On the 19th of October, 1869, the School was ushered into 
existence with* six adult female pupils. To this number four 
have subsequently^ been qdded, - The pupils are Grihastas and 
consequently Pardanishids. A small Boarding School has 
likewise* been set up. The mistress is a high caste Brahmani, 
aged about 50, and well qualified for her delicate task. She 
Ijas quarters in the Boarding School From various causes a 
competent lady superintendent has not yet b^en appointed. 
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Bah Km Kanta »M^t\hyopadhyai/, 

The following Is a detailed account ,of*the adult female 
pupils.

The staff of Depxjty fnspectors for the grq^te^t part of the 
year, being only half of what it 1?honJd •hav# ‘be^, it was 
thought advisable to concentrate their ene4"ies on the Day- 
Patshalas, which alone afforded nvore than sUfticieut \i?oik for 
them all; as a natural consequence the Night Schools could not 
receive all the attention desirable, anfl yet they have gone on 
and prospered. • 

It has been the fortune of those districts to see the growth of 
the new scheme of Vernacular Education suffer not long after 
its introduction in consequence of pecuniary wants. .J.Ph1{tnver 
success has been achieved, has bcen'achieved under the great¬ 
est of disadvantages. It is evident that no reliance can bo 
placed on the voluntaiy systerfi of payment or on precarious 
budget grants for the support of education, and that unless the 
means of instruction are provided at the public expense, the 
education of the people will always bo in a most unsatisfactory 
state, «,nd its blessings in a considerable portion of society wholly 
unknown. The people in this quarter hg,vo no n/ore means of 
education than the Ildttentoti* or ihe Caffres, and most 
Patshalas, so far as local resources* are concerned, depend 
entirely on the casual and fleeting support of the parents of the 
children attending them. , “ Whatever ministers tq t\io ptTysical 
necessities or pleasures of the people,” says an eminent author,^ 
“ is easily rendered %elf-supportiug. There i^ no need o^ State 
support for butchers, bakers, or spirit-dealers ; but it is other¬ 
wise with what tends to their moral improvement or social 
elevation. These can never be left to private? support, for this 
plain reason, .th(it a large portion of society, ^nd that the very 
one which most stands in need of them, is wholly insonsiblb to 
their value and will pay nothing for their fprtherance.” To 
meet this desideratum nothing remains but to levy an 5cfuc*- 
tional tax, and hei;e a difficulty will always be felt, so long as

the pride and jiii^erest of the few are aBiowed to predominate 
over the .interests -of .the‘many, though the latter in fact will, 
in nine cases ont^of ten, be the actual though indirect parties 
to pay the assessment.

In iieu of the two Kakina stipends, ‘Kumar Mahima 
Ranjan Ray Ohau.dliuri has offered three Patshala Scholarships, 
one of Rupees 4 and two of Rupees 3 each per month to be made 
tenable two years at any Higher or middle Class Vernacular 
School. In making this'offer, the Kumar writes:—Should it 
please Government to grant an equal amount in aid, I shall be 
glad to guarantee the sura I hereby offer for any term of 
years.” The best thanks of the Department and of myself are 
due to the Kumar, who has been asked to guarantee the 
exhibitions for 20 years to enable me to send up his proposal 
for sanction. 

Babu Kali Nath Chaudhuri, Deputy Inspector of Patshalas 
Nattore Circle in Rajshahi, Jias alsb offered a Scholarship of 
Rupees^2 per piensem to* the best pupil of the Patshalas in his 
Circle—the Scholarship to be tenable for one year at a Middle 
Class i^einapular School. Babu Kqli Nath is a native of 
^Rajshahi; this offer shews how heartily persons work when 
place4,iu their native difrtrict. 

My best thanics are likewise due to Kumar Pares Narayan 
Ray Bahadur of Putea in Rajshahi for a donation of Rupees 25, 
distributed amoi^ Patshala boys in tha Bauliah Circle ; to 
Babu Ramani ^ohan Ra^ Chaudhuri of jTushbhandar in 
Rudgpur for offering a reward of Rupees 100 for distribution 
among the Patshalas in Rungpur ; and to Babu Khetra Mohan 
Sinha for allowmg^ the savings of the Maharani’s stipend to be 
awarded last year to the best, essayist arqong the certificated 
gurus in Dinajpur.

The opinion 1 expressed in last year’s Report, as to the 
probable increase in the number of admissions in the session 
1869, is fully borne out by the preceding statement. The 
numberc Of students on the rolls is now larger than in any 
former year excepting 1864, and is commensurate with the 
• class-room accomfaodation at the disposal of the College. The 
secgn^ear class is exceptionally large, owing to the presence 
of many students 'who have failed at the University Examina¬ 
tions of former years. Many of these will probably faU again; 
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( •• 

• I • • • ^ 

but it is very difficult *to resist their urgght’ entreaties to be 

allowed to remain One year more im a Governijiant Institution. 
Such large classes entail considerable labour on the Professors 
charge of them, and make it practically impossible to ^ive that- 
individual attention to students which a small class would allow. 

The fees collected during the y%ar, amount to Eupees 
36,559, against Rupees 33,210-8 in 1867-68, and the"" ex¬ 
penditure has been Eupees 1,10,687-4-7 against Eupees 
1,02,264-10-4 of the previous year, making the monthly cost 
of each student to Government Wount to Eupees 20-6-5, ' 
which is 10 annas and 4 pie less than the corresponding 
cost of last year. Taking credit, however, for the sum of 
Rupees 4,999-9-9 which is the* excess of receipts over disburse¬ 
ments in the Law Department, the monthly cost of each student 
to Government for the year 1868-69 amounts to Eupees 19-3-2. 
The increased expenditure has been incurred by the higher 
salajies which the system of grades allows to Professors during 
their advance from the minimum to the maximuul pay of their 
respective grades. 

The monthly fee payable by Jumor Scholars was raised in ' 
January from 5 to 6 Rupees, but this had little infliTenco on * 
the collections, the increase in which musrbe attributad almost 
entirely to the larger number of students on the rolls.

It ^appears from the latter table that, whilst less than 5 per 
cent, of our students belong to families Avith incomes of Rs. 
2000 a month and upwards, nearly 50 per cent, belong to 
families with incomes not exceeding* 100 Rupees a^month. 
These conclusions throw no discredit on these returns, Tor out 
of some 50 notoriously wealthy families residcnjln Calcutta 
and the suburbs I find that only 4 or 5 are represented in our 
class-rooms ; whilst‘the holders of Junior and Senior Scholar¬ 
ships belong almost entirely to families witfi incomes of less 
than Rupees 200 a month. An analysis of the list of scholars, 
made when these tables were drawn up, sliewed that 25 per 
cent, of the gtudents were dependent upon their Schokrships 
for defraying their College expenses! . 

The first-year students were* examined by^ myself and the 
Professors at th® end of the session, and the results werfe.vnry 
creditable. In. Sanskrit the nc^ks obtained ^cre unusually 
high, and at the UniverSity Examination of these students in 
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November next I\shall expect to find very few failures in that 
branch. There^wene no forfeitures of Scholarships. 

The College sent ‘up 99 candidates to the First Examination 
• in Arts'* of v/hom 4 passed, in the first class, 25 in the second, 
and 20 in the third, and 4 were absent. Of the 46 plucked 
candidates, 41 failed in'English, 25 in Sanskrit, 9 in History, 
29 m Mathemaitics, and 20 in Philosophy. Taking into con¬ 
sideration the high standard of this Examination 1 think the 
result was satisfactory. 

•In a clasp of more than 100 successful Entrance youths there 
will always be found a great amount of inequality as regards 
knowledge of English and Mathematics, and during the two 
years whieh intervene between Matriculation and the First 
Examination in Arts it is very difficult for a student to make 
up any deficiency in either- of these branches, owing to the 
variety of subiects to which his attention must be directed. 
The University has lately raised the pass-standard in Mathe¬ 
matics, for the Entrance Examination, and this will have a 
beneficial effect by keeping for another year at School those 
who are unfit to enter upon the Mathematical Course for the 
First Arts Examination. The introduction of the History of 
England intg the 'Course for Matriculation will also doubtless 
tend to give a candidate a greater command of English. I 
think, therefore, that when these measures take effect we may 
expect better qualified students in our first-year’s classes, and 
consequently fewer failures at the First Examination in Arts.

No Examination of the third year students was held at the 
end of the session, as the Fit)fessors re 2 )orted very favourably 
of the progress of the class throughout the session. 

The College sent uj) 46 candidates to the B. A. Examina¬ 
tion, and 27 were 2 )assed ; 7 being placed in the first class, 13 
in Ijie second, and 7 in the third. Of the 1!> candidates who 
failed, 15 were plucked in English, 4 in the second language, 
3 in History, 9 in Matlleniaticsy 7 in^Philosophy, and 9 in the 
Optional subjects. This result was* better thay I antici 2 >ated, 
as the Professors had invariably roi)orted, fronr the first* 
admission of these candidates to the thircT year (jlass, Tbhat they 
were below the average both in ability and ai> 2 )lication.

This return, shews that the department has lost none of its 
attractions, the number on the rolls being only 12 short of last 
year, when the department contained the largest number since 
its establishment. . • 

The fees collected during the year aftiount io Rs. 26,800-8-0, 
and the expenditure has been Rupees 21,800-14^3 ; slftwing a . 
surplus of income over expenditure of Rupees 4,99^9-2- 

The following is a classification of the students according to 
the social position o£ parents or guardians. 
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Seventy-eif^ht fktudents went up to' the B. L. Examination, 
and 44 were'pa^ed ; 5 begig placed in the first division, and 
39 in the Second.

There has been„a bonsiderable increase in the strength of the 
departqient during lihi.s session, and from the numerous appli¬ 
cations I have aKeady rec6ivod for admission when the new 
session opens in* June, it is very probable that the number of 
students will then be quite equal to the tiiachinw power of the 
staff. Ttte present tlass-room accommodation is barely sufficient 
for the wants of existing ^students, ahd quite inadequate to the 
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• • 

probable requirements of next session. A plan for enlarging 
the College building has been suggested, wlifqji, if parried out, 
will enable me to provide for the nicre^sed numbgr of students' 
I expect, but otherwise I shall ^ be undcl^ tlig ngaessity^of. 
restricting the admissions to the number the present roonth will 
accommodate. 

. The fees collected during the year amount Jto Rupees 
against Rujjees 3,083 of last year, and the expenditure has been 
Rupees 27,807-0-.5, against Rupees 2(3,52o-9-6 in 1867-68, 
making the total raontldy cost to Government of^each student 
to be Riqiees 25-2-G, against Rupees 37-9-0 for the previous 
year. The lai-ger number of students on the rolls accounts for 
the increase in the fees, and for, the lower cost of each student. 

A classification of the students, according to the social posi¬ 
tion of parents and guardians, is subjoined : 



Three out of thefour final students uf the session of 1867-6§ 
went up to the University Examination for a*Liccnce, and two 
were passed—one in the first class, and one in the second. The 
candidate who failejd to obtain a Licence* was awarded an 
overseer’s certificate upon the result of his examination, and 
he has entered the Department of Public Works in tlie N. W. 
Provinces. The fourth student was an overgeer, etnployed in 
the Benares Jlivisfon, who, having obtained* a year’s ipave of 
absence, spent, it at the College^in acquiring* a better tlieorelical 
knowledge of his profession. 
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The two Liceatmtes were awarded scholarships of 50 Eupees 
a month for tTi' 5 o''years, with a view to their receiving practical 
.^instruction'in different "branches of their profession ; but, after 
being attccheci, for short time to some of the works in pr6gress 
in Chlcutta, they applied for and obtained appointments, as 
Engineer apprentices, in tiie Public Works Department. 

The second y/iar students were examined by myself and Mr. 
Scoft. Of the 9 students in the class, 3 wore absent from the 
Examination on account of sickness. Mr. Scott reported of 
they* examii:|g,tion in Engineering, Surveying, and Mensuration, 
as follows; • 

“ The examination was not very satisfactory, nor did the 
students seem to have made as jnucli progress during the year 
as might have been expected. The class is a good one, and if 
they pay proper attention to their work during the next session, 
nearly all of them ought to be sueeessful at the L. C. E. 
Examination. There is, in my opinion, a tendency on the part 
of the second-year students to relax their efforts after getting 
promotion from the "first-yctar class, which requires to be 
checked.” ‘ 

The •resiilt of the examination in Mathematics was better 
than in EngiVieering,'and the Forbes’ scholarships were awarded 
to the two students who stood at the head of the list, viz.: 

Prasanna Kumar Dauiari. c. 

Saudam Charan Patnaik. 

Two of the students of this class have left the College, since 
the May examinatioh, with certificates of the grade of 
overseer 

■ The first-year s'tudents wfere examined by the late Mr. Hill, 
who reported as fbllows: 

“ The examination of the first-year students was on the 
whole (wfth the -ixcleption of their estimating) satisfactory.

“ The papers on ‘ Building Materials’ g,nd Mensuration' 
wore very well answered, and • those .on •‘•Qeedesy’ and 
‘ Practice of Building’ very fairly. ' . 

“ The plans and sections embodying tho field-werti of the" 
students, exhibited a very marked improvement indeed upon 
the results of preceding j^ears. Several of the students give 
great promise*of becoming good draughtsmoo. This is the 
more cheering because hitherto the students’ drawing has not 
been very successful. The geodesical operations <5f these 
students were rather more extended and variecL than were 
those of their predecessors. 

“ In Estimating, the majority of the students entirely failed ; 
as the test applied was an estimate for a timber bridge of very 
simple construction, I attribute their failure to what all the 
students (more or less) fail in, viz., the power of reading 
orthographic projections. The importance of their attaining 
this„can scarcely be overrated, and it is most essential that 
every means should be taken for making this, (the very lan¬ 
guage of an engineer,) thbroughly intelligible to the students. 

“ I would strongly recommend that the * second-year class 
should have to produce orthographic projections from* models 
at the sessional examinations; and that the tlyfd-yhar class, 
should be obliged to produce a model made from a design^ 
which each student'himself shall have tlrawn. 

“ Some rule of this kind would, in my opinion, tend greatly 
to improve the student’s knowledge of drawing. Quickness and 
accuracy of eye in,reading complicated engineering drawings, 
can only be acquired by considerable practiej. It is infpossible 
for the students, in the limited tim« that can be devoted to one 
subject in the College, to make* a sufficient mjinber of drawings 
to attain this qiower. It is therefore nqost important that they 
should carefully consider and wqrk out the drawings tlmt they do 
make, and that they should be obliged* to “ project” for themselves, 
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without the aid ofpopies. Copies are well adapted for the first- 
year class, Init -as they entirely take away all necessity for thought, 
Ithink they.shoiild he discontinued in the 2nd year, and models 
siAstitutc'i- ,, c’ 

“ f have repeatedly observed that when a student has 
finished a drawing, he oftfcn docs not know (except in a general 
wa^' what he has drawn. This cannot possil.dy be tire case 
when models are used. , 

“ The advantages of making a model from a carefully 
considered tj^sign, in other words, of carrying out a design, are 
too well recognized to require comment.” 

Four out of the 17 students composing the class failed to get 
promotion to the second-year olass, and of the other 13 there 
were 6 who passed a creditable examination. Prizes were

A second prize in drawing was given to Haran Chandra 
Bandhyopadliyay, for marked proficiency in this branch as well 
as in matherfiatics. " 

In consequence of the death of Mr. Hill at the commeiice- 
ment of the survey-work of the classes, the supervision of the 
three cfesses devolved upon Mr. Scott. The following is his 
report on the work done by each class:— 

“ The surveying for the first-year cFass commenced on the 
3rd November, 1868, and continued till the 6th February, 1869. 
The •number of parties wj^s’at first 10, but tlie students of the 
10th party worlmd so unsatisfactorily that I was obliged to 
distribute them .amongst other parties after a few days. The 
work donb’, besides ‘the usual preliminary surveys, consisted of 
a chain and compass surVey of For? William, made by each 
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party separately, and a similar survey ofr the «Eden Gardens 
made by the first p'arty, the boundaries .being (fliSckid by nearly 
all the parties. This was undertaken at Jthe request of^he 
Superintending Engineer, Presidency DiVisitfh, d!s ^veral 
changes have been made in the gardens and adjoining grounds 
since last year. Besides this, there was a survey of the wjiple 
maidan from'Chowringhcc Uoad to the ri^or Hughly,,and 
from Esplanade Row to Tolly’s Nalla, tha appro.'cimate area 
of which is two scpiare miles. These surveys were finished 
about Christmas, as I always endeavour to Icaffo the mitire 
mouth of January for levelling. The levelling this year con¬ 
sisted of several trial sections in diffcirent parts of the maidan, a 
trial section by each party rortnd Fort William, and a section 
by each parly from Belati Bungalow in Esplanade Row to a 
point on the banks of Tolly’s Nalla, between Bolvidere and 
Kidderporc bridges. These works were satisfactorily per- 
foruaed, and I am glad to be able to state that although, owing 
to my being engaged with the secom} and third-year classes 
(as will bo explained presently), tljp amount of supervisiop 
exercised by me was less than usual, yet oiu the whole the 
students have taken sufficient interest in their work*to perform 
it to my satisfaction. • 

“ The second and third-year classes proceeded to Ranigaiy 
in the beginning of November, where tlio Jato Mr.^Hill had 
gone for change of air. On the 14th, as he was still unable to 
attend to his work, I, was sdnt up, auchontho 15th I took 
over charge from" him. As it would have*been irai) 0 S 8 ible to 
supervise th6 fi,eld-work of thesg classes At Raniganj whilst 
retaining charge of the first-year ‘students jilso at Calcutta, I 
returned to Calcutta and recommended tha* the second and 
third-year elftsses should be brought «dowi} and a ^ew camp 
formed near Dum-4)um. , Thi? was.done and they began work 
on the 23rd November. ' 56 
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“ The third-year class surveyed, partly by triangulation and 
partly by ti'avelsy, the (?oun{ry from Bailgaria Railway Station 
^'fi'oC^n to Hatkolla Gfhat, a distance of upwards of five miles, 
^heir, survey Was ‘bounded on the cast by the Eastern Bengal 
Railway, and on the west for greater part of the distance 
byjthe Grand Trunk Road, its width being about one mile 
and,the total area therefore about five square'miles. They 
afterwards laid down a portion of a line of Railway intended to 
join the Eastern Bengal Company’s Line with that of the 
Calcutta Milhicipality near Hatkolla Ghat. The whole line 
would have been laid down but for the very dense jungles 
occurring in the middle of its length. Had the work been for a 
projection line of Railway port'ions of this jungle would of 
course have been cut down and the line laid out; but as it was 
only for instruction, and ample open ground, as well as ground 
partially covered with jungle which increases the difficulty of 
the work, was available, I selected such portions as were most 
suitable for instruction, and explained, by laying down the 
entire line on th^^ plan,, the ‘reasons for having selected the 
line in ^the particular course in which I had laid it out. 

“ Both^ thp second and third-year classes had of course to 
perform the levelling that was necessary in the measurement of 
their base lines: I did not think it necessary to have any more 
levellings done by the third-year class, except what was neces_ 
sary for explaining the earth-work calculations of their 
project, but the second-year class made ,trial sections about two 
mUes long, the work of each party serving‘as a check upon the 
accuracy of that of^the other parties. . " 

“ On the whole I have' reason to be very well pleased with 
the way in which all the work has been done, and I hope that 
the plftn&^as produced may show satisfactorily at* the examina¬ 
tions.” 
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It seems likely that* the department ,nex4 session will 
numerically be as Strong as in tire earlier years of the old 
College, but the materials will not "be so good. The Entrance 
Examinations now form the standard fd* £uiray«<ton, and* 
experience shews that it is very difficult to bring candidates up 
to the standard of the Examination foi^a Licence in three years. 
Amongst the <candidates already registered for admission*hext 
session I find a few who have read as far as the standard for 
the First Arts, and I have little doubt that these can be brought 
well up to Licentiate standard in the course of threoryears. -But 
as regards the large majority of those who are joining the 
department, without having undergone any training subsequent 
to their passing the Entrance Hsamination, I think the College 
will do well if they can be turned out with all the qualifica¬ 
tions needed for a good overseer. The present increase in the 
number of students is probably caused by an expectation of a 
largpr demand for overseers, when the various public works 
now projected are begun. The College would signally fail, if it 
could not meet any demand for men of this class. 

Hindu Schood. —The following is the report of the head 
master of the School. • • * 

“ In the last annual report the rolls at the *end of the 
official year shewed an increase of 23 boys. This year^ 
the strength of the School has risen frogi 373 of the pre¬ 
vious year to 443 boys. The largest number of boys that can be 
properly accommodated in this School being 450, the School 
seems to have almost reached its highest poiirt of expansion. 

“ The average daily attendance^ for the sqgsion under* Eeport 
was 322, against 304 of last year. ‘Taking into consideration 
the fact that the increase of 70* boys dates from the commence¬ 
ment of the -fourth quarter of the official ytar, that .is the 
beginning of "the presenj session, the percenfage of absentees 
was far from being so high, as at first sight it appears. 
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“ Classifications* of the boys according to their respective 
castes, an4‘ the sociai position of their parents, are subjoined: 
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“ The fees and fin^ss collected during the year were Enpees 
20,600-8-0, and the expepditul-e was Rupees 19,545-8-0, leaving 
a surplus of .income over expeiidiLure of Rupees 1,055. The 
expendituVe includes a sum of Rupees 1,250 distributed as a 
gratuity "^to the head master and some of tlie assistant teachers, 
pi which Rupees 500 was given to the head master, and sums 
varying^ from Rupees 1*00 to Rupees 40 were awarded to some 
of the pandits and junior masters. 

“ Thirty boys wept up to the Enj,rance Examination, of 
•whom 26 were ‘passed; 13 being plaoed in the first di¬ 
vision, *10 in tl»o second,^ and 3 in the, tllird. Of the 
‘4 unsuccessful pandidatelt, one failed in English, one in 
Mathematics, a»d two in both English, and Mathematics. 
Eleven junior ^chplarships were awarded to this School. Of 
these, 2 were first grade, ^ second grade, and 3 third grade

]?UMBEB OF Pupils, —On tlio 31st Mnrch, 1860, there were 
296 pnpils on the rolls of the Sanskrit College against 295 on 
the. same (ijiy of the preceding year. Of these, 3(5 were in the 
College Department—1 reading for M. A., 11 for B. A., and 
24 for First Arts ; and the remaining 260 were in the School 
Department. • 

A classification of the boys, according to the social position 
of their parents is subjoined :— 
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Fees. —In the* College Department the fee levied from each 


pupil was Kupees 3 a month previous to 'January last, since 
then it hcs be^ increased to Rupees 5. In the School 
Department the holders -of Vernacular gcholarsliips, whoso 
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number was at the enS of the year 23, no fee ; the sons 
of bond /cZe pandits to the number of lQO*pay qt the rate 
of 1 Eupee per mensem; the ptipils*of«the beginner’s class 
pay at the rate of 2 Kiipecs; anjJ sill othcr^piipils atf the “irafe 
of 3 Rupees. The tuition foes collected during the Eaaa- 
cial' year under review amount to IfS. 6,871, against Bs. 6,575 
of the 2 >rcvioue year. • 

University Examinations. —At the last Entrance Efami- 
nation, there were 12 candidates; of whom 7 succeeded in 
passing—4 in the first division, and 3 in the secqpd. Of Jhese 
7, 4 obtained junior scholarships, namely, Khetra Mohan Das, 
a scholarship! of the second grade, and Mathura Nath Bandyo- 
padhyay, Eupendra Nath MnWiyopadhyay, and Gopal Chandra 
Samajjiati, scholarships of the third grade. The other three 
successful candidates were Narendra Kumara Sarvadhikari, 
Mahesa Chandra Bisvasa and Sureudra Nath Mukliyopadhyay. 

Seven students sent up their names for the First Exa¬ 
mination in Arts. Of these, 1 died of cholera two days 
before the Examinatioii commeneed, of the remaining 6, 6 
only attended all the days of the Exaufiuation. Of these 
5, 3 sueceeded in piassing the ordeal, namely,. SiV Nath 
Bhattacharyya, Eainsakha Ghosh, and Braja NRth* De. Siv 
Nath stood 4th in the first division and obtained a senior 
scholarship of the’first grade. The Duff ^Scholarship for pro¬ 
ficiency in languages Avas also awarded to* him. fiamsakha 
was high in the second division and obtained the first senior 
scholarship of the,second Grade. Brafa Nath passed in the 
third division. • 

Three students appeared at tlia last [lamination for the 
Degree of Bachelor of Arts.* Of these one’, namely Biresvar 
Chattopadhyay, passed in the first division with very great 
credit.

’’'Y.wo of the M. A. graduates of the College, .namely Babus 
NiMani Mukhyopadhyay and Nrisinha Chandra Mukhyoi)a- 
dhyay, appeared at the B.x;amiuatiou for the Degree of Bachelor 
of Laws. T|jey both succeeded in passing, Nilmani in the first 
division, Nrisinha Chandradn the second. 

College Examination. —The annual examination of all the 
classes which did not appear at the University E.xaminations 
was held in December and conducted by the officers of the 
College. 

In the junior classes, i e. all the classes from the third class 


in the School Dejiartment downwards, the examinations were 
partly viva 'voce. In the senior classes, i. e. those classes 
which compete for junior apd senior scholarships, namely 
the second class ift the Sbhool Department and the first-year 
blass and third-year class in the College Department, the Exa¬ 
mination *vaa»entirely*conducted by means of written papers. 

The students of the second class in the School Department 
iWiich consisted of two divisions competed for junior scholar- 
Jips. They wer5 examined in translation from Sanskrit into 
English and Bengali, from Bengali into English and Sanskrit 
and from En^..h.inlo Sanskrit and BenoaU, and in Bengaii 
and Saqfknt E„a,.»,riting. The/ were .?«, examined in An 
anbjeols dnnng the gcSlr, both Sanskrit and English. 
The teate^oks A Sanskrit were Mughdhabadha, Sahitya- 
darpana, Sisnpalabadha, Naianihaelmrita, Malatiniadhava Ve- 
nieanhara,iJhnnd.ltoneika, and Kadambari. oqnipreheLding 
Orammar. Bhetono. Poetry; the Dramk, and'kr" The S 
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division read also Daydbhaya. In English'the studies ot the 
first division were Mie Entrance subjects for 1*^9- .The second 
division read Johnson’s Rasselas,* Poelical Reader* No. III., ■ 
Yongo’s Landmarks of History,,Geography,^J’aj:^tnar,*and 
Arithmetic. * 

The first-year and third-year chftses competed for senior 
scholarships. . They were examined in Darsana or ‘Hindu* 
Philosophy, Smriti or Hindu Law, Vyakarana or Sanskrit 
Grammar, Kavya or Sanskrit Prose, Poetry aud the Drama, 
and Alankara or Sanskrit Rhetoric. The text-booijs in the.fir8t- 
year class were Padarthatatvasara,* Blitakshara, Siddantakau- 
mudi, Kadambari, Naishadhacharita, Sakuntala, and Sahitya- 
darpana, and in the third-year class, Tatvakaumudi, Siddhan- 
takaumndi, Kddambari, Naishadhacharita and Vikramorvasi. 
They were also examined in translations from English and 
Saaskrit into Bengali, from Bengali and Sanskrit into English, 
and from English and Bengali into Sanskrit, and in Bengali 
and Sanskrit Essay-writing, as well as in the English subjects 
read during the year. These last for the first-year class were 
the P. A. subjects for 1869 and for the third-year class the 
B. A. subjects for 1870. « * * ’ 

Sanskrit Scholarships. —To give Sdditionfd encourage¬ 
ment to the study of the higher branches of Sanskrit learning, 
the Sanskrit scholhrships have beeir redistributed and threh 
graduate scholarships of the monthly value hi Rs. 50, 35, and 
25 have been established outpf the allowance set apart for the 
College Scholarship's. * * .

PROM THE REPORT OP TIIE PRINCIPAL, De. N. ClfEVERS. 

In the course of last session, which occupied the thirty-fourth 
year of our College’s history, tlie only changes in the constitu¬ 
tion of our staff have been the departure of Dr. Thomas 
Anderson, Professor of Botany, on sick leave, and the 
appointment of Dr. Ewart to the charge of the Sledical out¬ 
door* Dispensary, his chair of Zoology being occupied by Dr. 
John Anderson. 

Four successfid candidates for* the, degree of Bachelor of 
Medicine were entitled to receive their diplomas ivt the Amnual 
Convocation of the University in February Jast.

Nava Kumar Bandyopadhyay. 

And two students, Isiin Chaitdra Ray and Punna Chandra 
Chakravarti, have qualified this year for the same degree. 

Primary CLass.—A t the comnvjncement* of the session, on 
the 15th of June, 18G8, 149 stude'nts, against 139 in the 
previous year, rccomijaenced their studies. In iRldition to these 
83 were admitted and 11 were re-admitted; coosequentlv the full 
strength of this class was ^3 against,233 in 1867 anS 196 and 
194 in the two previous years. 
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The 94 neMy a(>.niitted students, may be classified as follows: 

Nine brought scholarahips from other Oolteges and Schools, 10 
received free presentations, 66 entered the paying cl^s, 5 
entered'“a^. casual otudents, and 4 obtained senior scholarships 
at the First Examination in Medicine and rejoined. 

The number of students removed from this class during the 
year'^was 102. ‘Of these 13 were senior and 9•junior scholar¬ 
ship-holders, 8 ^holarship-holders from other Colleges and 
Schools, 3 free students, 67 paying students, and 2 casual 
students. < 

Consequently the strength of the class, at the end of the 
session, was 141 against 149 in 1868, ami 139, 135, and 139 
in the three preceding years. 

Paying Students. —The statistics of this class of students 
continue to be very favourable, even when we admit the draw¬ 
back that many students quit its ranks, generally it would 
appear, in consequence of the difficulty which their frieuda have 
in maintaining them at the School. 

At the commencement of* the session the strength of this 
class wps 86., To these 75 were added including 7 re-admitted, 
2 scholarohip-holders, and 7 free students, consequently tho 
class attained a strength of 161, against 141 in 1868, 101 in 
^ 1867, and 88 in 1866. 

Of the paying .students 3 obtained junior scholarships, 3 
gained 'free presentations, 7 passed their final examinations, 
and 62 left the College. 

The numbers "of this class remaining in College at the close 
of each session during tho past six years have been 31 in 1864, 
•34 ib 1865, 54 in 1866, 65 in 1867, 86 in 186*8, and the same 
number in the present year. 

Eesdlts op-the University ExAMm;TioNs._Twenty.two 
^udents of thS Primary^ class went up for final examination. 
Of these 2 passed in the first and 19 in the second ’division. 
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The educational histones of the •two gentlemen who have 
passed in the first division are so creditable to their in(\ustry and 
ability that I am desirous to bring them prominently to notice. 

Isan Chandra Ray, Bachelor of,Medicinof studied'in the 
Maharaja’s School and in the Government College at Krish- 
naghur. He passed the University ffintrance Examination in, 
the first division with a scholarship of Rs. 8 per mensem. 
He afterwards passed the First Examinatiop in Arts in the 
second division with another scholarship of 8 Rupees. In 
this College, ho passed the First M. B. Examination, inrthe 
first division, standing first in the general list and obtaining 
the University Exhibition in Anatomy of Rs. 32 per mensem. 
He afterwards gained the College Senior Scholarship of Rs. 12 
monthly. He holds two gold medals and eight certificates of 
Honor. In the last second M. B. Examination, he passed in 
the first division standing first in the general list, and obtain¬ 
ing tjje University Exhibition in Medicine of Rs. 60 per mensem 
tor two years—consequent!}', in mere pecuniary value, his scho¬ 
larships and prizes have aihounted-to very nearly Rupees 3,000. 

Babu Gopal Chandra Gosvami received his ‘preliminary edu¬ 
cation in the Serampore College and passed the University 
Entrance Examination in the second division.. *Du'Ving his 
studies here, he has gained the following prizes : two scholar¬ 
ships of Rs. 8 and* 12 per mensem fespqptively, three gold 
medals, and six certificates of Honor. He stood seconcl in the 
University Honor Examination and took the Exhibition in Sur¬ 
gery with the University lixliibition of Rs. 40 pftr mensem for two 
years. • 

. In the First Examination of the English class there werS 64 
candidates, of whom 2 passed in the First M. J3. Examination 
and 27 in the second division, a considerably better result than 
that of last yean’s E^minatiqn, in which out of 47 Candidates 
only 7 passed; all in the second division. 
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I am happy ;iotice that two of our primary class students 
who, havpi^ VGceived theii* diplomas m Ca’fcutta so lately as last 
year, have Rot had lai’ge opportunity of adding to their know¬ 
ledge in ]faigkind‘ hold vci’y respectable positions on the list of 
candidates for Uer Majesty’s Indian Service who wore success¬ 
ful at the competitive "examination at Chelsea on the 8th of 
February last.' Thirty-eight candidates competed for 20 ap¬ 
pointments. TJppn the list of 20 successful candidates Mr. 
Gupta stands 7th and Mr. Peters 13th. 

Their work of the teachers of the native classes has, as usual, 
been conducted with greal; iceal aud clliciency. 

I have deep gratification in alluding to the Jact that, at the 
recommendation of the Collcgd Council, Government has been 
pleased, in consideration of their long and distinguished services, 
remarkable scientific attainments, and high personal character, 
to confer upon Biibu Earn Narayau Das, teacher of Surgery, 
and U 2 )on Maulvi Tamiz Klian, teacher of Medicine, resiiec- 
tively, the distinguished titles of Eay Bahadur and Khan 
Bahadur, a measure whioh* must fie regarded as conferring 
honor §,like upon this Iiiktitution aud upon its teachers. 

It lias been ascertained that under Muhammadan rule high 
distinctfons .were occasionally conferred upon court iihysicians 
remazkable for their learning and for their services, but Earn 
Narayan Das and,Tamiz Khan are the first medical men who 
have been raised to the dignity of Bahadur since the reign of 

Akbar. • 

• • 

In June last, Sub-Assistant Surgeon, Mir Ashraf Ali, who 
served for many j^pars with great merit as a teacher in the Agra 
Medical College, was a^f^iointcd teacher of Obstetricy as an 
experimental mpeasure. Tliis undertaking proved so successful 
that Government,has been pleased to establish tlie new teacher- 
ship peri?lanently.

MiLiTAnY Class.—T he mimber qE studenfip’of i^iis class who 
resumed their studies at the commeHcemeut of itbe session was 
119, and 44 others were admitted making»the totai strength of 
this class up to 163. 

Of these 26 passed the final examination, 5 being remanded 
students who passed at different period? during last year ; 4 were^ 
transferred to 4110 Nagpore Medical School, 29 left on account 
of irregularity of attendance, misconduct, or voluntary resigna¬ 
tion, and 3 died, leaving at the end of the session, a strength 
of 101. • 

Tlie general conduct of this class "was good.—Staff Serjeant 
Howard di.splayed commendable activity and temper in assist¬ 
ing me in maintaining discipline. 

Bengali Class. —At the opening of the session, 190 students 
resumed their studies in Bengali. Of these 139 were in the 
Vernacular Licentiate class and 51 in the Native Apothe- 
carj^ class. Subsequently, the strength of the Licentiate 
class rose to 232, aud that of the Apothecary class to 95, in 
all 327. ’ • , ’ 

Of the 137 new admissions, 13 of the Licenliatp and ^6 of the 
Apothecary class, 19 in all, were stipend-holders on'»Rs.*5 per 
mensem. Of the Licentiate class, 26 were VernaqtRar'out scho¬ 
larship-holders ; 11 Licentiate and 3 Apothecary class students^ 
in all 14, were free students; dB of the 'Licentiate and 35 of the 
Apothecary class, in all 78 (against 94 in the precedfng year) 
were paying students. 

Of the 327 students, 146 were removed frofh the rolls during 
the year leaving 181, against 190 last year^at the end* of the 
session. Of the 146 removed from the rolls, 11 were stipendia¬ 
ries, 8 out scholarship-holders, *6 free students,,and 121 paying 
students. Of ihese 146 who left, 21 passed their final e^mina- 
tions, 1 was dismissed for njisconduct, 124 disCbntintfed or were 

58 
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inattentive to,thei\ studies,,or failed to pay their schooling fees.

At the final examination,‘there wefe 54 candidates, of whom 
• 21 passc'fi,^4 M^fivei'emanded^or 3 months and 28 rejected for a 
year! 


Of the 21 who passed ih all subjects, 18 were of the Vernacu- 
mr Hcentiato class, 2 of the Native Apothecary class, ar'\l of 
the TS'ative Doctor class. 


At the first examination there were 89 candidates, of whom 
23 passed in*\natomy and 17 in Materia Medica. 

The subject of the preparation of Vernacular Text Books^ 
which was fully entered upon in my last report, has received 
much consideration from the autlroritics. | 

The leading results of the above statement are, that during 
the past session, we had 733 students, against 725 in that pre¬ 
ceding. Of these 63, against 55 in 1868, passed their final 
examinations. 

Of the above 63 passed students, 39 against 26 of last year, 
are well informed Medical men, qualifilbd to treat disease. 

The remainder are Na&ve Doctors qualified to act as ass^ 
tants. * - 

The total %<irength*of our paying classes^^!^been'*^0 against 
297- last year. Of these 161 were ^ the Primary, 113 of 
the Vernacular Licentiflte, and-66^ the‘Native Apothecary 
class. ' / 

The last Annual Report of tW^irector of Public Instruction 
contains a typograiihical error^ which appears to need correction 
here. • ) 

It is there stated (App. A. p. 549) that in‘distributing our 
prizes in 1866 /it should k 1856) Lord Canning expressed 
regret that the education whiih this College* afforded was wholly 
elementarf. This last word ^lould; have bqpn eleemosynary. 
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I need scarcely add that, year by year, the ^Oolle^e contiaues 
progressively to emerge’ more and more from i^a original state 
of absolute dependence upon Government, for pecuniary sup¬ 
port. . , , „ 

The above statistics enable me to state that, in all ‘ res|)ects 
the working of the College during th(? session under report has 
been more successful than in any preceding yeq/f. Reference to 
pi’evious reports will show that this improvement has not been 
at all sudden, but has advanced steadily from year to year as 
the value of the education which we offer has gradiially obtain¬ 
ed the recognition of the public. 

I am happy to announce that Bahu Syama Charan Mallik 
has, with great liberality, promised to confer a gold medal 
annually in this College. The Mallik prize of the present year 
has been awarded by the Council to Banka Bihari Gupta. 

For the most part, the conduct of the College Establishment 
haa*been very praiseworthy. 

Museum. —Our collection has been increased by 162 new 
preparations all of choice* value, ’since the submission of last 
year’s report. 

Dissecting Depabtment.— The number of bodies disseete^ 
during the session was 733. , ’ ’ 

LiBiiAUY. —One hundred and seventy-seven now works in 190 
volumes have been‘added to the Library since last report. 

During the past three or four months, I have undertaken a 
collection of the published writings of all who have been at any 
time officers, graduates, or students of this College. It is 
intended that these works shall be preserved in the iiibrary, 
from which none of them are to be removed without the 
Principal’s special leave. They will thus rpmain together as 
evidence that those who have laboured in this Institution have 
fairly borne their part in^tlje duty of advancing soltence. I do 
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not think th§t rjhave yet*brought together more than half of 
the works, published by men connected with this College, still 
we have already obtained and catalogued 155 separate works in 
•19?volntne8. , 

Hospital.— The total number of patients relieved in the 
Hospital and its Out-door*Dispensaries was 42,665.

Attendance.— The number of students on the rolls on 61st 
March 1869 was 99, being an increase of '2 on the number 
at the corresponding period of last yeai\ The average ^aily 
attendance from the 31st March 1858 to the Slst*March 1869 
was 90, while the average number on the rolls was 102. 

Fees. —The whole amount I'ealized from this source between 
the Slst March, 1868 and the Slst March, 1869 was Rupees 
3,887-1-6. The current expenditure during the same period 
was Rs. 20,700. The monthly cost of educating each student 
was Rs. 16-14-7 ; the cost to Government Rs. 3-11-7.

Eight* failed in English, 1 irf the second language, 
4 in Mathematics, and 1 was absent. 

At the jaxamiimtion for .the Degree of Bachelor of Arts 
there were 19 candidates, of whom only 8 succeeded in 
^yassing. Of these 4 passed in the second division, and 4 
in the third.. Ten failed in English, 1 in the second lan¬ 
guage, 4 in History, 4 in Mathematics and Natural Philosophy, 
3 in Mental and Moral Philosophy, and 5 in Optional Subjects. 

There weiii 2 graduates studying for the Degree of Master 
of Arts, but about the mtddle of the session they entered the 
Presidency College and passed the Examination as students 
from that College. Since the cflmniencement of the University 
Examinations, 177 students of the Free Church Institution 
have passed the Entrance Examination ; 119 the First Ex-arai- 
nation in Arts; 54 the B. A. Examination ; and 5 (exclusive of 
the two mentioned above) the M. A. Examination. * 

Government Scholarshu’s. —One Senior and 10 Junior 
Scholarships were tenable by students in the College Depart¬ 
ment dpring the year. Tlie whole amount drawn from the 
31st March 1868 to^the 31st March 1869 was Eupees 1,399- 
6 - 1 . \ 

, Until about five years ago, the Free Church Institution was 
the only Missioijary Institution in Calcutta which offered to 
students the full training required by the University and given 
in the Presidency (^ollege. Other Missions, perceiving how 
important it was* to afford to their pupijs the opportunity of 
completing their ojlncation ^without going elsewltere, have now 
established College Classes and taken part with ourselves in 
this work. The«Cathedral Mission College has been established 
in connection with the Church Of England’s Mission. The 
General &.ssemt)ly’s Institution has beeu afiftliated to the 
^University; and the Missionaries of the London Missionary 
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Society have opened College Clares in thSir Institution at 
Bhowanipore. These three new Missionary tSpUegos must be 
expected to affect our own attendance* tP some degree in the 
future. The establishment of the|e new Cojleges is no grdhnd. 
for jealousy; still less for slackening our efforts. Seeing* that 
other Missions are pressing forward* in our steps we ought to 
redouble our diligence, and aid still more in the work of India's 
regeneration. * 

School Department. —The School Department consists of 
17 School classes, and 2 Preparatory College cltj^ses. ]ji the 
School Department a plain substantial education in English 
Sanskrit, and Bengali, up to the standard of the University 
Entrance Examination, is communicated. 

Pupils on entering the Institution are classified as nearly as 
possible according to their attainments, and are promoted 
from a lower to a higher class when it is discovered that their 
mit^ds are in advance of the class; and should any boy fall 
behind his class he is transferred to a lower.’ The class 
registers are kept with ’the utnwst precision, the roll being 
called every day to ascertain those present, absent, or late. On 
the first day of every month a new register is matle*up, from ^ 
which is struck off the name of every boy'who has* been absent 
during the preceding month. In this way many receive 
instruction for longer or shorter periods, whose names do noC 
appear in the register at the end of the year. * » 

The University Examinations have, to a great extent, super¬ 
seded the public ones *of former years. * Upwards of a week, 
however, was devoted to private examinations before tire close 
of the session. The whole of the School cTasses were carefully 
examined by Messrs. MacdonaM, Mowat, and*J]ruce in all their 
English studies, and by the Pandit of_thc College Department 
in Sanskrit and Bnpgali. 
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By the University Eatr|nce Examination -the standard of a 
School is jiow ^ete;-mined» Since the* commencement of the 
University there havabeen twelve examinations, at each of which 
■thi^lnstltutionjia# sent up candidates. Out of all the Schools 
which sent up candidates at the Examinations in l8G7 and 
18G8, this Institution stood Gth and 8th respectively on the 
list. •* c

PROM THE REPORT OP THE PRINCIPAL, THE REV. J. BARTON,‘M. A. 

Tlio College staff during the past year has been composed as • 
follows: Rev. J. Barton, Principal; Rov. B. 0. «Stuart r Rev. 
A. P. Neele; Rev. W. Hooper; Mrt W. G. Willson, Professor 
of Mathematics ; Babu J. G. Som, m. a. (Calc.), Assistant 
Lecturer in Philosophy and History ; and Babu K. 0. Banurji, 
Lecturer in Sanscrit. Mr. Stuart’s duties as Secretary to the 
Calcutta Corresponding Committee of the Church Missionary 
Society necessarily leave him but little time for direct Mis- 
sioijary work, and the College therefore is under all the greater 
obligation to him for the readiness and goodwill with which he 
has assisted in the worU of instmction. Throughout the year 
he has lectured the 3rd and 4th year classes m Philosophy and 
Logic, and for more than four months, during Mr. Barton’s, 
absence from Calcutta, he undertook several ad^jifioiml lectures 
in English Literature. In this latter department the College 
also enjoyed, for the first six months of ^he year, the efficient* 
aid of Mr. Charles Miller, Barrister-at-Law; and tHough his 
appointment in July to the post of Police Magistrate for the 
town of Calcutta ccnnpelled him to relinquish his connection 
with the College, he has since on more than one occasionfrender- 
ed most kind and valuable assistance in the College Examina¬ 
tions. ’ * *, 

In Octobeu Mr. * Hooper-left for England, but hjs place 
has since be^n supplied J)y the Rev. C. * Bliumfifm, Ph. D. 
of the University of Berlin, who arrived from England early 
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in November^ and, joined the College Staff at the commence¬ 
ment of th§ present session. ^ Within thb last month the College 
Staff has been still .further strengthened by the accession of 
•Mr. T. l)e^ Bwgln Miller, as additional Professor of English 
Literature and History, besides Iavo additional native Assistant 
Professors, one of Mathematics and the other of Sanskrit. 

The"^ condition of the College during the past year, has been 
in every way satisfactory. The number of students on the rolls, 
as well as the average attendance during 18C8, has been great¬ 
er than in anj'^ previous year, while the number of new students 
admitted into the College during the present session has also 
been larger than in the corresponding period of any former 


year. 

The number of applicants for admission into the 1st year 
class was indeed so large that it was found necessary at one 
time to limit the class to 60, but the

recent accessions to the College Staff 
have since enabled us to divide the class 
into two sections, each of which is lectur¬ 
ed in all subjects separately as though it 


were a distinct class, and the number in 
both sectlon^lias since risen to 73. The present number of 


students on the rolls (March 31st) is 168, as ^iven in the margin. 
29 candidates werQ sent up in December last to the Eirst 
Examination in Arts, of whom 14 passed, 6 in the second 


division, and 8 in the third; aod 16 were sent up in January 
for the B. A. Examination, of whom ,4 passed, 1 in the 


second “division and 3 in the third. The percentage of failures 
in. both Examinations may^ seem large, and so it undoubtedly 
is, ‘but it admits of an easy explanation. _ In the first place. 


nearly §11 the students in each class were allowed to go up for the 


ExaminatiVn, certificates being withheld from. 3 only of the 
First Arts candidates, and from 1 only of those going up for 
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the B. A. The chances*of failure in the ca^‘ of ipany of these 
candidates amounted althost to a certainty ; .and»it wcaild doubt¬ 
less have been more for the credit of* the Gollege had the rule 
been more strictly enforped whiclv erapowcss JJie Principal of • 
any affiliated College to withhold certificates from those 'v^iom 
he considers have little or no chance ?)f passing ; but, however 
just this rule may be, it is not always practicable to enforce it 
rigidly, and such was the case on the present ^occasion. 

Another cause of .the largo proportion of failures in both 
Examinations tliis last year was the largo admixture in^each 
class of failed students. As I have'had occasion to remark in 
former reports, the majority of students who have failed once 
are found to fail again, and tliis mainly because they will not 
as a rule, pay attention to the lectures in any other subjects 
besides those in which they have already failed. Out of the 29 
candidates who went up from this College for the last First 
Exiyniuation in Arts there were IG bond Jide second year 
students and 13 who had failed in one or more previous Exa¬ 
minations ; of the former, 10 passed, or G2 per cent. ; of the 
latter, only 4, or 30 per cent. In ftie B. *A. ^again, out of 
IG candidates, 8 only were bond fide fourth-yeau. students; . 
the remaining 8 were ex-students of the P^^idency and 
other Colleges who had failed at least once, and some twice or 
thrice before. Of * the former class,' 3 ^passed, or 28 per 
cent.; of the latter one only, or 12 per cent. I have little doubt 
that the same is found to be^ the case in other Colleges, and 
I cannot but think that the time has come for the University 

to adopt some effectual measures to check this serious evil, and 

• • • 

remove what must be felt by all to be a blot upon its present 
system. 

I have little doubt myself that thQ real remedy lieg not in 
requiring certfficat^ of projicieocy and more •stridr test exa¬ 
minations, but in raising the Matriculation standard, which will 
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have the effect ofkeeping qpt of our undergraduate classes those 
who are realljE gnfili to enter upon a coarse^ of College studies,, 
' and I rejoice at the 4ecisioh at which the Syndicate has recently 
. arrived,—yw. jjp rMse the minimum pass standard in Mathema¬ 
tics'from ^5 to 33 per cent.,--as undoubtedly a step in the right 
^ direction, and one which' will be, I hope, the precursor of others 
to the same effect. It is no hardship to young- lads of 16 to 
keef) them for another year or two at School, but it is a real 
unkindness to admit to the rank of undergraduates those who, 
with moderate abilities aud fair diligence, aie yet unable in the 
appointed time to master the subjects prescribed for the B. A. 
and intermediate Examinations. If the Entrance standard be 
raised, there will unquestionably be fewer failures in the First 
Arts and B. A. Examinations, aud the affiliated Colleges will- 
be relieved from an incubus which now presses seriously upon 
many of them, and hinders real progress.

This College is attached to the Parental Academic Insti¬ 
tution, a boarding and day-school which was established on the 
1st March, 18^3, by a body of Christian parents who were 
anxious to secure for their children the benefits of a liberal 
education. 

In 1855, a legacy of two lakhs and thirty thouSand ETipees 
was bequeathed to the Institution by the late Captain John 
Doveton. 

Scholarships and Prizes.-ATwo Scholarships, varying in 
value from Ks. 15 to Ks, 25 per month, arc annually given to 
the two students who pass highest in the first division in the 
Entrance Examination or First Examination in Arts. If held 
along with a Government Scholarship, its amount is deducted 
from the above sums. Each Scholarslpp carries with it the 
privilege of free education. 

A gold medal, of the value of Rs. 120, is annually ^iven to 
the best scholar in either the third or foui-t^i-year’s clltss.

the University Examinafions. Thgse students only who were 
successful in their •test* examination v^ere.allqjred to present 
themselves. By this means a few native gtudents, who were a 
mere drag upon the general progress of thqjr ^llow dtudetits, 
were quietly removed. Another cause of this slight decrease 
was the premature death, in the moflth of August last, of our 
much lamented Father Veys. As it was not im our power to 
replace at once this excellent and zealous professor of Mathe¬ 
matics, a few students left to join other establishments. This 
immaterial diminution, I am confident, will be only temporary, 
as we see already that the number of applications for the 
College Department is again on the increase. 

Examinations. —This year the College sent upJ;o the Univer¬ 
sity Examinations 13 candidates only, and 7 of them passed 
successfully, 3 the Entrance Examination, and 3 the First 
Examination in Arts; whilst Elias Younan, the most promising 
stp^lent of the College, distinguished himself in the B. A. 
Degree Examination, and was passed in the first division. 
Besides those successful ‘candidates, we* have to mention under 
this paragraph the success of two oilier stifdents, M. Norman 
and C. Greenwood. During the year under review they had 
been preparing for the Thomason Civil*Engineefing College, 
Kurki, and both of them passed their examination most 
creditably. From the above statement’s it^will be gathered thal 
9 out of 15 candidates were successful in tlieir examination. 
This undoubtedly is a result by no means unsatisfactory,^ 
especially when we bear in mind that out «of 2,281 students, 
who presented themselves to the Calcutta University B«amina- 
tions, 1136 failed ! • 

Scholarships. —Three students, Catchick O^wen Moses, Fran¬

Honors in Physical Science. This scholarship is tenable for 
one yeur in the St. Xavier’s College. 

Ih concluding our annual report, we are happy to record, 
with a feeling of profound gratitude, the kind encouragement 
given to the jnasters and to the boys of St. Xavier’s College by 
His Excellency the late' Viceroy, Baron John Laird Mair 
Lawrence, who most kindly accepted to preside for a portion 
of the evening at the distribution of prizes. We shall never 
forget the deep-felt encouraging words he spoke on that 
occasion in reply to an address, which was read to him by the 
dux of the College, Elias Younan. His Excellency stated that 
he was very much pleased with what he had seen and he-ird 
that evening,* and especially with the feelings of gratitude and 
warm sympathy expressed in the addihss.

The result of the University Examination was very disap¬ 
pointing, and in the case of some of those who failed is 
inexplicable. Throughout the year these students had given 
much satisfaction to their professors, and had passed the test 
examinatioh with credit. But in the University they failed in 
English. We cannot but tbink that if the rules of the Exami¬ 
nation had allowed some consideration to be sliown to those 
who fail only by one dr two marks, in English, and if the 
revision of the papers by the examiner, '^hich such a plan 
would suggest, had been undertaken, a different xesulf, in the. 
case of these students, would have followed. Two others, by no 
means their superiors, passed in English, but failed iii Mathe¬ 
matics. The student who passed in all Bie subjects received a 
second grade senior scholarship, and stood 17th in tlie list.

The attahiments of the third-year students being pretty well 
known, they were not subjected to a special examination. 

Sixteen candidates underwent the B. A. Examination; of 
these, 5 only were successful; 3 were in the second division, 
and 2 in the tliird. Of the 11 who failed, 8 were plucked in 
English, 3 in the second language, 4 in History, G in Mathematics, 

4 in Mental and Moral Science and 7 in the optional subjects. 

In the em-ly part of the session, a‘prize of Rupees 20, was 
offered by Rajah Purnendra Deb Ray, to the third-year 
students, for the best Essay on “ Tlie Spirit of Bhuddism and 
the cause which led to its downfall in Hindustan.” Pour very 
fair Essays were sept in. The subject is difficult, and one in 
which mucli^ originality could not be expected, consequently 
; the essays wore more or less made up of extracts from books on 
the subject. Abdid Khalik’s was consufered the best, and to 
him the j^rize was awarded. 

Durga Charan Laha’s graduate scholarship was awarded to 
Mahendra Chandra Mitra who is reading jfor Honors in Mental , 
and IMforal Science,

Examination fob the M. A. Degbeb. —Three, graduates of 
this College "^ere candidates for Honors inJUathematic# at this 
Examination, and two of them sueceeded in passing in the 
third division. * * • 

Examination fob the B.- A. Degb?e. —Only 5 candidates 
went up to this Ex;p,minatiojj from Dacca. Four of^them were 
fourth-y6Sr students 'and the other was an ex-student of the 
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College. Foik opt of the 6 were'successful, 1 being placed 
in the first/division, 2 in the second, and 1 iii the third. 

First ExAminatio5n in Arts. —The second-year students 
were subjected to tfie usual test e.xaniination, and 27 of them 
were allowed to compete^ at the First Arts Examination. 
The majority of them were, however, very unfortunate. Only 
9 in all were successful. Of the others 16 failed in English, 
6 in the second language, 2 in History, 7 in Mathematics, 
3 in Mental Science. This unfavoui’able result must be attri¬ 
buted 'to the Original inequality of the students when they were 
admitted after passing the Entrance Examination, and in some 
degree to the size of the first and second-year classes which for 
several years have been too large to be taught efficiently as single 
classes.

—The vacancy‘occasioned‘by the death of 
Professor Masters in March, 1868, and tempprarily provided for 
in the person of Babu Beni Madhav M. A.,*was ^nally filled 
just before’the close of tHb session by the appointment of Mr. 
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E. Letlibridgp,'M. .A., of Exeter College, Oxford who entered 
upon his duties on the 21st'November last. 

Examinations. —Eive candidates went up to the B. A. Exa¬ 
mination, and caB. were successful. Three of them, viz. 
Chandra Kanta Sen, Sri Gopal Chattopadhyay and Saaibhu- 
shanSarkar, distinguishel themselves greatly by the positions 
they sefeured for'themselves in the first division, a distinction all 
the ^eater when it,is considered that tlie division contains only 
14 names, of which 7 belonged to the Presidency College, leaving 
thus only 7 te be shared by all other Colleges whether under 
Government control or riot. The 4th candidate Hari Pra- 
sanna Mukhyopadhyay passed in the second division, and the re¬ 
maining one in the third. 

The second-year class containing 27 boys furnished 26 
candidates for the First Examination in Arts. As in the case 


above, the result inay be pronounced most satisfactory. Fifteen 

of the entire number passed, 2 in the first division which <jon" 

tained but 12 names, of which the Presidency laid claim to 4 ; 5 

in the second division; and 8 in the 3'rd.

remaining 2 had leave granted them, on sufRci^ cause. The 
9 candidates present acquitted them'selve^ yery creditably. 

The scholars, of whom there qre 7 In Jhig class, wer^ till • 
deemed deserving of retaining their scholarships for* the 
ensuing year. 

The first-year class sent up 21 boys for examination out of a 
class of 29, 7 were prevented by sickness from appearing, ‘and 
'•1 was absent without leave. The results are‘such as to 
indicate acquirements much above the average, 1\, of the can¬ 
didates having gained more than a moiety of the marks, tind as 
many as 18 above J. The most successful examination appears 
to have been in Sanskrit, and the least so in Mathematics. 

The 13 junior .scholarships enjoyed by this class were all 
considered to be fairly retainable by those who held them. 

Law Department. —The progress of this department during 
thq year, both in point of number and of .mai-ked success in the 
Public Examinations, will bear ^jomparison with * that of the 
larger general department. They appear to advance pari passu, 
as the annexed report of the Professor fully *shews. It should 
bo premised that at the close of the previous year 1867-68*, 
the total number of students was 36.

Five candidates ^appeared at the Bachelor’s* Exajnination, of 
whom four were successful in obtaining the Degrees, and only 
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one, who labourdfl Gnder ^eat disadvantages, failed. Four 
candidates, \ig for tlje senior grade lUeadership^ but the 
Examinatioi\ having^ been ‘quashed, they will be subjected to a 
. frei^ ordeal during, the ISth^and 16th of the present month. 
As the students composing the second-year Law class had to 
prepare themselves for the B. A. Degree, they were not 
examined towards the end of the session, but tlioy shewed fair 
progress during the year, as otlrer examinations which they 
underwent from time to time clearly testified. The first-year 
Law class wafl examined by me in Jurisprudence, and a portion 
of the Law of Evidence (tlie subjects taught to the class during 
the year) and the result of the Examination was satisfactory,” 
The fees, &c., collected in the .course of the past year, amount 
to Es. 2,367-13-9, against Rs. 1,292-9-3 of the preceding year, 
shewing the very large increase of Rs. 1,075-4-6.

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Attendance.— The average percentage o^attebdance in this 
department during*the Session was 82’22. . • • j 

i The Libbakt. —Besides 438 pamphlets and publications of 
Ivarious kinds, chiefly received fi;om y6ur»ofiice, the library 
Inow contains 4704 volumes, of the original v^lue of Ks. 22,500. 
PThe additions made during the past year to the existing stock 
I is 223 volumes, at a cost of Rs. 1,200, less an inconsiflerable 
iamonnt expended on the rebinding or repairing of those fhat 
had suffered most from use. This is an item, however, which 
will grow sensibly from year to year as the booksJsecome older 
and the demands made upon them multiply under the cSnstant 
growth of the Institution in each of its three departments, but 
more especially in its College classes. It would be superfluous, 
after so lengthened an experience, to notice the great value 
attached by the boys in general to the privilege of free access 
to the Library shelves, and to the eagerness they display in 
turping the advantages they enjoy to full account. But con¬ 
sidering the incessant handling they undergo, the bulk of the 
books may, I think, be pronounccd'to be in very good condition. 

Philosophical Instruments. —SorJe of tliesp instruments, 
such as the Barometer, the Air Pump, and the Theodolite, are 
out of order, but can be repaired at a trifling cost. The 
Apparatus generally is in good and serviceable order. Other 
instruments, however, and some figure ^models are greatly 
needed, which I trust may be supplied in the course of the 
present year. 

Building. —As less than two years has elapsed since the last 
general repairs’ were effected, verj little ^as been needed in 
the way of repair in the year now reviewed. There is, hois^ever, 
one source of expense which shews ftself periodically every cold 
season. I allude to the flooring of the class-rooms, &c., which 
is no sooner renew(id than it begins to give wsiy an^ wear into 

63 
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holes, and whlct i)eside8 entailing expense is productive of 
great inconjvenieice and interruption to the studies, by dislodg¬ 
ing classes from their.rooms for sometimes weeks together, and 
by ?he noise whidh fs inseparable from the labours of the 
workmen. But I trust that when the next season for repairs 
comes I'ound, the substitution of the artificial granite now so 
extensively and advantageously employed elsewhere, for the 
present unsatisfactory coating of Surki, will for ever put an 
end to this hitherto constantly recurring annoyance and evil. 

Coi/LBGiATr School. —The causes wliich operate against the 
rapid and. full development of this department, have been so 
frequently described or alluded to in previous reports, that it is 
not necessary to revert to them jon this occasion. But bearing 
them in mind, it is matter for congratulation to find that 
though thus checked the numbers do yet increase from year to 
year. The total number of students in the 31st March, 1868, 
was 219.. In the past year, ending the Slst March, it was 227, 
thus marking a gain of 8 pupils. 

The average percentage of attendarfce for the year was 80-43.

The Eesult of the.last-B. A. .Exatninations is not satisfactory, 

only 2 of 9 c^ndidhtes haviqg succeeded. This is very unfor¬ 
tunate, especially as the fitness of the candidates, was tested by 
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departmental examinations,* It is some consolation that 3 failed 
in one subject only. * 

The result of the First Arts Examination is more encoura¬ 
ging ; though even here more .than onn* good student* was" 
plucked. From a class of 28, 22 were sent up, and if were 
passed, 4 failing in one subject only.* 

The Examination of the first and third-year under-gTaduates 
was conducted as usual by the officers of |,he College. At the 
time there was a frightful amount of sickness, wliich seriously, 
affected the attendance at this Examination. The retention of 
scholarships was recommended rathbr on the general Vork of 
the year than on the results of an Examination so thinly 
attended. Those who were able to appear acquitted themselves 
creditably. 

Never, since I came here, have I known so much fever and 
cholera to prevail. At one time the medical officer of the 
Qollege told me that he feared a largo number of the Entrance 
and First Arts candidates, though they had paid their fees, 
would be unable to undergo tlte Examination, as they were 
prostrated with sickness. This anticipation was not realized; 
for the very natural unwillingness of students to lose the chance 
of passing and without an effort to give up money»and prospects, 
induced all to attend. But several in the Examination liajl 
were evidently quite unfit for the roeffial ^exertion they were 
making and their impaired health almost insured failure. 
Berhampore is notoriously mihealthy; but its unhealthiness, 
since the breaking up *of the last rains* hns been remarkable 
even for Berhampore: This state of tjiings indocds me to 
repeat the remark I made in my first report as Priircipal of 
the College: “ Much allowance ’must be made for the short¬ 
comings of aducation in this district, until it *can follpw in the 
wake of sanatory improvements not more imperatively necessary 
anywhere than here.”

The total cost of the department has been Es, 2,400, The 


income from fees, Bs. 2,082. As there is no grant from 
Governrpent, the deficiency of Es. 318 is'made up from the 
general surplus of thd Institution. The actual cost, therefore, of 
each student’s education is 11 annas per month, reckoned on the 
average number during the year. 


Four students went up for the Degree of Bachelor in Law and 
one for a Licfense. Three of the forrner were passed: -a very 
satisfactory result. 
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There have been periodical exanjinatiods o1 the classes during 
the year, which Pleaderghip caMicJates have* ^l§o bfen required 
to undergo. The examinations are designed to^sdcure greater 
and more regular attention to their La^ studies than,* it i^ 
feared, is usually given by University students uiftil theSr final 
year. In the case of Pleadership cafldidates, they are especially 
intended to ‘practice them in the kind of ordeal they ^ill have 
to pass hereafter. 

CoLLEOiATE ScHooL.—Two junior classes of the School 
Department were broken up in consequence of great decrease 
in the number of students. Thi& was expected in tmy last 
report from the establishment of a cheap Mission School at 
Khugra, about a mile from, us, but in the very heart of the 
native Town. Some of those who left us have come back 
again; and others, except very young lads, will, I dare say, 
follow, when the novelty of the thing wears away. Meanwhile 
^e have sustained no little injury both numerically and finan¬ 
cially. The number on the rolls on the 31st ultimo, was 208 
against 303 of the pifevious year, find the amount of fees 
realized Ks. 5,809-11 against Rs. 7JB71-7. • Hence the average 
cost to Government of each pupil’s education i§ RS. *5-4-7 or 
Rs. 2-3-4 in excess of last year’s cost.

Qutp^h class 48 lads, ssbjeated to three test 
examinations during the* latter half of the year, I sent up 31 
lo the University Igntfance Exarnination, of whom 16 were 
passed? Of the rest, 9 failed in one subject only. Compara¬ 
tively satisfactory though 'chis result be, it falls short of what 
the year?s labors 'ed me to anticipate. 

Tbs annual School examination was conducted as heretofore, 
and on the whole shewed creditable results. 

Scholarships. —There were 2 Senior and 6 Junior Scholar¬ 
ships ain arded in January last to the students of this College, 
on the results of the University First Arts and Entrance 
Examinations. 

General Cost. —The charges on audited bills, inclusive of 
extraordinary Grants amount to Es. 52,171-3-10 to credit of 
which is the sum of Es. 12,157-13-6, realized from fees and 
fines. The actual cost therefore to Government of this College 
in all its Departments is Es, 40,013-6-4 or less than the 
Government Grant by Es; 5,749-9-8. 

Library. —The Library, has had 450 volumes added to it, 
exclusive df G^overnment publications, and is very fairly resorted 
to. A new,ca1;iilogue cS the books in alphabetical order has 
been prepared for the press. 

' College Building. —The building is not yet completed, but 
it is likely that by the end of the month it will be, except the 
enclosing wall and the lightning conductors, the estimates for 
which have not yet been passed by Goverdment. It is desirable 
that the v'flll.ghould be erected before we entedthe building. 

A turret clock ordered .from England through Messrs. 
Cooke and Kelvey* has been put up. A donation of Eupees 
1,000 towards its “Cost was given some year& ago,by the late

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Forfy-five stiident&are reading Sanskrit and 19 Arabic. Of the 
32 students tyho-fjrmdhe fir^-year’s class lO j)assed in Bengali, 
14 in Urdu, end only 8 in one of the classical languages. 
Thus ^ students have joined the College without a previous 
knowledge of Sanskrit or Arabic. They will, I am afraid, find 
it very difficult to acquire such a proficiency in either of these 
languag(js, as will enable them to pass an examination after a 
study of only two years. They will certainly compete for scho- 
terships at a great disadvantage. 

Fees.« —The'-fees were increased on the 1st of January from 
Rupees 3-8 to Rupees 5 in each class. The collections through¬ 
out the year amounted to Rupees 2,303-8-0.

' The total expenditure of the year has bden Rupees 28,363, 
against Rupees 25;400 for the year preceding. The cost of 
educating each pupil has been considerably reduced by increased 
numbers paying higher rates. The total cost of each student 
monthly .h^ii^j^een Rupees 53-5-land the co§t to ‘ Government 
Rupees, 49-0-1, Last year the cost to Government was returned 
at Rs. 61-6-5. I fully anticipate there will be such a reduction 
of cost for the current year as will bring us to the general level 
of the other Colle^eh of the Presidency. In November the 
students of the first-year’s class were examined by thfe College 
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staff, and, the results being favorable, all.who'bad scholarships 
were allowed to retaifl them. 'Samda PrasadUNiyo^i was unable 
to attend the examination in consequence of a severe illness 
which interrupted his attendanpe for'twa* naonths, but Raving 
made satisfactory progress white attending he was alfowed to 
retain his stipend like the othdrs. The third-year’s class 
consisted only of 5 students, none of whom-held scliolarships. 
It was not subjected to any special examination, as the merits 
of each student were well known from the results of examin%- 
tions held regularly throughout the year. All,were promoted 
to the fourth-year’s class, which at present cons^ts of 8 
students. 

All the students of the second-year’s class, 12 in number, 
went up to the First Arts Examination and 8 were passed— 
one in the first division, 3 in the second, and 4 in the third. 
Hari Har Nath won high distinction in this Exaznination. He 
gtood second in the list of passed candidates, and fell short of 
the highest place only by one mark. In Mathematics he was 
bracketed equal with dnother candidate at the head of the list, 
and gained thereby a moiety of <fae of tlTe Duff scholarships. 
He was awarded also a first grade senior scholarship*. Third 
gi’ade scholarships wer.e awarded to Bhagavati QWaran’Mitraand 
Sheo Pratap. Of the rejected candidates, 1 failed in English, 
4 in the second* language, and 3 in Mathematics. It may 
here be noted that in the returns issued by the Registrar, the 
College appears as having ^ent up 13 candidates of whoi^ 5 
failed, but a private‘student to whom* I gave a certificate was 
erroneously reckdned among candidates sent frozeJils^ College. 

Six candidates (from a class of 7) went up to the B. A. 
Examination. Three' were* passed ip tKp second division, 
Dvaraka Ng,th Bhattacharyya, Navin Chandta Bandyopadhyay, 
and Nil Madhab Ray. One. of the candizjptes was turned out 
for copying on the 4th day of tfie Examination.* The failures 
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were 3 in English, 3. in Matkematics, and one in the optional 
subject. t; ' • 

It is but fair to the C«?llege to state that the failed candidates 
Were not its regukir'<3?M»iwi, hut students who had joined it A 
few months before the examination. 

The College sent up for the first time a candidate for Honors 
in Arts dnd the M. A. Degree. This was Kailas Chandra 
Bandybpadhyay, B. A,, who was examined in Philosophy, and 
passed in the second class. 

At present »» candidate is reading for Honors with a view 
to appear at next Examination, but 5 are reading Mathematics 
with Mr. Ewbank for the Examination of 1871. Three of 
these are students belonging to the^third-year’s class.

“ The Law Department comprised, as. before, ‘two principal 
branches, whereof one consisted of pupils, who mean? to‘ 
qualify themselves for the University Law Examinations, the 
other of those who meant to prepare for the Pleadership Exami¬ 
nation. 

“ The course of instruction in the former.extended over fhree 
years agreeably to the regulations of the Calcutta* University,' 
while in the latter it extended over two years only. 

“ The number of pupils on the rolls of the Law Department 
on the 31st March, 1869, was 51, of whom 31 were qualifying 
for the Pleadership Examination. 

“ Lectures during the year under notice were, as before, framed 
in conformity with the scheme laid down by the Director of Public 
Instruction in his letter, dated the 23rd July, 1866. There 
were three separate courses of lectures delivered sipiultaneously, 
two of them relating to subjects common to both the University 
and Pleadership classes and attended conjointly by' students 
belonging to both of them; the fLird treating of. subjects* 
peculiar to the University classes, and inconsequence ^.ttended 
exclusively by students attached to them. 

“ At the close of the last academical session, there were 6 
pupils in the third-year University class, but as most of them 
were candidates for degrees or Honors in Arts, they could not 
as a matter of course, compete an the University Law Exami¬ 
nation held in Janpry last. Only one studenl, viz., Siv Ohtodra 
Bandyopadhyay. appeared from, the P^tna C<3iISge"^in that 
Examination. He acquitted him^lf with credit, being’first in 
the list of passed candidates. 

“In the Pleadership Exhmination-for .the current year, 7 
candidates have presented^themselvps from tllb Pa^a College.” 
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School Department. —The number of pupils on the rolls 
of this department on the ^Ist March ^as 842. The number 
on the corresponding day of the previous year was 435, showing 
a lar^e decreaseof«93.' This is entirely to be attributed to the 
introduction in January last of a higher scale of schooling 
fees. ■ I certainly did not anticipate that the increase would 
have cafUsed so' many to withdraw, for the rhtes are still 
modSrate, and, I believe, quite within the means of the parents. 
..The great majority of those who left, joined the Normal School 
where the scheoling fees are lower. 

University Examination '—From the Entrance class which in 
November had 10 pupils on its I’olls, 7 were allowed to appear 
at the Entrance Examination. «All passed, one in the first 
division, 4 in the second and 2 in the third. 

The following gained scholarships;

One student of the College who failed in our test examina¬ 
tion procured^ ^ certificate in some ii’regnlar manner, and was 
passed in the third division as a private student. 

Fees and Fines .—The total amount realized from these 
sources is returned at Rupees 6,715-11-3, against Rupees 
Q.111-15-3 of the previous year, being an increase of Rupees 
603-12-0. The total expenditure amounted to Rupees 25,199- 
13-0._ Th^it+al cost of educating each pupil was Rupees 5-8-4, 
and the cost to Government Rupees 4-0-9 against Rupees 3-9-0 
of the previous year. The total of income from College, School, 
and Law Departments ^ throughout the year amounted to 
Rupees 12,069-3-3: against Rupees 9,798-1573 of the previous 
year. Notwiiihstanding the numerous “ withdrawals 'Of ' pupils 
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the income has been improved ^by'the raising of the rates, as 
is shown by a coiAparfson of the ifcollections ^ftriife the first 
quarter of this year with the collections* made ift the corres¬ 
ponding quarter of last year. 

Collected from 423 pupils in Januarj^, February 
and March of 1868, Kupees ... 1,724 14 0 

Collected from 334 pupils in January, February 
and March of 1869, Kupees ... 1,933 2* 6 

Increase Rupees, ‘ 208^* 4 6' 
Had no reduction taken place in the number of the pupils, 
the fees would this year almost suffice to cover one-half of the 
outlay. Of the 342 pupils on*the rolls at the end of the year 
81 or very nearly one-fourth were Muhammadans. Last year 
they numbered 99, but the relative proportion has scarcely varied. 
The social position of the parents is under-noted. 

Xemindars 95, Merchants 39, Professional persons 41. 
Government servants 107, Shop-keepers 30, Othei’s 30. 

The classes were examined in l^ovember the members of 
the College Staff and the senior masters. The repoiats^of the 
examiners are on the whole favorable. 

The classes for oriental* languages have been reotgahized and 
the practice of translating from the classical languages into the. 
Vernaculars has been encouraged. Arabic is studied by 94 
pupils, Sanskrit by 85, Urdu by 175, and Hindi, the language 
of the Province, by 139^* Some unsatisfactory text books inp 
Reading, History, Geography and other subjects were discarded 
at the beginning,of the session, and better oaes we:^‘'Substituted. 

The Branch School in the,city has an attendance ol 106 
pupils. The master at present in charge is Babu Bansi Lai, 
who teaches ttie 6th class. " When visiting the School I find 

* The highest" marSs in Anfbic both in the Entrance First Arts 
Examination were gained by ^atna College students. 
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the classes aiwajsi in ord&’. School house was repaired 

last year, the 6odt bein^f defv’ayed from a fund which had been 
collected for the purpose some years ago. This fund is now 
nearly exhausted/and the Committee, accordingly, intend to 
make an application through you to the Local Government for 
an order directing that repaii’S for the future be executed by 
the Public Works Department. During the months when the 
repairs were in progress the classes were accommodated in a 
large house which the owner Saiyid Shamsul Huda, a Muham- 
madali^gentltman, kindly gave the use of gratis. It gives me 
much pleasure to acknowledge hero this very serviceable 
liberality. I would here also tender my thanks to Baba 
Gangadhar Ghosh and Babu Krishna Chandra Ghosh, who at 
the distribution of prizes in December offered each a silver 
medal, one to be given to the Entrance candidate passing with 
highest marks in English, and the other to the candidate with 
highest marlcs in Sanskrit. The English medal was gained by 
W. C. Phillips and the Sanskrit by Mahendra Nath Bandyo- 
padhyay. 

College Building. —The Committee in September last drew 
the attention of the Local Government to the unsuitableness of 
the pre^dnt ‘building for the purposes of a College, and urged 
the necessity of immediate measures being taken for erecting 
new and more suitable premises. The Government in its reply 
enquired whether the Committee would accept the building as 
’it stands in lieu of thp Rupees 40,000, yrhich Government bound 
itself to give as a supplement to the locgl subscription of the 
same amount. The Committee gladly accepted this offer, being 
of opinion that Ahe building with an outlay upon it of Rupees 
40,000 for alterations and additions would make a very hand¬ 
some and commodioas edifice. Meantime the Superintending 
Engineer qf the* District has ‘been requested to submit plans 
and estimates for altering and adding to the building in accor- 
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dance with suggestions mad^ by the^Committge, amd.it is to be 
hoped that no unnecessary delay wijfl be^ interfused Jto prevent 
active operations being soon begun. 

Libeaby. —The number of volumes added "during the^ year 
was 189. . The old and useless books^ of which you sanctioned 
the sale, realized Rupees 171-15-9, a larger sum than it was 
thought they would bring. A considerable addition has been 
made to the stock of Law books by the expenditure of*the 
special grant of Rupees 200 which you sanctioned in your letter 
No. 2307, dated 19th May, 1868. The scientific instalments 
ordered from Berlin have been despatched and their early 
arrival is expected. 

In conclusion I must express the great gratification and 
pleasure afforded to myself and all connected with the College 
by the visit paid to it by His Honor, the Lieutenant-Governor, 
in the course of his tour through the Province in August last.

To make up the deficiency felt in the staff of teachers owing 
to the 'increase of the number of students on the rolls of the 
Anglo-5*ersian Department, four additional teachers were 
appointed in April 1868 on salaries Dupees 100, 50, 35, and 25 
respectively, debitable to the Schooling Fee Fund. 

Arabic Department. —In May last when, the annual exa¬ 
mination took place, this department contained 82 students 
divided into five classes containing respectively 15, 16, 16, 19, 
16. The first and second classes read, as usual, the senior 
scholarship course and the third and fourth the junior scholar¬ 
ship. The course of studies for the last or fifth class, was as 
follows, Nafhat-ul-yemanV Qalyubi, Hidayatul Noho and Fasul 
Akbari. The annual scholarship examination was held on the 
19th<20th aia,d 21st J&ay, 1868. The. fifth class was examined 
by Maulvi Muhammad Wiyih and the result of the examina¬ 
tion is most satisfactory. 

The attendance of the Professors and students has been 
Regular, and the conduct of the (ast good. 

College Department. —This department in December last, 
when 1iiiv'.p.T!.nual examination took place, contained 4 under¬ 
graduate students, divided* into two classes. In English 
Literature, Philc^ophy and History, the classes were examined 
by J. Sime, Esqt, B. A., late Principal of the Doyeton College, 
and in Mathematics by Professpr Pirie of the same Institution, 
extracts fro&i whose reports* are herewith appended^-* ‘

- Mr. Sime remarks: “ I dso examined tl]« Fifst Arfei under-

graduates and they acquitted thenvselves remaslrablj well. In 
conclusion, I may say that Professor Bloahmann’^able superin¬ 
tendence is stamped everywhere.” 

Professor Pirie reports : “ College second-year’s class. The 
2 students in this class answei’ed ^e questions of the paper 
I set for thern with much accuracy and gave evidence of careful 
training in theory as well as in practice. 

“ First-year’s class. In this there were also 2 indents, but* 
these answered correctly every question I set •themj^* and I 
consider their proficiency in the parts of Mathematics they 
professed as very high indeed.” 

Anglo-Pkrsian Department. —The first class of this de¬ 
partment contained in November last 12 students, of whom 
8 were sent up to the last Entrance Examination, 6 candidates 
passed the Examination successfully. 

Annual Class Examination. —The other classes of this 
department were examined in English by Mr. Sime ; in Mathe¬ 
matics by Professor Pirie ; in Arabic and Persian by'Professor 
Blochmann ; in Bengali by Pandit iJali Pa&a .Surm^, ^pandit* 
of the College, Fort William, and jn Urdu* by, Maulvi 
Kabir-uddin Ahmad, Eesident Munshi, Calcutta ’Madrasah, 
extracts from whose reports are herewith annexed. , 

Mr. Sime reports—“ On the 5th and ^th of December last, T 
examined all the classes of the Anglo-Persian Deparfanent of the 
Calcutta Madrasah in English, •History, and Geography (except 
the Entrance Class which had been sent up to the University 
Examination), and I have much pleasure in repoxiing* a very 
satisfactory result.” 

Professor Pirie i^arks—‘'In’class discipline, as well as in 
acquirement^ I found a marked improvement since, 1866, in 
which year I had the hpnour to^ examine* the same classes. 
Another point worthy of general remark was the greater display 
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of that spirit of eihijlation, ■which may be called esprit de classe, 
and, conse()ueRtly, tlie almost total abshnce*of that listlessness 
so characteristic of the, toys in the former examination. 

“ I consider thsCt the teaching in the Madrasah, as a -whole, 
is of a very high order of excellence, and I am con^dent that 
the results will bear comparison with those of any other College 
in India’.” 

Professor Blochntann observes—“ The boys of the uppe? 
classes (second, third, and fourth) did well in Arabic and 
Persian. They had evidently received, in the course of the 
year, auniform teaching. ‘The boys of the third class had 
learnt too little Arabic; I expected them to have gone over 
Tacrif. In the fourth class, 6 boys did badly; the others did 
equally well in Arabic and Persian.” " 

“ The boys of the lower classes did not acquit themselves 
well. This is partly due to the change in masters which took 
place during last year.” 

Pandit Kali Pada Surma remarks—“ The boys on the whole 
acquitted'* themselves to my 'satisfaction, with the exception of 
the third and sixth classHs, which were somewhat deficient in 
translation and spelling respectively, but very well up in reading 
and parsing.” *>, 

Maulvi Kabir-uddin Ahmad reports—“ On the whole, I 
consider the result of the examination to be very satisfactory.” 

Libraey., —Many valuable and new works have been pur- 
c)iased this year also for the Library, and it is in good order. 

To enable the ^'boS^s to compete for junior scholarships, 
SanskrifttEtd*.Arabic have been introduced into the curriculum 
of studies. At the end of .March last 20 boys were studying 
Sanskrit and 1 Arabic. 

At the end of the year under review, there were 14 Hindu 
lads on the rolls against 5 in the preceding year.

Instaiices having come under the notice of Government, in 
No._2326, dated 6th April, which Magistrates of districts have read 

the Circular Orders of Government 
noted on the margin as cancelling those 
of 7th July, 1865, No. 4271, and giving them power to purchase 
furniture for Circuit Houses, and to let these buildings, on their 
own authority, to residents of tho station, to the exclusion of 
those officers who have a right to their use when Ravelling on 
duty, I am directed to inform you that, with a view to prevent 
any future misconeeption of this nature, the Lieutenant-Gover¬ 
nor has be^n pleased to lay down the following Rules on the 
subject of Circuit Houses :— 

I.—Ciicuit Houses are primarily intended to accommodate 
Commissioners and Judges on circuit. The other officers, 
named in the list annexed, are also privileged to occupy them 
free of charge when travelling on duty, .but no officer is entitled 
J;o take up his residence in a Circuit House at the station which 
is his head-quarters, except after obtaining sanction to his 
doing so in ,the manner described below. 

9 II.—Circuit Houses are und(ir the immediate charge of the 

e • • • ^ 

Magistrates of the districts in which thby are situated, and the 
Magistrates avo responsible for their propel maintenance, and 
for the* observance of the rul<38 regarding them. “ 

III.—The rents received from the casual occupants of Circuit 
Houses, and the' pasturage fees and other proceeds from the 
grounds, are to ha formed into a local fund, to which shall bo 
charged, as ‘^far as it will allow, all expenditure that taay be 
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incurred by Magistrates for ♦keeping the HopsesUnd grounds in 
proper order, and maintaiUing the furniture an^ ♦equipments. 

IV. —Magistrates have nothing to db .with the,repairs to the 
buildings, which, under the orders.of the'Piiblic Works Depart¬ 
ment, anqpxed to the Circular* of this Department dateS 29th 
June last, will be attended to by the Executive Engineers of 
that Department. 

V. —As great difficulty is often experienced by new comers 
in obtaining house accommodation at some stations* the Govern¬ 
ment has no objection to the temporary occupiition of ♦Circuit 
Houses in such cases, on payment of rent, but no arrangement 
shall be made for letting out any part of a Circuit House 
without the sanction of the Cpramissioner of the Division, who 
will carefully bear in mind, and give effect to the principle 
that the accommodation and convenience of Officers entitled to 
the use of the building is the first consideration. It must be 
m^de a well understood and special condition with every person 
who may be allowed to occupy a Circuit House on any terms 
for his own convenience* that hc''must distinctly undertake to 
provide accommodation for officers ^vho ar5 entitled to it, on • 
the shortest notice, and at whatever inconvenience to himself, 
when such officers make .short visits to out statipos. ♦ He must 
also be prepared to vacate the Circuit House when the Com¬ 
missioner or any other authorized officer wishes to pay -a 
prolonged visit, bringing his office, <fec,, with him. , 

VI. —It being an object that residents of stations should 
occupy Circuit Houses ’only so long as th’ey are really unable to 
procure adequate ‘accommodation elsewhere, the I’enf to be 
charged to such persons should be fixed at least 10 per cent, 
higher than the rent paid for similar accommodation at the 
station ; the. same* principle will be. applied when, resident 
officers are allowed to occupy portions only ohCircuit Houses.

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VII.—In ftli lii^tCers connected wi'th Circuit Houses, the 
Magistrates ara pridor the control of the Commissioner, as much 
as they are in all othei; Branches of their executive charge. 

2. Should it rbp, found that thg permission now accorded to 
the occasional accommodation of residents in Circipt Houses 
cannot in practice be exercised without interfering with the 
right of officers for whom the use of the Circuit House is 
intended, the Lieutenant-Governor will be reluctantly compelled 
to withdraw the permission.

the bill personally for payment, attach th'ereto a life certificate signed by a 
Covenanted Civil Se!vant, or an, officer exercising magisterial powers. 
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II. —If the salary be drawn thotogh an agent, siiclk agenl^Tnust be formally 

authorised in that behalf, ’and must execaite a gi>ataiy:ep to» refund over* 
payments. • ^ * 

III. —When the salary bill is drawn, as in the cj^se of ministerial oSicers 
by the head of the department or office, the drawer*of the bill will »be held 
primarily responsible for any overcharge, ^nd no other security will be 
necessary.

The order of the Government of India in the Financial De¬ 
partment, No. 2703, dated the 29th September, 1868, allowing 
Uncovenanted Officers to draw full pay during absence on 
privilege leave, and authorizing the acting allowances due to 
their substitutes to be paffi out of the general revenues, having 
conferred so great a boon on the serv^e, it is»very desirable that 
it should not be in any way abused. I am,*therefore, to re¬ 
quest that your special attention may be*directed to the* restric¬ 
tions laid down by the subsequent order of the l^th December, 
which directs that ‘•whenever privilege leave is granted, arrange¬ 
ments should, if possible, be made for*the performance of the 
absentee’s work without extra charge to the State, because it was 
by no means inlended, when the Eesolutien Qf the 29th Septem¬ 
ber, 1868 watf passed, that on every occasion of an Uncovenant¬ 
ed Servant being allowed pr^ifegb Jeave, S. substitute should be 
formally appointed to act for Mm.’’ 

2. The only way in which this restrictioft will be fairly and 
fully acted up to, is by seeing that no substitute is ordiiferily ap¬ 
pointed for a mere clerk, or a minifeterial officer irhen absent 
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on privilege l«ave, ^but that his duties are discharged by the 
remainder oj the office or the^establishment tofwhich he belongs. 
It is only when an offl.ce is really too weak to admit of such an 
arrangement, that'abting appointments will be justifiable. The 
Lieutenant-Governor desires that this rule may be* carefully 
observed by you, and by all heads of offices subordinate to you.

3. The .Secretary of State will be addressed with a view to 
suitable arrangements being made for the reception and super¬ 
vision of the young men on their arrival in England.

Each 
candidate, to whom a Scholarship should be ^awarded,‘would be 
required to proceed to England within a reasonable, period 
from the date of his nomination, and to »eside therh for a period 
of three years, unless compelled to i-eturn sooncr’liy ifl-health. 

Each scholar w»uld receive the sum of £150 for passage 
money and outfit on leaving India, and a similar sum payable 
within one month before his actual return to India, nf he should 
complete the full period of tWee years’ ^residence, or be com¬ 
pelled by sickne^p to return before the completion ^ of such 
period. 

It is intended to reserve* tio the* Icholars the power o? select¬ 
ing, once for all, the course of stu3y to be fol^pwed by them in 
Great Britafh. Each scholar would be required* to bind 
himself by a ‘writfen engagemefit to> submit to suc^ Kegulations 
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as may from'(imp»to time‘be framed by tlic Secretary ef State 
for India for tire gnidancesof the scholars, in respect i>f the 
Educational Institutions in connection with wliich their studies 
' are to Jbe pursued,' aVid in respect of the mauuor in which they 
are to be connected with such institutions. 

The object of the Government in creating these Scholarships 
is not only to afford to the students facilities for obtaining a 
University decree, and for passing the competitive examiinatioa 
i-or admission into the Indian Civil Service, })ut also to enable 
them tb/D purstie! the study of the Law or Medicine or Civil 
Engineering, and otherwise to prepare themselves for the 
exercise of a liberal profession. 

Every scholar who, not being disabled by sickness, failed to 
complete a residence of three years in Great Britain, or who 
might be guilty of gross misconduct, or disregard of the rules 
prescribed for his guidance, would, at the discretion of Her 
Majesty’s Secretary of State for India, forfeit his Scholarship, 
and further be liable to refund the sum of £150 drawn by him 
as outfit and passage money. 

The Gqvernoii-Genoral ik Council is of opinion that, consider¬ 
ing the present state „of education in India and the general 
condition of '■the people, it is not advisable to award the 
Scholarships wholly upon the principle of open competition. 

•It is of great social and political importance to give to the 
sons of native gentlemen of rank and position a larger share of 
the advantages now offered than they would be likely to obtain 
under such a systeih. 

In Madras, Bombay, and .Lower Bengal, one Scholarship 
would be annually awarded on the principle of competition. 
For. the remaining sjx Scholarships, the Local Governments and 
Administrations would nominate persons ^hom they may con¬ 
sider to be duly qualified. , In both cases, the awards would be 
made under regulations to be framed by the Local Govern-

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your‘letter, No. 
3481, dated 15th July, forwarding aCesolutfon.of the^Governor- 
General in Council regarding the estaji^lishment ‘of a jnumber 
of Scholarships for natives of India to be held condition of 
residence in Great Britain, and requesting my opinion on tlif 
arrangements to be made for the award.of these Scholarships.. 

2. In Lower Bengal, two such Scholarships are Ip be awarded 
annually, and.it is proposed* that one of these shall be thrown 
open to public competition,, and that the ‘other shall be filled 
by a person selected and nominated by th^ Lieutenant-fJovernor. 
I am not certain that the*reasoift given for restricting public 
competition to me of the two Scholarships have any great 
weight in referenceTto the state-of things gxisting in the Lower 
Provinces, and I think it doubtful whetlwr the Lieutenant- 
Governor’ will be abl€f to find eligible candidates of the class 
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intended, to wlioin the pecantary advantages offered would be so 
attractive t««induce them to visit' England and reside 
there for the 'specifiedcterm of three years, when they were not 
otherwise prepared to adopt «such a course of education. On 
this point, however, His Honor is no doubt better informed than 
I can be, and I would therefore only suggest that it should be 
distinctly understood that it is left optional with him at any 
thne* to thi’ow open- the second Scholarship to competition in 
the same manner as the first. There is obviously nothing in 
the Go^e/’nmeivt Eesolution to prevent the adoption of such a 
course, and I am inclined to think that in these Provinces it will 
be found the most suitable arrangement. 

3. As regards the manner ia which the competition shall 
be conducted, it has been urged by the Principal of the Presi¬ 
dency College and other Educational ofiicers whoso opinions I 
have consulted, that a special examination should be held for 
these valu 3 .ble prizes, open to undergraduate students at the end 
of their third year, that is to say, at the end of one year after 
they haveTpassed the First Examination in Arts. It is argued 
that the students would improve more at that stage of their 
education by an additional year in a College in India than they 
would in the same time in England ; and that by this arrange- 
paent they would be in a better position for profiting by the 
advantages that will be, opened to them for pursuing a more 
advanced coui’se of study in England than if the Scholarships 
w>are awarded a year earlier on the results of the- First Exami¬ 
nation in Arts as" suggested by the Government of India. 
There is no doubt foyce in th^ argument, but considering that 
the maximum age ^or admission to the Civil Service Examina¬ 
tion is 22, and that the maximum age of the competitors for 
the Scho.larships tia§ been fixed at*20, witH reference no doubt 
to the limit laid "down ip. the Eules for the Civil Service 
Examination, and considering that under existing r^ulations 
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the average age of candidates at tbfe First’ ^rts 'Examination is 
probably nearer W than 18, I ajti on the wii»le ^‘disposed to’ 
recommend that for the present at leas't, we should allow the 
competition to be decided by the Birst Exaalwation in ArtS as 
suggested,in the 4th para, of Mr. Bayley’s communication. 

4. Instead however of offering the Scholarships to the 
candidates who pass this Examination, in order of merit, it 
would be expedient to require as in the casp of other Scholar¬ 
ships, that special application should be made to this Depart* 
ment for permission to compete at least a rfaont|i * before 
the Examination, by every student who wishes to become a 
candidate; and that each candidate should furnish at the same 
time the prescribed certificates of qualification together with a 
guarantee that if elected he will accept the Scholarship and will 
embark for England within a given time or whenever called 
upon to do so by the Government. The Scholarships available 
should then be awarded to such of these candidates, being 
otherwise eligible, as attain the highest number of marks in the 
Examination. 

5. If this arrangement is adopted^ it will not, however, bo

Examination in Arts, I have the ^liouor to poiTit oulc, that for 
the present year, it will bo impossible to make the arrangement 
you suggest, as the First Arts Examination begins on the 30th 
November, and applications from candidates for the new Scho¬ 
larships are admissible up to 1st December. The candidates 
for these Scholarships might, however, bo examined simulta¬ 
neously with the B. A. candidates on 28lh December either by 
n»ans of the B. A. questions or by separate ])aperi!!, as you may 
deem best. In the latteir case, the jeducational staff of the 
Presidency might bo requested to prepare papers. 


Letter from the Director of Puhlic Instruction, to Secretarg to 
the Government <f Bengal, (No. 4022, dated 2-lth November, 
1868.) 

In reply to your No. 5144, dated27th October, I hikve the honor 
to state that hajring made a reference to^ the Kegistrar of tire 
University, I find it is quite im[)ossiblo on this occasion to admit 
outside candidates for the new gcholar-ships tb the ensuing 
First Examination in Arts, ^ince tfiat Examyiation commences 
on the 30th November, while the'lst December is the last day 
fixed by Government for the submission of the applications of 
candidates for the Scholarships. This is fionclusive against 
the suggestion made by the Lieutenant-Governor as. far as 
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regards the. pfeseut>year; but I wo'hld further point out, that if 
other than iFirsff Arts candidates are to be admitted to the 
competition fdi: Scholarships, it would hardly bo fair to them 
that the awg.rd shbhld be m?ide on the results of an Examina¬ 
tion in subjects which the First Arts candidates have carefully 
worked itp during the two preceding years. If the First Arts 
Examination is to be made the test for the award of the Scho¬ 
larships, I ayn of opinion that none but First Arts candidates 
should be allowed to compete for them. I see no good reason, 
however,for {Jutting this restriction on the admission of candi¬ 
dates, and therefore on reconsideration, I would recommend that 
a Special Scholarship Examination bo held annually, open to 
every under-graduate of the University, subject only to the 
conditions laid down by the Government of India in regard to 
age, health, and character. 

2 . At any i-ate it is necessary that a separate Examination 
should be held this year to determine the first election, and for 
this I propose the following arrangen:cnts :— 

I. That the Examination be held on the 6th, 7th, and 8th of 
January, .1869, .being the' Wednesday, Thiutiday, and Friday in 
the week following that fixed for the annual Examination for 
the B. A. Ibe^ifce. 

^ II. That the subjects.of Examination shall be— 

‘English Literature, prose and poetry, two papers. 

Mathematics, pure and mixed, two papers. 

“ History, England and India, including Geography, one paper. 

Mentg,! and Moral Science, one paper. 

III. That 1 be ^powered to request thq Syndicate of the 

University to appoint six '’Examiners conduct the Examina¬ 
tion. „ 

IV. That each oandidate be required to pay a fee of Ks. 20 

for admissiop to ttfe Examination. " ' ‘ 

3. If these proposals are approved^ it will be desirable that 
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an official notification on tlie subject shoufibe published in the 
next Gazette.

1. Ge'iiertil. —The nu'nber of colleges anti scliools 
receiving aid from Government is shown in the jiro- 
sent report to be 3.985, and the nulnber of pupils in * 
those schools 162,674, These figures show an increase 
over those of the previous'year of 574 and 17,532 
respectively. 

2. The following table gives the comparative 
results of the two last years’ operations, and indicates a 
satisfactory rate of progress :—

3. The returns of the year ab sumiji^rijed in tlio 
tables which belong to this part of the report exhibit 
an increase of*12 institutions and 1,128 pupils in 
colleges and schools receiving allowances from the 
State, of 186 schools and 6,485 pupils in grant-in-aid 
institutions,, and of 376 ’schools ^and 9,909 pupils in 
schools otherwise aided. The incrchse, as noted, is 
chiefly perceptfble in vernaq,alar scliools’of the 
and lower classes.

4. Scho(iS receiving no ,aid from Government ' 
amount to aud bear on their rolls the names of 
62,876 pupijs. The*figures'Utider both these heads 
shouB a consideigatbte fajling off from the similar 
return of the previous year, but 4t would appear from 
explanations given in othe report of the Inspeetor of 
Schools in the central division, which.are?generally 
applicable to the whole department, that, as regards 
' prn^ate institutions which do not receive aid from the 
State, whether subject to inspection or not, the fluc- 
tuatiods of increase and? decrease are more apparent 
than real, "inasmuch ah there is nothing to enforce 
the submission of returns at aU from such places, and 
what is conceded in one year as a matter of favor is 
withheld in the next witholit the assignment of any 
reason. When so much uncertainty prevails, it is a 
question for consideration whether the inclusion of 
tnis class of schools in the statistical returns of schools 
might not • with advantage be omitted altogether. 
The grand total of pupils reoelyjng educatior^ t f-j^s far 
as the returns of the’department in the Lower Pro¬ 
vinces show, iS" 215,550, or only ^ per cent, of the 
roughly "estimated popdlation of 40 i^lions. Accept¬ 
ing, howqv^r, this “as the deduotiop. from the bare 
figures which the report contains and which standing 
“by itself is far from satisfactory, it cannot be over¬ 
looked? in estimating the results of educational work 
in the Lower Provinces, that such a calculation 
gives a very imperfect idea of the real extent of 
education in thirf part of the coimlry. The particular 
cases mentioned by Mr. ^Woodrow in his divisional 
report* of the six imaided and “uninspeoted schools in 
‘Calcutta, of the numerous ’small elementary schools 
under Baboo BhoOdeb Mokhopady^ and of the many 
uninspected sohpols maintained by native’gentlemen, 
none of which are raeutiohed %a the Bengal educa¬ 
tional, reports, are si^cient to show that education is 
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not restricted to the small prpportion of the popular 
tion which the figures of jthe irepoi;t would indicate. 
The list of the unaided sphools Calcutta and its 
environs educating up to a. Jiigh sfapdard, and em¬ 
ploying a large staff'of teachers, presepls a marked 
indication of educational progrera” vfhich, independent 
though it may be o^ Government support, deserves to 
be noticed in any review in which the state of educa¬ 
tion in* the country comes to be examined, and 
especially at a time when the expansion of Mucation 
by Government agency is limited by financial exigency. • 
6. Income and expendiiure .—^The aggregate ’in¬ 
crease of expenditure drfring the j^ar hds been 
Bs. 2,09,376, of which the State furnished Bs. 95,564, 
and Bs. 1,13,812 came from private sources. The 
increase in the year chargeable upon the general reyei 
nues is found mainly m €he additional cost of direction 
and inspection to the amount of Bs. 9,762, and in 
extension of private aided schools of the lower classes 
to the aggregate amount of Rs. 41,118. The rem«in- 
’ing increase is generally spread over schools and insti¬ 
tutions of all classes, including female schools both 
European and native, yiie total expenditijre from 
the general revenues and from localrfunds for native 
female education in the year is a pleg^ing sign of 
extension in a branch of educatibn wl\p|e,^very step 
in advance is a great gain.

total expenditure for the year was* Rs. 29,5J.,500 of 
which Bs. 17,54,990 were qpntribnted from the general 
revenues,and«B8.11,96,473 from private funds: Thus 
the proportion of the total expenditure borne by 
private persons, >lias increased fr^ 39-48 per cent, 
in 1867-68 tp*40-53 per. cent. Apd the poportion 
of the increase of ex'penditure contributea by 
persons is 64-40 per cent. Thn average cost pf e|oh 
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jupil to the State is anpas 10-4 iess than that of l^st 
|rear, the figures .being jfespectively Us. 10-12-7 aud 
Rs. 11-6-11 for i868-09 and ia67-68. 

6 . The'cefioarks contained in the-resolution of 
Government .last yeg.fr regardirfg the fallacy of the 
comparison between the outlay on education and the 
revenues of thePBengal province^, seem not to have 
been noticed by the Director of Public Instrufition. 
It is needless again to explain, the unsoundneSs of the 
comparison, but it is requested that the Director of 
Public Instruction'will in future either omit all such 
cor&parisons or endeavour to secure right results by 
figures fehowin^ the proj)oHion which the gross expen¬ 
diture in eddcation bears to the gross and to the actual 
revenues of these Provinces. 

7. The total receipts from fees are Us. 6,69,830, 
an increase of Us. 68,294 Wer the collections of 
1867-68, and the expenditure from fees is Us.6,60,037. 
These results show an actual surplus to Government 
of‘Us. 9,793 and a consideration of the statement 
containing the figures for the 4st five years points to* 
a healthy progress in the receipts from fees. It 
would have been satisfactory^to have had a record of

9. * It is observed that while the aided private 
schools have maintained their percentage of successful 
candidates for the university entrance examination, 
m«., 1867-68, 4s8’4 per cent., 1868*69,48’5, in unaided 
schools the percentage has fallen from 45"4 to 40‘7. 
The same remark applies tb the examijiationS for the 
junior scholarships, where finaided schools returned 
only nineteen successful pupils against twenty-six 
in the previous year. In the first examination for 
arts, the figures are much more favorable to unaided 
institutions, showing seven successful pupils out of 
only ten competitors.

11. Ooverpment CoWc^ca.-*-The number of under¬ 
graduates attendingthe Goyernment colleges aflUiated 
to the euniversity in arts was at the close of the 
year 923, which is an inerease of 103 over the figures 
of the preceding year. The monthly average, how¬ 
ever, on the rolls was only 801, an increase of 78 as 
against that average in 1867-68. Except at the 
Hodghly and Berhampore colleges and the Calcutta 
Madrissa, the oStatement bf attendance for general 
education Shews steady, "though in some cases very 
slight increase during the last five years. In the 
case of the Hooghly college it is noticed that the 
, numbers are only one in exce:^s of those for 1866 and 
28 less than for last year. This would seem to indi¬ 
cate an unsatisfactory state of affairs at that college. 

1ft. At Berhampore there is also a falling off, the 
numbers of no later year being equal to those shown 
for 1866. 

13. The figures given in the table, at page 24 of 
the repoftj representing the social classification of the 
undergraduate students in all colleges are in four of 
the column^ iucorredt in the totals. »The returns as 
corrected would seem' to show that those who are and 
hdve been in* Government employ and the classes 
enjoying-independent incomes’, are those who chiefly 
avail themselves of the benefit of" these institutions 
for the education of their sons. The subject has been 
under consideratidh during the year under review, 
with especial refcrenpe to suggestions ftom the Go¬ 
vernment of India, to lessen the cost of tbe Presidency 
college to the Government by imposing- a larger 
proportion of thee expense on the students by raising 
the scale of tuition, fees. The remarks of, the Princi¬ 
pal of the Presidency college, which are recorded in 
the,26t4 page of the report,, would seem to establish 
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on data which he has very carefully examined, that, 
as a rule, very few of the slAi^entfe in the Presidency 
college belong to* the wedTthy classes, and it is pro¬ 
bable that ■^tlu the* safne careful examination of 
statistics in other places in'connection*n^th the social 
position and incomes of the parents Snd gu^dians 
of students in colleges, a similar <?ori^:lusion would be 
arrived at. This, however,, would be at the expense 
of showing^that the classification list of social distinc¬ 
tions appended to the present report is inaccurate; 
and to prevent all doubt on a point which has led to 
considerable discussion as to the policy of Govern¬ 
ment in such matters, it* is very desirable^ in the 
Lieutenant-Governor’s opinion, to aim .at a greater 
degree of accuracy in the preparation of these returns 
for all colleges. 

14. The following is a comparative statement of 
the expenditure in Government colleges for general ‘ 
education in the last two years :—

It is difficjilt to understanji the principle upon which 
the Director. h ^^3 calculated the <^verage charge per 
annum of eacji ^udent in Government colleges to the 
general revenues and to local funds respectively. It 
would’appear th|tt while all charges on account of the 
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Gowliatty school are excluded, t^ie'students at the 
school are allcfwed to *8^11 the numbers on the rolls 
in calculating, the oost pdir annunf of each student. 
Clearly they should find no’plade in,the‘computation, 
arid excluding *tfie e’igUt scliolq.rs> on the‘rolls of that 
schoolt it is fo\ind th^ the total cost per annum for 
each stjUdent, Bs.* <J61,* of which two-thirds, or 
Rs. 241, is home by .the State. Making similar 
deductions of the numbers on the rolls (^f the Gow- 
hatty andr Cuttack schools it? 1867-68, it is seen that 
the total average cost of each student during that 
year was also Rs. 361, of which Rs. 246 was borne 
by the.State and the remainder by local funds. 
There has .thus been a reduction of Rs. 4 only in the 
annual charge on the general revenues for each pupil, 
and not Rs. 8 as the Director would accept as the 
result of the year’s operation.*^ Explanation ought to 
* have been given as regards the Dacca college, where 
though the number of students in the two years was 
the^ame (116), the expenditure this year, both from 
Government and from other sources, was largely in 
excess of the preceding, enhatfcing the cost of each 
student in the year from Rs. 283 to Rs. 319. In Ber- 
hainpore? with an increase in ’the number of students 
and a eonsec^uent larger* accession of fees, the cost 
of each student has^^ been raised from Rs. 459 to 
Rs. 496. Tht? cost to Government in tlie Patna college, 
though large,ds diminished since last year. It is pro- 
o bable th^t the increase in the expense of the Dacca 
and Berharapore colleges is in a great measure attri- 
. buyable to the increased salaries drawn by tfie officers of 
the department un»dei’ the sanctioned graduated scale. 

16. Tire Lieutenant-Governor is glact to notice the 
successful opening df th© Chittagong ^igh School, 
.which appears for the fir^t time in the report under 
that designation. ^. 

16. Aided College^. —^There'is a-small increase in 
the number of students at the edd of the year on the 
rolls of these six private colleges, aud_^though subject 



to some flucttiatianis Jq intermediate years, the aggre¬ 
gate numbers in show ^totai increase of 36 per 
cent, over those for 1866* ••The ayerage monthly 
attendance, however, is less by seveq thah Jt was last 
year. The chief decreq^ses are€ound*at 1dm $fee Church 
and General Assembly’s* collegeli^jHrhiJie the Cathedral 
Mission college shows signs«of very ioticeable progress. 
The Ligutenant-Governor observes tHtt the nionthly 
fee at e^ch of the last natndd institutions as well as 
in the London Mission* college has been raised from 
lls, 4 to B/S. 6 during the year. 

17. The average cost to the State of each student 

has increased in these colleges from lls. 63 to^lls.*66 
per annum. , • 

18. Colleges for Special JEducation.—The Lieute¬ 

nant-Governor regards with much satisfaction the 
general success of the, law schools, which, taken 
together, give a considerable surplus to Government. 
The classes at Cuttack and Chittagong have only 
recently been established, but there is no reason why 
^the Kishnagur and Berhampore law d’epartmfnts 
’should not bo entirely self-supporting. ‘The subjects 
with which these classes are connected have speml 
attractions for the natives, and the inference is rather 
of deficiencies on the lecture’s part*w,hen tjie classes 
are not well attended. ^ . 

19. The Medical college English KJ^^sses do not 
show sjich satisfactory results. ‘The cost to GoVeri^- 
ment is very heavy, bujt the Lieutenanl-Governor is 
willing.to accept Dr. Chevers’ eltplanation ‘“that the 
“ college continued progressively to emerge mjre 
“ and more'from it^ original state of absolute depen- 
“ dence upon Gcrvernment for pecuniary support,” and 
that the workmg of the coU^e during *1116 last session 
was more 9u(*cessful tlTqn in any preceding yeifr. His 
Honor has* perused with much interest the Account 
given of -the* e^hicational succes| "Of Babpos Isan 
Chandra ^ai«nd Goppl Chandra Ghessami, and notices

of the college heia very respec^aHe pbsitions iu the 
list of candidates.for ^er Majesty’s Indian Medical 
Service in the eoijaphtitwre examinations at Chelsea 
during last year;,* JDr.

20. Civil Engineering Clauds .—The moftthly average 
6f students attending this class is shown to be seventy- 
five, an increase of twenty-three over the numbers 
for last year. This incfease is attributed to the 
great extension which "sras at the time being made 
to public works throughout India. Doubtless a very 
large majority of those attending can never be brought 
up to the licentiate standard- but, as shown by the 
principal, the college will be doing its work for the 
time if it meets all demands for good, sound, and 
practical overseers in a special and difficult branch 
of 'education. j 

^21. School of Art .—^The Lieutenant-Governor re¬ 
grets that no further .notice has been taken of this 
school beyond a short paragraph of six lines in the 
body of the Diijector’s report. The Lieutenant-Gover¬ 
nor would have beeij glad if place had been found 
for some •appount of the work dono, u'hich is pro¬ 
nounced by the Director to be excellent, and some 
description given of the class of natives who seek the 
benefits of the training in technical education, which 
thjs school is designed to supply. 

22. Normal Schools for Teachers .—^The report 
presents no marked feature under this head beyond a 
fair decrease in the cost ofocach student, consequent 
upon a fair incre^ise in the nujtnber on the rolls. 

The 'Arabic madrussahs both at Calcutta and 
Hooglily „have been recently the adbject -of special 
inquiry, which will probably result in considepble 
changes. 
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_ 23. Oov^rnnient *€ehoolSt There are 276 

Government schoojs, of are for boys, and 

one IS for girls. There, are 22,136 boys attending these 
schools, and girls. In.l867-6S the.expenditure 
on these schools was Shewn to be Es. ?,*87,333 from 
the general revenues, and Jls. 2^5^44 from fees, &c. 
In the year under consideration,-Es! 2-,91,299 have 
been* dISrawn from the general revenues for Govern¬ 
ment school^ of all clas|es for boys, and Es. 2,46,820 
from fees and endowments.' But the total average 
cost for each pupil has decreased from Es. 27 to*26,' 
and this has been reduced entirely from the contribu¬ 
tions of the State. Th^ Lieutenant-Govdrnor is 
unable to follow tlie DirectoV’s conclusibn, that the 
annual cost of each student in the higher class Eng¬ 
lish schools has decreased from Es. 47 to 45, and that 
accordingly more than lialf the expenditure in these 
schools is provided for by local funds. It appears 
from the table at page 46 of the report that the total 
cost under this head for each student is Es. 47, 4 ind 
mot I^s. 45; and accordingly the cost to the State will 
be Es. 24, and not Eg.* 22 : thus leaving the greatibr 
part of the charge upon the general revenues. Tlio 
middle class English schools are ttiose winch are 
really most expensive to the ^tate, and t^e reason for 
this is found in ^le fact that so mJlny mqre bpys attend 
the higher class English schools than \hoso of tho 
middle class, and because fees at the former arc ill 
excess of those demanded at the* latter. , 

24. Aided Sohsols. —The total State, expenditure 

on private schools receiving aid from the Governmeht 
has increased byjl#. 62,691, and Ihefnumher of pupils 
by 16,279; the average cost halving, very 'slightly 
decreased. • statements show a certain amount of 
progress. . * » 

25. The statement giving a comparison of results 
in Governmqpl ^ded and unaide^ schoofe of tho 
bigh»r clafes is interesiing and, as might hp expected. 
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shows that both in ,th^'number o# students who passed 
in the entrance eisaminafipn, and qf those who gained 
scholarships, 'ihe -success qf tlje Government schools 
was most ih^rked!. .* * . 

26, The grant-in;aid systeni was virtually on its 
trial throughout tlje'i'^ear, and the Lieutenant-Gover¬ 
nor, in’his reSoiation upon last yea^s report, expressed 
“ his hope that continued attention would be given 
to this vjsry important question.” At the time sug¬ 
gestions were made by which modifications in the 
‘existing system*might be introduced, having in view 
th5 principle of establishing a gradation of powers 
in the‘control and management of schools, to be 
extended or “limited as ‘the local educational officers 
might deem advisable. In suggesting to the Director 
the form in which a change, j)ressed in many influen¬ 
tial quarters, might be adopted, with a view to define 
the duties and responsibilities of school managers, 
and to bind them more closely to the due performance 
of 'their engagements, it was stated that the Lieute- 
nant-Goveriior was willing to defer any definite action 
umil the Director was prepared to submit such recom¬ 
mendations as seemed prop.er after the rules which 
had beei\ lately amended should have had a fair trial. 
The Lieutenant-Governor has failed to discover in the 
Director’s p|egent report any referei^ce to the subject 
of the proposed dlteration, though his divisional 
subordinates have again pronainently noticed the diffi¬ 
culties connected with the efficient administration of 
the grant-inraid system. Mr. Woodrow, the inspector 
of schools in the ceptral division, has, in<^pages 41-47 
of appqpdix A, brought to light' many facts which 
bear upon the<>question; apd has expressed the opinion 
that though the grant^in-aid rules have given an 
immense spur to superior education both in English 
and the^ vernacular,, they are nqff suited to small 
schools.* Mr. Clarke, in the south-east division, is 
altogether o averse to tke gradt-in-aid system^ and 
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would substitute a System in Vbich payments should 
be made according to rejml/s;* and’ he gives the 
substance of the views of all of hig'deputy inspectors, 
which present a remarkable unanimity pf opinion as 
to the bad management and* the immbmllty which - 
the present system engen^dcrs. «** In Mr! Porterjs note, 
accompanying Mr» Bellett’s report, ijt iaacknawledged 
that the grant-in-aid system has proved a failure; 
and Mf. Pgdlon, in the ^north-west division, condemns 
it as “not calculated to promote the education .of 
the people in Behar,” 

27. A perusal of the detailed reiparks made by, 
the inspectors and deputy-inspectors mi the subject 
satisfies the Lieutenant-Governor that some definite 
reform should be attempted. The concurrent opinion 
of those best acquainted with the practical every-day^ 
operation of the present rules is sufficient to prove* 
that as it stands the system is neither in the interest of 
education nor good for the morals of the peoplg, and 
^ tha5 it should be clianged. Until this is done, Govern¬ 
ment will continuejn* numerous cases to pay sura/far 
in excess of the proportion which it has laid down 
should be contributed* by the State. Exempting in 
very backward localities, where earli^ help is perhaps . 
necessary, a system of rewards according to iecured 
progress appears to commend itself to ftrase who have 
given attentien to the practical application of the rules 
now in force for grants-in-aid,.and who hayo a right* 
to speak with authority upon the subject. Such a prin¬ 
ciple is avwwedly advooated by Mr. Clarke, and isf evi¬ 
dently not distasteful to Mr. Woedrow, for he would 
adopt it for girls’ schools. Without definitely acoep- 
tin" a proposition which* woifld effect so .radical a 
chancre in existing practipe, the Lieutenant,Governor 
is of opinion that much good migh^ be effected by some 
alteration ip.thd present prodedtire, and the Dir^tor 
should Understand It to Tie the Lieutenant-Governor s 
wish that the guggestions made in the resolution on 
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his report for 1867-68/^and theS subject generally 
should receive his Mm^di^te attention. 

28. Female, 'F^y^catioh.—A. review of the reports 
of the inspectp^s^and of the remarkscof Director 
upon this mo^t important Isranch" of education, seems 
to sho"^ that ‘real pr&gress and improvement have 
been very inconsicferable during the year. It would 
appear that while the ^lumbers of girls attending 
schools have moderajtely increased, the instruction 
imparted is*generally very apaftietically received, and 
that »o real good,is secured by the teaching. It is 
unsatisfactory to find that out of the girls attending 
^.schools scarcely one-fourth can read books of the 
simplest chara^er, and there is no doubt that much 
remains to be done to render the efforts of Govern¬ 
ment more successful in promoting the education of 
the women of the country. Mr. Woodrow’s remarks 
upon the subject are very disheartening, revealing 
as they do the indifference of managers of schools to 
this ftart of their duties, which results in irregularity 
of attendance in most instances, and in a very im^er- 
fecfl^ystem of instruction and ap utter absence of 
discipline where attendance is secured. The sugges¬ 
tion of paying the. teachers at girls* schools by the 
results of their‘labours, *and that for that purpose 
they should furnish monthly progress reports to the 
deputy inspectors, is one to which the' Director’s atten¬ 
tion should be given. Mr. Bellett and Mr. Martin do 
mot noticQ the subject in the extracts given from 
their reports beyond showing the numbers attending 
and'the cost of girls* schools.*. Mr. Clarke^ like Mr. 
Woodrow, gives a cdefilorable accottti|^.9f the apathy 
and opposition of all classes to the education of their 
daughters, and suggells tbaf ohe-half of the Govern¬ 
ment schools noW’kept up to promote education in 
backward places s|iould bo reserved .for. girls. Mr. 
[Fallon advocates special grants for the sjipply of sim¬ 
ple models and works of ifiteirest, diy which he would 
impart knowledge rather than by teaching letters. 
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29. The •Lieutettant-Govesnof would be glad to 
receive from the Director sjane definite comment on 
these suggestions,‘and would'Willingly. entertain, sub¬ 
ject to financial considerations, any Scheme for giving 
a real impulse to female edtmation whibh may appear 
feasible and practical. ’It seems, to . the Lieutenant- 
Governor quite clear that thedmportance oftemale 
education is not understood or realized By the* people 
of this part of the country, add many instances are on 
record in the pages of the present report to .show that 
with the national habits of the people as regard}^ tfie. 
exclusion of women, and with the strong caste pre¬ 
judices which still prevail, time and patience are re¬ 
quired to popularize female jeducation'^d enlist the 
good-will of the people in the cause. The expedient 
occasionally suggested of giving a pecuniary value 
to female education is unsatisfactory in principle and 
difficult of application. The zenana agencies by 
which education is brought to the homes of natives 
appear to present the most effective measures in-this 

^dire^ion, and the Director’s attention^ is requested 
*to Mr. Gallon’s representations for the establishm|p« 
of a training schoorhi Behar fi>r women teachers. 

30. Patshalas .—^The reports of inspector# Babhos 
Bhoodeb Mokhopadya and Sasi Kanta Mokhopadya 
on the origin and progress of the system of i^rmal 
schools for teaehers in village .schools]^ •and- of the 
spread of prim^ary education which hag fairly com¬ 
menced through their agency, have been read by the 
Lieutenant-Governor with mucH intoreat. The long 
classified list of patshalas attached to Baboo Bhoodeb 
Mokhopadya’s report sliows psrhgtps more forcibly 
than any abstySet could do the nature and extent ol 
the work which has thus been suecessfully continued, 
while in Baboo Kasi’jKant Mokhepadya’s division, 
progress is'also seen inthefincreasq of 180 inmgenoui 
schools with* 2^78 pupils. .Nottrithstanding th< 
drawbacks and di^ultics with which the departm«^t 
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had W contentl in the prwafencefl of epidemic 
;:|^er in many par^ count:^, it is gratifying to 

•Imd, froin the testirflody of those who have been 
;pfought ia^.persop&lcontacfrwitli the classes for whom 
i&thoh schools 'were intended, that improvement is 
■found in the keeunesa of the people to avail themselves 
■ f of ^instruction in {mtshalas*; that the attendance has 
been niore re*gutar ;* and that during the year, under 
notice continued succeils has been secured to these 
institutions in the teaching imparted .at night-schools ' 
.to 4ay laborers, and by the increased attendance of 
gir^s at the day pats*halas. The inspector’s words upon 
these points, published at page 350 of the report, 
"though refer^ftg to an earlier period, are very cheer¬ 
ing ; • “ The patshala system has progressed more or 
less,considerably in all the districts into which it has 
been introduced. It has donq. more. It has become 


• the basis and groundwork for two very important 
measures which are now in full operation, and which 
.. heap-great promise for the future progress of educa* 
jMoif in this country. I allude to the opening of^ 
rSi^ht-schools* for day laborers, and the attendance of' 
girls in day patshalas,, which commenced in 1866-67. 
These are multiplying simultaneously with the im- 
pjroved patshalas) and tbns, without the employment 
of anything like official pressure or other edmoralising 
influence 6f <,any kind, new ideas,- engrafted as they 
have been op the time-honored institutions of tho 
people, are in a fair way of becoming naturalized in 
the cdhiltry.*’ 


^1. These remarks were made by inspector Baboo 
'Bhiideb Mukhopadyain review of^the pa^t history of 
the training schools for teachers, and-' of these village 
iMshools^themselves. <t In tlte jH’esent year is recorded 
Jthe account of the extension and growth of numerous

the form of prizes. It^is ateo. reprtjsented that a 
classification of the certificatedilfea^jhQrs in^,gra^6% 
of differing position and emolument would be atten¬ 
ded with advant|iges and^ a direct proposal is 
submitted that certain vernacular scholarships of 
minor value should be set apart, to ^be competed for 
by the pupils from the village schools only. 

32. Recognising the fact that in thcso^patshalas 
elementary education is being brou*g);^t to a Iqj^r 
class of pupils socially than any other schools have 
yet been able to reach, and that there arc indications 
in the present report that in some places people of 
inferior caste and position, hitlierto debarred by the 
custom of society from receiving any education, are 
gradually taking advantage of the benefits which 
sulh schools afford, it appears to tlie Lieuteimnt- 
Governor that questions such as these which the 
inspectors bring to notice should receive the attentmn 
of the Director of Public^ Instruction as > fnvoliang; 
measures of very great educational imj)ortance. The.. 
continued prosperity of the patshala pcheme, thdj^h 
it rests chiefl.y upon its peculiar intr^8ic advmlteges 
and its complete accordance with the tastes of. the 
people, is in some measure dependent al^upon the 
right action tal*en by the educational officera them¬ 
selves; end this is‘the more necSssary because, 
though, the sHjpfiess of the system, as far as u goes, is 
undoubted; the extejision of its bepefita il tft present 
barred by Jthe denial of'aU farther expenditure from 

the general revenue^. , * i* xv i. 1

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34i. Books. rw-lt is not apparent why, with a 

general increase in demand for books and apparatus 
from the depository, of th% School Book Society, there 
sTiould jhav^een^Bo great a deiline^in the number of 
’Hindi pad ubfynh hooks'issued ^’uring the year. The 
attention of the depaji^ment h&s been specially directed 
during (the year to the preparation^of text books in the 
Ooryafi^ fangua^e with a view to the supply of an 
admitt^ want in that pl’ovince, and acknowledgment 
is particularly due to the lafeours of Mn Fallon and 
his subordinates in the north-west division in pro¬ 
viding useful and 'interesting class books for the use 
of the. Government and private Schools in that divi¬ 
sion. Irhe Lieutenant-Governor has read with much 
interest the well-directed endeavours of Mr. Fallon 
in instituting a newspaper as an educator of the 
people ; a fair degree of spccess appears to have 
attendfid his efforts. 

85. The Director is requested to convey the thanks 
of.the Lieqtenant-Governor, and an expression of his 
extreme gratification to the Maharajah of Dhenkanal 
for the liberality and public spirit displayed by* him* 
in founding scholarships to be be'ld by Ooryahs, and 
for the; preparation of Ooryah books for the vernacular 
schools of Orisea‘ * 5 ;, 

♦ 36. The Lieutenant-Governor also desires that his 
ttrsfuks may conv.eyed to all thosej gentlemen who 
are mentioned in the various reports of the Inspectors 
and Djgputy Inspectors as having helped to further 
fhe eHbm of^the educational officers. 

• General Memarks .—The difficulty which Mr. 
Woodiibw discusses at some length, in pagSs 23-30 of 
his report regarding the incorrect'Ireturns of ago 
given by candfdatea;-' for peholarships which are resi 
tricted*! as regards the’ ages .of competitors, is one 
which pas receive^ partictilar attention during the 
year from the oirehmstances attending the recent 
civil service ezamhiation»in Engfand. * St is a serious

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subject of r^ret^bat the uncqyfelaty as to^ag^ 
exists from me abs^ce of ^theivticat^d rOgifters 
boys’ ages, Should be take^ «df antage of in sd many 
instances by, candidates, .who are ^ofeligible, trying 
to pass themselvds off as within the ag^under whio® 
they are allowed, to «)mpete!. Mr. l^oodtrow, sufflU 
ciently exposes the .impDssibilpj of aocepi^g the 
horoscppe test, an J the Lieutenaftt-0ovbrn<5r.»witlft>ni» 
sanctioning what is subsequently recommended that 
there should be a rule that “scholarships are not 
given to candidates whose alleged age is gfeatly below 
the age probable from their genferai appearance”’is 
prepared to leave much to the discretion of Ibcal 
ofidoers. Admitting the difficulties with wliich the 
right distribution of scholarships is'ls^lset owing tO 
the ignorance and occasional dishonesty of both 
parents and children, the withholding of a* scholar¬ 
ship must rest on the judgment of those who are 
brought in personal communication with the exa¬ 
minees. The Director of Public Instruction wi^iSjff* 
doubt he prepared iu all cases to support divisional 
Inspectors in refusing credence to statements of 
under circumstanceS-of improbability, unless they^are 
supported by irrefutable evidence. It is perfectly 
justifiable in such cases to tjhrow thfe Jiurdep of prpof 
on the candidate, and to reqmre from parents and 
guardians the fpllest information wher^a^air ground 
ofi douht exists. * . ' , 

Mr. Woodrow’s method of distributing the minor 
scholarships is judicious. MeAt and Iscality should*
